Mr.  THOMAS:  I  move  it  be  accepted. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  adopted.) 

PRESIDENT:  The  next  is  the  report  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer. 

TREASURER:  Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 
In  making  my  report  for  the  year  1916  and  1917  I  wish  to 
call  attention  to  a  condition  that  in  my  judgment  should 
have  some  consideration  from  this  Association.  A\’e  have 
on  roll  449  members,  of  that  number  we  have  17):l  delin¬ 
quent,  who  owe  in  dues  >$960 ;  with  the  ap])roval  of  the 
officers  and  Executive  Committee,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Membership  Committee  and  your  dTeasurer  have  made 
strong  appeals  and  with  some  results,  but  it  still  remains 
for  something  to  be  done  to  wake  them  up  to  their  oblig'a- 
tion,  or  follow  the  By-Laws  and  drop  them  as  members. 
ITe  By-Laws  provide  that  these  men  be  automatically 
dropped,  but  we  have  seen  fit  to  carry  them  along;  when  I 
say  “vve”  I  mean  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  officers. 
In  trying-  to  persuade  them  to  come  back  into  the  Associa¬ 
tion  we  have  been  fairly  successful,  but  there  are  still  15;) 
who  are  to  be  automatically  drop])ed  from  membership,  and 
I  might  state  also  that  we  have  136  members  who  owe 
from  one  to  four  dollars,  amounting  to  $334  still  due  the 
Association,  making  a  total  amount  of  $1294. 

Mr.  ddiomas’  suggestion  of  sending"  out  the  bills  at 
least  ninety  days  prior  to  the  meeting  had  its  good  effects, 
as  every  advertisement  has  been  paid  for.  You  will  notice 
we  received  from  the  advertisements  this  year  $258;  of  this 
amount  $90  was  due  from  last  year,  so  you  can  readily  see 
that  sending  out  bills  in  time  was  ])rofitable.

We  beg'  leave  to  make  the  following  preliminary  report. 
The  committee  has  been  quite  active  and  has  secured  fifteen 
new  members. 

We  have  been  endeavoring  to  make  our  membership  500, 
but  up  to  the  present  time  have  been  unsuccessful.  With  the 
new  members  we  now  have  an  enrollment  of  456. 

A  rather  unfortunate  predicament  is  facing  us  at  the  pres¬ 
ent  time.  According  to  our  by-laws  a  member  three  years  in 
arrears  for  dues  should  be  denied  the  privileges  of  a  member. 
Now  we  have  just  about  150  such  members,  with  delinquent 
dues  amounting  to  nearh*  $1,000.00.  The  executive  committee, 
your  treasurer  and  the  chairman  of  the  ^Membership  Committee 
have  been  endeavoring  to  stir  up  some  interest  among  these 
delinquents,  and  incidentally  collect  the  cash,  but  with  only 
partial  success.  It  seems  to  the  committee  that  it  would  be  a 
calamity  to  lose  150  members  and  I  would  like  the  Association 
at  this  meeting  to  discuss  this  matter  thoroughly.

PRESIDEXT :  X^ew  business  is  in  order,  gentlemen. 

iMr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  I  have  not  anything 
special  to  discuss  in  regard  to  the  report  of  the  member¬ 
ship  Committee,  although  the  Treasurer  has  very  kindly 
asked  for  a  discussion  on  our  membership,  which  I  think 
is  very  proper.  He  reports,  if  I  am  correct — and  if  I  am 
not  I  know  he  will  correct  me — that  there  are  150  delin¬ 
quents  that  should  be  dropped  according  to  our  By-Laws. 

TREASE^RER:  YTs,  sir. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  really  would  hate  very  much  in¬ 
deed  to  have  us  drop  any  members,  even  if  they  are  de¬ 
linquent.  It  does  not  cost  the  Association  anything  to 
carr\^  those  members  on  the  books,  and  I  have  seen  the 
time  when  this  Association  would  number  possibly  less 
than  one  hundred  members ;  it  has  grown  to  nearly  five 
hundred  through  the  great  efficiency  of  the  Membership 
Committee,  and  I  think  it  would  be  rather  discouraging  to 
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that  Committee  and  to  the  Association  if  we  were  to  drop 
men  now  because  our  By-Laws  require  us  to  do  it.  I  think, 
as  it  does  not  cost  the  Association  anything  to  carry  them, 
and  Mr.  Harris  is  such  an  efficient  Treasurer,  possibly  some 
of  these  men  may  pay  their  back  dues  and  still  remain 
active  members  of  the  Association. 

Mr.  iMILLARD  :  I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  majority 
of  those  men  are  Baltimore  or  out  of  town  people? 

TREASL'^RER:  The  majority  are  out  of  town  men. 

Mr.  iMILLARD  :  AVell,  in  sending  them  bills  do  you 
ever  get  any  response  resenting  the  bills  or  any  remarks 
of  any  kind  ? 

TREASL^RER:  Xo,  sir.  I  will  say  we  have  received 
some  very  pleasant  remarks  or  communications  from  quite 
a  number.  AA'e  have  some  of  our  very  best  people  in  ar¬ 
rears  ;  when  I  say  “best,’'  I  mean  druggists  of  standing,  and 
it  is  really  hard  to  comprehend  how  men  of  their  standing 
will  allow  themselves  to  become  in  arrears  for  their  dues. 

Mr.  AIILLARD  ;  I  am  guilty ;  I  got  a  bill  for  six  dol¬ 
lars  the  other  day. 

TREASL^RER:  That  bill  has  been  paid,  though  you 
are  not  in  arrears  now. 

Air.  AIILLARD  :  AVhat  I  am  getting  at  is  this:  Lots 
of  people  let  these  things  go  by  by  not  paying  strict  at¬ 
tention  to  them;  a  lot  are  delinquent  because  they  do  not 
know  it.  I  hate  to  drop  them,  becau3e  we  need  a  big  or¬ 
ganization,  and  if  we  drop  these  members  it  is  going  to 
cut  down  our  number  considerably.  Are  there  more  this 
year  than  last  year? 

TREASURER :  I  don’t  think  I  have  had  sufficient 
time  to  familiarize  myself  with  last  year’s  number. 

SECRETARY:  There  are  less. 
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TREASURER:  I  thnk  so,  because  a  number  paid 
sums  all  the  way  from  six  dollars  to  ten  dollars.  I  would 
like  to  set  myself  right,  Mr.  Millard :  there  is  no  disposition 
on  my  part  to  drop  anyone. 

Mr.  ]\IILLARD:  I  think  this  discussion  ought  to  oc¬ 
cur,  because  the  Executive  Committee  is  going  to  act  on 
the  matter,  and  they  ought  to  know  how  we  feel  about  it. 

Mr.  HENRY :  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  agree  thor¬ 
oughly  with  our  friend,  Mr.  Millard,  that  a  great  many 
people  really  do  not  realize  not  only  how  important  it  is 
to  have  these  bills  paid,  but  also  what  good  they  derive 
from  this  Association  at  Annapolis,  and  in  many  other 
ways,  and  besides  they  often  times  forget  that  they  owe  it. 
I  have  a  case  in  mind  which  may  or  may  not  have  any  in¬ 
fluence  particularly,  but  it  evidently  influenced  this  gentle¬ 
man  ;  without  calling  names,  a  good  man  in  Baltimore  said 
to  me  that  he  never  received  the  minutes  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  when  he  was  paying  his  dues.  Now  I  am  not  casting 
reflections  on  any  one  at  all,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  if  we 
had  a  little  circular,  more  of  a  pleading  circular  than  a  dun¬ 
ning'  one,  a  reminder,  asking  the  question :  Is  there  any 
reason  why  the  dues  are  not  paid  ? — We  might  get  results. 
As  both  preceding  speakers  have  said,  I  think  we  ought  to 
go  about  this  matter  slowly.  I  just  offer  these  sugges¬ 
tions  and  hope  some  others  may  be  added  to  them  and  that 
we  may  get  some  good  out  of  the  discussion. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  are  there  any  further  sug¬ 
gestions  ? 

Mr.  FOUCH:  Mr.  President,  I  happen  to  remember 
when  I  was  Treasurer  there  were  some  few  members  that 
did  not  pay  their  dues  and  never  did  pay  them,  and  they 
never  had  any  intention  of  doing  so.  I  know,  for  instance, 
I  had  a  clerk  who  joined  the  Association,  and  he  has  long 
since  left  town ;  I  don’t  know  where  he  is  now,  but  he 
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never  will  be  a  member  again,  I  am  quite  sure.  In  cases  of 
that  kind,  I  think  it  would  be  foolish  to  carr}'  the  names 
on  the  list;  but  if  there  are  any  who  have  overlooked  the 
pa3"ment  of  their  dues,  tr}'  to  get  them  to  pa^’-  up,  or  retain 
them,  if  you  see  fit.  Some  will  never  attend  the  meetings 
and  will  never  be  an}*  use  to  the  Association. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  this  question  has  come 
before  our  Executive  Committee  during  the  year,  and  it  has 
caused  us  considerable  worry  and  thought,  and  I  have  in 
mind  a  scheme,  which  I  will  present  tomorrow  in  my  ad¬ 
dress,  that  I  think  will  overcome  this  trouble.  If  there  is 
no  further  discussion,  we  will  take  it  up  again  tomorrows 

I  believe  that  finishes  up  the  business  for  today.  As 
the  Entertainment  Committee  have  a  ver\*  full  program, 
it  will  be  necessary’’  for  us  to  begin  our  sessions  promptly. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  AVhat  hour  will  that  be,  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent  ? 

PRESIDENT :  As  per  this  program  which  I  hope  you 
all  have,  at  9  :30  in  the  morning. 

Mr.  THOIMAS:  I  don’t  believe  I  can  get  m3'  room¬ 
mate  up  at  that  hour. 

(Thereupon  at  4:50  o'clock  p.  m.  the  Association  ad¬ 
journed  until  9:30  o’clock  a.  m.  Tuesda3',  June  27,  1916.) 
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Tuesday,  June  27,  1916,  9  To  a.  m. 

PRESIDEXT;  Gentlemen,  the  Association  will 
please  come  to  order,  for  the  second  session.  I  will  ask  if 
there  are  any  delegates  from  neighboring  associations  pres¬ 
ent?  If  not  we  will  proceed  with  unfinished  business. 

In  the  absence  of  ant^  unfinished  business,  we  will  pro¬ 
ceed  with  our  program ;  we  have  with  us  this  morning  IMr. 
Emory  Ah  Coblentz,  of  Erederick,  who  will  address  us. 

Mr.  COBLEX^TZ  ;  Mr.  President,  members  of  the  As¬ 
sociation,  ladies  and  gentlemen :  I  assure  you  that  I  esteem 
it  a  pleasure  to  greet  such  a  splendid  looking  body  of  people 
upon  this  spot  which  we  believe  is  one  of  the  prettiest  in 
Maryland.  But  I  am  not  going  to  occupy  the  time  that  is 
usuall}^  given  to  the  proverbial  address  of  welcome  in  in¬ 
dulging  in  sentences  of  flattery.  I  am  reminded  of  what 
Lord  Chesterfield  once  said  of  flattery :  “Elattery  is  very 
much  like  medicine,'’  he  said,  “except  it  is  administered  in 
the  opposite  direction  :  the  Aveaker  the  patient,  the  smaller 
the  dose  of  medicine  Avhich  should  be  administered;  but 
flattery  is  administered  in  the  opposite  direction  :  the  Aveak- 
er  the  patient,  the  bigger  the  dose.”  Xoav  I  think  Avhat 
Lord  Chesterfield  said  is  true,  and  I  am  not  going  to  try 
flattery ;  I  haA’e  no  small  doses  on  hand,  and  I  knoAV  this 
audience  AA^ould  not  stand  a  big  dose. 

XloAt',  my  friends,  I  am  delighted  that  this  Association 
has  chosen  this  place  for  your  meeting.  In  the  first  place, 
I  am  delighted  that  there  is  an  Association  such  as  you 
represent,  for  your  A'ocation,  your  profession,  I  should  say, 
is  not  by  any  means  an  unimportant  one.  \Vhen  Ave  notice 
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that  every  year  there  are  certain  sanitary  and  health  laws 
going  upon  our  statute  books  which  are  almost  revolution¬ 
izing  conditions,  we  realize  that  your  business  is  becoming 
more  and  more  important  all  the  time.  I  think  your  pro¬ 
fession  belongs  to  that  class  which  is  distinctly  a  profession 
of  service.  Xow  there  are  very  few  professions,  if  any, 
whose  members  would  not  want  to  be  classed  as  ones  of 
service,  and  I  would  not  like  to  draw  the  distinction  at  this 
time,  but  if  there  is  any  profession  or  vocation  in  life  which 
is  inconsistent  with  or  out  of  harmony  with  service,  it  is 
unfit  for  the  time  and  for  the  life  of  any  man.  Yours  is 
certainly  not  such  a  profession.  YYen  our  old  forefathers 
wrote  into  these  introductory  sentences  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  those  famous  words :  “We  hold  these 
truths  to  be  self-evident  that  all  men  are  created  equal : 
that  they  are  endowed  by  their  Creator  with  certain  in¬ 
alienable  rights  ;  that  among  these  are  life,  liberty  and  the 
pursuit  of  happiness,”  they  there  expressed  a  sentiment  or, 
rather,  laid  down  principles  which  underlie  the  world-wide 
progress  that  has  been  achieved  from  that  time  until  today, 
and  if  they  were  to  write  those  words  today,  friends,  they 
possibly  could  express  them>  in  our  present  day  language 
just  a  little  better  if  they  used  the  words,  “liberty,  equality 
and  service,”  because  that  is  what  they  mean  when  applied 
to  every  day  life.  I  am  not  going  to  sa}^  a  word  about 
liberty;  the  great  cause  of  liberty  was  threshed  out  and 
solved,  abstractly,  at  least,  during  the  eighteenth  century, 
so  that  we  sometimes  call  the  eighteenth  century  the  cen¬ 
tury  of  liberty ;  and  the  question  of  equality  was  discussed 
and  largely  decided,  at  least  so  far  as  it  aftects  us  as  a 
people,  in  the  nineteenth  century ;  so  that  is  called  the  cen¬ 
tury  of  equality.  But  it  is  for  the  twentieth  century,  of 
which  you  and  I  are  a  part,  or  in  which  you  and  I  are  par¬ 
ticipants,  it  is  for  that  century  to  make  good  the  promise 
that  it  would  be  the  century,  and  be  known  in  the  annals 
of  history,  as  the  century  of  service. 
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Service,  as  you  know,  is  the  antidote  for  self-interest, 
the  losing  of  ourselves  for  others,  and  therefore  in  follow¬ 
ing  a  vocation  in  which  one  prime  object  is  service,  we 
choose  what  is  in  thorough  harmony  with  every  ideal  that 
is  lofty,  with  every  hope  that  is  beaming  and  bright,  with 
every  ambition  that  is  worthy,  with  every  anticipation  that 
is  noble ;  and  I  feel  we  should  consider  at  this  time  the  tre¬ 
mendous  drama  which  is  being  enacted  across  the  water, 
and  stop  to  consider,  what  does  it  all  mean  ?  W’hat  ques¬ 
tion  has  brought  about  all  this?  It  is  not  a  question  of 
liberty ;  nobody  over  there  has  tried  to  take  liberty  from 
another;  it  is  not  a  question  of  equality;  but  isn’t  it  in  fact, 
friends,  that  after  all  the  real  cause  of  the  terrible  conflict 
going  on  across  the  seas,  by  which  they  are  practically  be¬ 
ing  drenched  in  certain  portions  with  showers  of  blood,  that 
the  nations  of  Europe  who  engaged  in  that  conflict,  or  some 
of  them,  have  not  properly  appreciated  the  call  to  service? 
They  have  too  much  of  self,  too  much  individualism  and 
not  enough  of  losing  themselves  in  the  interest  ot  others. 
And  what  means  all  this  martial  array  right  now  in  our 
own  country,  which  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific,  and 
from  the  Canadian  line  to  the  Mexican  line,  is  being  mobi¬ 
lized  for  service  and  transported  quickly  across  the  country 
to  the  border?  What  does  it  mean"  Is  it  a  question  of 
liberty  at  stake?  Well,  of  course  we  might  say  so  when 
men  along  the  border  are  being  murdered,  when  their  lib¬ 
erty  is  being  taken  from  them ;  but,  after  all.  there  is  not 
a  single  Mexican  leader  who  has  any  idea  of  taking  from 
the  EMited  States  its  liberty,  and  there  is  no  one  in  this 
country  who  has  any  idea  of  taking  from  the  jMexican  peo¬ 
ple  any  spark  of  liberty,  if  there  is  any,  there.  Xor  is  it  a 
question  of  equality.  But  isn’t  it  because  the  Mexican  peo¬ 
ple,  by  reason  of  their  history,  by  reason  of  their  traditions, 
by  their  training,  or,  I  should  say,  lack  of  training,  because 
nine-tenths  of  them,  as  you  know,  are  steeped  in  ignorance 
and  superstition  (I  happened  to  have  been  there  last  fall 
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and  spent  some  little  time  in  that  God-forsaken,  ignorant, 
benighted  country),  have  not  been  able  to  appreciate  the 
challenge  to  service ;  they  do  not  know  what  it  is ;  they 
have  no  idea  what  it  is  to  reach  out  a  hand  to  help  some 
one  else  :  thev  have  no  idea  what  it  is  to  engage  in  a  voca¬ 
tion  to  serve  other  people  and  help  the  distressed  :  that  is 
the  reason  why  we  are  called  upon  to  go  there  and  interfere. 

Xow,  my  friends,  yours  is  a  call  to  service,  and  let  us 
not,  in  going  through  life,  and  1  am  sure  3'ou  will  not,  be¬ 
cause  druggists  are  always  a  happ3"  lot  of  people,  at  least 
I  have  found  them  so,  take  life,  serious  as  it  is,  and  as  im¬ 
portant  as  it  is,  in  such  a  serious  wa^v  Ella  Wheeler  AAdl- 
cox  never  said  an^^thing  more  true  than  when  she  wrote 
those  beautiful,  simple  little  lines  which  I  have  alwa\^s 
delighted  to  read  and  to  learn ; 

“Laugh,  and  the  world  laughs  with  you  : 

\\>ep.  and  3-011  weep  alone ; 

For  this  old  world  must  borrow  its  mirth. 

It  has  troubles  enough  of  its  own. 

Smile,  and  the  hills  will  answer. 

Sigh,  it  is  lost  in  the  air; 

For  the  echoes  bound  to  a  jo3-ful  sound 
But  shrink  from  voicing  care.’' 

The  ke3'note.  friends,  of  success  in  business,  is  to  have 
a  jo3'ful  note  in  all  3-011  do.  I  pit3'  the  person  who  has  a 
long  face.  AWth  all  due  respect  to  him  and  T  have  been  a 
great  admirer  of  him,  I  have  aften  pitied  our  President,  he 
has  such  a  long  face  (laughter).  I  suppose  that  is  not  in¬ 
dicative  of  the  heart,  but  3-011  know  what  I  mean,  and  I  am 
sure  that  in  our  business,  in  our  ever3-  da3-  walk  and  con¬ 
versation,  if  we  can  make  our  faces,  instead  of  being  about 
6  X  2,  about  4  x  4.  we  will  get  along  so  much  better. 
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Now  that  is  one  principle  of  life  that  I  find — and  I  am 
sure  I  am  telling  you  nothing  you  don’t,  most  of  you,  know 
— is  absolutely  sought  after  and  exemplified  in  the  biggest 
kinds  of  business.  You  go  into  some  of  the  large  counting 
houses  in  New  York  or  in  Baltimore  or  in  any  other  of  the 
larger  cities,  and  you  will  find  everything  that  is  possible, 
every  environment  that  tends  to  cheer  and  hope  and  cour¬ 
age,  is  there  used  and  is  there  present :  logs  in  the  fire  place 
burning'  brightly — while  they  do  not  make  any  heat,  be¬ 
cause  the  back  log  is  an  evidence  of  cheer,  hope  and  cour¬ 
age,  and  the  whole  atmosphere  is  one  of  buoyancy,  hope 
and  good  spirits,  and,  friends,  that  is  what  we  must  get  in 
our  business,  there  is  no  doubt  about  it.  He  or  she  who 
fails  to  recognize  that  principle  can  not  make  a  complete 
success  in  life,  and  therefore  if  this  convention  and  this 
meeting  of  this  Association,  would  have  no  other  advan¬ 
tage,  and  no  other  lesson  would  be  learned,  than  that  every 
one  going  from  this  place  to  his  or  her  place  of  business 
would  certainly  feel  as  they  never  felt  before,  the  import¬ 
ance  of  good  fellowship,  of  a  happy  pleasant  word  for  every 
one  who  comes  into  our  presence,  it  is  worth  your  while 
ten  times. 

Now  1  do  not  popose  to  take  up  your  time  as  I  see 
you  have  an  ambitious  program  and  I  know  it  is  going 
to  be  carried  out.  I  am  delighted  to  be  with  you,  and  in 
behalf  of  all  the  community,  and  in  behalf  of  those  of  us  of 
Frederick  County  who  love  to  see  people  coming  to  the 
county,  we  bid  you  a  welcome.  I  am  sorry  that  nature  just 
at  this  moment  is  not  smiling  upon  us,  by  way  of  opening 
the  splendid  panorama  that  is  before  us  so  that  the  waving 
fields  of  golden  grain  may  nod  you  welcome,  yet  1  am  sure 
before  the  day  is  over  nature  will  smile  upon  you. 

I  welcome  you  here,  and  may  your  meeting  together 
upon  this  mountain,  and  may  everything  you  do  and  say 
be  an  inspiration  to  you,  so  that  as  you  go  back  to  your 
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places  of  business,  you  may  feel  invigorated  and  strengthened, 
and  better  prepared  for  doing  real  service  in  joyful,  happy, 
gleeful  way,  which  makes  life  worth  living,  and  makes 
those  who  come  in  contact  with  us  feel  it  has  been  a  bless¬ 
ing  to  do  so. 


I  thank  you  and  hope  this  convention  will  meet  your 
earnest  and  highest  expectations.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  T.  M.  WILLIAMSON  :  Mr.  President,  ladies  and 
gentlemen :  I  apologize  for  being  late  as  I  would  like  to 
have  been  here  earlier  to  have  introduced  the  speaker.  I 
thank  him  for  his  splendid  address,  and  I  want  to  welcome 
every  lady  and  gentleman  of  the  Association  to  Frederick 
County.  I  hope  you  will  have  a  very  delightful  time.  I 
think  the  Committee  has  arranged  a  very  nice  entertain¬ 
ment  for  us  and  I  wish  you  all  kinds  of  happiness.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

PRESIDENT :  We  are  fortunate  in  having  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  a  son  of 
old  Frederick  county,  and  I  shall  call  on  Mr.  John  B. 
Thomas  to  also  respond  to  this  most  eloquent  address. 
(Applause.) 

Mr.  TEIOIMAS:  Mr.  President,  our  honored  guests, 
and  members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  indeed  to  be  here  with  you 
again  in  splendid  old  Frederick  county,  and  also  to  see  such 
a  representative  body  of  men  and  ladies  present  here  today 
with  this  Association.  I  think  possibly  this  is  owing  large¬ 
ly  to  our  very  efficient  Auxiliary  Committee  and  the  trio 
of  live  wires,  if  I  may  call  them  such. 

I  was  very  much  impressed  by  Mr.  Coblentz’s  address, 
and  the  word  “service’’  that  he  used.  I  think  he  has  put 
“pep”  into  this  meeting.  MTat  I  mean  by  “pep”  is  pose, 
efficiency,  peace. 
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The  pharmacist,  as  a  general  thing,  is  very  much  dis¬ 
posed  to  confine  himself  to  the  four  walls  of  his  place  of 
business.  That  is  all  wrong,  in  my  opinion.  He  should 
get  out  and  meet  his  fellow  men.  He  would  hnd  that  by 
so  doing  he  would  be  very  much  better  oft,  because  “all 
work  and  no  play”  never  makes  a  lovable  man. 

The  pharmacist,  as  a  general  thing,  should  pay  more 
attention  to  his  profession.  You  will  find  that  the  statute 
books  of  the  forty-eight  States  of  this  great  country  of  ours 
are  bulging  with  silly  pharmacy  laws.  This  should  not 
exist.  Individually  we  are  powerless  to  remed}''  this  con¬ 
dition,  but  collectively,  through  Associations  of  this  kind 
we  can  be  of  some  benefit  in  preventing  injurious  laws 
being  introduced. 

I  thank  IMr.  Coblentz  very  much  indeed  for  his  hearty 
and  beautiful  words,  for  the  ideals  and  ideas  he  has  pre¬ 
sented  to  us  this  morning,  and  we  extend  to  him  a  most 
cordial  invitation  to  attend  these  meetings ;  he  will  be  very 
welcome  at  aiw  time,  and  I  am  sure  all  the  members  of  this 
Association  will  be  much  benefited  by  his  being  here. 

Thank  you  very  much.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDEXT  :  The  next  on  the  program,  gentlemen, 
is  a  ver}'  important  item,  but  not  enjoyable  for  the  Presi¬ 
dent — the  President’s  address.  I  will  ask  IMr.  Millard  to 
take  the  chair  while  I  read  it. 

(Mr.  iMillard  did  as  requested.) 

PRESIDEXT ;  (Reading.) 

The  ]Maryland  Pharmaceutical  x\ssociation. 

Gentlemen:  —  The  Executive  Committee  who  last  year 
“o-azed  upon  the  clustered  spires  of  Frederick  nestling  hnong 
the  Marvland  hills"  received  such  an  inspiration  that  they  were 
unable  to  resist  their  beckoning  call  this  year.  So  today  finds 
us  assembled  once  more  amid  the  beautiful  scenes  that  have

engaged  the  attention  not  only  of  the  poets,  statesmen  and 
warriors,  but  also  of  pharmacists. 

Taking  a  retrospective  view,  many  thing^s  have  transpired 
since  our  last  meeting,  and  we  see  the  drug  business  passing- 
through  the  greatest  crisis  in  its  history.  New  la-ws  and  regu¬ 
lations  affecting  pharmacy  are  introduced  almost  daily.  The 
price  lists  of  today  are  obsolete  tomorrow,  and  the  interpreta¬ 
tions  of  the  narcotic  laws  yesterday  do  not  aoply  to  the  con¬ 
ditions  of  today.  To  these  rapidly  changing  environments  your 
officers  have  constantly  been  on  the  lookout,  and  were  it  not 
for  the  vigilance  of  the  various  committees  who  have  given  their 
time  freely  for  the  benefit  of  us  all  we  would  be  operating  our 
stores  at  a  much  greater  disadvantage  than  we  are. 

They  have  given  your  executive  the  fullest  co-operation, 
and  have  demonstrated  their  loyalty  by  the  interest  shown  when 
any  question  or  policy  was  up  for  consideration.  Too  much 
praise  cannot  be  given  our  faithful  Secretary,  whose  genial  dis¬ 
position,  combined  with  exceptional  ability  and  discernment, 
render  him  pre-eminently  fitted  for  his  onerous  position. 

The  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  have  been  ever 
alert  in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  and  the  Treasurer 
seems  to  have  been  educated  especially  for  the  office  he  so  ably 
occupies. 

While  the  regular  routine  Association  business  has  been  at¬ 
tended  to,  we  have  performed  some  constructive  service.  Ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  completed  with  the  United  States  Fidelity 
and  Guarantee  Company  whereby  our  members  secure  a  re¬ 
duction  of  33  1-3  per  cent,  on  their  liability  insurance — a  direct 
saving  each  year  of  more  than  double  the  annual  dues  in  the 
Association. 

During  the  year  several  letters  have  been  sent  out  by  the 
Publicity  Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Asso¬ 
ciation.  This  committee  seems  to  be  very  much  alive  to  the  un¬ 
usual  conditions  that  have  confronted  us.  Their  plan  was  to 
send  out  news  items  pertaining  to  the  high  cost  of  drugs  and 
other  copy  designed  to  correct  erroneous  impressions  which 
exist  in  the  public  mind,  and  to  educate  the  people  to  a  better 
understanding  and  respect  for  the  pharmacist. 

That  their  effort'^  have  been  effective  is;  evidenced  by  the 
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appearance  of  some  of  these  bulletins  in  onr  local  papers.  This 
is  a  most  excellent  plan  and  should  be  carried  out  in  our  own 
State. 

The  Treasurer  will  probably  call  your  attention  to  the 
lamentable  state  of  our  membership  roll.  Apparently  we  have 
about  450  members.  Of  these  159  are  more  than  three  years  in 
arrears  and,  consequenty,  should  not  be  included  in  the  list. 

^lessrs.  Harris  and  Stagmer  have  worked  hard  to  save  these 
from  dropping  out  entirely  and  have  had  some  success.  Still, 
enough  remain  suspended  to  cause  the  committee  considerable 
worry. 

I  believe  this  condition  can  be  remedied  and  possibly  elimi¬ 
nated  by  authorizing  the  membership  committee  to  collect  dues 
and  renewals,  as  well  as  inducing  new  members.  I  would  there¬ 
fore  suggest  a  resnlutinn  tn  amend  the  By-L.aws  to  this  effect. 
As  this  new  function  would  require  considerable  time  and  ef¬ 
fort,  it  should  carry  some  remuneration -and  a  series  of  cash 
prizes  should  be  awarded  the  members  reporting  the  largest 
collection. 

In  this  connection,  and  to  render  their  work  more  tangible, 
I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  appropriate  metal  sign, 
similar  in  design  to  the  one  used  by  the  American  Bankers’  As¬ 
sociation,  bearing  the  words  “SAFETY  FIRST,”  “MEIMBER 
OE  THE  MARYLAND  PHARMACEEMICAL  ASSOCIA¬ 
TION.”  That  this  sign  be  furnished  to  members  in  good  stand¬ 
ing  and  revoked  upon  non-payment  of  dues.  That  this  emblem 
be  placed  at  the  cashier’s  desk  or  some  other  conspicuous  place^ 
where  the  public  may  learn  to  associate  it  with  progressiveness 
and  mutual  protection  in  that  the  holder  is  known  beyond  his 
own  store  and  is  recognized  as  a  professional  man  who  keeps 
in  touch  with  the  foremost  men  of  his  calling. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have 
bestowed  upon  me  and  to  express  the  hope  that  the  Associa¬ 
tion  work  kq.s  been  performerl  to  your  fullest  expectations.

PRESIDENT  (After  resuming  the  Chair)  ;  Gentle¬ 
men,  the  next  on  the  program  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Pharmacy. 

Mr.  BACON :  Mr.  Powell  and  IMr.  iMeredith  have  not 
yet  arrived,  and  I  would  like  them  to  read  the  report  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  before  it  is  submitted  to  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  M  ill  you  let  it  go  over  until  tomorrow? 

PRESIDENT :  I  suppose  so.  Is  the  Committee  on 
Trade  Interests  ready  with  its  report? 

(Mr.  Charles  IMeyer  here  read  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Trade  Interests.) 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  TRADE  INTERESTS 
MARYLAND  PHARMACEUTICAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


Mr.  Chairman: — 

In  presenting’  this  paper  as  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Trade  Interests,  it  has  been  the  endeavor  to  avoid  a  repetition 
of  what  has  been  sairl  in  last  vear’s  report,  which,  as  we  well 
remember,  was  a  most  thorough  one.  going  into  all  phases  and 
conditions  of  the  drug  business.  The  purport  of  this  paper  has 
been  to  touch  on  various  conditions  as  thev  arose  during  the 
past  year.  The  most  striking  feature  during  the  year  was  no 
doubt  the  unprecedented  advance  in  the  wholesale  prices  of 
drugs.  This  to  a  great  extent  was  due  to  speculation  in  sta¬ 
ples,  although  scarcity  of  other  drugs  was  the  cause  of  some. 
The  jobbers  where  possible  protected  their  customers,  giving 
limited  quantities  at  fair  prices  and  only  raising  them  when 
compelled  to  do  so.  It  may  well  be  said  that  the  past  year  was 
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a  golden  opportunity  for  the  retail  druggist,  not  only  to  raise 
his  prices  to  obtain  a  good  margin  of  profit,  but  to  maintain 
them.  The  druggists  who  belong  to  the  various  associations 
and  living  in  cities  where  frequent  meetings  were  held,  and  who 
attended  these  meetings  were  benefited  financially  many  times 
more  than  the  dues  of  the  Association  cost,  while  those  who 
staid  at  home  were  surely  the  losers.  At  these  meetings  not 
only  were  prices  discussed,  but  often  advance  information  was 
given  that  certain  drugs  were  getting  very  scarce,  that  after 
certain  dates  prices  of  patents  would  be  advanced,  and  that 
after  certain  dates  the  manufacturers  of  toilet  preparations  who  had 
been  paying  the  war  tax  would  raise  their  prices  to  the  cost  of 
stamps  plus  the  cost  of  putting  them  on. 

All  this  certainly  was  never  the  case  in  previous  years,  such 
things  not  being  necessary.  Those  druggists  who  advanced  their 
prices  not  only  of  drugs  that  had  advanced,  but  everything  where 
it  was  possible  to  advance,  were  certainly  fortified  in  doing  so 
because  almost  every  line  of  goods  had  advanced,  including  paper, 
glassware,  metal  goods  and  numerous  others.  There  was  very  little 
complaint  comparatively  speaking  from  the  general  public,  because 
the  public  press  had  heralded  and  spread  broadcast  the  enormous 
increase  in  the  wholesale  cost  of  drugs,  not  only  imported  but 
domestic  drugs  as  well.  The  general  public  knowing  this  to  be  the 
case  therefore  knew  when  the  druggist  asked  an  advance  price,  that 
he  was  justified  in  doing  so  and  could  not  argue  against  it  because 
he  knew  he  could  not  put  up  any  just  argument.  This  in  itself  will 
show  that  the  general  public  will  pay  better  prices  for  goods  than 
they  have  been  paying,  when  compelled  to  do  so.  A  few  instances 
mentioned  here  will  not  be  amiss.  In  making  inquiries  among 
druggists  regarding  the  raising  of  prices,  it  was  found  that  the 
majority  had  raised  prices  wherever  possible  and  that  the  business 
continued  as  good,  and  in  many  instances  better,  than  at  low  prices. 
Other  druggists  did  not  raise  the  prices  of  goods  they  had  on 
hand  and  sold  them  at  the  old  price,  only  to  replace  them  at  a 
higher  price.  .  When  attention  was  called  to  this  poor  policy  of 
doing  business,  they  said  the  goods  did  not  cost  the  advance  price 
so  they  would  not  charge  an  advance  price.  Besides  they  claimed 
the  general  public  would  think  they  were  selling  cheaper  than 
others.  Any  sensible  business  man  would  ridicule  such  a  policy. 
This  puts  the  druggist  in  a  class  by  himself,  namely,  of  giving- 
money  away  instead  of  taking  it.  It  was  such  an  easy  matter  to 
ask  an  advance  and  to  get  it,  that  it  was  like  the  slang  phrase  of 
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taking^  money  from  the  blind.  One  drugs:ist  stated  that  he  had  not 
raised  his  prices  on  any  old  prescriptions  brought  in  to  be  renewed, 
because  some  of  his  customers  objected.  Besides  he  would  rather 
keep  his  trade  in  good  spirits  and  also  make  new  trade  the  same 
way,  namely,  b\'  charging  low  prices  for  prescriptions.  \\  hen 
asked  to  explain  more  fulh'  he  said  that  the  customer  of  another 
druggist  brought  a  copy  of  a  prescription  for  which  he  had  always 
paid  50  cents  and  an  advance  of  50  cents  was  asked  for  the  same. 
The  customer  being  dissatisfied  asked  for  a  copy,  stating  that  he 
would  get  it  elsewhere.  The  druggist  upon  being  told  the  circum¬ 
stances  agreed  to  put  it  up  at  the  old  price  of  50  cents  and  thereby 
make  a  new  customer.  When  told  this  was  poor  policy  he  said 
all  new  prescriptions  he  charged  an  advance  price  and  figured  on 
these  renewals  to  counterbalance  the  others.  When  confronted 
with  the  fact  that  customers  would  probably  want  a  reduction  on 
prescriptions  when  prices  declined  that  had  been  compounded  when 
prices  were  high  said  that  he  had  never  given  that  a  thought.  This 
man  who  has  been  in  business  for  about  fifteen  years  was  working 
as  he  said  for  the  future  trade  instead  of  grasping  the  opportunity 
that  was  handed  him  on  a  golden  platter.  He  is  not  a  member  to 
my  knowledge  of  any  drug  association  and  never  attends  any  meet¬ 
ings..  The  matter  of  trade  journals  seems  to  be  a  neglected  side 
issue  with  a  great  many.  Every  man  should  take  at  least  five  or  six 
good  journals.  This  should  by  all  means  include  the  journal  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  an  outlay  of  $10  for 
journals  will  easily  make  or  save  $100  either  in  the  price  of  drugs 
or  following  suggestions  which  the^'  present  from  time  to  time. 

Regarding  legislation  little  can  be  said  locally,  as  no  laws 
were  passed  at  the  last  Legislature  which  changed  the  present 
status  of  affairs  to  any  extent.  In  Congress  the  Stephens-Ashton 
Bill  which  replaces  the  original  Stevens’  Bill  is  before  the  House 
and  is  progressing  favorabh'.  Some  of  the  large  manufacturers  in 
the  United  States  are  behind  same,  and  should  it  become  a  law 
the  prospect  for  the  druggist  would  be  ver^'  bright  in  priced  articles. 
The  various  associations  have  had  numerous  meetings  during  the 
past  3'ear.  The  Marjdand  Pharmaceutical  Association  had  a  social 
meeting  during,  the  winter.  The  Baltimore  branch  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association  had  a  number  of  meetings.  The  Balti¬ 
more  Retail  Druggists  Association  has  had  monthh-  meetings 
which  were  well  attended.  The  Colleges  of  Pharmacy  which  are 
having  a  leaning  to  educate  the  student  along  commercial  lines 
would  do  well  if  the^*  would  engage  an  instructor  who  would 
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lecture  to  the  students  on  business  methods.  This  would  not 
necessarily  require  a  druggist  or  graduate  of  pharmacy  to  fill  a 
position,  as  it  is  rarely  the  case  a  man  possesses  both  the  qualifi¬ 
cations  both  as  a  professional  and  a  business  man  in  a  true  sense 
of  the  word.  If  such  an  instructor  were  not  feasible  the  colleges 
could  do  like  the  Baltimore  Retail  Druggists  Association  by  having- 
such  men  as  Mr.  Thomas  T.yons  of  the  Baltimore  News,  Mr. 
Burnett  of  the  Gas  N;  Electric  Company,  Mr.  LeVine  of  the  Fail- 
Trade  League,  or  Mr.  Wall  of  the  Sheldon  School  address  them 
at  intervals.  Or  they  could  have  men  from  the  Rotary  Club  which 
represents  men  in  all  lines  of  business  to  address  them  on  business 
topics.  We  must  not  forget  the  druggist  is  a  business  man  and 
must  run  his  business  on  business-like  principles  more  each  year 
as  competition  grows,  and  therefore  should  have  the  guiding  hand 
of  those  who  are  successful  business  men  advising  from  time  to 
time  on  topics  and  methods  which  the  colleges  do  not  impart. 
I  daresay  there  never  was  a  more  profitable  meeting  from  the 
druggists  point  of  view  at  a  joint  meeting  held  by  the  Baltimore 
Retail  Druggists  Association  and  the  Baltimore  branch  of  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  where  Mr.  Lyons  gave  an 
instructive  talk  on  advertising.  This  talk  applied  to  both  the  large 
and  the  small  druggist,  and  such  talks  to  students  would  show 
them  business  methods  and  give  them  suggestions  which  they 
cannot  obtain  in  the  narrow  sphere  in  which  they  move.  But  we 
must  not  forget  the  professional  side  without  which  the  business 
part  would  not  be  a  success,  and  must  not  let  either  out-balance  the 
other,  or  else  we  lose  the  standing  as  professional  men  and  cannot 
succeed  as  business  men,  which  after  all  is  the  most  important, 
because  good  business  means  earning  money  without  which  we 
surely  could  not  get  along.  As  the  years  go  on  the  druggist  seems 
to  be  picked  out  as  an  easy-mark  more  and  more.  During  the  past 
year  additional  taxation  was  again  levied  on  the  goods  handled 
principally  by  druggists  who  are  already  overtaxed.  A  tax  on 
soda  fountains,  and  an  additional  tax  of  $4.00  on  the  sale  of  cigar¬ 
ettes.  As  neither  of  these  articles  allow  any  advance  over  the 
present  or  past  prices,  it  again  demonstrates  that  the  druggist  must 
of  dire  necessity  obtain  better  prices  wherever  it  is  possible  to  do 
so.  A  few  weeks  since  a  decision  was  rendered  by  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States  which  has  done  a  great  deal  of  good 
work  which  the  authorities  had  accomplished,  namely,  it  was  de¬ 
cided  that  the  Harrison  Narcotic  Law  applies  only  to  dealers  insofar 
as  having  narcotics  in  their  possession,  and  does  not  apply  to  an 
habitue  whom  the  Court  considers  exempt  from  this  clause. 
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Druggists  and  others  who  have  been  complying  strictly  with  this 
law  and  trying  to  uphold  it  are  severely  disappointed  at  this 
decision.  The  general  status  of  trade  during  the  past  year  seems 
better  than  previous  years  according  to  replies  received  from  various 
jobbers.  The  volume  of  trade  has  been  larger  and  collections  have 
been  better.  Wdiether  this  is  due  to  high  prices  or  not  remains 
an  open  question,  but  one  thing  is  certain,  that  if  appearances 
count  for  anything  the  retail  druggists  are  more  prosperous  than 
formerly,  or  else  they  would  not  be  buying  automobiles  and  attend 
the  various  meetings  in  such  numbers  as  they  do.

TREASURER:  Some  report! 

PRESIDENT ;  Gentlemen,  3^11  have  heard  this  most 
excellent  report  on  Trade  Interests;  what  is  your  pleasure? 

]\Ir.  IMILLARD  :  I  move  it  be  accepted  and  referred 
for  publication  in  the  usual  way,  but  just  one  word,  before 
that  is  done :  Reference  is  made  in  the  report  to  the  Har¬ 
rison  Act  as  not  apphdng  to  habitues  having  narcotics  in 
their  possession.  There  is  a  State  law  which  does  cover 
that,  and  it  is  still  ver}"  much  against  the  law"  to  have  in¬ 
hibited  drugs  in  one’s  possession. 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  is  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  IMedical  Societies.  I  believe  Mr.  H3mson  is  the 
Chairman  of  that  Committee.  He  is  not  here — neither  is 
Air.  Hodson,  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Deceased 
Alembers — so  we  will  just  postpone  those  reports  until  to¬ 
morrow.  The  meeting  is  now  open  for  new  business. 

Air.  TPIOALYS  :  Air.  President,  I  believe  that  3-011  have 
not  called  for  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws.  I 
would  like  to  ask  that  that  be  postponed  until  tomorrow 
also,  on  account  of  the  suggestion  made  in  your  most  ex- 
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cellent  address ;  but  there  is  something  I  would  like  to 
call  to  the  attention  of  the  Association  so  that  it  may  be 
discussed  intelligently  tomorrow  when  the  final  report 
comes  up.  This  is  an  amendment  to  our  Constitution  of¬ 
fered  by  IMr.  \\dlliamson  last  year.  It  reads  as  follows : 

“Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  change  Article  4 
of  the  Constitution  by  striking  out  said  Article  and  sub¬ 
stituting  the  following: 

“The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Pres¬ 
ident,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary, 
a  Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members ; 
of  this  Committee  three  are  to  be  elected  from  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  one  from  the  Eastern  Shore,  and  one  from  the 
WTstern  Shore  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

“All  officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  have  qualified.  The 
Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  after 
the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

“Submitted  to  the  Convention  and  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Laws. 

(Signed;  R.  E.  LEE  WILLIAMSON.^’ 

Now  I  do  not  want  this  subject  discussed  today,  Mr. 
President ;  I  have  simply  announced  it  so  that  the  members 
here  will  be  prepared  to  discuss  it  tomorrow. 

Thank  you  very  much. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Is  this  resolution  to  be  dis¬ 
cussed? 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  simply  announced  it  so  that  the 
members  of  the  Association  may  be  prepared  to  discuss  it 
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'  tomorrow.  I  have  to  make  my  final  report  tomorrow,  and 
'  ^  brought  this  up  before  the  Association  so  they  will  be  fa¬ 
miliar  with  it,  in  order  to  discuss  it  tomorrow.  If  there  is 
anything  you  have  to  say —  ^ 

Mr.  W’lLLIAMSON :  Mr.  President,  I  only  have  one 
i  thing  to  say  in  reference  to  the  Amendment  of  the  Consti- 
'  •  tution  that  I  proposed  last  session,  and  which  I  probably 
I  i-  omitted,  or  did  not  think  of  at  the  time.  It  would  appear 
j  ^  to  me  desirable  that  inasmuch  as  the  Executive  Committee, 
j  ?.  if  this  change  in  the  Constitution  is  adopted,  will  be  con- 
I  i  "  stituted  of  five  elected  members  and  three  ex-ofhcio  mem- 
I  I  bers,  making  the  Executive  Committee  practically  eight 
!|  ?  men,  the  five  elected  members  be  not  all  changed  in  one 
Jj  *  year.  In  other  words,  the  Executive  Committee  should  not 
I  I  be  an  entirely  new  Executive  Committee  every  year,  but 
not  less  than  two  and  possibly  three  of  the  five  members  of 
i  the  Executive  Committee  should  hold  over. 

j  PRESIDENT:  Will  you  put  that  in  writing? 


Mr.  WTLLIAMSON  :  I  will  gladly ;  it  is  just  simply  a 
suggestion ;  it  would  probably  not  be  necessary  to  have 
unanimous  consent,  but  only  the  consent  of  the  mover  of 
this  resolution,  for  this  to  be  done.  Therefore,  I  think  a 
portion  of  the  Committee  should  hold  over ;  they  are  well 
seasoned  and  better  fitted  to  continue  the  affairs  of  the 
Association  than  a  perfectly  green  Executive  Committee. 

PRESIDENT:  Any  further  suggestions,  gentlemen? 
If  not  I  want  to  say,  under  the  order  of  new  business,  that 
we  have  with  us  this  morning  a  representative  of  the 
United  States  Eidelity  &  Guaranty  Company,  who  will  give 
us  some  information  about  liability  under  the  Narcotic 
Law,  the  violations  which  are  covered  by  his  liability  policy 
that  I  spoke  of  in  my  address.  Mr.  Alger  has  already  ad¬ 
dressed  us  on  the  subject,  but  we  will  be  glad  to  have  him 
give  us  further  information. 
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Mr.  ALGER:  Mr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
Some  one  asked  the  question  whether  an  insurance  man 
was  born  or  made;  the  answer  was  that  he  was  born,  as 
nobody  would  be  foolish  enough  to  make  an  insurance  man. 

I  regret  exceedingly  that  I  have  to  come  here  and  talk 
business,  particularly  insurance  business,  but  it  seems  es¬ 
sential  you  should  know  something  about  the  arrange¬ 
ment  your  Committee  has  made  with  our  company. 

I  will-go  back  about  twelve  months:  About  this  time 
last  year  Doctor  Heatwole,  of  the  University  of  Maryland, 
and  active  in  the  Maryland  State  Dental  Association, 
thought  if  he  had  some  blanket  arrangement  with  the  com¬ 
pany  by  which  the  members  of  the  Dental  Association  could 
get  their  insurance  at  less  cost  than  outsiders  it  would  be 
an  assistance  to  the  Association.  He  took  the  matter  up 
with  me  as  a  representative  of  the  company  and  we  formu¬ 
lated  a  blanket  rate  for  the  Maryland  State  Dental  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  went  into  effect  on  the  20th  of  January.  In 
conversation  with  Doctor  Heatwole  before  leaving  Balti¬ 
more,  he  tells  me  they  have  increased  their  membership 
twenty  per  cent,  by  having  this  arrangement.  Mr.  Bunting 
and  Doctor  Heatwole  being  friends,  in  talking  the  matter 
over,  Mr.  Bunting  thought  it  would  be  a  pretty  good  thing 
for  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  if  he  could 
make  some  such  arrangement  with  our  company.  So  the 
matter  was  taken  up  and  thoroughly  discussed  and  we 
finally  entered  into  an  arrangement  with  your  Association. 

It  simply  means  that  any  member  of  the  Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association  is  entitled  to  this  blanket  rate. 
I  don’t  know  whether  you  gentlemen  are  aware  of  the  fact 
or  not,  but  with  this  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  recently 
enacted,  at  any  time  a  representative  of  the  Government 
can  come  into  your  store,  take  a  proprietary  medicine  off 
your  shelf  and  analyze  it.  If  it  does  not  come  up  to  their 
requirement  you  will  have  to  prove  to  the  Government  vou 
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have  in  no  way  tampered  with  it,  that  you  are  not  res])on- 
sible  for  its  being  below  standard.  This  means  you  will 
have  to  furnish  counsel  to  represent  you.  In  our  ])olicy 
this  is  all  provided  for.  If  this  should  occur  we  furnish 
counsel  free  of  charge. 

Again,  a  lot  of  people  confuse  the  Druggists’  Liability 
Insurance  with  the  Compensation  Insurance.  You  gentle¬ 
men  are  probablv  aware  that  about  a  year  ago  there  was 
a  law  passed  at  the  Legislature  by  which  every  man  who 
employed  help  had  to  carry  what  was  called  “Compensa¬ 
tion  Insurance.”  That  means  if  an  employe  happened  to 
be  hurt  or  killed  while  in  your  emplo}"  you  have  to  allow 
his  widow  up  to  five  thousand  dollars,  in  some  cases,  or  a 
certain  amount  of  his  weekly  earnings  not  exceeding  $12.50 
a  week  until  there  has  been  paid  out  five  thousand  dollars. 
The  Druggists’  Liability  Insurance  comes  under  a  different 
heading;  it  has  reference  only  to  the  public,  for,  when  they 
claim  mistakes  have  been  made,  in  our  policy  we  agree  to 
take  the  case  off  your  hand,  furnish  all  counsel  free  of  charge 
that  may  be  necessary;  if  judgment  should  be  gotten,  we 
pay  the  indemnity  up  to  $2,500  under  one  form,  and  $5,000 
under  the  other. 

The  wording  of  the  polic}"  is:  (Reading.) 

“(1)  To  indemnify  the  person,  firm,  or  corporation 
named  in  statement  numbered  1  of  the  Schedule  of  State¬ 
ments  and  herein  called  the  Assured  against  loss  from  the 
liability  imposed  by  law  upon  the  Assured  for  damages  on 
account  of  bodily  injuries  or  death  suffered  by  any  person 
or  persons  and  caused  by  the  use  or  application  of  the  drugs, 
medicines,  prescriptions,  or  merchandise  generally  on  sale 
in  drug  stores,  in  consequence  of  any  error  or  mistake  made, 
while  this  policy  is  in  force,  within  the  store  described  in 
the  said  schedule,  by  the  Assured  or  by  any  of  his  employes 
specified  in  the  said  schedule,  in  the  preparation  of  drugs 
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or  medicines,  or  in  the  filling  of  any  prescription  or  order 
for  the  same,  or  in  the  selling  of  any  merchandise  generally 
on  sale  in  drug  stores ; 

'‘(2)  To  defend,  in  the  name  of  and  in  behalf  of  the 
Assured,  any  suit  brought  against  the  Assured  to  enforce 
a  claim,  whether  groundless  or  not,  for  damages  on  account 
of  bodily  injuries  or  death  suffered,  or  alleged  to  have  been 
suffered,  by  any  person  or  persons  under  the  circumstances 
specified  in  the  preceding  section.” 

Now  I  have  had  a  lot  of  people  say,  ‘T  have  been  in 
business  many  years,  I  am  careful,  and  never  had  anything 
of  the  kind  occur;  I  am  not  in  need  of  insurance.”  Now  I 
have  just  taken  a  few  claims  at  random  that  we  have  paid, 
and  we  have  paid  hundreds  of  them :  (Reading.)  Here 
was  a  claim  of  $450,  the  suit  was  for  $10,000.  “Assured 
sold  a  small  child  nitric  acid,  which  escaped  while  in  his 
pocket,  causing  serious  burns,”  and  the  parents  sued  the 
druggist  for  $10,000. 

In  case  you  have  no  liability  insurance,  and  some  one 
happens  to  sue  you,  the  first  thing  you  do  is  to  consult  a 
lawyer ;  that  lawyer  may  never  have  had  a  case  of  that  kind 
before ;  our  company  has  had  such  experience. 

Here  was  a  case  in  Tennessee  where  we  paid  $500  in 
settlement  of  two  suits  of  $5,000  each,  owing  to  a  mistake 
in  medicine.  Here  was  a  case  where  the  prescription  called 
for  simple  elixir  and  the  drug  clerk,  a  licensed  pharmacist, 
supplied  Liquor  Potassi.  The  patient  was  unconscious  for 
several  hours,  totally  disabled  for  two  weeks,  and  the  lining 
of  his  mouth,  throat  and  stomach  practically  cauterized. 
Error  supposed  to  have  been  caused  by  helper  in  store 
changing  positions  of  bottles  when  dusting.  It  cost  us  $500 
for  that  little  mistake.  Here  is  a  case  of  a  package  con¬ 
taining  bottle  of  carbolic  acid  given  by  mistake  to  pur¬ 
chaser,  who  had  ordered  a  mixture  of  alcohol  and  witch 
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hazel  for  rubbing'.  Result,  burns  and  nevous  shock.  Suit 
settled  for  $200. 

Xow  that  means  if  Mr.  Brown  and  'Sir.  Smith  order 
prescriptions  filled,  and  you  give  your  ])orter  the  two  ])ack- 
ages  to  deliver  to  the  customers  and  he  gets  them  mixed, 
as  was  done  in  this  case,  and  Mr.  Brown  uses  the  disin¬ 
fectant  or  acid,  instead  of  the  liniment,  you  know  there  is 
going  to  be  trouble. 

These  cases  are  all  covered  by  our  ])olicy. 

I  can  show  you  a  number  of  cases:  (Reading)  “A 
physician  prescribed  bismuth,  pepsin  and  water  for  ill  child. 
Drug  clerk,  a  registered  pharmacist  of  three  years’  ex¬ 
perience,  supplied  36%  acetic  acid  by  mistake  for  the  water. 
Serious  illness  followed.  Paid  $300.00.” 

Here  is  a  case  where  a  drug  clerk  admitted  that  he 
had  added,  on  his  own  responsibility,  a  perfume  to  a  pre¬ 
scription  for  an  ointment.  This  produced  severe  burning. 
It  cost  us  $237  for  the  drug  clerk’s  mistake. 

(Reading)  “January  1914,  claim  against  Dallas. 
Texas,  druggist.  Sold  antiseptic  tablets,  properly  labeled 
in  accordance  with  law.  Claimant  stated  he  had  sent  for 
headache  tablets,  that  he  had  given  a  tablet  as  furnished 
to  his  wife,  who  had  nearly  died  as  result.  Investigation 
indicated  a  “frame-up.”  Suit  was  dropped.” 

Frequently  we  are  able  to  trace  things  out  and  find 
it  is  merely  a  case  of  some  one  trying  to  get  money  out  of 
the  druggist.  All  of  this  is  covered  by  the  Druggists’  Lia¬ 
bility  Policy. 

So  much  for  the  policy,  and  now  for  the  rate  we  have 
formulated  for  your  Association.  All  of  tne  companies 
make  what  they  call  a  store  charge.  The  store  charge  is 
$10.  That  store  charge  includes  either  the  manager — or  if 
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owner  is  not  the  active  manager,  then  the  active  manager 
of  the  store.  Then  a  charge  of  $3  for  each  prescription 
clerk,  soda-water  clerk  and  porters. 

In  this  arrangement  we  have  with  your  Association  we 
eliminate  our  brokers  and  agents  entirely,  making  it  a 
matter  between  your  Association  and  our  company. 

Take  a  case  where  there  are  three  persons,  for  instance, 
the  proprietor  (if  he  is  a  licensed  pharmacist  and  active 
in  the  work)  and  two  prescription  clerks ;  on  the  regular 
policy  that  rate  would  be  $16 ;  for  your  Association  the  rate 
is  $10.  We  include  in  the  store  rate  three  men  instead  of 
one,  and  charge  one  dollar  for  the  prescriptionists  instead 
of  three  dollars,  50  cents  for  the  soda  clerks  instead  of  one 
dollar. 

I  have  a  case  now  in  mind,  on  which  I  am  figuring  for 
the  druggist.  His  rate  under  the  regular  policy  would  be 
$105 ;  to  the  Association  that  rate  is  $60. 

So  you  see  the  members  of  your  Association  if  they  re¬ 
main  in  the  Association  get  this  rate,  while  if  they  with¬ 
draw  from  the  Association  we  cancel  their  policy  and  put 
them  on  the  regular  form.  It  means  a  saving  of  25  to  50 
per  cent,  in  every  case.  In  other  words,  ever}^  member  that 
carries  this  insurance,  and  nearly  all  are  carrying  it,  can 
pay  his  dues  for  three  years  on  the  reduction  in  his  rate. 

You  will  find  this  will  stimulate  your  membership,  for 
we  positively  will  not  issue  this  policy  to  any  but  members 
of  the  Association.  If  you  can  let  a  man  see  he  is  saving  six 
dollars  by  paying  two  dollars  I  don’t  think  you  will  have 
much  trouble  in  getting  signatures  to  applications  for 
membership. 

It  takes  time  and  money  to  get  in  touch  with  your 
members.  Mr.  Bunting  sent  out  600  circular  letters,  and  I 
regret  to  say  we  did  not  have  but  six  replies.  It  is  neces- 
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sary  to  get  in  touch  with  the  people  to  let  them  know  just 
exactly  what  this  means. 

W^e  write  this  contract  with  the  understanding,  of 
course,  that  we  will  have  the  underwriting  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion's  business,  and  have  issued  it  on  the  guarantee  of  50 
members  of  the  Association,  but  I  had  to  guarantee  the 
company  100  in  order  to  get  the  proposition  through.  If 
we  find  we  get  more  members  than  we  anticipated,  for  in¬ 
stance,  300  instead  of  100,  we  can  possibly  reduce  the  rate 
for  this  policy  to  your  Association.  A’e  are  not  making 
money  on  the  policy  but  on  the  premiums  and  the  interest. 

I  will  appreciate  it  if  you  gentlemen  will  speak  to  your 
members.  I  will  be  here  until  Thursday  and  will  be  very 
glad  to  give  you  any  further  information  I  possibly  can ;  if 
any  of  you  are  carrying  insurance  in  any  other  compaii}^, 
and  will  notify  me  of  the  date  of  its  expiration  now,  I  will 
file  the  date  and  notify  you  before  expiration ;  if  you  do  not 
notify  them,  the  companies  will  renew  their  policies,  and 
of  course  you  will  be  expected  to  pay  the  premium. 

A  great  man}-  druggists  have  inquired  for  a  three  year 
form.  We  write  it  for  three  years  as  well  as  one  year,  and 
for  three  years  there  is  a  further  reduction  of  10  per  cent. 

I  am  very  sorry  I  have  had  to  take  this  much  of  your 
time  for  this  cold  business  proposition,  but  if  you  gentle¬ 
men  want  to  know  anything  about  it,  or  I  can  give  you  any 
further  information,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  do  so. 

I  thank  you. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  May  I  ask  one  question?  In  your 
remarks  you  only  referred  to  the  filling  of  prescriptions ; 
you  haven’t  a  policy  which  covers,  for  instance,  a  man  being 
injured  by  falling  into  your  cellar  from  the  outside? 

Mr.  ALGER:  That  is  the  public  liability  not  in  this 
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particular  form.  This  policy  covers  any  mistake  that  can 
possibly  be  made:  “To  indemnify  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  named  in  statement  numbered  1  of  the  Schedule  of 
Statements”  against  loss  from  the  liability  imposed  by  law 
“for  damages  on  account  of  bodily  injuries  or  death  suffered 
by  any  person  or  persons  and  caused  by  the  use  or  appli¬ 
cation  of  the  drugs,  medicines,  prescriptions  or  merchandise 
generally  on  sale  in  drug  stores,”  &c.  &c.  (Reading  from 
the  policy  already  quoted  above.) 

Now  this  has  reference  entirely  to  a  mistake  that  may 
be  made.  W  e  take  every  claim  to  defend,  every  suit, 
whether  groundless  or  not.  Now  what  Mr.  Millard  has 
reference  to  is  what  is  known  as  the  public  liability  policy, 
which  refers  to  any  one  who  falls  on  your  pavement,  for 
instance.  That  is  a  separate  and  distinct  thing  from  the 
Druggists’  Liability  Insurance;  those  forms  are  written, 
but  3^our  Druggists’  Liability  Insurance  covers  you  only  in 
the  case  of  any  mistake  which  may  be  made,  or  claimed  to 
have  been  made,  in  the  dispensing  of  drugs. 

Mr.  TOUCH  :  You  also  said  something  in  reference 
to  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law  and,  I  believe,  the  Nar¬ 
cotic  Law,  if  I  understood  Amu  correctly.  You  don’t  include 
them  in  this  policy,  do  you? 

Mr.  ALGER:  Yes,  in  this  way:  (Reading)  “To  de¬ 
fend  any  suit  brought  against  the  assured  to  enforce  a  claim, 
whether  groundless  or  not,  for  damages  on  account  of 
bodily  injuries  or  death  suffered,  or  alleged  to  have  been 
suffered,  by  any  person  or  persons  under  the  circumstances 
specified  in  the  preceding  section.”  Now,  in  other  words, 
suppose  an  official  of  the  Government  comes  into  3mur  drug 
store  and  buys  a  proprietary  medicine ;  he  takes  it  and 
anal3’zes  it;  he  claims  that  it  does  not  come  up  to  the  stand¬ 
ard.  Now  he  compels  you  to  prove  that  you  have  not 
tampered  with  it  in  any  way  so  it  will  go  right  back  on 
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the  manufacturer.  You  have  to  furnish  counsel  to  represent 
you.  That  is  all  covered  by  the  policy.  Y  e  furnish  counsel 
whether  the  case  is  groundless  or  not.  Xow  if  it  was 
proven,  however,  that  you  had  violated  the  law.  then  we 
wouldn’t  be  liable  for  damages  in  that  case.  Suppose,  how¬ 
ever,  you  sold  a  prescription  and  somebody  claimed  you  did 
not  fill  that  prescription  properly,  and  by  using  that  medi¬ 
cine  they  died,  or  suffered  bodily  injury;  a  suit  may  then  be 
brought  against  you  and  damages  might  be  awarded  against 
you  for  $.2,000;  we  have  to  pay  that  $2,000  in  addition  to  all 
court  costs ;  but  if  it  was  proven  that  you  had  not  violated 
the  law,  we  would  not  have  to  pay  the  damages,  but  would 
pay  the  court  costs. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  must  say  I  am  a  little  dense  on  that 
subject  myself.  If  a  representative  of  the  State  buys  aconite 
or  sweet  spirits  of  nitre  of  us,  those  are  United  States  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  preparations  and  must  be  standardized.  AVhat 
Mr.  Pouch  means  is,  will  you  go  in  and  defend  the  phar¬ 
macist  before  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Commissioner,  if 
the  Commissioner  has  you  up  before  him  and  tells  you  you 
are  not  selling  preparations  that  are  fully  standardized  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia? 

Air.  ALGER:  Absolutely  we  will  furnish  the  counsel. 

Air.  THOAIAS:  At  what  charge? 

Air.  ALGER:  Not  a  cent. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  Air.  Alger  means  if  these  goods 
are  found  to  be  not  consistent  with  the  Pharmacopoeia,  and 
it  was  proven  that  the  druggist  did  not  make  them  cor¬ 
rectly,  then  the  fine  would  be  payable  by  the  druggist  and 
not  by  the  company,  but  the  company  would  furnish 
counsel. 


AI.  ALGER:  That  is  it. 
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Mr.  MILLARD:  You  refer  to  the  “Government;”  do 
you  mean  the  State  or  the  National  Government? 

Mr.  ALGER :  It  makes  no  difference,  we  have  to  de¬ 
fend  you  in  any  case,  and  if  there  is  no  violation  of  law 
we  have  to  pay  the  damages  up  to  $2500. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  I  don’t  see  any  advantage  in  that. 

Mr.  ALGER:  Mr.  Thomas,  suppose  somebody  comes 
into  your  store  and  has  a  prescription  filled,  and  they  claim 
you  put  the  wrong  preparation  into  it.  Now  you  are  sued 
and  they  get  judgment  for  $2500.  We  have  to  defend  you, 
pay  all  costs  and  damages.  Now  under  the  Pure  Food  and 
Drug  Law,  all  we  would  do  would  be  to  furnish  counsel 
before  the  Government.  If  you  were  brought  up  before 
the  Government  you  would  have  to  have  an  attorney ;  we 
furnish  that  attorney  free  of  cost.  Now  in  the  case  of  the 
Government  there  could  not  be  any  damages  because  you 
could  prove  it  a  proprietary  medicine. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  The  Pure  Food  Law  does  not  cover 
only  proprietary  medicines,  but  medicines  made  by  the  phar¬ 
macist  himself. 

Mr.  ALGER:  The  point  is,  as  long  as  you  have  the 
policy  and  pay  the  premium,  you  may  use  our  counsel  with¬ 
out  additional  cost.  If  you  have  your  own  counsel  you 
would  have  to  pay  his  fee. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  If  we  are  found  guilty  you  don’t  de¬ 
fend  us  then? 

Mr.  ALGER:  Oh,  yes,  we  defend  you. 

M.  THOMAS:  You  defend  us  but  don’t  pay  the  fine? 

Mr.  ALGER:  If  you  violate  the  law.  If  you  do  not 
violate  the  law  there  is  no  fine.  We  have  got  to  provide 
counsel,  but  if  you  have  not  violated  the  law  the  Govern- 
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ment  can  not  fine  you.  We  pay  the  counsel  fee. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Mr.  Alger  has  brought  out  a 
most  surprising  fact  incident  to  this  discussion,  and  that  is 
the  druggist’s  indemnity  policy  carries  with  it  a  protection 
against  operation  of  the  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Law.  I 
think  that  is  a  most  desirable  feature  and  which  we  have 
not  known  about  before. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  But  it  doesn’t  go  far  enough. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  think  he  follows  it  further 
than  we  had  reason  to  expect.  As  I  understand  it,  if  the 
State,  under  the  Maryland  State  Pure  Food  and  Drug  Act, 
should  take  a  sample  out  of  Mr.  Thomas’  store  or  any 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  preparation  and  found  it  was 
not  correct,  and  ordered  Mr.  Thomas  to  appear  before  the 
Drug  Commissioner,  and  eventually,  if  they  carried  their 
contention  and  brought  Mr.  Thomas  into  the  Criminal 
Court,  then  Mr.  Thomas  could  call  upon  you,  under  his 
policy,  to  defend  him  both  before  the  Commissioner  and  be¬ 
fore  the  Criminal  Court.  Now  then,  that  is  true; - 

Mr.  ALGER:  Yes,  Sir. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  But  if  in  the  investigation  Mr. 
Thomas  is  found  guilty  on  this  charge,  it  is  prima  facie 
evidence  he  had  violated  the  law,  and  therefore  you  don’t 
undertake  to  pay  damages  to  people  who  have  committed 
a  crime? 

Mr.  ALGER ;  That  is  the  idea. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  we  have  two  more  reports 
to  be  presented  before  we  adjourn,  one  from  the  Proctor 
Memorial  Committee.  The  Secretary  will  read  it. 

(The  Secretary  then  read  “Report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  William  Proctor,  Jr.  Monument  Eund.”) 
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REPORT  OF  THE  COAIMITTEE  ON  THE  WILLIAM 
PROCTER,  JR.,  MONUMENT  FUND. 

Your  Committee  reports  what  has  been  done  and  what  has 
been  aimed  to  do  since  the  Annual  Meeting  last  year. 

Enough  money  has  been  collected  and  subscribed  to  complete 
the  Monument,  but  not  enough  for  the  base.  It  was  thought  that 
the  Congress  of  this  great  nation  might  be  induced  to  appropriate 
the  money  for  the  base,  particularly  as  the  Monument  was  to  be 
transferred  to  the  Government  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  of  Public  Grounds  in  Washington,  D.  C. 

With  this  in  view,  the  Hon.  J.  Charles  Linthicum  prepared 
and  presented  a  Bill  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  which  has 
been  referred  to  the  Standing  Committee  on  the  Library,  and 
Senator  Boies  Penrose  of  Pennsylvania  presented  a  duplicate  Bill 
in  the  Senate  which  was  referred  to  the  Senate  standing  Committee 
on  Library. 

A  few  of  the  members  of  our  Committee  with  the  addition  of 
Mr.  J.  B.  Thomas  and  Dr.  Samuel  L.  Hilton  of  Washington,  D.  C., 
appeared  before  the  Committee  of  the  House  on  Library  to  argue 
in  favor  of  $2,000  named  in  the  Bill,  or  as  much  of  it  as  may  be 
needed  for  the  base,  and  a  site  in  the  Smithsonian  Grounds. 

There  will  be  presented  at  this  Meeting  a  printed  copy  of  the 
hearing  which  was  mailed  to  the  President.  Copies  of  the  hearing 
have  been  forwarded  to  each  State  Pharmaceutical  Association 
that  have  met  in  Annual  Session  this  year  and  to  those  that  are 
to  meet. 

Letters  have  also  been  addressed  to  the  Presidents  of  the 
respective  Associations,  requesting  the  Associations  to  officially 
appeal  to  Congressional  Committees’  on  Library  requesting  favor¬ 
able  reports,  also  asking  the  members  individually  to  write  to  their 
Representatives  in  Congress  requesting  their  influence  for  favor¬ 
able  reports  of  the  respective  Bills. 

Appeals  have  also  been  made  to  the  Associations  that  have 
not  subscribed  requesting  their  help  in  such  sums  as  they  may  be 
able  to  subscribe.  About  one  thousand  dollars  is  needed  to  com¬ 
plete  the  sum  necessary.  A  statue  and  base  complete  that  will 
be  a  credit  and  honor  to  American  Pharmacy.  It  is  a  cause  for 
regret  that  the  Monument  could  not  be  completed  in  time  for  the 
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Centenary  of  Procter’s  birth  in  the  summer  of  1917.  Our  Com¬ 
mittee  is  .grateful  for  the  encouragement  and  the  substantial  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  members  of  the  Association.

SECRETARY :  Appended  is  a  letter  addressed  to  the 
President  and  Members  of  the  Mar^dand  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  The  previous  report  was  signed  Doctor  J. 
F.  Hancock,  as  well  as  the  letter  I  am  about  to  read. 

(Reading.) 

To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

Gentlemen : 

As  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  American  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association  on  the  William  Procter,  .Jr.  Monument  Fund.  I 
have  the  honor  to  present  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  your  State 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  the  following  information  and  we 
earnestly  hope  to  have  your  interest  and  co-operation. 

Bills  have  been  introduced  in  both  the  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  and  the  Senate  of  the  United  States  to  permit  the  erection  of 
a  bronze  statue  to  Wm.  Procter,  Jr.,  the  Father  of  American 
Pharmacy,  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution  Grounds,  at  Washington, 
D.  C.,  and  these  bills  carry  an  appropriation  at  $2,000  or  as  much 
thereof  as  is  necessary  for  the  erection  of  a  base  for  this  Monu¬ 
ment.  The  Government  has  previously  done  this  for  the  Monu¬ 
ment  to  Dr.  Samuel  Gross  and  to  Dr.  Benjamin  Rush,  commemorat¬ 
ing  American  Surgery  and  American  Medicine  in  Washington,  D. 
C..  and  in  our  efforts  to  erect  the  Alonument  to  Prof.  Procter  to 
commemorate  American  Pharmacy  we  hope  to  secure  the  same 
consideration  as  has  been  given  to  the  physicians. 

Our  Committee  has  appeared  before  the  Committee  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  to  argue  its  case  and  we  are  sending  you 
printed  copy  under  separate  cover  of  the  hearing  which  we  hope 
you  will  have  read  and  discussed  before  your  body.  We  solicit 
the  active  co-operation  of  your  Association  and  of  its  individual 
members  with  Senators  and  members  of  the  House  of  Represent¬ 
atives. 

A  resolution  adopted  by  ^mur  Association  and  directed  to  the 
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members  of  the  Committees  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
the  Senate  urging  a  favorable  report  of  the  House  Bill  H.  R. 
11076  and  Senate  Bill  (both  alike)  S.  186  will  greatly  strengthen 
our  petition. 

Also  letters  of  individual  members  of  your  Association  to  their 
Representatives  in  Congress  in  both  House  and  Senate  requesting 
their  favorable  influence  with  the  Committees’  on  Library  to  whom 
the  Bills  have  been  referred  will  be  of  much  assistance.

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President,  I  want  to  say  through 
the  courtesy  of  Doctor  Hancock  that  I  appeared  before  the 
Committee  of  the  House  in  regard  to  the  Proctor  Memorial 
Fund.  We  were  very  anxious  to  have  the  monument  stand 
between  the  monuments  to  ^Medicine  and  Surgery,  thereby 
making  an  unbroken  .chain  of  medicine,  surgery  and  phar¬ 
macy,  and  we  were  very  favorably  received.  Doctor  Han¬ 
cock  has  been  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  obtain  this  memorial, 
that  we  all  should  be  proud  of.  In  regard  to  the  resolu¬ 
tions  that  your  Secretary  has  just  referred  to,  I  move,  Mr. 
President,  that  this  Association  goes  on  record  as  endorsing 
those  resolutions,  both  to  the  House  Committee  and  also 
to  the  Maryland  members  of  Congress. 

PRESIDENT :  We  also  have  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  ]^Iedical  Societies,  by  Mr.  Hynson. 

(The  Secretary  read  report  referred  to.)

dear  Friend  Kelly: 

I  have  your  notice  that  a  report  will  be  due  from  me  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  next  week, 
as  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Medical  Societies.  I  can  not 
find  fault  with  myself  for  having  no  report,  because,  in  my  judg¬ 
ment,  there  was  nothing  to  do.  If  I  am  at  fault,  I  beg  the  pardon 
of  the  officers  aVid  members  of  the  Association. 
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To  the  possibilities  of  such  a  committee,  I  have  given  a  great 
deal  of  thought  and  have  concluded  that  it  would  be  much  better 
to  dispense  with  a  standing  committee  of  this  kind,  as  it  seems  to 
be  an  unfortunate  plea  for  co-operation  with  the  medical  societies. 
Instead  of  this,  special  committees  on  conference  with  medical 
societies  might  be  appointed,  as  occasion  required. 

Might  it  not  be  profitable,  at  this  time,  to  begin  the  discussion 
of  having  two  classes  of  drug  stores,  which  was  suggested  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  National  Wholesale  Druggists  Association  by- 
Mr.  W.  T.  Hover,  of  Denver?  If  it  is  a  fact  that  prescription  busi¬ 
ness  is  not  profitable  to  a  number  of  stores,  it  might  result  in  the 
betterment  of  all  concerned  to  have  two  distinctive  classes.  I 
believe,  if  there  were  a  number  of  stores  devoted  exclusively  to 
supplying  the  needs  of  physicians  and  their  patients,  these  could 
go  to  doctors  with  greater  frankness  and  actually  claim  recognition 
and  support. 

I  trust  it  will  appear  that  there  is  no  “personal  need”  in  these 
suggestions  but  that  I  am  trying  to  present  a  restricted  vision  of 
the  future. 

To  those  who  are  interested,  I  hope  you  will  express  my 
regrets  that  I  cannot  be  at  Braddock  Heights  this  year.  I  have 
been  allured  to  the  pines  of  North  Carolina,  by  a  special  invitation 
to  make  an  address  at  the  meeting  of  that  state’s  association,  and 
could  not  resist  the  acceptance  of  the  honor  done  me.

Is  Mr.  Williamson  ready  with  his  Publicity  Report? 
It  is  scheduled  for  Thursday,  but  if  you  have  it  read}^  now, 
we  will  hear  it  today ;  if  not,  all  right. 

I\Ir.  WTLLIAIMSON  ;  l\Ir.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  :  The  work  of  the  Publicity  Committee  has  never  been 
productive  of  very  satisfactory  results ;  heretofore  the  Com¬ 
mittee  has  apparently  assumed  that  all  it  had  to  do  was  to 
try  to  arrange  with  the  newspapers  to  give  a  notice  of  the 
meeting.  The  Committee  has  found  it  is  hard  to  get  any¬ 
thing  more  than  a  mere  notice  of  the  meeting.  The  mere 
mention  that  we  are  going  to  hold  a  convention  constitutes 
the  entire  item  of  news  as  far  as  the  newspaper  man  sees  it, 
and  it  is  ver}’  hard  to  get  him  to  do  anything  else  than  men¬ 
tion  the  time  of  the  meeting,  the  names  of  the  officers,  and 
possibly  the  candidates  for  election  to  office.  But  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  with  his  interest  in  all  branches  of  the  activities  of  this 
Association,  has  gotten  in  touch,  through  i\Ir.  Hynson,  with 
the  Publicity  Committee  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Association 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  in  order  to  put  the  plan  that  the  Penn¬ 
sylvania  Association  has  adopted  before  you,  and  in  order 
that  you  may  decide  whether  there  is  a  possibility  of  apply¬ 
ing  it  to  this  Association  and  using  it  to  advantage,  I  will 
read  you  the  correspondence  that  led  up  to  this  idea : 

(Reading.) 

“Dear  Mr.  President : 

I  am  enclosing  herewith  considerable  circular  matter, 
which  has  been  sent  out  by  the  Publicity  Committee  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association.  It  occurs  to  me

tion  with  much  profit,  and  I  leave  the  matter  in  your  good 
hands.

“I  am  enclosing  some  literature  which  the  Publicity 
Committee  of  the  Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association 
sent  out  recently  with  very  gratifying  results. 

“So  far  over  50  papers  have  copied  or  abstracted  the 
article  including  all  of  the  prominent  dailies  in  Pittsburgh 
and  Philadelphia,  representing  three  different  languages. 

“The  plan  is  to  send  out  something  of  interest  and  value 
each  month,  and  knowing  your  enthusiasm  for  such  vent¬ 
ures  I  am  asking  you  for  suggestions  or  hints  of  any  kind 
to  aid  our  work.

Xow  the  plan  is  to  have  their  committee  so  organized 
that  it  will  put  itself  in  touch — the}^  have  a  committee  of 
three — with  the  members  of  the  Association  all  over  the 
State.  For  instance,  a  man  in  Hagerstown,  a  man  in  Fred- 
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erick,  a  man  in  Chestertown,  Salisbury,  Cumberland  and  Oak¬ 
land  will  be  picked  out  by  the  Publicity  Committee  and  he  will 
be  solicited  to  write  them  any  items  of  a  new  character,  and 
they  in  turn  will,  through  the  newspapers  of  the  cities  or 
the  Associated  Press,  endeavor  to  have  these  items  of  in¬ 
terest  published  in  the  papers  from  time  to  time  over  the 
whole  year,  so  as  to  keep  the  Association  before  the  public 
and  keep  the  public  interested  in  the  Association  work,  and 
it  really  seems  to  be  in  this  instance  an  educational  prop¬ 
aganda  on  the  rapidly  changing  position  of  drugs  and 
prices,  and  the  cost  of  all  materials  that  enter  into  drugs, 
and  the  reason  why  the  prices  have  changed,  the  causes, 
etc. 


This  letter  is  addressed  by  the  Publicity  Committee 
(reading)  : 

'‘Dear  Fellow  Member:  You,  no  doubt,  have  read  in 
the  Annual  Report  of  our  State  Association  that  a  new 
committee  was  appointed,  called  the  Committee  on  Public¬ 
ity.  This  is  one  of  the  most  important  steps  taken  by  our 
Association  for  some  time.  The  opportunit}^  is  now  given 
to  our  members  to  assist  this  Committee  in  bringing  the 
public  and  the  Pharmacist  into  closer  relationship. 

You  have  been  selected  as  the  member  to  represent  the 
P.  P.  A.  in  your  particular  locality.  Will  you  go  to  the 
publishers  of  your  local  papers  as  soon  as  convenient  and 
ask  them  whether  they  will  publish  items  of  an  interesting 
and  informative  character  emanating  from  our  Committee 
at  stated  intervals?  You  can  explain  the  necessity  for  more 
popular  knowledge  along  pharmaceutical  lines  similar  to 
the  dissemination  of  information  by  the  State  Health  De¬ 
partment. 

We  enclose  one  of  these  articles  to  begin  with.  Try  to 
have  it  appear  in  your  local  paper  some  time  this  month 
and  then  send  a  copy  of  the  paper  or  a  clipping  to  the  chair- 
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man  of  the  Publicity  Committee,  for  in  sending  out  the 
items  for  publication  we  want  to  give  the  local  pharmacists 
credit  for  their  activity  and  co-operation.

The  article  included  was  as  follows :  (Reading) 

THE  PRESENT  HIGH  COST  OF  DRUGS  UNPARALLELED. 

The  high  cost  of  living  has  been  a  common  topic  of  discussion 
for  some  time  past,  but  the  high  cost  of  being  kept  from  dying,  or 
even  of  just  being  sick,  bids  fair  to  exceed  it.  The  present  high 
prices  of  drugs  and  chemicals  have  never  been  equaled  even  in  the 
times  of  our  own  Civil  War. 

The  following  list  shows  some  of  the  more  remarkable  jumps 
in  price,  comparing  the  prices  of  July.  1914,  at  the  time  of  the  out¬ 
break  of  the  European  War,  with  the  high  point  reached  since 
then.

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Then  follow  other  letters  also  addressed  to  “Fellow 
^Member  of  the  P.  P.  A.”  bearing  on  the  same  subject. 

In  same  of  these  instances,  as  in  the  case  of  belladonna,  the 
rise  in  price  is  due  to  the  fact  that  this  drug  is  largely  cultivated 
in  and  exported  from  Germany  and  Austria,  In  the  case  of  the  coal 
tar  products  the  reason  is  found  in  the  use  of ’many  of  the  basic 
substances  in  the  manufacture  of  explosives;  thus,  carbolic  acid 
is  largely  used  in  making  the  explosive  known  as  picric  acid,  some¬ 
times  called  lyddite,  and  all  available  stocks  are  being  diverted  to 
that  use  so  far  as  possible.  Quinine  is  so  high  in  price  because  so 
much  is  used  in  the  treatment  of  febrile  conditions  arising  in  troops 
exposed  in  the  trenches. 

Every  time  a  pharmacist  refills  an  old  prescription  at  its 
original  price,  the  chances  are  he  is  losing  money.  There  is  no 
class  of  substances  in  which  the  rise  in  price  has  been  so  little  felt 
by  the  consumer  and  largely  equalized  by  the  taking  of  smaller 
profits  as  in  the  case  of  drugs.  This  condition,  how^ever,  cannot 
continue  indefinitely  and  drugs  and  medicines  are  bound  to  rise 
much  higher  in  price  if  the  war  continues. 

Pennsylvania  Pharmaceutical  Association  Publicity  Committee. 

These  letters  are  sent  out  by  the  Publicity  Committee 
soliciting  the  members  all  over  the  State  to  become  inter¬ 
ested  and  write  something  of  a  newsy  character. 

That  seems,  gentlemen,  to  be  a  very  good  method  of 
securing  advertisement  of  the  Association  and  at  the  same 
time  disseminating  information  to  the  general  public  in 
reference  to  dispensing  and  selling  medicines  and  drugs. 

Your  Publicity  Committee  would  suggest  that  this  As¬ 
sociation  take  up  some  such  plan  as  may  be  outlined  at  this 
convention,  and  try  to  put  on  foot  a  publicity  propaganda  of 
this  kind. 

I  submit  that,  gentlemen,  as  the  report  of  the  Publicity 
Committee.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDEXT :  Gentlemen,  ^mu  have  heard  this  most 
excellent  report  of  the  Committee  on  Publicity;  what  shall 
we  do  with  it? 
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A  ME]\IBER:  I  move  its  acceptance. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

iNIr.  THO]^L\S:  ]Mr.  Chairman,  I  really  think  this 
Publicity  Committee  is  one  of  the  most  important  com¬ 
mittees  this  State  Association,  or  any  other  pharmaceutical 
association,  has.  M'hat  this  Association  wants  to  do  is  to 
educate  the  public  to  what  pharmacy  is  doing,  and  there. has 
been  no  time,  possibly  more  advantageous  than  the  present, 
to  do  that  very  thing.  When  this  war  broke  out  and  the 
pharmacists  realized  that  there  would  be  a  great  advance 
in  prices,  especially  in  imported  remedies,  a  committee  was 
appointed  to  wait  on  the  press  and  ask  them  to  notify  the 
public  to  that  effect.  I  happened  to  be  on  that  committee. 
We  all  realize  we  had  less’ trouble,  possibly,  with  the  public 
in  regard  to  these  advanced  prices  than  we  might  have  had, 
because  the  press  had  educated  them  up  to  that  point.  That  is 
'one  of  the  most  active  Pharmaceutical  Associations  we 
have  in  this  broad  land,  and  they  have  recently  taken  this 
up  and  gone  into  it  thoroughly. 

Therefore.  i\Ir.  President,  I  think  that  the  suggestion  of 
the  Chairman  of  the  Publicity  Committee  is  a  A'ery  good 
one,  and  there  should  be  active  men  on  that  committee  to 
see  that  the  plan  is  properly  put  in  operation.’ 

The  press  is  only  too  willing  to  enlighten  the  public 
and  give  them  any  information  they  think  would  be  of  in¬ 
terest  to  them,  and  I  heartily  endorse  what  the  chairman 
has  recommended. 

PRESIDEXT  :  Is  there  any  further  discussion.' 

iMr.  i\IILLARD:  I  expect  if  you  will  investigate  you 
will  hnd  that  whoever  wrote  those  articles — they  are  very 
exhaustive,  well-prepared  papers — is  giving  his  entire  time 
to  it.  It  costs  something  to  write  papers  of  that  character, 
and  T  guarantee  whoever  gets  them  up  is  g'iving  his  entire 
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time  to  it  and  gets  paid  for  it.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  motion; 
I  hope  it  will  pass,  but  it  will  not  go  far  unless  it  is  some¬ 
body’s  business  to  concentrate  his  mind  on  that  particular 
subject  for  a  consideration.  iMr.  Thomas’  remarks  are  time¬ 
ly,  because  recently  an  article  appeared  in  the  Baltimore 
“Sun”  about  the  prices  of  drugs  coming  down.  I  was  in 
North  Carolina  recently  and  the  editor  of  a  paper  spoke 
to  me  about  it ;  he  said  it  was  copied  in  his  little  paper  as 
it  was  sent  broadcast  by  the  Baltimore  “Sun.”  In  regard 
to  the  price  of  quick  silver  it  was  correct,  that  has  declined, 
but  everything  else  was  absolutely  a  mistake. 

Air.  BACON  :  It  said  among  other  things  that  anti¬ 
pyrin  had  been  reduced. 

Mr.  MILLARD :  Yes,  I  reler  to  the  facts.  I  told  the 
gentleman  and  he  proposed  to  put  his  paper  right;  it  was 
the  “News  and  Observer”  of  Raleigh.  I  think  people  are 
reading  those  items  right  along. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  think  it  is  very  essential  that  we  have 
such  a  committee,  but,  as  Mr.  Alillard  stated,  it  requires 
some  one’s  whole  time  to  prepare  articles  if  he  did  it  on 
the  lines  sugested  by  the  Pennsylvania  Association ;  it 
should  be  in  the  hands  of  some  one  who  could  give  a  great 
deal  of  his  time  to  it. 

Air.  THOAIAS :  I  agree  with  you  and  Air.  Alillard,  and 
I  thank  you  very  much  for  that  suggestion.  I  don’t  know 
anybody  who  would  be  better  suited  to  do  any  thing  of  that 
sort  thaii,our  worthy  Secretary,  and  I  believe  he  should  be 
paid  for  this.  There  is  no  one  more  capable  of  educating 
the  public  and  the  pharmacists  than  he  is.  If  I  am  in  order, 
I  suggest  that  Doctor  Kelly  take  the  work  up  for  a  com¬ 
pensation — I  will  not  fix  the  amount. 

Air.  AVILLIAAISON  :  I  do  not  agree  with  Air.  Alillard 
in  this  matter.  I  have  no  objection  to  Air.  Kelly  getting  a 
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compensation  for  anything  that  he  can,  I  am  very  fond  of 
Mr.  Kelly,  but  I  believe  that  scattered  all  through  the  State 
and  through  our  membership  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
and  State  there  are  a  great  many  men  who  write  well  and 
write  intelligently,  who  have  the  time  now  and  then  for 
such  work,  under  the  general  editorship  of  the  Committee, 
who  will  edit  all  papers  and  release  them  for  publication.  I 
believe  we  will  find  the  Publicity  Committee  will  get  more 
papers  bearing  on  the  various  subjects  than  necessary  to 
give  the  public  the  information  needed.  will  find  there 

are  more  papers  coming  in  to  the  Committee  after  things 
start  than  can  readily  find  space  in  the  newspapers.  That 
is  my  judgment  about  it,  and  of  course  I  know  that  Mr. 
Kelly  will  write  papers  gladly.  I  am  sure  Mr.  iMeredith 
up  his  way  would  write  a  paper,  and  so  would  Mr.  Thomas, 
in  his  busy  life  down  in  Baltimore.  Of  course,  like  ever\"- 
thing  else,  the  Committee  will  have  to  do  a  little  hammer¬ 
ing  at  first.  I  am  sure  John  Kelly  would  gladly  write  a 
paper  on  some  subject  of  interest  to  the  public,  and  with  a 
rather  large  committee  that  would  go  out  and  push  this 
plan  I  believe  we  would  get  intelligent  matter. 

Mr.  MILLARD ;  What’s  everybody’s  business  is  no¬ 
body’s  business,  and,  in  my  judgment,  it  is  decidedly  best 
at  this  particular  time,  to  have  a  Publicity  Committee  with 
some  money  at  their  disposal,  and  I  make  a  motion,  if  I 
am  in  order,  that  a  Publicity  Committee  be  appointed  with 
$100  at  their  disposal. 

PRESIDENT:  I  don’t  think  the  money  could  be  used 
to  better  advantage. 

]\Ir.  MILLARD  :  Let  them  make  it  their  business  to 
get  papers,  free,  if  the}’  can,  pay  for  them,  if  they  must. 
I  move,  if  I  am  in  order,  that  Mr.  Kelly,  or  somebody,  be 
appointed  on  a  committee  with  $100  at  their  disposal,  to 
get  these  papers  as  best  they  can,  and  circulate  them  in  a 
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systematic  manner.  If  it  drifts  in  this  way  no  papers  will 
be  submitted  and  nobody  will  be  to  blame;  what  I  want  is 
somebody  to  blame  it  on  if  the  suggestion  is  not  carried  out. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  In  seconding  that  motion,  I  don’t 
think  there  is  anybody  better  suited  for  that  work  than 
Doctor  Kelly,  and  I  want  him  to  understand  the  money  is 
for  him,  not  the  press. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  That’s  right. 

PRESIDENT ;  If  he  is  so  disposed  he  can  charge  the 
press  for  the  articles. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  The  press  would  be  only  too  glad  to 
accept  any  items  Doctor  Kelly  would  give  them.  We  have 
a  press  man  right  here  now  and,  if  necessary,  will  call  on  him  to 
speak;  but  if  we  go  on  and  just  appoint  a  committee — the 
Chairman  of  this  Committee  knows  what  the  Committee 
is;  he  has  been  active  as  any  member,  possibly  more  so,  we 
ever  had  on  that  committee,  but  what  have  they  done? 
Have  you  seen  anything  this  Publicity  Committee  has  done 
this  year  or  in  previous  years?  This  is  no  reflection  on  Mr. 
Williamson  at  all ;  I  think  he  has  been  more  active  than 
some  of  the  other  members.  Then  we  will  have  somebody 
to  blame  it  on,  as  Mr.  Millard  says,  and  Kelly’s  shoulders 
are  pretty  broad. 

Mr.  BACON :  I  know  he  would  like  to  do  it,  because 
he  certainly  has  a  smile  on  his  face. 

SECRETARY:  I  was  just  going  to  say,  you  can  cuss 
me  all  day  for  one  hundred  dollars ! 

I  think  the  motion  to  have  some  money  available  with 
which  to  do  the  work  is  all  right,  but  I  think  it  ^should  be 
put  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee ;  according  to  the  By- 
Laws,  I  am  Secreary  of  all  the  committees,  and  I  am  will¬ 
ing  to  do  anything,  but  I  think  if  you  had  a  committee  with 
some  prominent  retail  druggists  as  members,  we  could  get 
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at  the  papers  more  readily  than  I  could  by  myself.  For 
instance,  some  of  you  gentlemen  advertise  in  the  news¬ 
papers  ;  that  brings  a  wonderful  pull ;  you  can  easily  get 
things  in  the  papers.  If  3^011  have  a  committee  of  good, 
strong,  retail  druggists  from  over  the  State- — I  Avill  work 
with  them  and  do  what  I  can — and  let  them  spend  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  as  in  their  judgment  is  best  suited  to  get  re¬ 
sults,  in  that  wa3"  3^ou  would  get  the  co-operation  of  both 
sides.  Men  directly  interested  in  advertisements  would 
also  be  a  help  to  us  and  we  have  many. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  I  think  3^011  are  all  wrong;  we  want 
you  to  do  it,  you  are  the  man  to  do  it  better  than  anybody 
else ;  3^011  have  more  time  and  leisure  and  know  better 
what  the  Association  wants.  I  know  you  are  a  pretty  busy 
man,  too,  but  how  will  the  press  know  whether  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  prominent  retail  pharmacists  or  not  ?  They  want 
brains.  I  don’t  agree  with  you  at  all. 

There  is  a  motion  before  the  house,  Mr.  President. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  When  this  report  came  out  in  the 
papers  I  referred  to — the  decline  in  the  cost  of  drugs — if  I 
had  known  of  it  then  I  would  have  answered  it  myself ;  I 
spoke  to  one  or  two  about  it,  but  it  was  never  answered,  or 
was  answered  in  an  indifferent  wa3^  It  should  have  been 
answered  and  the  answer  given  as  much  prominence  as  the 
article  was.  I  can  not  find  out  who  wrote  it,  whether  it 
was  b3"  a  wholesale  druggist,  a  private  individual  or  whom. 

Mr.  BACON :  It  was  copied  out  of  the  drug  journals. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  Some  one  said  it  was  b3"  a  Baltimore 
wholesale  druggist. 


Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  Millard,  if  there  had  been  an3" 
^  truth  in  the  article  it  would  have  been  all  right,  but  it  was 
not  truthful. 
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PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  there  is  a  motion  before 
the  house. 

(Informal  discussion  followed  among  members.) 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  are  3^ou  ready  for  the  ques¬ 
tion?  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the  Associa¬ 
tion  appropriate  $100  to  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Publicity  Committee :  all  in  favor  of  the  motion  will  please 
say  '‘Aye.”  (Response  from  members.) 

Opposed,  “No.” 

(Motion  carried.) 

PRESIDENT  :  We  have  a  report  from  the  Committee 
on  Pharmacy  by  Mr.  Stotlemeyer;  the  Secretary  will  read 
it. 

SECRETARY  :  Mr.  President,  it  is  not  really  a  report, 
but  an  excuse  for  a  report.  (Reading)

Dear  Doctor  Kelly: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  the  15th  I  am  afraid  I  will  have  to 
plead,  as  Dr.  Base  did  several  years  ago,  and  call  this  “an  apology 
for  not  having  a  report.” 

Since  the  first  of  this  year  I  have  been  located  in  Annapolis, 
and  have  really  had  no  time  to  devote  to  the  compilation  of  a 
suitable  report,  and  recently  my  father  has  not  been  at  all  well, 
having  made  two  trips  to  the  Hopkins  Hospital  for  treatment  in 
the  last  two  months.  So  I  have  had  even  less  opportunity  lately 
than  earlier  in  the  year.

PRESIDENT  ;  Gentlemen,  that  finishes  the  program 
for  this  morning. 
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Mr/  /MILLARD  :  /Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we  ad¬ 
journ. 

/Mr.  /McKIXNEY :  Before  that  motion  is  acted  on, 
there  is  a  little  matter  I  would  like  to  bring  up  under  the 
head  of  New  Business,  that  may  be  of  interest  to  some  of 
the  pharmacists,  at  least :  We  have  many  laws  regulating 
our  action,  and  what  we  shall  do  and  what  we  shall  not  do, 
among  others,  the  Poison  Law,  which  requires  the  regis¬ 
tration  of  poison  sales,  and  I  suppose  all  the  pharmacists 
live  up  to  it.  I  try  to  do  it,  but  what  we  are  up  against 
usualh^  in  the  rural  districts — I  don’t  suppose  it  affects  the 
city  druggists  any — is  we  are  supposed  to  keep  a  record  of 
every  sale  of  poison  we  make,  and  3'et  the  hardware  man, 
the  grocer}^  man,  the  general  storekeeper,  or  anybody 
around  us  will  sell  poisons — carbolic  acid,  Paris  green — and 
keep  no  record  of  their  sales  whatever.  It  looks  to  me  as 
if  that  law  were  working  a  hardship  on  us,  or  else  that  it  is 
not  being  enforced  as  it  should  be.  Perhaps  the  President 
has  had  some  experience  along  that  line. 

PRESIDENT :  We  have  the  same  law  to  live  up  to 
in  the  cit}*,  we  have  to  keep  a  record  of  ever\'  poison  sale, 
the  book  to  be  kept  five  ^^ears. 

Mr.  /McKinney  :  If  that  law  applies  to  the  phar¬ 
macist,  why  should  it  not  appty  to  the  general  storekeeper, 
the  hardware  man  or  the  grocer}-  man.  If  I  sell  Paris  green 
I  am  supposed  to  keep  a  record  of  it ;  they  do  not  keep  such 
a  record. 

/Mr.  /MILLARD :  If  you  look  at  the  Poison  Law  you 
will  see  it  does  apply  to  them.  The  sheriff  should  be  con¬ 
sulted  if  it  is  not  lived  up  to.  He  should  arrest  them  if  they 
do  not  observe  it.  The  law  says  '‘any  dealer.”  Any  man 
who  sells  Paris  green  without  making  a  record  of  it  vio¬ 
lates  the  Poison  Law  of  Maryland. 
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Mr.  McKinney  :  The  blacksmith  in  our  town  is  sell¬ 
ing  carbolic  acid. 

Mr.  BACON  :  Report  it ;  you  can  have  them  arrested. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  in  section  2  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Poison  Law,  it  says;  “Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any 
registered  pharmacist  or  other  person,  to  sell  any  of  the 
poisons  above  enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be 
made  in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of 
sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of 
the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by 
the  purchaser  to  be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser, 
such  a  book  to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper 
authorities  and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.” 

Mr.  McKinney  :  .1  wanted  to  bring  that  matter  up 

and  get  the  opinion  of  the  Association  in  regard  to  it. 

Mr.  MILLARD  :  The  District  Attorney  is  the  proper 
man  to  consult.  I  again  move  we  adjourn,  Mr.  President. 

(-Motion  seconded  and  carried.)

(Air.  H.  L.  Aleredith,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy,  read  report,  which  was  accepted,  as  follows)  :

President  Meredith  appointed  the  following  members  a  com¬ 
mittee  to  prepare  the  requisite  examination  papers  in  the  various 
branches : 

H.  Lionel  Meredith  on  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmaceutical 
Mathematics: 

David  R.  Millard  on  Practical  Pharmacy; 

J.  Fuller  Frames  on  Theoretical  Pharmacy; 

William  C.  Powell  on  Chemistry;  and 
Ephraim  Bacon  on  Pharmacology. 

On  September  15th,  1915,  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  was 
held  at  the  Hotel  Rennert,  Baltimore,  Maryland.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  Meredith,  Powell,  Frames,  Millard  and  Bacon. 

President  Meredith  and  Mr.  Frames  reported  from  the  meeting 
of  National  Boards  of  Pharmacy  held  at  San  Francisco,  California, 
as  follows: 

Your  Board  wishes  to  call  special  attention  to  the  fact  that 
in  recent  examinations  the  branch  of  Pharmaceutical  Mathematics 
has  been  added  to  the  regular  requirements.  The  deplorable 
mathematic  deficiency  has  forced  the  Board  to  this  stand,  and  we 
urge  upon  the  members  of  this  association  the  inportance  of  sup¬ 
porting  this  Board  in  this  advanced  step,  as  all  practical  pharmacists 
admit  the  weakness  of  most  applicants  in  every  manipulation  re¬ 
quiring  calculations.  Your  Board  commends  the  action  of  the 
Colleges  of  Pharmacy  in  devoting  special  attention  to  this  subject. 

Congratulations  upon  his  reappointment  are  extended  to  Mr. 
Frames. 
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REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  NATIONAL  ASSOCIATION 
BOARD  OF  PHARMACY. 

Your  delegates  accredited  to  the  N.  A,  B,  P.  Convention  held 
in  San  Francisco.  California,  August  5-6-7,  1915,  would  present  the 
following  report,  it  being  their  aim  to  cover  as  carefully  as  possible 
all  points  of  value  to  this  Board;  eliminating  all  discussion  upon 
the  many  irrelevant  topics  and  extraneous  subject  matters,  which 
casually  or  accidentally  come  before  such  conventions. 

The  main  subject  matter  which  came  before  the  Convention 
was  furnished  by  the  Executive  Committee,  the  Legislative  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Committees  on  Education  and  Legislation  of  the 
N.  A.  B.  P.  and  that  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
with  which  it  met  in  conference,  together  with  a  similar  committee 
appointed  by  the  Colleges  and  Schools  of  Pharmacy. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Legislative  Committee  were  as 
follows,  with  the  action  taken,  attached: 

1.  Regulating  the  scales,  weights  and  measures  in  use  in  retail 
and  prescription  stores. 

2.  Giving  Boards  of  Pharmacy  authority  to  take  samples  of 
drugs  and  medicines  and  make  or  have  made  analysis  of  same. 

3.  Absolutely  prohibiting  the  sale  of  Cocaine  in  any  form  ex¬ 
cept  upon  the  original  prescription  of  medical  practitioners,  veterin¬ 
arians  and  dentists,  and  regulating  the  sale  of  all  other  habit¬ 
forming  drugs. 

4.  Giving  Board  of  Pharmacy  full  power  to  suspend  certifi¬ 
cates  issued  by  them. 

5.  Providing  for  the  registration  of  apprentices. 

6.  Providing  for  the  amendment  of  all  state  pharmacy  laws  in 
order  that  reciprocal  registration  may  be  general. 

7.  Providing  that  members  of  Boards  of  Pharmacy  who  do 
not  receive  regular  salaries  be  paid  a  per  diem  of  $10.00  and  travel¬ 
ing  and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  official 
duties. 

8.  Providing  for  the  annual  renewal  of  all  certificates  issued 
by  Boards  of  Pharmacy  in  such  states  when  desirable. 

9.  Authorizing  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  make  By-Laws. 
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The  Committee  on  Legislation  suggested  that  the  above  recom¬ 
mendations  be  presented  to  the  section  on  Education  and  Legisla¬ 
tion;  that  they  be  considered  to  the  end  that  they  may  be  in¬ 
corporated  in  the  Modern  Pharmacy  Law  now  in  the  course  of 
preparation. 

This  Committee  further  recommended: 

10.  Reciprocal  registration  of  Assistant  Pharmacists.  Re¬ 
jected.  This  was  also  contained  in  the  Executive  Committee  report, 
with  a  like  fate. 

11.  Uniform  label  requirements.  (Adopted.) 

12.  Uniform  requirements  with  respect  to  display  of  certifi¬ 
cates  of  registration.  (Adopted.) 

13.  Uniform  State  Narcotic  Laws,  especially  a  provision  that 
no  person  shall  sell  any  preparation  or  remedy  containing  any 
quantity  of  opium,  coca  leaves,  their  salts,  alkaloids  or  derivatives 
unless  he  is  registered  with  the  U.  S.  Government  under  the  so- 
called  Harrison  Law,  (Adopted.) 

Parenthetically  it  might  be  stated  here  that  in  the  light  of  the 
recent  ruling  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  U.  S.  recommendation 
No.  13  becomes  highly  important. 

14.  A  legal  definition  of  Patent  or  Proprietary  preparations  or 
remedies.  (A  joint  committee  from  the  Conference  and  Boards  has 
been  appointed  to  submit  a  definition  to  the  next  joint  Conference.) 

The  recommendations  in  this  report  which  were  adopted  as 
well  as  those  of  the  1914  report  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Education  and  Legislation  of  the  A.  Ph.  A. 

1.  That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  confer  with  a  similar 
committee  from  the  A.  Ph.  A.  with  reference  to  the  holding  of 
future  Conventions  in  a  locality  as  near  central  as  possible. 

This  recommendation  was  unanimously  adopted  with  the  result 
that  the  next  National  Convention  will  be  held  in  Philadelphia,  a 
city  which  is  geographically  about  60  miles  from  the  Atlantic 
Ocean;  3,000  miles  from  San  Erancisco  (where  the  motion  was 
adopted);  3,000  miles  from  Seattle;  900  miles  from  Chicago;  2,000 
miles  from  Galveston  or  El  Paso,  and  1,600  miles  from  the  actual 
centre  of  population,  which  is  somewhere  in  Kansas.  So  you  can 
readily  see  the  practical  effect  of  the  resolution  or  recommen- 
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dation  and  with  what  wisdom  this  Committee  on  Place  of  Aleetin^- 
interpreted  the  relative  term  “a  locality  as  near  central  as  possible.” 

2.  Where  both  states  concerned  are  members  of  the  N.  A. 
B.  P.  or  where  the  member  Board  accepts  applicants  for  reciprocal 
reistration  from  ASSOCIATE  or  NON-MEMBER  states,  under 
the  PARTIAL  RECIPROCITY  CLAL^SE  of  our  By-Laws,  all 
applications  for  reciprocity  shall  be  made  upon  the  official  appli¬ 
cation  blanks  of  the  N.  A.  B.  P.-  (Adopted.) 

3.  There  has  been  in  the  history  of  some  of  the  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  a  time  or  period  during  which  no  record  has  been  kept 
of  the  GRADING  OF  THE  APPLICANTS  IN  SEPARATE 
BRANCHES,  a  record  having  been  kept  only  of  the  GENERAL 
AVERAGE  OF  THE  APPLICANT;  certification  therefore  cannot 
be  made  as  to  MINIMUM  PERCENTAGES  upon  any  particular 
branch,  by  the  Secretaries  of  such  Boards;  IT  IS  THEREFORE 
RECOMIMENDED  by  your  committee,  that  if  the  Secretary  of  a 
Board  certifies  to  the  general  average  made  by  the  applicant,  that 
average  being  at  least  the  standard  required  by  the  N.  A.  B.  P..  and 
said  applicant  complies  with  the  other  requirements.  It  is  recom¬ 
mended  that  the  “NOT  LESS  THAN  60%  IN  ANY  SUBJECT” 
clause  may  be  waived  under  such  conditions,  by  the  accepting 
Board.  (Adopted  after  much  discussion.) 

4.  In  some  states  after  an  applicant  has  been  successful  in  his 
examination,  no  records  have  been  kept  whatever,  MERELY  A 
RECORD  HAVING  BEEN  MADE  THAT  THE  APPLICANT 
WAS  SUCCESSFUL,  and  the  only  record  was  that  of  assigning 
him  a  registration  number;  the  applicant  therefore  being  unable, 
through  no  fault  of  his  own,  to  furnish  proof  of  various  grade 
percentage.  The  committee  therefore  recommends  that  applicants 
for  reciprocal  registration,  applying  under  these  conditions,  may  be 
given  consideration  by  Boards,  providing  the  required  general 
average  for  passing,  at  the  time  of  taking  examination,  was  a  grade 
■of  NOT  LESS  THAN  75%.  Proof  of  this  fact  must,  as  under  all 

conditions,  be  certified  to  on  the  official  N.  A.  B.  P.  application 
blanks  by  the  SECRETARY  of  the  Board  of  the  STATE  FROM 
WHICH  THE  APPLICANT  COMES.  (Adopted.) 

Recommendation  No.  5  has  to  do  with  those  pharmacists  who 
may  hold  certificates  WITHOUT  EXAMINATION,  by  reason  of 
being  engaged  in  the  practice  of  pharmacy  when  Pharmacy  Laws 
became  effective,  or  pharmacists  who  were  registered  without  ex- 
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amination  under  provisions  of  law  recognizing  GRADUATES  in 
PHARMACY.  The  recommendation  follows. 

5.  That  so  ar  as  is  possible,  without  conflict  with  State  Laws 
governing  Registration  of  Pharmacists,  consideration  be  given  ap¬ 
plicants  for  RECIPROCAL  REGISTRATION,  WHO  ARE  REG¬ 
ISTERED  PHARMACISTS  IN  ACTIVE  MEMBER  STATES 
OF  THE  N.  A.  B.  P.,  and  who  have  had  15  YEARS  experience  as 
retail  pharmacists  SINCE  registration,  whether  such  registration 
had  been  granted  by  reason  of  HAVING  BEEN  ENGAGED  IN 
THE  DRUG  BUSINESS  AT  THE  TIME  THE  STATE  LAWS 
WERE  ENACTED,  or  whether  GRANTED  UNDER  A  LAW 
RECOGNIZING  COLLEGE  DIPLOMAS,  or  BY  EXAMINA¬ 
TION  AT  A  TIME  WHEN  STANDARDS  MAY  NOT  HAVE 
MEASURED  UP  TO  THOSE  NOW  REQUIRED  BY  THE  BY¬ 
LAWS  OF  THE  N.  A.  B.  P.  for  reciprocity;  provided,  SUCH 
APPLICANTS  SATISFY  THE  BOARD  BY  ORAL  OR  PRAC¬ 
TICAL  EXAMINATION,  OR  BOTH,  regarding  their  qualifica¬ 
tions.  (Adopted.) 

The  discussion  upon  this  recommendation  brought  out  the  fact 
that  the  granting  of  a  reciprocal  certificate  under  this  recommen¬ 
dation  was  absolutely  optional  on  the  part  of  the  BOARD  AP¬ 
PEALED  TO,  being  in  no  sense  to  be  regarded  as  obligatory. 
The  applicant  must  have  had  at  least  15  years  practical  experience 
and  must  meet  all  other  requirements  demanded  by  the  State  to 
which  he  applies. 

Recommendation  No.  6  was  in  the  nature  of  a  PROVISO  to  be 
added  to  ARTICLE  2  of  the  By-Laws  after  clause  “1”  and  reads 
as  follows; 

“Provided  however,  that  no  condition  in  these  By-Laws  shall 
prevent  a  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  from  Granting  Reciprocal 
Registration  to  applicants  who  on  account  of  omission,  lack,  loss 
or  destruction  of  records,  or  other  reasons  cannot  comply  with  the 
general  requirements,  or  furnish  detailed  evidence  or  certification 
of  grades  made  in  examination.” 

This  recommendation  was  adopted  after  considerable  discus¬ 
sion  and  after  many  delegates  protested  against  any  tendency  to 
“let  down  the  bars.”  The  delegates  \vho  protested  included  those 
from  Maryland. 

The  above  recommendations  covered  all  the  points  referring  to 
RECIPROCITY. 
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Recommendation  No.  7  read  as  follows:  THE  COMMITTEE 
BELIEVES  IT  ADVISABLE  AND  OF  ADVANTAGE  TO  THE 
BEST  INTEREST  OF  THE  N.  A.  B.  P.  THAT  THE  ANNUAL 
MEETING  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  BE  HELD  ON  SEPA¬ 
RATE  DATES  FROM  THOSE  ON  WHICH  THE  A.  Ph.  A. 
HOLDS  ITS  CONVENTION. 

Your  delegates  took  a  decided  stand  against  this  recommen¬ 
dation  and  after  discussion  moved  its  rejection,  which  was  unanim¬ 
ously  made  the  action  of  the  Convention. 

Recommendation  No.  8  relates  to  a  change  in  the  APPLICA¬ 
TION  BLANK  on  page  3  at  the  end  of  clause  3,  reading  as  follows: 

“PROVIDED,  HOWEVER,  THAT  THE  APPLICANT 
COMPLIES  WITH  SUCH  OTHER  RULES  AND  REGULA¬ 
TIONS.  AS  THIS  BOARD  MAY  HAVE  ESTABLISHED  IN 
REGARD  TO  RECIPROCAL  REGISTRATION.”  (Adopted.) 

This  proviso  was  made  necessary  in  order  that  Boards  might 
avail  themselves  of  the  conditions  contained  in  the  “partial  reci¬ 
procity  clause,”  Article  3  of  the  By-Laws;  and  also  because  a  few 
Boards  have  certain  minor  rules  and  regulations  in  addition  to 
these  contained  in  the  By-Laws,  which  were  made  necessary  on 
account  of  purely  local  conditions,  changes  in  State  Laws  with 
reference  to  PREREQUISITE  REQUIREMENTS,  etc.,  must  be 
met  and  complied  with. 

Recommendation  No.  9  was  rejected.  The  recommendation 
follows; 


9.  BECAUSE  OF  THE  MANY  INQUIRIES  RECEIVED 
BY  THE  COMMITTEE,  AND  BY  THE  SECRETARY,  AS  TO 
WHETHER  RECIPROCITY  APPLIES  TO  THOSE  HOLD¬ 
ING  ASSISTANT  REGISTERED  PHARMACIST  CERTIFI¬ 
CATES,  IN  THE  VARIOUS  STATES  GRANTING  SUCH  REG¬ 
ISTRATION  YOUR  COMMITTEE  BEGS  TO  SUBMIT,  THAT 
RECIPROCAL  REGISTRATION  BE  EXTENDED  TO  THOSE 
HOLDING  THIS  CLASS  OF  REGISTRATION  IN  STATES 
WHERE  REGISTRATION  OF  ASSISTANT  PHARMACISTS 
IS  GR.LNTED  ON  THE  BASIS  OF  SEPARATE  EXAMINA¬ 
TION  AND  WHICH  REQUIRES  75%  AS  THE  PASSING 
GRADE.  (Rejected.) 
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Recommendation  No.  10  “THAT  IT  BE  THE  SENSE  OE 
THIS  ASSOCIATION  TO  FAVOR  A  RULING  UNDER  THE 
‘HARRISON  ACT,’  BY  THE  FEDERAL  COMMISSION.  RE¬ 
QUIRING  PHYSICIANS  TO  KEEP  CARBON  COPIES  OF 
ALL  PRESCRIPTIONS  CONTAINING  NARCOTIC  DRUGS 
IN  QUANTITIES  COMING  UNDER  THIS  ‘ACT.’  ”  (Adopted.) 

The  Conference  of  College  Faculties  and  Boards  of  Pharmacy 
took  lip  the  matter  already  presented  in  this  report,  of  interest  to 
both  bodies  and  heard  papers  and  discussions  relative  to  the  rela¬ 
tions  which  do  and  should  exist,  between  the  two  bodies  in  the 
States  where  there  happens  to  be  a  College.  Also  the  matter  of 
the  constantly  advancing  requirements  demanded  by  the  Boards 
of  Pharmacy  from'  their  applicants  for  registration,  and  the  respon¬ 
sibility  it  forced  upon  the  Colleges  to  equip  themselves,  to  the 
proper  qualification  of  their  graduates,  to  meet  these  advanced  re¬ 
quirements.  In  this  connection  it  might  be  said  that  your  dele¬ 
gates  took  an  advanced  stand  for  a  more  thorough  training  by  the 
Colleges,  especially  along  commercial  lines  having  to  do  with 
pharmaceutical  calculations.  The  subject  was  considered  of  grave 
importance  by  the  Conference  and  your  delegates  went  on  record 
as  so  favorably  impressed  with  the  importance  of  the  matter,  from 
the  standpoint  of  efficiencv.  that  they  agreed  to  examine  upon 
Pharmaceutical  Mathematics  in  the  future  assigning  a  separate  and 
distinct  period  for  this  examination,  and  as  the  Colleges  the  better 
equip  their  graduates  in  this  matter,  the  efficiency  of  addition  of 
this  branch  will  be  fully  recognized. 

Your  delegates  wish  also  to  report  for  the  comfort  of  the 
pharmacists  of  this  State  that  the  methods  in  vogue  in  this  State, 
are  looked  upon  with  favor  by  examiners  all  over  this  country, 
that  our  standards  stand  second  to  none,  and  that  those  who  go 
accredited  registered  by  Maryland,  have  free  entree  into  any  State 
where  the  Laws  are  not  such  as  to  lay  a  prohibition  against  any 
but  those  locally  registered.  Wherever  others  may  go  Maryland’s 
Registrations  are  welcome. 

It  is  the  belief  of  this  Board  that  the  N.  A.  B.  P.  is.  and  has 
been,  one  of  the  greatest  movements  for  the  benefit  of  Pharmacy 
and  Pharmacists  and  for  that  reason  for  the  public  as  well,  ever  in¬ 
augurated;  and  we  would  urge  that  the  support  of  the  association 
be  continued  to  the  National  body,  to  the  end  that  the  National 
body  be  not  handicapped  in  its  work,  either  on  account  of  string¬ 
ency  of  finance  or  from  lack  of  moral  support.

The  motion  also  prevailed  that  after  1920,  the  provision  requir- 
inq-  a  Pre-Requisite  clause  be  included  in  the  Pharmacy  Laws  o' 
the  various  States.

President  Meredith  set  October  Tth  and  8th,  1915,  as  the  dates 
for  the  next  examination,  to  be  held  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall.  Balti¬ 
more,  Maryland. 

Secretary  Bacon  reported  the  following  violations  of  the  phar¬ 
macy  law;  to  wit: 

John  R.  Osbon,  1023  W.  Baltimore  Street,  was  convicted  of 
conducting  store  without  having  registered  pharmacist  in  charge; 
he  pleaded  guilty. 

M.  Ellinger  Robinson,  1809  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  was  con¬ 
victed  on  two  charges:  that  of  conducting  a  pharmacy  without  a 
certificate  and  violating  the  law  requiring  registration  of  sale  of 
poisonous  drugs. 

William  E.  Piquett,  1200  Pennsylvania  Avenue,  was  convicted 
on  charge  of  leaving  pharmacy  without  having  a  registered  phar¬ 
macist  in  charge. 

After  submitting  questions  for  examination  the  meeting  then 
adjourned. 

On  October  Tth,  1915,  all  members  being  present,  met  at  Odd 
Fellows  Hall,  Saratoga  and  Cathedral  Streets,  Baltimore.  Maryland, 
at  9  o’clock  A.  M.,  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  examination  of 
candidates.  There  were  seventeen  (IT)  candidates  for  pharmacists 
and  nine  (9)  for  assistants  presenting  themselves  for  examination. 

The  Board  adjourned  at  5  o’clock  P.  M. 

On  October  8th,  1915,  the  Board,  all  members  being  present, 
met  at  the  pharmacy  laboratory  of  Mar3dand  L’niversity  for 
practical  examination  of  candidates.  The  examinations  were  con¬ 
ducted  for  assistants  from  9  o’clock  A.  M.  until  12  o’clock  P.  M., 
and  for  pharmacists  from  1  o’clock  P.  M.  until  4  o’clock  P.  M. 
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The  Board  thereupon  adjourned. 

On  November  10th,  1915,  the  Board,  all  members  being  present, 
met  at  the  Hotel  Rennert,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  to  pass  upon  the 
results  of  the  examination  held  on  October  7th  and  8th.  1915.

Meeting  then  adjourned. 

On  February  22nd,  1916,  the  Board,  all  members  being  present, 
met  at  the  Hotel  Rennert,  Baltimore,  Maryland,  at  10  o’clock  A.  M. 

Meeting  called  to  prepare  questions  for  examination  to  be  held 
April  6th  and  7th,  1916. 

The  Board  instructed  Secretary  Bacon  to  answer  Dr.  S.  H. 
Gardner,  of  Sharpsburg,  Maryland,  that  the  only  way  to  become 
registered  as  a  pharmacist  in  Maryland  was  by  examination,  and 
that  the  time  to  become  registered  under  the  law  expired  on  July 
1st.  1902. 

The  president  then  presented  to  the  Board,  for  its  considera¬ 
tion  and  disposition,  a  letter  received  from  the  California  State 
Board  of  Pharmacy  requesting  this  board  to  protest  to  W.  H. 
Osborn,  Esq.,  United  States  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue, 
regarding  the  ruling  No.  2213  by  the  Treasury  Department  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  refilling  of  physicians’  prescriptions  containing 
quantities  of  narcotics  which  are  exempt  under  Section  6  of  the 
Harrison  Act. 

Upon  motion,  duly  seconded,  it  was  resolved  that  the  attorney 
for  the  Board  prepare  such  protest;  that  a  copy  thereof  be  entered 
in  full  upon  the  minutes  of  this  meeting,  and  a  further  copy  thereof 
be  mailed  to  the  California  State  Board  of  Pharmacy.

Dear  Sir: 

The  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  Maryland  respectfully  pre¬ 
sents  herewith  its  protest  against  T.D.  2213  and  requests  that  it 
be  rescinded  for  the  reasons  hereinafter  set  forth: 

If  section  6  of  the  Harrison  Act,  commonly  called  the  narcotic 
law,  were  considered  by  itself,  separate  and  apart,  from  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  act,  the  construction  or  interpretation  thereof  set 
forth  in  the  foregoing  decision  would  be  unreasonable  and  unjust 
for  the  folloAving  reasons,  that  is  to  say: 

(1)  That  the  word  “preparations”  as  commonly  understood 
and  employed  in  pharmacy  is  a  generic  term  which  includes  com¬ 
positions  and  mixtures  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  formulae 
of  physicians’  prescriptions,  as  well  as  those  prepared  in  accord¬ 
ance  with  the  formulae  of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and 
Natural  Formulary. 

(2)  That  the  word  “remedies,”  as  commonly  employed  and 
understood  in  pharmacy,  covers  and  includes  all  medicinal  mix¬ 
tures  and  compositions  dispensed  in  accordance  with  physicians’ 
prescriptions  as  fully  as  those  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  Natural  Formulary.  And  as 
Congress  in  the  act  fails  to  define  the  words  “preparations”  and 
“remedies,”’  the  meaning  of  these  words  is  to  be  taken  in  their 
usual  acceptation  as  they  obtain  in  the  trade. 

(3)  That  the  word  “dispensing”  used  in  the  said  section  6 
of  the  act,  includes  compounding,  a  necessary  and  inevitable  feature 
in  the  preparation  of  physicians’  prescriptions. 

(4)  That  in  the  enactment  of  the  Harrison  Act,  Congress 
never  intended  that  preparations  dispensed  on  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  should  be  placed  at  a  disadvantage  with  proprietary 
remedies  and  stock  preparations,  and  therefore,  the  treasury  de¬ 
partment  has  no  right  or  authority  by  regulations  to  attempt  so 
to  do. 
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(5)  That  the  Harrison  Act  is  a  penal  statute  and  by  the 
ordinary  rules  of  construction  should  be  strictly  construed,  and  by 
the  same  rules  any  proviso  or  exemption  in  a  penal  statute  should 
be  liberally  construed;  and  section  6  of  the  act  is  a  proviso  or 
exemption  of  a  penal  statute. 

(6)  That  the  construction  or  interpretation  of  the  T.D.  2213 
sciven  the  words  “preparations”  and  “remedies”  therein,  is  giving 
to  the  words  a  decidedly  narrow  and  restricted  rather  than  a  liberal 
construction,  as  should  be  done,  if  the  rule  of  law  in  construing 
provisos  or  exemptions  in  penal  statutes  is  to  be  observed  and 
followed. 

(7)  That  Congress  intended  that  the  words  “preparations” 
and  “remedies”  should  mean  preparations  and  remedies  in  their 
broadest  sense,  which  would  inevitably  include  preparations  and 
remedies  prescribed  by  physicians.  If  Congress  had  intended  only 
such  preparations  and  remedies  as  defined  in  the  T.  D.  2213  it  would 
have  so  provided  in  said  section  6. 

Again  if  section  6  of  the  act  were  considered  in  connection 
with  the  remainder  of  the  act,  which,  it  is  submitted  is  the  proper 
way  of  considering  any  statute,  the  construction  or  interpretation 
thereof  set  forth  in  the  foregoing  decision  is  forced  and  unwar¬ 
ranted  for  the  following  reasons,  that  is  to  say: 

(1)  Section  2  of  the  act  provides  that  it  shall  be  unlawful  to 
sell  *  =5^  *  any  of  the  aforesaid  drugs  except  only  on  the  written 
order  of  the  person  to  whom  sold  *  *  *. 

(2)  Section  2,  paragraph  (b),  of  the  act  provides  that  the 
sale  *  *  *  of  any  of  the  aforesaid  drugs  by  a  dealer  to  consumers 
may  be  made  upon  a  written  prescription  issued  by  a  physician. 

(3)  Section  6  of  the  act  provides  that  the  provisions  of  the 
act  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  sale  *  *  *  of  certain 
narcotics  and  to  the  quantities  thereof  therein  mentioned. 

Congress,  in  its  wisdom,  saw  fit  and  expedient  to  require  that 
for  the  sale  of  larger  or  greater  quantities  of  the  drugs  which  are 
enumerated  in  section  6,  written  orders  or  written  prescriptions 
should  be  given  and  filed.  It  provided,  however,  in  section  6  that 
the  provisions  of  the  act  (what  provisions?  why  the  provisions  that 
a  written  order  or  a  physician’s  written  prescription)  shall  not  be 
construed  to  apply  to  the  sale  *  *  *  of  the  said  drugs  in  the  quanti¬ 
ties  therein  enumerated. 

Therefore  any  consumer  under  section  6  of  the  act  may  pur- 
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chase  from  the  pharmacist  by  verbal  order  the  narcotics  enumerated 
in  said  section.  He  may  purchase  by  verbal  order  the  ingredients 
of  a  ph^'sician’s  prescription  containing  any  of  the  narcotics  in 
quantities  not  greater  than  those  provided  in  said  section,  without 
filing  the  said  prescription.  No  written  order  or  written  prescrip¬ 
tion  is  necessary  in  making  the  purchase  thereof.  Therefore  giv¬ 
ing  or  filing  a  written  order  or  a  physician’s  written  prescription 
for  the  articles  enumerated  in  section  6  is  merely  supererogatory 
so  far  as  requirements  of  the  act  are  concerned.  There  is  nothing 
in  the  law  that  would  prohibit  a  consumer,  who  had  previously  had 
a  written  prescription  filled  for  articles  exempted  in  section  6 
reading  from  the  said  prescription  and  verball}^  ordering  or  direct¬ 
ing  tile  pharmacist  (not  to  “refill”  the  same)  but  to  prepare  or 
compound  for  him  a  formula  in  accordance  therewith. 

The  purpose  of  the  act  is  to  keep  a  check  upon  the  amount  of 
narcotics  sold  rather  than  a  check  upon  the  orders  or  prescriptions 
given  therefor.  Where  Congress  has  seen  fit  to  exempt  from  the 
operation  and  efifect  of  the  said  statute  the  purchase  or  sale  of 
certain  drugs  with  the  designated  quantities  thereof,  it  is  a  forced 
and  strained  construction  of  the  act  to  read  into  it  something  that 
the  legislative  body  never  intended  should  be  included. 

The  injustice  of  T.D.  2213,  in  denying  the  right  to  refill  phy¬ 
sician’s  prescriptions  unnecessarily  or  inadvertently  given  for  the 
articles  and  in  the  quantities  thereof  exempted  under  section  6 
of  the  act,  consists  principally  in  imposing  upon  the  public,  and 
particularly  upon  the  poor  people,  who  can  ill  afford  such,  a  need¬ 
less  expense,  by  way  of  being  required  to  pay  additional  physicians’ 
fees. 


The  criticism  herein  embodied  is,  of  course,  directed  only 
against  the  interpretation  of  the  Harrison  (federal)  narcotic  law. 
as  set  forth  in  T.D,  2213.

No.  2309,  which  is  herewith  appended  in  full. 

T.  D.  2309— NARCOTIC  LAW. 

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT. 

Office  of  Commissioner  of  Internal  Revenue. 

Washington,  D.  C.,  March  11,  1916. 

Interpretation  of  Section  6  of  the  Act  of  December  17,  1914, 
supplementary  to  T.  D.  2213. 

To  Collectors  of  Internal  Revenue  and  Others  Concerned: 

Section  6  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved  December  17,  1914, 
does  not  apply  to  extemporaneous  prescriptions  unless  written  for 
a  preparation  or  remedy  as  hereinafter  defined.  The  exemptions 
in  that  section  apply  exclusively  to  ready-made  preparations  and 
remedies  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  United  States  Phar¬ 
macopeia,  National  Formulary,  or  other  recognized  or  established 
formula,  usually  carried  in  stock  by  a  dealer  and  sold  without  a 
prescription,  provided  such  preparations  and  remedies  are  sold, 
distributed,  given  away,  dispensed  or  possessed  strictly  in  good 
faith  for  medicinal  purposes  only,  and  not  for  the  purpose  of 
evading  the  intentions  or  provisions  of  the  Act.  The  selling,  dis¬ 
pensing  or  possession  of  any  such  preparation  or  remedy  contain¬ 
ing  opium,  or  any  alkaloid,  salt  or  derivative  thereof,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  satisfying  or  of  ministering  to  a  drug  habit  is  not  selling 
or  dispensing  for  medicinal  purposes  within  the  intentions  of  the 
law. 


Preparations  and  remedies  within  the  intent  of  Section  6  are 
hereby  defined  to  be  ready-made  compound  mixtures  prepared  in 
accordance  with  a  recognized  or  established  formula  as  indicated 
above,  which  contain  not  more  than  one  of  the  enumerated  drugs 
in  a  quantity  not  greater  than  that  specified,  together  with  other 
active  medicinal  drugs  in  sufficient  proportion  to  confer  upon  such 
preparations  or  remedies  valuable  medicines  qualities  other  than 
possessed  by  the  narcotic  drugs  if  dispendsed  alone.  Simple  dilu¬ 
tions  of  a  narcotic  drug  made  by  a  mixture  with  inert  or  nearly 
inert  substances,  as  sugar  of  milk,  or  simple  solutions  of  narcotic 
drugs  in  water,  syrup,  diluted  alcohol,  flavoring  matter,  etc.,  are 
not  bona  fide  medicinal  preparations  within  the  meaning  of  the 
exemption. 
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The  several  alkaloids,  salts  or  derivatives  of  opium,  if  aggre- 
g^ated  in  the  same  mixture,  are  not  exempt.  A  preparation  which 
contains  the  permitted  maximum  quantity  of  any  one  of  the  alka¬ 
loids,  salts,  or  derivatives,  if  fortified  by  the  addition  of  any  one 
of  the  other  named  alkaloids,  or  of  its  salts  or  derivatives,  is  not 
a  preparation  or  remedy  of  the  character  contemplated  by  the 
exemption  of  Section  6. 

Preparations  or  remedies  which  come  within  the  exemptions 
of  Section  6,  as  herein  defined,  may  be  sold  with  or  without  a 
prescription,  which  prescription  may  be  refilled,  if  sold  wholly  in 
erood  faith  for  medicinal  purposes  only. 

The  refilling  of  a  narcotic  prescription  for  an  exempted  prepara¬ 
tion  or  remed3^  as  herein  defined,  combined  with  other  non-narcotic 
medicinal  agents,  with  a  consequent  further  dilution  of  the  mixture* 
will  be  permitted.

PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Thomas,  we  are  ready  for  the  Re¬ 
port  on  the  President’s  Address. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association :  This  is  a  most  care¬ 
fully  and  well  written  President’s  address,  and  your  Commit¬ 
tee  have  thoroughly  gone  into  all  the  details.  We  find  there 
are  two  recommendations  which  should  be  considered. 
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In  order  to  recall  these  recommendations  I  will  read  them. 
The  first  is  that  “the  Treasurer  will  probably  call  your  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  lamentable  state  of  the  membership.  Apparently 
we  have  about  450  members.  Of  these  159  are  more  than 
three  years  in  arrears,  and,  consequently;  should  not  be  in¬ 
cluded  in  the  list. 

I  believe  this  condition  can  be  remedied  and  possibly 
eliminated  by  authorizing  the  membership  committee  to  collect 
dues  and  renewals,  as  well  as  inducing  new  members.  I 
would  therefore  suggest  a  resolution  to  amend  the  By-Laws  to 
this  effect.  As  this  new  function  would  require  considerable 
time  and  effort,  it  should  carry  some  remuneration,  and  a 
series  of  cash  prizes  should  be  awarded  the  members  reporting 
the  largest  collection.” 

We  are  very  sorry  indeed  that  we  cannot  recommend  the 
adoption  of  this  suggestion  of  our  worthy  President  for  the 
simple  reason  that  we  don’t  think  it  best  for  the  Association 
to  place  the  collection  of  the  dues  of  delinquent  members  in 
the  hands  of  the  ?^Iembership  Committee ;  we  think  this  should 
be  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  for  him  to  act  abso¬ 
lutely  as  he  sees  fit.  In  other  words,  if  he  finds  a  delinquent 
member  of  the  Association  and  can  have  a  personal  interview 
with  him,  and  he  finds  he  owes  two,  three,  four  or  five  years’ 
dues,  he  might  say :  Old  fellow,  we  need  you  in  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  we  are  in  hopes  you  will  come  with  us ;  if  you  pay  your 
dues  for  one  year  it  will  be  all  right — come  in  and  be  an  active 
member  again.”  We  think  possibly  the  Treasurer  could  do 
that  better  than  the  Committee  itself.  Of  course,  this  does 
not  prevent  any  member  of  the  Association  from  taking  pay¬ 
ments  from  any  members  if  they  see  fit  to  do  it,  and  turn  them 
over  to  the  Treasurer,  but  we  really  think  the  collection  of 
dues  should  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  rather  than 
be  put  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

Now  the  second  suggestion  of  our  worthy  President  is 
this — I  hope  you  gentlemen  will  pay  especial  attention  to  it: 
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“In  this  connection  and  to  render  their  work  more  tan¬ 
gible,  I  would  recommend  the  adoption  of  an  appropriate  metal 
sign,  similar  in  design  to  the  one  used  by  the  American  Bank¬ 
ers’  Association,  bearing  the  words,  ‘Safety  First.  ^lember  of 
the  Mar}dand  Pharmaceutical  Association.’  That  this  sign  be 
furnished  to  members  in  good  standing  and  revoked  upon  non¬ 
payment  of  dues.  That  this  emblem  be  placed  at  the  cashier’s 
desk  or  some  other  conspicuous  place,  where  the  public  may 
learn  to  associate  it  with  progressiveness  and  mutual  protec¬ 
tion  in  that  the  holder  is  known  beyond  his  own  store  and  is 
recognized  as  a  professional  man  who  keeps  in  touch  with  the 
foremost  men  of  his  calling.” 

The  Committee  unanimously  endorsed  for  adoption  this 
suggestion  from  the  President.  The  remark  has  been  made 
that  possibly  the  sign  might  be  given  to  a  pharmacist  who  was 
in  good  standing  just  then  but  who  did  not  remain  so.  The 
sign  will  simply  be  loaned  to  the  members  of  the  Association, 
not  given  outright,  and  as  long  as  they  are  in  good  standing  and 
pay  their  dues  that  sign  will  be  loaned. 

I  respectfully  submit  this  as  our  report,  i\Ir.  President. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  the  report 
on  the  President’s  Address;  what  is  your  pleasure? 

Mr.  NEAL :  I  move  that  it  be  adopted,  Mr.  President. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  I  will  call  for  the  Report  of  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Drugs  and  Medicinal  Preparations,  by  ]\Ir.  Powell. 

Mr.  POWELL:  Those  of  you  who  were  here  last  year 
will  remember  the  discussion  of  Doctor  Kebler  that  led  to  the 
formation  of  this  Committee,  also  the  remarks  of  Doctor 
Dohme,  which  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  read  at  this  time: 
“I  think  Doctor  Kebler’s  suggestion  about  having  a  committee 
of  this  Association  to  look  into  the  question  of  the  variation 
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in  the  quality  or  in  the  strength  of  drugs  dispensed  and  sold 
in  this  State  is  a  very  good  one,  and  I  believe  it  might  be  the 
means  of  aiding  a  great  many  druggists  who  are  now  unwit¬ 
tingly  and  without  any  intention  on  their  part  not  making 
their  preparations  as  they  should.  I  think  that  committee,  if 
appointed,  should  take  into  consideration  the  question  of  the 
accuracy  of  weights  and  measuring  appliances.  It  is  my  ex¬ 
perience  in  contact  with  druggists  all  over  this  country  as  well 
as  in  this  State,  investigating  quite  a  number  of  so-called  dis¬ 
crepancies  or  variations  of  standards,  that  the  cause  of  this  is 
not  the  inaccuracy  of  the  druggist  or  the  impuriU'  of  the  drugs ; 
in  most  cases  it  is  because  of  the  inaccuracy  of  the  measuring 
apparatus  and  weights,  and  my  suggestion  is  that  this  com¬ 
mittee  take  this  into  consideration  in  making  their  investiga¬ 
tions  and  endeavor  to  place  the  responsibility  where  it  belongs 
rather  than  to  have  it  reported  that  the  druggist  made  the  mis¬ 
take  intentionally  or  from  lack  of  proper  knowledge.” 

Also  a  second  reply  from  Doctor  Kebler:  “ - incom¬ 

petent,  indifferent  or  careless  clerks,  or  defective  weights  and 
measures,  or  what  not.  My  idea  is  to  get  at  the  bottom  of  the 
trouble.” 

Your  Committe  has  tried  to  do  that.  We  had  a  prelimi¬ 
nary  meeting  at  the  Hotel  Rennert.  Doctor  Dohme  and  Mr. 
Kelly  were  present,  and  we  also  asked  Professor  Caspar!  to 
attend,  and  we  outlined  a  plan  by  which  we  could  obtain  prep¬ 
arations  throughout  the  State.  We  called  to  our  assistance 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  the  State  Board  of  Health 
through  their  investigations  obtained  64  samples  throughout 
the  State.  The  samples  consisted  of  two  prescriptions,  the 
first  one  consisting  of  six  grains  of  arsenic  trioxide,  1  dram 
of  hydrochloric  acid,  and  enough  distilled  water  to  make  2 
ounces ;  the  second,  160  grains  of  iodide  of  potash,  4  ounces  of 
water,  or  water  sufficient  to  make  4  ounces. 

The  samples  were  obtained  and  examined  in  the  labor- 
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atory  of  the  State  Board  of  Health;  also  two  control  samples 
were  made  by  graduates  of  a  college  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  and  it  was  found  by  their  examination 
that  it  is  possible,  if  care  is  taken,  to  compound  practically 
and  accurately  a  preparation  of  the  composition  given. 

V\"e  have  also  found  by  investigation  at  one  of  the  whole¬ 
sale  establishments  in  the  State  that  graduates  are  very  inac¬ 
curate.  We  examined  four  4-ounce  graduates  and  found  them 
in  one  case  with  a  shortage  of  3^-4  drams;  in  another,  over 
measure  of  4  drams. 


i\Ir.  THOiM  AS  :  ^^’hat  make  were  they  ? 


i\Ir.  POW^ELL  :  We  examined  four  different  makes :  A 
Whitall-Tatum  graduate,  one  of  English  manufacture  and  one 
made  in  Wheeling,  West  Virginia,  and  I  forget  the  source  of 
the  other  one.  We  found  them  inaccurate.  We  had  no  stand¬ 
ard,  only  an  arbitral*}^  one  selected  in  the  wholesale  house,  and 
there  was  that  much  variation  noted. 

Air.  THOAIAS  :  You  took  one  graduate  as  a  standard? 

Air.  POWELL.  Yes. 


Air.  THOAIAS  ;  How  did  you  know  that  one  was  right? 
Air.  POY'ELL :  We  took  that  as  an  arbitrary  standard. 


As  to  the  preparation  examined,  the  report  is  as  follows : 

REPORT  OF  DRUG  INVESTIGATIONS 

The  following  samples  were  bought  from  64  druggists 
in  this  State.  In  almost  all  cases  five  purchases  were  made, 
though  in  some  instances  the  inability  of  the  druggist  to 
furnish  what  was  asked  for  made  the  number  from  that 
particular  party  somewhat  less. 
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The  purchases  were  as  follows: 

(A)  A  prescription  calling  for  6  grains  of  Arsenic 
Trioxide,  a  fluidrachm  of  Hydrochloric  Acid,  and  enough 
Distilled  Water  to  make  2  fluidounces. 

(B)  A  prescription  calling  for  160  grains  of  Potas¬ 
sium  Iodide  and  enough  Distilled  Water  to  make  4  fluid- 
ounces. 

(C)  One  fluidounce  of  Tincture  of  Iodine,  which 
should  contain  7  Gms.  of  Iodine  and  5  Gms.  of  Potassium 
Iodide  in  100  Cc. 

(D)  Lime  Water,  quantity  not  specified.  It  should 
contain  not  less  than  .14%  of  Calcium  Hydroxide. 

(E)  Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether,  which  should  contain 
according  to  the  U.  S.  Pharmacopoeia,  about  4%  of  Ethyl 
Nitrite  by  weight.

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As  you  will  note  they  were  numbered  from  1  to  64,  and  the 
compounder  was  not  known  to  the  members  of  the  Committee, 
we  don’t  know  who  they  are,  and  don’t  want  to  know.  Taking 
the  first  five  of  the  arsenic  preparations  we  found  the  con¬ 
tents  of  the  bottles : 

No.  1 — 1.58,  or  79  per  cent. 

No.  2 — 2.190,  or  a  variation  of  109  per  cent. 

No.  4 — Was  dispensed  with  a  “Shake  Well”  label. 

No.  12 — Was  dispensed  with  an  “External  Use”  label. 

No.  20 — Was  dispensed  with  a  “Shake  Well”  label,  and  also 
labeled  not  to  be  taken  internally.” 

Samples  Nos.  A  and  B,  which  were  prepared  in  the  labor- 
ator}’,  were  practically  correct,  with  only  a  variation  of  half  a 
grain  in  the  content,  no  suspension  of  the  arsenic  at  all,  but  a 
perfect  solution. 

In  the  iodide  of  potash  solution  the  examination  was  by 
evaporation,  the  lowest  content  was  66  grains  (out  of  160 
grains)  and  the  highest  was  194  grains,  the  next  highest  173 
grains,  and  the  next  lowest  was  87  grains. 

Now  the  question  arises,  can  we  say  these  variations  were 
due  to  inaccurate  weights  or  measures  or  carelessness  in  the 
dispensing  of  the  druggist?  We  would  also  like  to  call  your 
attention  to  the  large  quantities  of  the  undissolved  arsenic. 
There  was  no  reason  for  undissolved  arsenic  being  present. 

In  addition  to  this  Report  of  the  Committee  klr.  Kelly  has 
a  report  which  he  wishes  to  present  from  tlie  Bureau  of  Stand¬ 
ards  of  the  United  States,  and  Professor  Caspari  has  one  that 
he  wishes  to  make  regarding  the  manufacture  of  graduates. 

PRESIDENT :  You  have  heard  this  report  of  the 
special  committee  appointed  last  year  for  this  purpose :  what  is 
your  pleasure? 

i\Ir.  BACON :  iMr.  President,  I  make  a  motion  that  we 
accept  the  report. 
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(^lotion  seconded  by  Mr.  A\dlliamson,  put  to  vote  and 
carried.) 

Mr.  POW^ELL :  I  do  not  think  the  report  ought  to  be 
adopted  until  we  hear  the  reports  of  Mr.  Kelly  and  Professor 
Caspar!. 

PRESIDENT ;  We  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  Doctor 
Caspar!. 

Doctor  CASPARI :  j\Ir.  President,  I  would  be  very  glad 
to  say  a  few  words  in  connection  with  this  matter,  because  in¬ 
directly  I  have  been  involved  in  the  investigation. 

AMien  the  Committee  met  at  the  Hotel  Rennert  they  asked 
me  for  certain  views,  and  I  placed  the  State  Board  of  Health 
laborator}-  at  their  disposal  as  far  as  collecting  samples  and 
investigating  the  matter  and  making  analyses  of  these  samples 
were  concerned.  As  i\Ir.  Powell  has  reported,  62  samples  of 
the  two  prescriptions  were  obtained,  and  also  samples  of  tinc¬ 
ture  of  iodine,''lime  water  and  spirit  of  nitrous  ether  prepared 
in  different  parts  of  the  State,  25  in  Baltimore  city  and  the 
remainder  outside  of  Baltimore  in  different  localities.  The 
results  are  very  interesting,  and  I  should  think  that  a  careful 
perusal  of  this  report  is  incumbent  upon  every  member  of  the 
Association,  and  I  hope  that  the  Association  will  see  its  way 
clear  to  publishing  this  report  in  its  proceedings. 

We  have  carefully  withheld  the  names  of  all  the  parties 
from  whom  the  samples  and  prescriptions  were  obtained.  That 
information  is  only  on  record  in  one  place,  and  that  is  in  my 
desk  at  the  State  Board  of  Health  office,  and  is  not  available 
to  outsiders.  By  numbering  the  samples  only,  no  publicity 
whatever  is  given  to  it,  other  than  calling  attention  to  the 
great  discrepancies  existing  in  a  number  of  cases,  in  several 
instances  the  large  excess  of  potassium  iodide  present,  and  in 
other  cases  the  very  small  amount  of  arsenic  trioxide  brought 
into  solution  by  the  compounder.  I  might  add  that  in  two  or 
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three  instances  the  parties  refused  to  dispense  the  medicine 
because  they  said  they  could  not  bring  the  arsenic  trioxide  into 
solution,  and  one  or  two  were  unwilling  to  dispense  it  because 
the  directions  were  simply  “use  as  directed.” 

It  is  well  known  that  arsenic  trioxide  is  never  used  ex¬ 
ternally.  It  ought  to  have  been  a  perfect  solution,  as  it  can  be 
made  so  very  easily,  and  undoubtedly  in  the  case  of  the  pre¬ 
scription  of  arsenic  trioxide  and  hydrochloric  acid  this  report 
points  to  a  sad  state  of  affairs. 

I  speak  freely  and  frankly  on  this  subject  because  I  think 
it  is  a  matter  to  be  brought  home  to  every  retail  pharmacist. 
It  ought  to  be  impressed  upon  him  so  urgently  that  he  will  be 
careful  in  the  future  not  to  have  similar  conditions  exist. 
These  prescriptions  were  those  of  two  reputable  physicians ; 
one  wrote  the  prescription  for  the  arsenic  trioxide  and  the 
other  wrote  the  one  for  potassium  iodide,  and  they  are  pre¬ 
scriptions  that  might  come  to  a  pharmacist  at  any  time.  When 
we  find  of  6  grains  of  arsenic  trioxide  sometimes  only  a  trace 
in  solution,  the  balance  entirely  filtered  out  or  suspended,  I 
think  we  have  reason  to  stop  and  think,  and  think  very  care¬ 
fully,  because  if  that  happened  in  the  case  of  a  regular  pre¬ 
scription  what  would  be  the  result?  What  would  be  the  result 
in  the  case  where  the  labels  were  as  the  committee  reports? 

The  profession  as  a  body  needs  to  carefully  look  over  this 
report  and  digest  it  and  get  all  the  good  out  of  it  they  possibly 
can.  It  was  a  splendid  move  on  the  part  of  the  Association  to 
make  stuck  an  investigation  and  see  what  the  difficulties  are  on 
which  Doctor  Kebler  last  year  laid  such  decided  emphasis. 

In  the  case  of  potassium  iodide  the  excuse  for  discrepan¬ 
cies  is  even  far  less  than  even  in  the  case  of  arsenic  trioxide. 
Everybody  knows  that  potassium  iodide  is  readily  soluble,  and 
how  easy  it  is  to  weigh  off  160  grains  and  make  a  solution  with 
water  sufficient  to  measure  4  ounces. 
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I  do  not  come  here  in  a  critical  spirit,  but  simply  as  an  aid 
to  the  Committee,  because  I  was  instrumental  in  having  this 
work  done,  and  my  interest  in  pharmacy  is  just  strong  enough 
to  make  me  urge  on  the  floor  of  this  meeting  the  necessity  for 
careful  study  of  this  report. 

Xow,  we  will  admit  that  in  a  few  cases  the  ditference  in 
volume  may  have  been  due  to  inaccurate  graduates.  The  ques¬ 
tion  has  arisen  in  my  mind  whether  the  pharmacist,  in  some 
cases,  did  not  simply  weigh  ofif  the  potassium  iodide,  put  it 
into  a  bottle  and  fill  the  bottle  with  water,  assuming  that  it 
would  be  4  ounces;  in  the  arsenic  solution,  it  also  looks  as  if 
he  may  have  filled  up  a  two  ounce  bottle  without  measuring 
it.  That  trivial  inaccuracies  exist  in  graduates  we  all  know, 
and  the  Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington  has  recently 
undertaken  a  great  deal  of  work  in  that  connection.  I  have 
been  in  correspondence  with  the  Bureau  for  the  past  four 
months,  and  also  with  the  Whitall,  Tatum  Company,  the  largest 
manufacturers  of  glass  graduates  in  this  country,  and  had 
hoped  to  be  able  to  bring  to  this  meeting  some  definite  informa¬ 
tion  regarding  the  status  of  graduates.  Fortunately  there 
recently  was  held  in  Washington  a  conference  on  United  States 
Weights  and  ^Measures,  at  which  this  question  of  glass  grad¬ 
uates  was  carefully  discussed  and  certain  specifications  and  tol¬ 
erance  limits  were  suggested  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and 
submitted  and  approved.  I  have  a  letter  here  from  Doctor 
Stratton,  the  Director  of  the  Bureau  of  Standards.  I  brought 
all  correspondence  with  me,  and  the  final  result  of  all  my  inves¬ 
tigation  is  that  the  Whitall,  Tatum  Company  are  not  in  a 
position  today  to  furnish  standardized  graduates.  They  were 
very  anxious  to  give  me  definite  information  on  that  point,  but 
the  last  letter  I  had  states:  ‘We  find  we  can  not  do  it  and  do 
not  know  when  we  will  be  able  to  put  these  graduates  on  the 
market,  nor  at  what  price  we  will  furnish  them,  but  we  are 
going  to  furnish  them.” 

Now,  this  question  of  standardizing  glass  graduates  is  a  very 
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important  one,  and  the  directions  which  the  Bureau  of  Stand¬ 
ards  has  given  for  determining  permissible  deficiencies  or  ex¬ 
cesses  are  also  supplied.  In  other  words,  it  will  be  based 
largely  on  the  internal  diameter  of  the  glass  at  the  particular 
point  of  graduation,  whether  ^  ounce,  1  fluid  dram,  1,  3,  4  or 
8  ounces,  each  measure  of  that  particular  graduation  will  be 
taken  and  the  Government  allowance  for  excess  or  deficiency 
applied.  I  have  a  list  of  these  tolerances  with  me. 

The  fact  that  the  Government  Bureau  has  adopted  it,  the 
Conference  of  Weights  and  Measures  adopted  it,  and  the 
largest  manufacturers  of  graduates  in  the  comitry  are  willing 
to  produce  it,  makes  it  all  the  more  necessary  that  pharmacists 
should  make  an  effort  to  obtain  standardized  graduates.  Of 
course  they  are  going  to  be  higher  in  price.  The  Bureau  in 
M^ashington  recommends  very  properly  the  use  of  cylindrical 

graduates,  for  we  all  know  that  in  them  the  errors  due  to 
capillary  attraction  are  reduced  to  a  minimum,  while  in  the 
conical  graduates  they  are  increased. 

I  brought  with  me  here  some  illustrations  that  may  interest 
the  members.  I  had  them  made  in  Baltimore  for  this  especial 
purpose  so  as  to  show  you  what  the  Government  has  done 
with  cylindrical  graduates.  (Indicating.)  I  had  a  small  draw¬ 
ing  sent  me  by  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and  I  had  this  en¬ 
larged  for  the  purpose  of  showing  it  to  you  here. 

There  is  one  important  point :  The  fact  that  the  same 
measure  can  not  be  used  to  deliver  and  to  contain  the  same 
quantity.  Few  of  us,  perhaps,  have  ever  given  the  matter 
sufflcient  thought,  or  realized  that  there  is  a  difference  between 
the  containing  capacity  and  the  delivering  capacity  of  a  grad¬ 
uate;  so  that  hereafter  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  manufac¬ 
turers  of  graduates  to  mark  on  them,  ‘ho  deliver  such  quanti¬ 
ties,  or  to  contain  such  quantities.”  Because  the  retail  phar¬ 
macist,  when  he  uses  a  graduate,  does  not  measure  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  containing  quantity,  but  for  deliv- 
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ery.  \Mien  he  measures  a  half  ounce  or  an  ounce  of  liquid 
he  expects  to  pour  that  into  the  vial.  In  making  volumetric 
solutions,  a  measure  of  containing  volume  would  be  necessary. 
All  that  information  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Whitall,  Tatum 
Company,  for  their  representatives  were  at  the  conference. 
They  understand  it  and  will  produce  these  graduates  in  con¬ 
formity  with  the  Government  specifications.  It  may  take  some 
little  time,  six  months  or  longer,  and  they  are  going  to  be 
higher  in  price.  I  am  glad  to  say  we  will  be  able  to  get  them, 
and  I  think  it  is  largely  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  ^Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  in  connection  with  our  State 
Board  of  Health,  that  this  matter  has  been  impressed  so  forci¬ 
bly  upon  the  manufacturers  of  graduates. 

I  am  also  glad  to  be  able  to  say  that  some  of  the  solutions 
of  arsenic  trioxide  and  potassium  iodide  were  perfect  as  far 
as  volume  and  content  of  active  ingredients  are  concerned.  It 
is  a  pleasure  to  know  that,  showing  that  especial  care  must 
have  been  exercised  in  making  the  solutions.  Where  the  differ¬ 
ence  is  slight,  it  is  perhaps  due  to  a  little  of  the  liquid  remain¬ 
ing  in  the  graduate,  or  in  the  weight  of  the  loss  by  filtration, 
and  then  by  evaporating  a  solution  of  course  a  deficiency  will 
show.  So  that  where  there  are  slight  deficiencies  these  can  be 
overlooked ;  but,  gentlemen,  when  you  look  over  that  report 
in  ]\Ir.  Powell’s  hands  your  eyes  will  open  to  two  or  three 
times  their  natural  opening  capacity.  I  say  this  with  some 
feeling  of  reluctance,  but  at  the  same  time  feel  it  is  my  duty 
as  a  member  of  the  Association  and  as  a  State  official  to  call 
your  attention  to  the  existing  conditions,  and  you  can  read  it 
over  with  perfect  freedom  because  you  do  not  know  whether 
vou  or  vour  neighbor  is  the  guilty  party.  That  is  a  happy  con¬ 
dition  that  confronts  you.  You  can  always  say  to  yourself, 
It  was  not  I,  it  was  the  other  man,  and  that  is  a  great  consola¬ 
tion  to  a  wounded  heart,  undoubtedly,  and  you  are  not  going 
to  get  that  information  as  to  Who’s  Who,  it  is  not  going  to  be 
at  your  service;  there  would  be  nothing  gained  by  it.  But 
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read  it  over,  and  then  you  can  see  for  yourselves.  When  a 
trace  of  trioxide  is  found  in  a  solution  that  should  contain  six 
grains  there  is  certainly  something  radically  wrong.  That  part, 
probably,  should  not  go  to  the  newspapers,  I  don’t  think  it 
would  benefit  the  pharmacists;  but  I  take  it  we  are  here  as 
members  of  a  lodge,  anxious  to  help  each  other  to  the  greatest 
possible  extent  and  to  lay  before  the  Association  such  points 
of  weakness  as  may  exist  with  a  view  of  overcoming  them, 
because  they  can  be  overcome  invariably  and  easily. 

I  would  advise  that  when  you  do  buy  standardized  grad¬ 
uates  you  buy  cylindrical  graduates,  whether  the  manufac¬ 
turer’s  agent  tells  you  that  the  conical  graduates  are  better  or 
not.  The  cylindrical  graduates  are  the  best.  A  few  moments’ 
reflection  will  tell  you  that  it  must  be  so.  Take  an  eight  ounce 
graduate  of  that  height  (indicating),  probably  inches  in 
diameter,  and  compare  it  with  an  eight  ounce  graduate  31/2 
inches  in  diameter  and  you  will  see  at  once  how  much  greater 
the  error  would  be,  due  to  the  use  of  a  conical  graduate  rather 
than  the  cylindrical,  and  yet  the  conical  graduate  can  be  used 
under  the  new  rule  because  a  man  can  measure  the  internal 
diameter  of  the  vessel  and  apply  the  tolerances  the  Govern¬ 
ment  allows.  In  the  case  of  graduates  having  a  100  milli¬ 
meter  diameter,  that  is  about  4  inches,  the  allowance  would  be 
2  fluid  drams  in  excess  or  deficiency.  When  it  comes  to  smaller 
graduates  the  allowance  would  be  very  small,  naturally  ;  but 
do  make  up  your  minds,  please,  to  see  to  it  that  accurate  grad¬ 
uates  are  of  the  greatest  importance,  they  are  just  as  necessary 
as  accurate  weights,  because  without  these  two  accurate  work 
can  not  be  done  in  any  pharmacy.  There  is  no  doubt  about 
that. 

Now  these  diagrams,  or  these  plates,  I  hand  around  simply 
show  what  the  Government  has  drawn  up ;  one  set  “to  con¬ 
tain,”  and  one  “to  deliver.”  You  will  see  ho^Y  easy  it  is  to 
measure  with  a  fair  degree  of  accuracy.  By  their  use  a  man 
is  enabled  to  level  the  liquid  very  exactly.  The  measurement 
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is  taken  at  the  lower  line  of  the  meniscus,  not  as  in  the  ones 
heretofore  furnished,  at  the  upper  and  lower  lines,  which 
always  causes  an  error  due  to  the  personal  equation ;  two  men 
looking  at  the  same  graduate  would  probably  not  see  the  same 
line,  but  by  having  the  circle  go  all  the  way  around  and  having 
the  circle  at  the  lower  line  of  the  meniscus,  we  will  be  able  to 
measure  accurately. 

I  thought  it  might  interest  you  all  to  hear  a  few  remarks 
on  the  subject  of  graduates  and  hear  the  information  as  far 
as  I  have  been  able  to  get  it  from  the  Bureau  of  Standards  and 
the  largest  manufacturers.  ]\Jr.  Kelly  will  be  able  to  tell  you 
of  his  visit  to  the  Bureau,  where  he  has  found  them  only  too 
ready  to  cooperate  with  the  pharmacists  of  the  State,  and,  as 
}OU  know,  a  set  of  standard  graduates  which  might  be  the 
property  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  or  the  State  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association — I  don’t  think  the  State  Association  could 
have  it  done  free  of  cost,  but  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy 
can  have  it  done  because  the  Government  conditions  are  that 
any  State  official  asking  for  such  standardization  can  get  it 
free  of  charge — all  you  have  to  do  is  to  get  a  set  of  graduates 
and  send  them  down  to  the  Bureau  with  a  request  from  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  and  they  will  be  returned  to  you  with  the 
proper  information. 

I  think  we  are  in  a  fair  way  to  eliminate  the  errors  that 
have  been  existing,  except  that  one  which  only  personal  resolve 
can  eliminate,  and  that  is  not  to  trust  to  what  we  suppose  is 
the  capacity  of  a  bottle,  but  to  measure  it  and  to  see  that  all 
weights  and  measures  in  the  store  are  made  accurately.  That 
is  a  thing  that  no  law  can  control.  We  can  not  stand  behind 
the  man  and  watch  him  do  every  bit  of  weighing  and  measur¬ 
ing;  that  depends  upon  himself  entirely. 

I  thank  you  ver^^  much  for  your  attention. 

(Applause.) 

Mr.  POWELL:  I  think  it  would  be  interesting  if  Pro- 
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lessor  Caspar!  would  read  that  list  of  tolerances,  as  we  want 
to  have  it  published  in  the  proceedings,  and  also  the  cuts  of  the 
diagrams  presented  here  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

Doctor  CASPARI :  (Producing  papers  from  his  brief 
case.)  I  brought  a  lot  of  matter  with  me  today  I  may  have  no 
occasion  to  use,  but  thought  it  better  to  have  it  here  than  home 
when  it  is  wanted. 


I  am  not  going  to  read  the  whole  list,  it  would  take  a 
long  time  to  do  that.  There  are  probably  100  items  here,  but 
I  will  be  glad  to  read  a  few.  This  was  adopted  by  the  Con¬ 
ference  and  these  tolerances  are  just  suggested  by  the  Bureau 
of  Standards  and  will  be  followed  by  the  manufacturers  of 
graduates  as  far  as  they  are  able  to  put  their  plant  into  proper 
condition.  I  am  not  going  to  read  the  specifications  in  the  case 
of  medical  imits  or  the  medical  graduates,  of  which  you  have  a 
diagram  there.  The  lowest  diameter  here  is  10  millimeters. 
The  tolerances  are  as  follows :

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I  have  an  extra  set  of  these  tolerances  and  if  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  would  like  to  have  them  I  would  be  glad  to  give  them 
my  extra  set. 

It  may  be  desirable  here  to  say  just  a  word  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  the  word  “milliliter”  by  the  Government.  I  had 
intended  bringing  that  out  more  especially  in  the  few  remarks 
which  it  may  be  my  privilege  and  pleasure  to  make  a  little  later 
on :  that  the  words  “cubic  centimeter”  have  been  abolished 
entirely  in  all  Government  work,  and  the  word  “milliliter”  used 
in  its  place,  and  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia,  out  now  in  a 
few  days,  likewise  has  abolished  the  cubic  centimeter  for  these 
purposes,  although  the  name  will  continue  a  long  time,  and  the 
difference  is  very  slight,  amounting  to  .0027  in  a  whole  liter, 
but  there  is  a  difference ;  very  few  of  us,  if  any,  can  appre¬ 
ciate  that  difference,  but  there  is  a  difference. 

There  is  a  great  deal  of  matter  in  this  report  of  the  Con¬ 
ference  which  is  not  relevant  here  at  all,  but  this  part  I  have 
quoted  from,  referring  to  graduates,  is  extremely  interesting, 
and  during  the  past  three  months  I  have  been  engaged  in  cor¬ 
respondence  with  the  parties  in  order  to  bring  it,  if  possible, 
to  a  final  issue  before  this  meeting.  I  was  very  anxious  to 
come  here  and  be  able  to  say  today  :  You  can  get  the  graduates 
next  week  at  such  and  such  a  price,  but  other  powers  de¬ 
termined  that.  I  can  simply  say  they  will  be  on  the  market 
sooner  or  later.  Here  is  the  last  letter  from  the  Whitall- 
Tatum  Company ;  you  can  see  for  yourself  what  they  say  there 
about  making  them.  (Handing  letter  to  Hr.  John  B.  Thomas, 
who  was  occupying  the  Chair  in  the  temporary  absence  of  the 
President.) 

Chairman  THOMAS :  I  think  it  might  be  well,  if  you 
want  to  make  any  record  at  all,  to  state  that  the  Whitall-Tatum 
Company  have  assured  us  that  while  they  are  not  in  a  position 
just  now  to  name  the  time  when  these  standardized  graduates 
will  be  put  on  the  market,  they  intend  to  make  them,  and  are 
not  in  a  position  to  name  prices  for  them  just  now. 
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I  want  to  say  for  the  members  of  the  Association  that  we 
feel  very  grateful  indeed  to  Doctor  Caspari  for  coming  here 
and  in  his  usual  lucid  and  very  thorough  manner  making  these 
explanations  and  talking  about  things  pertaining  to  phar¬ 
macy.  Doctor  Caspari  never  talks  on  any  subject  unless  he  is 
master  of  it,  unless  he  knows  thoroughly  what  he  is  talking 
about,  and  it  seems  to  me  the  privilege  of  hearing  his  remarks 
this  morning  is  worth  all  the  trouble  and  expense  of  every 
member  of  the  Association  present,  and  I  regret  more  are  not 
present. 

Now  this  inaccuracy  in  graduates  is  a  revelation  to  me  as 
a  practical  pharmacist.  I  had  no  idea  such  things  existed ;  in 
a  four-ounce  graduate — as  I  think  Mr.  Powell  has  said — pos¬ 
sibly  from  3%  to  4  drams  variation,  is  something  horrible,  and 
is  not  only  a  reflection  upon  the  pharmacists,  but  a  possible 
source  of  injury  to  the  public.  I  am  very  happy  indeed  to 
know  that  through  the  aid  of  Doctor  Caspari  and  our  Special 
Committee  this  evil  will  be  remedied. 

The  only  remarks  I  would  make — I  won’t  say  “criticism,” 
as  Doctor  Caspari  himself  has  been  a  retail  pharmacist  and 
knows  what  the  retail  pharmacist  is  up  against,  especially  in 
filling  prescriptions — is  that  when  the  Board  of  Health  sent 
these  prescriptions  calling  for  arsenic  solution  to  the  retail 
pharmacists  to  be  filled,  I  think  in  justice  to  the  retail  pharma¬ 
cist  the  dose  should  have  been  on  that  prescription,  and  not 
“Use  as  directed.”  Doctor  Caspari,  as  a  fair  and  practical  and 
scientific  man,  realizes  the  fact  that  the  retail  pharmacist  has 
to  be  over-cautious,  and  particularly  in  filling  prescriptions, 
and  they  must  know  in  some  way  or  manner  when  they  are 
dispensing  poisons  how  that  medicine  is  going  to  be  taken. 
There  is  no  excuse,  I  admit,  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  put 
on  a  solution  of  arsenic,  “Shake  Well”  and  “For  External 
use” ;  I  don’t  wish  to  defend  that  in  any  manner  at  all,  but  I 
do  think,  in  justice  to  the  retail  pharmacist,  that  the  dose  in  the 
case  of  a  prescription  for  an  arsenic  solution  or  any  other  toxic 
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poison  should  be  put  on  so  that  the  pharmacist  should  have 
something  to  guide  him. 

Dr.  CASPARI :  May  I  say  one  or  two  words  more,  Mr. 
Chairman?  Your  remarks  have  brought  this  out:  I  think  it 
would  be  well  if,  in  publishing  statements  in  the  proceedings 
of  the  Association,  the  word  “inaccuracy”  in  graduates  be 
eliminated  in  this  way :  If  I  understood  Mr.  Powell  correctly, 
he  wished  to  indicate  to  us  that  the  variation  between  different 
graduates  amounted  to  four  fluid  drams.  He  had  no  standard¬ 
ized  graduate  to  use,  but  he  took  one  and  compared  others  with 
that  one,  and  it  was  not  that  the  others  were  inaccurate  to  that 
extent,  but  that  they  differed  from  the  one  he  had  in  his  hand 
to  that  extent.  If  you  say  “inaccuracy  in  graduates”  that  is 
too  harsh  a  term;  it  would  seem  to  indicate  the  large  majority 
of  you  are  inaccurate,  and  I  am  not  prepared  to  admit  that. 
There  are  slight  inaccuracies,  if  we  may  so  term  them — it  would 
be  better  to  say  tolerance — that  cannot  be  avoided  in  making  the 
glass,  which  does  not  make  them  inaccurate,  but  they  must  be 
within  certain  limits  of  inaccuracy ;  in  other  words,  within 
the  tolerance  limits  suggested  by  the  Government,  and  I  think 
it  very  unwise  to  say  in  our  proceedings,  “the  preparations 
showed  inaccuracies  to  the  extent  of  four  fluid  drams  in  four- 
ounce  graduates.  I  don’t  think  Mr.  Powell  intended  it  That 
way.  He  intended  to  show  this  variation  existed  between  the 
graduates. 

Mr.  POWELL :  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  hear  from 
Mr.  Kelly. 

Chairman  THOMAS :  We  will  be  glad  to  hear  from 
Mr.  Kelly. 

SECRETARY :  After  this  report  was  compiled  and  we 
had  seen  the  variations,  it  was  the  desire  of  the  Committee  to 
find  out,  if  possible,  to  what  these  variations  were  due.  Now 
we  all  know  that  scales  and  weights  that  are  in  constant  use 
become  inaccurate.  In  addition  to  that  we  knew,  or  had  rea- 
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son  to  believe,  that  the  condition  with  reference  to  glassware 
was  as  we  found  it  to  be.  Consequently  our  idea  was  tO'  get 
the  Bureau  in  Washington,  authorized  by  the  Government  to 
do  this  work,  to  certify  a  set  of  standard  graduates  for  us — 
graduates  of  2  fluidrachms,  1,  2,  4  and  8  fluid  ounce  capacity — 
believing  they  were  the  graduates  most  commonly  used  by  re¬ 
tail  pharmacists.  I  was  asked  to  see  the  Bureau  about  the 
matter,  and  they  advised  six  or  eight  weeks  ago  that  the  con¬ 
ference  to  which  Doctor  Caspari  referred  would  be  held  a  little 
later,  and  asked  us  to  put  off  our  request  until  the  tolerances 
had  been  decided  upon  and  they  could  give  us  more  deflnite 
information.  We  did  that,  and  now  the  tolerances  are  settled 
upon,  we  have  arranged  to  purchase  in  the  open  market  gradu¬ 
ates  on  behalf  of  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy  which  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Bureau  for  certification,  and  our  idea  was,  if 
this  could  have  been  done  before  the  meeting,  to  ask  a  few 
friends  of  the  Committee  to  let  us,  as  a  committee,  examine 
their  glassware  in  connection  with  this  report,  in  the  hope  that 
we  could  come  here  and  tell  you  what  the  condition  is  in  ref¬ 
erence  to  glassware.  We  have  not  been  able  to  do  this,  but 
upon  looking  over  the  graduates  in  stock  in  one  of  the  whole¬ 
sale  houses  in  Baltimore  we  found  the  conditions  as  stated  in 
]\Ir.  Powell’s  report,  and  I  have  no  doubt  those  conditions  exist 
all  over  the  United  States. 

You  will  recall  last  year  that  Dr.  Kebler  believed  that  the 
inacuracies  so  prevalent  in  preparations  were  due  very  largely 
to  inaccurate  weights  and  measures.  Your  Committee  first  of 
all  wanted  to  know  if  these  inaccuracies  existed  and  took  the 
easiest  means  to  find  out.  We  did  not  try  to  find  out  if  they 
were  inaccuracies  in  connection  with  articles  which  you  gentle¬ 
men  buy  and  resell,  but  with  relation  to  preparations  actually 
made  up.  Now,  then,  if  we  were  in  a  position  to  tell  you  these 
conditions  were  due  to  a  certain  extent  to  inaccurate  gradu¬ 
ates,  weights  and  scales,  we  would  be  in  a  position  to  put  the 
matter  in  its  entirety  before  you,  but  you  appreciate  it  is  a  big 
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piece  of  work  to  complete  in  one  year.  I  think  the  Association 
should  go  on  with  this  work  for  several  reasons :  first  of  all, 
the  Bureau  feels  that  the  Maryland  State  Association  is  tak¬ 
ing  an  advanced  and  creditable  position  in  this  matter;  they 
want  to  co-operate  with  us  to  the  fullest  extent,  and  I  believe 
it  will  do  more  to  put  the  work  of  this  Association  before 
other  associations  in  the  country  than  anything  else  we  could 
do.  The  Director  of  the  Bureau  asked  me  why  we  took  up 
this  work.  I  said  we  preferred  to  find  out  our  own  faults  rather 
than  let  some  one  else  find  them  out,  and  correct  them  our¬ 
selves  ;  that  we  granted  to  keep  our  preparations  fully  up  to  any 
standard  anybody  could  maintain,  and  to  set  these  standards 
ourselves,  not  have  them  set  for  us.  I  believe  we  should  ap¬ 
proach  the  matter  in  that  spirit,  not  with  any  intention  to  criti¬ 
cise  anybody,  but  simply  look  the  situation  squarely  in  the 
face  and  remedy  it,  for  our  own  benefit  as  well  as  that  of  our 
customers. 

I  believe  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  has 
done  a  piece  of  work — incomplete,  I  admit,  for  reasons  ex¬ 
plained — which  is  bound  to  bring  good  results.  The  Commit¬ 
tee  certainly  appreciated  in  the  beginning  that  we  were  pos¬ 
sibly  to  be  put  in  the  position  of  criticising  our  own  members ; 
our  action  was  only  with  the  intent  to  get  at  the  facts  as  they 
exist,  because  Doctor  Kebler,  an  honorary  member  of  our  As¬ 
sociation  and  a  man  who  is  interested  in  this  subject,  made 
some  statements  here  last  year  which  were  very  sweeping,  and 
they  were  followed  up  by  similar  statements  from  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  our  Association. 

I  for  one  hope  to  see  the  work  continue,  and  I  believe  if 
we  keep  at  it  in  the  spirit  which  I  have  stated  it  is  bound  to 
bring  the  best  results  possible. 

Chairman  THOMAS  :  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  these 
very  interesting  remarks  of  Doctor  Kelly,  and  I  am  sure  every 
member  of  this  Association  and  every  retail  pharmacist  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  will  endorse  heartily  the  continuation  of 
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this  Committee.  It  proves  to  my  mind  again  that  the  Mary¬ 
land  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  is  not  dead,  that  it  is 
active  and  doing  good  work.  The  report  of  this  Committee, 
no  doubt,  will  come  before  the  American  Pharmaceutical  As¬ 
sociation  at  their  next  meeting,  certainly  in  the  Dispensing 
Section. 

Are  there  any  other  remarks? 

SECRETARY :  I  omitted  mentioning  that  the  Bureau 
of  Standards  wished  me  to  say  to  the  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  that  this  work  of  the  Bureau  with  relation  to  glass¬ 
ware  and  scales  and  weights  of  retail  pharmacists  and  oth¬ 
ers  using  small  weights  and  measuring  apparatus,  was  un¬ 
dertaken  with  the  end  in  view  that  these  conferences  should 
be  held  until  the  conditions  existing  should  be  understood 
fully,  and  that  certain  recommendations  would  then  be  made 
with  the  hope  that  they  would  in  turn  be  adopted  by  the 
various  States  and  made  legal,  to  be  used  by  whatever  au¬ 
thority,  within  the  State,  had  control  of  the  testing  of 
weights  and  measures. 

The  Bureau  is  not  taking  the  position  of  forcing  any¬ 
thing;  they  are  simply  trying  to  put  the  wonderful  capacity 
of  the  Government  at  the  disposal  of  those  people  suffering 
through  the  inaccuracies  which  now*  exist. 

In  addition  to  the  tolerances  in  weights  and  glassware 
measures,  the  fact  should  be  referred  to  that  they  are  trying 
to  establish  satisfactory  descriptions  of  official  scales  having 
a  sensitive  limit  between  two  extremes,  to  describe  the  va¬ 
rious  tolerances  with  relation  to  sensitiveness  of  different 
balances,  and  to  follow  the  subject  up  until  the  whole  ques¬ 
tion  of  weights  and  measures  is  carefully  considered  and 
gone  over. 

I  have  no  doubt  personally  that  the  same  inaccuracies 
exist  with  relation  to  weights  as  with  graduates,  and  the 
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pharmacist  cannot  possibly  prevent  those  things,  because  the 
accurate  glassware  and  accurate  weights  and  measures  as 
ordinarily  sold  are  not  obtainable;  if  you  order  two  dram 
weights  in  the  open  market  there  is  no  reason  to  assume  any 
more  than  you  would  in  relation  to  graduates  that  they  are 
accurate.  Now,  then,  if  they  are  carried,  as  most  of  them  are, 
in  a  box  or  drawer  of  the  scale  for  some  length  of  time,  they 
are  bound  to  lose  in  weight  through  friction.  With  all  these 
inaccuracies  there  are  many  occasions,  no  doubt,  when  a  drug¬ 
gist  is  perfectly  honest  in  the  attempt  to  make  his  preparations 
accurately  and  find  them  above  or  below  the  tolerances,  due 
to  these  conditions. 

Mr.  McKinney  :  Air.  President,  I  move  the  report  as 
given  by  Air.  Powell,  Doctor  Caspar!  and  Air.  Kelly  be  ac¬ 
cepted  and  published  in  the  minutes  and  that  the  committee  be 
continued. 

Air.  WILLIAAISON :  Second  the  motion.  * 

Air.  HANCOCK:  Wishing  to  second  the  sense  of  that 
motion,  there  are  several  things  I  have  thought  well  to  combat : 
Doctor  Caspar!  has  made  a  distinction  between  a  graduate  for 
delivery  and  a  graduate  for  containing  capacity.  That  is  well 
and  good,  but  I  think  if  standards  are  to  be  established,  if  laws 
are  to  be  enacted,  it  ought  tO'  be  taken  into  consideratioti  that 
due  to  the  vicosity  and  the  adhesiveness  of  certain  liquids  it  is 
impossible  to  deliver,  we  will  say,  2  ounces  of  glycerine  from  a 
graduate  that  is  standardized  to  deliver  2  ounces  of  distilled 
water.  The  very  important  matter  the  Committee  should  be 
instructed  to  do  is  this :  When  these  standards  are  established 
it  is  within  all  probability  that  laws  will  be  enacted  holding  the 
retail  druggist  responsible  for  the  correct  measurement  of  his 
products.  If  I  have  the  sense  of  the  remarks  of  Doctor  Cas¬ 
par!  and  Doctor  Kelly  the  Government  at  the  present  time  re¬ 
quires  a  fee  for  the  establishment  of  the  individual’s  weights 
and  measures.  Now  if  the  Government  can  afford  to  have 
experts  who  will  go  at  the  beck  and  call  of  every  farmer  in  the 
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country  to  establish  and  analyze  the  soil,  to  give  him  instruc¬ 
tions  as  to  what  he  should  or  should  not  plant  to  get  the  best 
effects  from  his  farm,  surely  on  a  matter  as  vital  as  this  the 
Bureau  of  Standards  should  be  ready  to  give  correct  informa¬ 
tion  as  to  weights  and  measures  of  any  individual  without  cost, 
and  in  seconding  the  motion  of  iMr.  McKinney  I  would  amend 
it  to  that  extent,  that  the  Committee  from  this  Association  take 
up  with  the  Bureau  of  Standards  the  matter  of  having  the  pri¬ 
vate  individuals,  the  pharmacists,  graduates  and  weights  stand¬ 
ardized  without  cost  to  them  but  at  the  cost  of  the  Government, 
and  take  as  the  precedent  the  earnestness  of  the  Agricultural 
Department  in  helping  the  farmers,  because  it  is  much  more 
vital  that  the  public  should  get  the  correct  estimation  where 
poisons  are  concerned  than  that  the  farmer  himself  should  be 
taught  at  high  expense  by  the  Agricultural  Department  what 
he  should  and  should  not  plant  for  the  productiveness  of  his 
own  soil.  (x\pplause.) 

Mr.  POWELL :  I  think  Mr.  Hancock’s  suggestion  an  ex¬ 
cellent  one,  and  believe  other  members  of  the  Association  might 
have  others.  The  Committee  would  be  glad  to  hear  from  them. 
Supplementing  Mr.  Hancock’s  remarks,  I  would  remind  him 
of  the  fact  that  the  Government  standardized  the  thermometer, 
but  they  make  a  charge  for  it.  As  far  as  I  have  ascertained 
there  is  no  standardizing  done  by  the  Government  unless  a 
nominal  charge  is  made  for  it. 

Doctor  CASPARI :  That  is  right.  All  measures  and 
weights  and  thermometers  standardized  are  charged  for  by  the 
Government. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  But  isn’t  it  all  the  more  necessary  the 
Government  should  regulate  the  individual’s  apparatus  with¬ 
out  charge  than  that  they  should  make  a  charge? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  I  don’t  think  so. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  There  is  no  law  requiring  a  degree  that 
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a  thermometer  should  have,  a  standard  degree.  That  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  the  private  individual  in  his  research  work. 

Doctor  CAS  PARI :  Xo,  no — the  new  Phamacopoeia  will 
tell  you  something  about  standardized  thermometers. 

SECRETARY :  i\Iay  1  say  that  the  Bureau  of  Standards 
— I  believe  I  can  say  this  for  them,  though  I  do  not  have  it 
officially,  I  judged  their  attitude  from  our  conversations — be¬ 
lieve  today  the  inaccuracies  in  weights  and  measures  are  largely 
due  to  thoughtlessness.  AVe  might  say  some  firms  are  delib¬ 
erately  selling  inaccurate  glassware  because  it  can  be  gotten 
out  cheaply,  and  they  do  not  care,  but  I  believe  they  are  in  the 
minority.  I  believe  the  majority  are  trying  to  sell  reasonably 
accurate  glassware.  The  conditions  are  not  understood  so  far. 
The  Bureau  believes  the  first  step  toward  correction  is  to  bring 
the  inaccuracies  to  the  attention  of  everybody.  Possibly  it  will 
not  be  necessary  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  go  to  the  expense 
of  having  his  glassware  standardized  later  because  he  will  get 
glassware  within  the  tolerances  allowed  by  the  Government. 
That  will  settle  the  whole  question.  I  say  that  because  I  do 
not  think  there  is  anything  for  the  retail  pharmacist  to  worry 
about  just  now.  We  are  simply  trying  to  learn  the  facts  and 
deal  with  them  in  the  hope  that  we  may  improve  the  condi¬ 
tions.  I  certainly  do  not  think  it  necessary  for  any  retail  phar¬ 
macist  to  rush  in  and  have  a  whole  lot  of  graduates  standard¬ 
ized  because  full  information  is  not  now  available. 

PRESIDEX'T :  (Resuming  the  Chair  after  temporary 
absence  from  the  meeting).  Gentlemen,  it  has  been  moved  and 
seconded  that  the  report  of  this  Committee,  as  submitted  by 
Mr.  Powell,  Doctor  Caspar!  and  ^Ir.  Kelly,  and  as  amended 
by  Mr.  Hancock,  be  accepted  and  the  Committee  continued. 
What  is  your  pleasure? 

(Motion  carried.) 

PRESIDEX^T :  Gentlemen,  we  are  now  ready  for  the 
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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws.  Mr.  Thomas  is  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  that  Conunittee. 

iNIr.  THOMAS  (Reading)  :  ‘Air.  President  and  members 
of  the  Association,  we  submit  for  your  action  the  amendment 
of  the  Constitution  proposed  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  as 
follows : 

“Proposed  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Mary¬ 
land  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  change  Article  4  of  said 
Constitution  by  striking  out  said  Article  and  substituting  the 
following : 

“The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  Presi¬ 
dent,  three  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a 
Treasurer,  and  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  of 
this  Committee  three  to  be  selected  from  the  City  of  Balti¬ 
more,  one  from  the  Eastern  Shore  of  the  State  of  iNfaryland, 
and  one  from  the  Western  Shore  of  the  State  of  Mar}dand. 

“All  officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secre¬ 
tary  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  can  hold  office 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  Local 
Secretary  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  after  the  place 
of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

“Submitted  to  the  Convention  and  referred  to  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Laws. 


(Signed)  “R.  E.  LEE  WILLIAMSON.” 

This  is  such  an  important  amendment  that  we  feel  it 
should  have  your  very  careful  and  thoughtful  attention  before 
final  action  is  taken.  I,  as  a  member  of  the  Committee,  do  not 
consider  it  is  a  very  desirable  change  in  the  present  arrange¬ 
ment  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  words  “Executive  Com¬ 
mittee”  be  substituted  for  the  words  “Board  of  Trustees”  in 
Article  3  and  *\rticle  4  of  the  By-Laws,  as  the  Executive  Com- 
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mittee  are  the  responsible  representatives  of  the  Association 
and  these  duties  should  be  delegated  to  them  rather  than  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  John  R.  Thomas.  Chairman.” 

Mr.  Millard  and  IMr.  Knight  are  the  other  members  of 
the  Committee. 

Mr.  BULLARD  :  Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  speak  for 
the  majority  members  of  this  Committee,  Mr.  Knight  and  my¬ 
self.  (Reading  from  paper)  : 

“The  report  from  the  majority  members  of  your  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Laws  is  that,  after  careful  thought  and  deliberation, 
we  thoroughly  endorse  the  recommendation  of  the  proposed 
amendment  of  the  Constitution  as  to  Article  4  of  said  Con¬ 
stitution  and  recommend  its  adoption.  C.  H.  Knight,  D.  R. 
Millard.” 

As  regards  Article  3  and  4  of  the  By-Laws,  we  are  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Mr.  Thomas,  but  we  wish  to  differ  from  him 
with  regard  to  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution.  The  im¬ 
mense  change  is  nothing  but  adding  two  more  members  to  the 
Executive,  making  five  instead  of  three.  It  has  always  been 
the  rule  that  the  majority  of  the  Executive  Committee  has 
been  from  Baltimore,  and  rightly  so.  The  amendment  pro¬ 
vides  that  three  members  shall  be  from  Baltimore,  one  from 
the  Eastern  Shore  and  one  from  the  Western  Shore.  The 
only  excuse  might  be  that  we  cannot  get  them  to  attend  meet¬ 
ings.  If  they  do  not  come  it  is  their  own  business ;  we  can  still 
get  a  majority  in  Baltimore.  They  might  come,  following  the 
example  set  by  Mr.  Powell,  as  he  has  attended  every  meeting. 
The  only  change  in  the  world  in  that  Article  is  the  addition  of 
two  members  to  the  Executive  Committee. 

I  wish  to  make  this  as  the  report  of  the  mapority  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Committee. 

Mr.  WILLI AiMSON :  It  so  happens  that  I  am  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  motion  to  amend  the  Constitution,  and  I  would 
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presume  had  there  been  a  unanimous  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Laws  that  it  would  probably  be  unnecessar}-  for  me  to  take 
up  the  time  of  the  Association  to  discuss  the  question,  which 
is,  I  believe,  now  before  the  convention  for  discussion  and 
vote.  The  idea  originated,  as  I  said  a  moment  ago,  with  me 
at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Association.  In  order  to  give  you 
some  idea  of  the  situation  I  can  refer  you  to  the  proceedings 
of  the  last  convention ;  on  page  54,  when  the  Coimnittee  on 
Laws  made  a  report  (of  which,  at  that  time,  ^Ir.  Thomas  was 
chairman),  Mr.  Thomas  said  at  that  time  that,  ‘Air.  President, 
I  can  only  make  a  partial  report  for  my  Committee  today  on 
account  of  the  recent  resolution  offered  and  passed  before  this 
Association — that  we  go  into  session  with  the  Board  of  Phar¬ 
macy  for  the  consideration  of  some  important  things.  How¬ 
ever,  there  are  certain  conditions  existing  in  this  Association 
which  your  Committee  on  Laws  think  could  be  changed  to  a 
ver}'  great  advantage.  One  of  them  is  in  regard  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee.  The  Executive  Committee,  as  I  understand 
it  now,  is  composed  of  three  or  five  members — Mr.  Kelly, 
what  is  it?” 

“Secretar}' :  Three  members.” 

]\Ir.  THOiMAS :  I  object  to  your  reading  from  the  pro¬ 
ceedings — no,  go  ahead. 

IMr.  WILLIAfvISOX :  I  just  wanted  to  put  you  on 
record,  as  I  am  on  record. 

Mr.  THOiMAS  :  I  know  that.  I  have  no  right  to  change 
my  mind. 

]\Ir.  WILLIA^ISOX :  I  want  to  show  you  I  am  right 
smart  in  accord  with  you.  (Continuing  to  read  from  pro¬ 
ceedings)  :  “And  there  is  usually  elected  a  new  committee 
every  year.  I  think  that  is  wrong.  The  executive  committee 
in  every  organization  is  a  very  important  committee,  and 
there  ahvays  should  be  some  old  members  holding  over.  So 
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your  Committee  on  Laws  recommends  that  at  least  one  of  the 
old  members  hold  over,  and  there  be  only  two  new  members 
elected  every  year.” 

Now,  gentlemen,  I  thought  last  year  that  inasmuch  as  the 
entire  business  of  the  Association  is  carried  on  by  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  for  52  weeks  in  the  year  it  Avould  be  a  very 
advantageous  thing  to  increase  the  size  of  the  committee  from 
three  to  five,  and  to  include  among  those  five  men  a  represen¬ 
tative  from  the  various  sections  of  the  State,  namely,  one  from 
the  Eastern  Shore,  one  from  the  Western  Shore  and  three 
from  Baltimore.  I  think  that  the  Executive  Committee,  as 
it  is  proposed  to  be  formed  under  this  amendment,  is  a  much 
more  dignified,  much  more  responsible  and  much  more  capable 
body  than  if  composed  of  three  men.  As  constituted  under 
the  new  amendment  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer 
are  members  of  the  Committee,  ex-officio,  giving  an  Executive 
Committee  of  eight  members.  I  think  that  the  men  that  are 
out  of  the  city  and  called  upon  to  attend  these  various  meet¬ 
ings  should  attend  them  at  the  expense  of  the  Association.  I 
should  think  that  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee 
are  of  sufficient  importance  to  have  a  full  attendance  and  that 
these  meetings  should  be  conducted  with  some  degree  of  for¬ 
mality,  following  the  usual  congressional  and  parliamentary 
and  deliberative  bodies,  although  it  is  only  a  small  body  of 
eight.  I  am  really  at  a  loss  to  understand  why  our  Committee 
on  Laws  is  not  unanimously  in  favor  of  this  small  increase  in 
the  Executive  Committee,  when  I  thought  last  year,  after  hav¬ 
ing  heard  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  that  it  was 
rather  in  line  with  their  ideas  of  what  should  be  done. 

Eurther  on  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Laws 
said :  “I  think  that  Air.  Williamson’s  suggestion  is  a  very  good 
one  indeed,  and  if  we  could  have  the  assurance  that  we  would 
have  three  of  the  old  members  of  the  Executive  Committee 
to  carry  on  the  great  work  the  Association  is  doing  it  would 
be  very  much  better  than  to  have  one  of  the  old  members,  and 
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therefore  I  ver}*  glady  accept  ^Ir.  Williamson’s  suggestion.” 

I  have  not  any  personal  interest  in  this  matter  at  all ;  my 
interest  is  simply  an  Association  interest.  I  really  would  like 
to  see  the  Executive  Committee  of  such  size  and  personnel 
that  it  will  operate  to  the  very  best  interests  of  the  Association 
all  through  the  year,  and  as  I  feel  that  way  about  it  I  am  bound 
to  stand  behind  my  resolution  and  present  it  to  you  as  it  pre¬ 
sents  itself  to  me,  and  therefore  I  bespeak  for  that  resolution 
your  favorable  consideration. 

*  I\Ir.  THO^IAS :  ]\Ir.  President  and  members  of  the 

Association:  ^ly  only  object  in  bringing  in  the  minority  re¬ 
port  on  this  constitutional  change,  increasing  the  membership 
-  of  the  Executive  Committee  from  three  members  to  five  mem¬ 
bers,  or  practically  to  eight  members,  is  that  the  committee 
would  be  more  unwieldy  and  harder  to  handle  than  if  there 
were  but  three  members. 

I  only  have  one  interest  at  heart,  and  that  is  the  better¬ 
ment  of  the  Association,  and  I  am  not  going  to  make  a  decided 
fight  in  this  matter.  In  regard  to  'Mr.  Wfilliamson  reading 
what  I  said  last  year.  I  would  claim,  as  the  ladies  claim,  that 
I  have  a  right  to  change  my  opinion.  I  do  not  feel  now  that 
this  membership  should  be  increased  from  three  to  five.  I  do 
think  that  it  is  desirable — it  has  been  customar}*  in  the  Associ¬ 
ation — for  the  retiring  President  to  become  a  member  of  the 
Committee,  because  he  is  generaly  in  touch  with  what  has  gone 
on  during  the  past  twelve  months,  and  I  also  think  some  of 
the  old  members  should  hold  over  as  members  of  that  com¬ 
mittee. 

i\Ir.  BULLARD :  At  the  present  time  there  are  three 
elected  members  on  the  Executive  Committee,  and  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  Secretary-  and  Treasurer,  who  are  ex-officio  members, 
making  six  members  in  all.  If  you  add  two  members  you  in¬ 
crease  from  six  to  eight  rather  than  from  three  to  five ;  in  an 
increase  of  three  to  five  the  ratio  is  not  so  great.  Besides,  the 
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President  has  not  been  put  on  the  Committee  as  the  retiring 
President  either  this  year  or  last  year. 

i\Ir.  PO\\'ELL :  Mr.  President,  personally  I  am  willing 
to  leave  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the  hands 
of  the  Baltimore  members,  but  I  do  think  if  you  want  to  get 
the  good  will  of  the  two  shores  of  ^Maryland,  the  members 
from  the  Eastern  Shore  and  the  members  from  the  Western 
Shore,  you  should  give  them  some  recognition.  I  think  if  the 
recommendation  of  last  year  prevails  that  you  will  do  good 
work  for  the  Association. 

Mr.  THOiMAS  :  ]\Ir.  President,  the  counties  have  always 
been  represented  on  the  Executive  Committee.  I  have  been 
on  that  committee  several  times,  and  we  found  it  difficult  to 
get  a  man  here  from  Hagerstown  or  some  other  place ;  IMr. 
Powell,  possibly,  would  come  up  from  Snow  Hill;  and  that 
was  the  reason  we  always  wanted  to  have  a  majority  from  the 
city  of  Baltimore.  But  we  should  try  to  consider  the  State 
and  we  do  not  wish  to  monopolize  the  membership  of  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  we  have  a  minority  report 
from  the  Committee  on  Laws,  and  a  majority  report;  those  in 
favor  of  adopting  the  majority  report  will  please  say  Aye; 
opposed.  No.  The  Ayes  have  it  and  it  is  so  ordered. 

PRESIDENT :  Now  that  part  of  the  report  which  deals 
with  the  Constitution  requires  a  three-fourths  vote,  I  believe, 
of  the  members. 

^Ir.  THOIMAS  :  You  are  going  to  vote  on  the  amend¬ 
ment  to  the  Constitution? 

PRESIDENT :  Yes;  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution, 
which  requires  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  of  the 
Association.  Those  in  favor  of  amending  the  Constitution  as 
per  this  report  will  please  rise. 
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(The  Secretary  took  the  number  of  members  who  arose 
both  for  and  against  the  amendment,  and  the  result  was  : 

For  the  amendment .  27 

Against  the  amendment .  — 

PRESIDENT :  We  will  now  vote  on  the  amendments 
to  the  By-Laws,  substituting  the  words  “Executive  Commit¬ 
tee”  for  “Board  of  Trustees.” 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  ]\Ir.  President,  before  you  call  for 
that  vote  may  I  correct  a  statement?  The  Committee  recom¬ 
mends  the  change  in  Articles  3  and  4 ;  it  is  in  Articles  3,  4  and 
6  that  those  words  appear,  so  we  want  to  change  it  in  all  three 
Articles  instead  of  two,  as  mentioned,  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  the  record  correct. 

.SECRETARY.  Mr.  Williamson,  it  was  considered  de¬ 
sirable — I  interpret  the  view  of  the  Committee — to  leave  the 
words  “Board  of  Trustees”  in  Article  6,  because  that  deals 
with  an  entirely  different  situation.  You  see  our  By-Laws 
call  for  a  Board  of  Trustees.  If  we  also  amend  Article  6  we 
would  have  to  omit  that  section  of  the  By-Laws  creating  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  which  we  do  not  want  to  do. 

(^Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

SECRETARY ;  Mr.  President,  the  hour  is  getting  late 
and  I  move  we  dispense  with  the  regular  business  and  hear 
from  Doctor  Caspari,  and  conclude  the  regular  business  bter. 

J\lr.  McKinney  :  I  second  the  motion. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  Doctor  Caspari  is  with  us 
and  will  have  some  remarks  to  make  in  regard  to  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia  which  is  about  to  be  issued.  We  will  be  glad 
to  hear  from  Doctor  Caspari. 

^Ir.  WILLIAAISON  :  Will  it  give  sufficient  time? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Well,  I  am  not  going  to  talk  all  day. 
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'Mr.  WILLIA^NISOX  :  We  want  you  to  and  that  is  the 
reason  I  made  the  suggestion. 

]\Ir.  ]\IEYER :  l^Ir.  President,  there  are  a  great  many 
members  who  have  come  here  especially  to  hear  Doctor  Cas¬ 
par!  but  who  are  not  now  present ;  is  there  anything  on  the 
program  for  this  afternoon. 

PRES  IDE  XT :  We  have  nothing  on  the  program  this 
afternoon,  but  at  two  o’clock  there  is  scheduled  a  bowling  con¬ 
test.  AA’e  might  make  it  at  three  o’clock. 

Mr.  WILLIAM SOX^ :  Mr.  President,  I  move  we  meet 
at  two  o’clock  this  afternoon  in  special  session  to  hear  Doctor 
Caspar!. 

i\Ir.  THOMAS  :  I  second  the  motion. 

(^lotion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDEX^T :  We  will  have  the  report  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Legislation.  IMr.  John  I.  Kelly,  Chairman. 

Mr.  President,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

As  paradoxical  as  it  may  appear,  it  is  with  .srreat  pleasure  and 
deep  re.^ret  that  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  M.  P.  A.  submits 
its  report  for  the  past  year. 

Great  pHasure  because  in  the  opinion  of  many,  that  august 
bod}’  of  lawmakers  that  sojourned  during  the  winter  months  in 
the  ancient  City  on  the  Severn,  never  treated  us  more  considerately 
and  with  deep  regret  because  another  year  has  passed  and  little  of 
special  benefit  can  be  reported. 

We  can  recall  no  time  when  less  activity  was  demanded  of 
your  Legislative  Committee  than  during  the  past  year. 

Our  preceding  Legislative  Committee  bequeathed  us  nothing, 
our  Executive  Committee  required  nothing,  our  State  Board  re¬ 
quested  nothing  and  the  Legislature  did  next  to  nothing  to  arouse 
us  to  any  great  activity. 

We  are  sincerely  of  the  opinion  that  a  better  system  could 
be  divised,  whereby  reforms  or  betterments  could  be  presented  and 
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discussed  in  these  ineetin.os.  definite  conclusions  arrived  at  and 
passed  in  some  tang^ible  form  to  your  Legislative  Committee  to  be 
properly  shaped  for  presentation  to  the  various  lawmaking  bodies. 

It  appears  that  efforts  of  the  Legislative  Committee  must  be 
confined  to  constantly  pla3'ing  the  “watch  dog”  of  the  Association, 
guarding  as  much  as  possible  against  inimical  legislation. 

This  is  laudable  enough,  but.  wh^'^be  alwa^’s  on  the  defensive? 
We  would  suggest,  that  the  Legislative  Committee  with  some 
officers  of  the  Association  meet  on  the  call  of  the  president  or  at 
a  stated  time  antedating  the  convening  of  the  Legislature,  that 
constructive  legislation  may  be  considered,  instead  of  Lung  by  and 
like  Mr.  l^Iicawber  “waiting  for  something  to  turn  up.” 

We  might  profit  b\'  the  experiences  of  man^*  other  states  and 
make  man^"  really  beneficial  changes  in  our  laws. 

Seven  or  eight  states  now  have  honest  merchandising  laws, 
twenty-one  honest  advertising  laws.  some,  far  more  satisfactorih- 
defining  the  status  of  the  Pharmacist  than  the  Mar^dand  law, 
several  have  itinerant  vendor  laws  and  man\-  have  harmonized  the 
State  and  National  Narcotic  law.  but  it  would  have  been  pre¬ 
sumptuous  for  an3'  committee  to  have  taken  the  initiative  and 
endeavored  to  shape  laws  without  a  thorough  consideration  and 
the  authoritive  sanction  of  this  Association. 

A  Senate  Bill  and  a  House  Bill  exempting  preparations  con¬ 
taining  alcohol  for  culinary  or  medicinal  purposes,  toilet  prepara¬ 
tions,  etc.,  will  remain  effective,  although  state-wide  prohibition 
should  be  adopted  in  November,  and  even  though  the  separate 
count\'  prohibition  bills  contain  no  exemptions. 

The  Administration  revenue  bill  imposing  among  other  things 
a  six  dollar  tax  on  Soda  Fountains  and  an  increase  in  the  Cigar¬ 
ette  license,  appears  to  be  a  blessing  in  disguise,  for  it  seems  about 
to  accomplish  a  long  sought  reform  in  the  elimination  of  trading 
stamps  and  coupons,  and  will  undoubtedly  help  to  clear  the  busi¬ 
ness  atmosphere  and  produce  someAvhat  fairer  business  methods 
and  immensly  benefit  consumers  as  it  offers  little  inducement  to 
sacrifice  quality*,  for  gratuities. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  changes  in  interpretations  and 
rulings  on  the  Harrison  law,  which  the  Chairman  will  be  glad  to 
review,  if  it  is  the  pleasure  of  the  Association,  but  with  which  you 
are  undoubtedly  familiar.  The  Steven-Ashurt  bills  .give  ever\" 
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promise  of  being  most  favorably  considered  and  of  becoming  a 
law,  as  soon  as  the  present  urgent  military  considerations  give 
way  to  calmer  routine  matter. 

In  conclusion,  the  chairman  desires  to  express  his  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  the  prompt  attention  and  assistance  given  him  by  his 
associates  on  this  committee.

Mr.  JOHN  I.  KELLY ;  I  want  to  say  in  regard  to  that 
Administration  Revenue  Bill  that  there  was  very  little  choice 
left  to  anybody.  They  intended  to  have  a  revenue  of  some 
sort,  and  if  it  was  not  six  dollars  for  a  soda  fountain  it  would 
probably  have  been  ten  or  fifteen  dollars  on  something  else. 
I  heard  from  some  quarter  the  charge  that  the  chairman  of 
the  Legislative  Committee  had  laid  down  on  it;  it  was  better 
to  lay  down  than  be  knocked  down.  The  trading  stamp  people 
carried  their  attorneys  and  a  large  delegation  to  Annapolis, 
and  the  American  Tobacco  Company  were  represented  there 
also,  and  they  were  told  distinctly  it  was  to  be  a  law,  and  if 
they  did  not  like  it  they  had  the  alternative  of  carr^nng  it  into 
court.  I  felt  that,  as  small  fry  as  I  was,  I  had  better  not 
tackle  a  matter  of  that  kind. 

I  have  here  a  ^lodern  Narcotic  Law,  also  a  paper  by  the 
N.  A.  R.  D.,  and  I  bequeath  them  to  the  incoming  Legislative 
Committee  for  their  perusal,  to  be  reported  on  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  you  have  heard  this  most 
excellent  reoprt  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation ;  what  is  your 
pleasure  ? 

]\Ir.  ^McKinney  :  I  move  the  report  be  accepted  and 
published  in  the  minutes. 

(Alotion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  The  next  on  the  program  is  the  election 
of  officers. 
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]\Ir.  HANCOCK:  I  move  that  the  election  of  officers  be 
first  in  the  order  of  business  at  our  two  o’clock  meeting. 

]^Ir.  iMcKIXXEY :  I  would  like  to  amend  that  by  put¬ 
ting  the  election  of  officers  after  we  have  heard  from  Doctor 
Caspari.  We  will  have  a  larger  attendance  at  that  time,  and 
it  would  be  better  to  have  the  election  after  we*  hear  from 
Doctor  Caspari. 

i\Ir.  HAN^COCK:  I  accept  the  amendment. 

(Put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

PRESIDEX'T :  A  motion  to  adjourn  is  in  order. 

^Ir.  WILLL\^ISOX’ :  It  is  not  my  desire  nor  intention 
to  say  anything  except  what  is  complimentar}'  in  reference  to 
their  activities  and  the  work  they  have  done  and  the  results 
produced  by  the  Traveling  Elen’s  Auxiliary,  and  I  wish  they 
were  all  here  to  hear  just  what  I  am  going  to  refer  to - 

]^Ir.  HEX’RY  (Interrupting)  :  Pardon  me,  is  it  not  im¬ 
portant  enough  for  me  to  go  after  them  and  bring  them  in? 

Mr.  WILLI Ai\I SOX' :  When  the  Auxiliary  was  pro¬ 
posed  I  was  heartily  in  favor  of  it,  and  am  still  in  favor  of  it, 
but  I  said  at  that  time  that  I  would  not  be  in  favor  of  form¬ 
ing  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  if  it  subtracted  anything  from 
the  i\Iar}dand  Pharmaceutical  Association.  In  other  words, 
if  we  took  out  of  the  membership  anything  I  would  be  op¬ 
posed  to  it ;  but  if  it  simply  formed  an  auxiliai*}’  in  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  without  subtracting  or  detracting  from  the  Association 
I  was  heartily  in  favor  of  it.  This  is  the  first  year,  and  the 
Travelers  have  arranged  meetings  of  their  Auxiliary  coinci¬ 
dent  with  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  necessarily  taking 
the  traveling  men  out  of  the  meetings  of  this  Association. 
That,  I  think,  is  a  bad  thing.  I  think,  iMr.  Chairman,  that  the 
traveling  men  should  participate  in  the  meetings  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation,  that  they  should  be  here  during  the  entire  business  meet- 
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ings  of  the  Association;  they  always  did,  and  you  will  recall 
we  frequently  had  excellent  suggestions  and  ideas,  and  very 
intelligent  and  educational  talks  by  the  traveling  men.  I  think 
they  should  hold  the  meetings  of  their  auxiliary  at  a  time  when 
it  will  not  take  them  from  the  regular  meetings  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation. 

I  simply  make  this  little  statement  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Auxiliary  and  the  benefit  of  the  Association  at  large.  I  think 
the  traveling  men  are  too  valuable  in  our  meetings  for  them 
to  allow  their  auxiliary  meetings — I  hope  I  am  not  alone,  that 
other  members  of  the  Association  agree  with  me— to  deprive 
the  Association  of  the  personnel  of  the  members  of  the  Aux¬ 
iliary  during  the  regular  business  meetings  of  the  ^Maryland 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  DUVALL  (on  appearing  in  the  meeting)  :  I  was 
not  present  during  the  gentleman’s  remarks — if  anybody  could 
be  here  and  tr}’-  to  entertain  those  ladies  he  would  have  to  have 
seven  legs.  What  is  the  criticism  of  the  Auxiliary? 

.Air.  WILLIAAISOX:  I  said.  Air.  Duvall,  I  thought  it 
unfortunate — and  this  is  not  a  matter  of  criticism,  or  un¬ 
friendly  criticism,  at  any  rate — for  the  Auxiliary  to  hold 
meetings  coincident  with  the  business  sessions  of  the  AIar\"- 
land  Pharmaceutical  Association,  because  thereby  they  de¬ 
prived  the  Alaryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  the  very 
great  benefit  of  the  presence  of  the  traveling  membership, 
their  intelligence,  their  help  and  their  experience,  and  inci¬ 
dentally  cut  down  the  attendance.  I  supplemented  that  by 
saying  I  was  heartily  in  favor  of  the  Auxiliary  and  worked 
for  the  Auxiliary  last  year,  but  only  upon  the  condition  that 
the  Auxiliary  would  not  subtract  anything  from  the  Alary- 
land  Pharmaceutical  Association,  but  should  add  to  it.  In 
other  words,  it  must  be  a  body  of  the  Association  and  not  a 
body  out  of  the  Association.  This  is  only  a  suggestion,  and 
it  is  made  with  all  sorts  of  good  feeling  and  good  intent. 
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Mr.  DU\^-VLL :  thought  our  meeting  would  be  for 

about  fifteen  minutes ;  it  was  one  hour  and  fifteen  minutes ; 
little  matters  came  up  to  be  settled  which  took  time,  and  then 
Mr.  Catlin,  ^Ir.  Pierce  and  myself  had  the  ladies’  card  party 
to  look  after  ;  the  other  men  could  have  joined  you.  I  agree 
with  Mr.  Mdlliamson.  Xext  year  we  will  arrange  our  meet¬ 
ings  at  some  time  when  you  are  not  having  a  meeting.  (Ap¬ 
plause.)  We  emphasized  the  fact  in  our  meeting  this  morn¬ 
ing  that  every  man  who  is  a  member  of  the  Auxiliar}*  is  a 
member  of  this  Association,  and  you  need  him,  and  we  need 
him ;  so  when  a  man  makes  application  for  one  we  try  to  get 
him  to  make  application  for  membership  in  the  other. 

This  is  our  first  experience  and  we  are  bound  to  make 
mistakes :  next  year  we  will  have  our  meetings  some  after¬ 
noon  when  it  won’t  disturb  you.  Any  time  you  want  us  you 
can  call  for  us  and  we  will  come  in,  give  our  vote  and  help  you 
any  way  we  can.  (Great  applause.) 

i\Ir.  TPIOiMAS :  I  do  not  believe  this  Association  would 
stand  for  any  unfriendly  criticism  of  the  Auxiliary"  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  I  am  sure  friend  Afilliamson  did  not  mean  it  that  way. 
AT  are  all  liable  to  mistakes,  and  if  they  have  made  a  mis¬ 
take  this  year  I  am  sure  it  will  be  corrected  the  next  time. 
These  boys  have  worked  hard  and  this  Association  is  under 
many  obligations  to  this  Auxiliar}’.  They  have  done  every¬ 
thing  they  could  to  promote  its  interest  and  success,  and  they 
have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  do  so.  If  they  have 
erred  it  was  not  intentional. 

Mr.  i\IILLARD :  ^Ir.  President,  I  propose  a  rising  vote 
of  thanks  to  the  Auxiliary. 

(Rising  vote  extended  the  Auxiliai*}'  accordingly.) 

]\Iiss  PATTERSOX :  I  am  sure  the  ladies  feel  that  i\Ir. 
Duvall,  iMr.  Catlin  and  i\Ir.  Pierce  have  worked  not  only  like 
they  had  seven  legs,  but  seven  thousand  legs.  (Laughter  and 
applause.) 

Mr.  iMcKIXXEY :  I  move  that  we  take  a  recess  until  two 
o’clock. 

(Recess.) 
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\\*ednesday.  June  28,  1916,  2  :30  P.  M. 

PRESIDEXT :  ^^’e  will  now  have  the  pleasure  of  listen¬ 
ing  to  Doctor  Caspari. 

(Applause.) 

Doctor  CASPARI :  ]\Ir.  President,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 

men  :  It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  respond  to  the 
request  of  the  Association  to  say  a  few  words  this  afternoon 
on  the  subject  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia,  which  I  hope  may 
be  in  the  hands  of  every  pharmacist  within  a  very  few  weeks. 
It  is  unfortunate  indeed  that  the  new  issue  has  been  delayed 
so  long,  and  I  am  not  in  a  position  to  say  now  when  it  will  be 
out.  It  has  been  promised  repeatedly.  The  last  date  fixed 
was  July  1,  which  will  be  on  Saturday  next.  I  hope  it  may 
then  appear,  but  I  question  it.  I  think  we  may  have  to  wait 
a  few  weeks  longer.  This  is  practically  due  to  the  fact  that 
when  the  last  Pharmacopoeia  was  issued  the  Eederal  Food 
and  Drugs  Act  had  not  been  passed  by  Congress,  and.  as  you 
all  know,  Congress  made  the  Pharmacopoeia  and  National 
Formula!*}'  standards  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  for  all 
substances  recognized  in  those  two  books.  And  that  fact, 
without  previous  preparation  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  with  that 
object  in  view  has  often  led  to  misunderstandings  and  to  a 
great  deal  of  annoyance,  so  that  the  Committee  of  Revision 
this  time  thought  it  not  only  desirable  but  absolutely  necessary 
to  so  construct  the  Pharmacopoeia  that  misunderstandings 
might  be  avoided  and  that  all  questions  coming  up  before  the 
courts  could  be  easily  settled.  In  other  words,  we  have  now 
endeavored  to  construct  the  Pharmacopoeia  so  as  to  make  it  a 
feasible  .standard  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  not  only  of 
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the  Federal  Government  but  also  of  the  States  by  adjusting 
the  requirements  with  due  elasticity.  \\^hen  heretofore,  for 
instance,  the  Pharmacopoeia  would  demand  2  per  cent,  the 
new  Pharmacopoeia  will  probably  say  1.8  to  2.2.  Perhaps 
sometimes  the  tolerance  is  even  greater.  This  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction,  because  it  relieves  the  pharmacist  of  embar¬ 
rassment.  For  frequently,  up  to  the  present  time,  in  some 
States,  the  slightest  deviation  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  has 
been  looked  upon  as  a  violation  of  the  law.  I  am  glad  to  say 
we  did  not  take  that  view  in  Maryland,  but  have  always  put 
a  liberal  construction  upon  it  and  made  due  allowances.  But 
the  Federal  Government  did,  and  some  of  the  States.  Under 
the  present  revision  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  that  leeway  will  be 
granted,  and  it  will  be  much  easier  for  pharmacists  to  conform 
to  the  requirements  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  making  allowance 
for  such  changes  as  are  unavoidable  and  outside  of  the  reach 
of  the  pharmacist  or  the  manufacturer  himself.  A  few  new 
preparations  have  been  introduced,  about  66  in  number,  with 
which  the  pharmacist  will  have  to  acquaint  himself,  but  I  am 
also  glad  to  say  about  266  of  the  old  ones  have  been  elimi¬ 
nated,  so  that  the  number  of  preparations  in  the  new  one  will 
not  be  as  large  as  at  present,  and  among  the  eliminations  you 
will  find  a  very  large ‘number  of  fluid  extracts  have  been 
dropped  entirely. 

Now  here  is  a  list  of  deletions  which  it  is  hardly  worth 
while  reading.  As  I  mentioned,  the  number  of  deletions  ex¬ 
ceeds  the  additions  by  about  200,  so  that  the  new  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  is  smaller  in  scope.  A  few  very  important  changes 
have  been  made.  One  is  the  elimination  of  the  cubic  centi¬ 
meter  from  the  Pharmacopoeia  entirely  and  the  substitution  of 
the  millileter  in  place  of  it.  That  is  done  in  order  to  bring 
our  nomenclature  to  conform  with  better  standards,  and  is  the 
term  adopted  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  two  years  ago. 
The  difference  between  the  millileter  and  cubic  centimeter  is  so 
slight  that  very  few  can  appreciate  it,  but  it  does  exist  and  it  is 
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just  as  well  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  be  accurate  as  approxi¬ 
mately  so  in  such  statements.  Heretofore  \ye  have  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  designate  powders  by  numbers,  or  indicate  the  number 
of  meshes  in  a  linear  inch  of  the  wire  sieve  through  which  the 
powder  was  supposed  to  pass,  and  while  the  numbers  will  be 
continued,  the  definition  of  these  numbers  is  entirely  different 
from  the  former.  It  may  interest  you  to  know  how  that  is 
applied :  their  fineness  is  now  used  in  terms  of  the  maximum 
diameter  of  the  particles  of  the  powder  as  measured  by  the 
diameter  of  the  openings  of  the  meshes  of  the  sieve  from 
which  they  receive  their  number.  In  other  words,  it  has  been 
made  very  scientific.  I  don’t  know  how  many  of  you  are  go¬ 
ing  to  be  disposed  to  verify  the  valuations ;  some  of  the  pow¬ 
der  particles  can  only  be  seen  through  a  microscope. 

(Reading  further  from  list.) 

Remember,  a  millimeter  is  1/25  of  an  inch,  and  we  get 
an  idea  what  .14  of  a  millimeter  may  be,  to  show  the  fineness 
of  the  powder. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  tables  probably  for  the  phar¬ 
macist  is  a  comparative  table  showing  the  strength  of  the  more 
important  Pharmacopoeia  substances  and  preparations  in  the 
present  and  the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  An  unusually  complete 
table  has  been  prepared ;  it  is  already  in  print,  as  you  can  see ; 
I  have  the  proof  sheets  before  me,  showing  where  the  changes 
have  occurred,  and  they  relate  in  the  main  to  the  fact  which  I 
have  already  stated,  that  there  will  be  proper  tolerances.  For 
instance,  here,  acetic  acid  used  to  be  36  per  cent. ;  now  the 
percentage  is  36  to  37.  (Reading  further  from  list.)  Mak¬ 
ing  it  somewhat  more  elastic  and  decidedly  to  the  advantage 
of  those  who  may  be  called  upon  to  defend  a  charge  of  having 
sold  drugs  not  in  conformity  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  re¬ 
quirements. 

This  also  would  be  tiresome  if  I  read  it  to  you,  I  know. 
It  occupies  about  fifteen  pages.  I  simply  want  to  call  your 
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I  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  table  is  very  complete  and  will 
»:  form  part  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  so  that  at  a  glance  any  one 
i  can  see  the  difference  in  strength  between  the  new  and  the  old 
I  l)reparations. 
i 

The  preparation  of  fluid  extracts  has  not  been  changed 
I  much  except  that  instead  of  giving  specific  formulas  for  every 
I  fluid  extract  they  have  been  divided  into  groups,  and  will  be 
I  prepared  according  to  four  groups.  A,  B,  C  and  D,  and  in  the 
"  statement  of  the  preparation  of  a  certain  fluid  extract  the 
statement  will  appear :  Prepare  according  to  process  “A,” 
I  with  a  menstrum  composed  of  so  much  alcohol,  water  or 

(glycerin,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  chief  reason  for  this  is  to 
bring  all  fluid  extracts  made  by  the  same  process  under  one 
j  head,  and  in  that  way  a  lot  of  unnecessary  repetition  and  print- 
I  ing  in  the  Pharmacopoeia  is  avoided. 

The  four  groups  are  chiefly  those  where — we  will  sepa¬ 
rate  them — those,  of  course,  where  alkaloids  are  present, 

;  where  alkaloidal  determinations  are  to  be  made:  In  making 
1000  millimeters  950  will  be  collected  and  these  will  be  assayed 
and  then  probably  diluted  and  the  full  amount  obtained  as 
;  heretofore ;  100  millimeters  from  100  grams  of  the  drug. 

'  In  type  B,  where  the  initial  menstrum  differs  from  the 

I  subsequent  menstrum  the  proper  statement  will  be  made  in 
I  one  place,  and  in  the  other  places  where  the  various  men- 
I  strums  are. 

I  In  other  words,  matters  are  simplified  materially,  espe- 

[  daily  since  the  retail  pharmacist  of  the  present  day  does  but 
[  very  little  manufacturing  of  fluid  extracts  himself,  depending 
I  entirely  on  the  large  manufacturers. 

I  The  number  of  powdered  extracts  has  been  materially  in- 

I  creased  b}'^  reason  of  the  fact  that  the  demand  has  increased 
[  enormously,  and  no  one,  of  course,  can  for  a  moment  deny 
the  great  advantage  and  convenience  of  powdered  extracts  in 
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dispensing  work.  At  the  same  time  we  were  confronted  by 
the  conditions  in  the  case  of  belladonna  and  stramonium. 
These  two  extracts  are  often  used  in  connection  with  lini¬ 
ments  and  ointments,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  insert 
both  the  pilular  extract  and  the  powdered  extract  having  the 
same  alkaloidal  standards,  but  made  by  different  methods. 
Our  powdered  extracts  will  be  made  chiefly  from  a  strongly 
alcoholic  menstrum,  so  as  to  facilitate  evaporation,  and  as  a 
drying  agent  anhydrous  starch  will  be  used  together  with 
magnesium  oxide  in  a  few  cases,  experience  having  shown 
that  anhydrous  starch  is  better  adapted  for  that  purpose  than 
finely  powdered  liquorice  root  or  such  agents  in  use  here¬ 
tofore. 

The  introduction  of  purified  and  dry  anti-diphtheric  and 
anti-tetanic  serums  is  undoubtedly  a  step  in  keeping  with  the 
progress  made  in  other  countries,  and  enables  the  pharmacist 
to  furnish  the  physician,  when  he  calls  for  them,  with  these 
highly  purified  serums. 

It  has  been ,  shown  clearly  that  the  fluid  diphtheria  and 
tetanus  serums  are  liable  to  deteriorate  in  the  course  of  time ; 
that  is  not  the  case  with  dry  serum,  kept  in  powdered  form, 
and  which  is  readily  soluble  in  water. 

ardization.  I  want  to  state  before  I  forget  it  that  thermome¬ 
ters  hereafter  are  standardized  officially  in  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
and  a  description  given  of  each  one  as  to  its  range  and  how  it 
should  be  handled  and  kept. 

Very  explicit  directions  are  given  in  the  new  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  for  the  determination  of  boiling,  melting  and  congeal¬ 
ing  points.  The  Pharmacopoeia  goes  so  far  even  as  to  suggest 
the  proper  apparatus  for  the  determination  of  melting  points 
which  is  more  refined  than  any  we  have  had  heretofore.  This 
work  was  done  by  Mr.  Meeker,  of  the  United  States  Hygienic 
Laboratory  in  Washington,  and  is  a  very  creditable  piece  of 
work.

Electrolytic  determinations  have  been  introduced  for  the 
first  time,  so  that  preparations  of  mercury  and  zinc  which 
heretofore  have  been  determined  gravimetrically  or  volu- 
metrically  will  hereafter  in  some  cases  also  be  determined 
electrolytically ;  only  in  these  two  cases,  however,  zinc  and 
mercury  preparations. 

A  method  has  been  introduced  for  the  determination  of 
alcohol  in  preparations  and  a  revised  list  of  the  alcoholic  con¬ 
tent  of  certain  tinctures  will  be  published  because  it  was  doubt¬ 
less  thought  unwise  to  go  into  that  so  deeply  as  to  publish  the 
alcohol  content  of  every  preparation  containing  alcohol.  This 
question  of  determining  the  alcohol  content  in  a  preparation 
correctly  is  very  important,  and  I  think  the  method  introduced 
in  the  Phamacopoeia,  which  is  the  result  of  very  exhaustive 
work  by  a  number  of  operators,  will  be  extremely  useful  to 
pharmacists  who  desire  to  determine  the  alcohol  content  of 
their  preparations.  Of  course,  where  the  tincture  is  made  in 
conformity  with  the  Pharmacopoeia  formula  and  the  alcoholic 
content  is  given  in  the  official  list  I  think  the  druggist  is  per¬ 
fectly  safe  in  stating  that  content  on  the  label.  ^Moreover,  offi¬ 
cials  have  recognized  the  fact,  which  I  may  be  permitted  to  say 
we  have  observ^ed  here  in  ^Maryland  for  six  years  now,  not  to 
hold  a  man  positively  to  the  statement  on  the  label,  that  80  per 
cent,  must  be  80  per  cent.  We  have  always  felt  if  it  ranged 
from  75  to  85  he  would  be  within  the  limits  of  the  declaration, 
making  allowance  for  such  things  as  moisture  in  the  drugs 
and  unavoidable  moisture  in  the  preparation. 

I  would  like  to  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
Pharmacopoeia  is  going  to  introduce  specific  directions  for  the 
determination  of  certain  facts :  saponification  value,  acid  num¬ 
ber  value,  iodine  absorption  value,  etc.,  which  heretofore  were 
not  fully  given  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  This  is  chiefly  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  those  who  desire  to  use  them  to  follow 
the  official  methods,  and  these,  of  course,  will  have  standing  in 
court,  because  the  laws  specifically  state  that  ever}^  drug  or 
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preparation  of  a  drug  mentioned  in  Pharmacopoeia  or  Na¬ 
tional  Formular}'  must  conform  to  the  requirements  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  and  hence  it  was  found  necessary  and  desir¬ 
able  to  have  these  directions  \'ery  specific,  not  leaving  it  to  the 
judgment  of  the  chemist,  but  he  must  follow  the  directions  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  specifically,  and  this  increased  detail  work 
is  extremely  valuable  in  the  administration  of  the  law. 

Sterilizations  of  solutions  and  surgical  dressings  informa¬ 
tion  has  for  the  first  time  received  in  our  Pharmacopoeia  offi¬ 
cial  recognition.  The  Swiss  Pharmacopoeia  was  the  only  one 
heretofore  which  paid  any  attention  to  this,  but  now  the  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  will  give  specific  directions.  For  in¬ 
stance,  on  this  page  (indicating)  are  represented  the  various 
methods  and  directions  for  that  purpose. 

I  think  we  will  have  great  reason  to  feel  proud  of  our 
Pharmacopoeia  as  revised  this  time,  especially  because  we  have 
taken  advanced  positions  on  all  grounds  of  that  kind,  and  at 
the  ^ame  time  have  not  made  it  scientifically  out  of  the  reach 
of  the  average  pharmacist,  but  rather  have  let  the  language  of 
the  Pharmacopoeia  be  such  that  those  who  desire  to  follow  its 
directions  may  do  so. 

Determination  of  calibrations  is  on  this  page  (indicating)  ; 
standardization  of  thermometers  on  these  two  pages  (indi¬ 
cating). 

Dried  suprarenal  glands  will  have  disappeared  from  the 
Pharmacopoeia  as  such ;  the  name  has  been  changed  to  dried 
suprarenals,  and  the  dr}'  thyroid  glands  changed  to  dry 
thyroids. 

A  very  important  step,  but  one,  however,  outside  the 
realm  of  the  pharmacist,  is  the  introduction  for  the  first  time 
in  any  Pharmacopoeia  of  the  world  of  biological  assays,  and 
this  is  the  work  of  a  number  of  ver}'  excellent  men  in  differ¬ 
ent  parts  of  the  country :  Doctor  Hatcher,  Doctor  Houghton, 
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Doctor  Hale  and  others  who  have  worked  on  this;  it  is  espe¬ 
cially  applicable  to  those  drugs  which  do  not  possess  any  con¬ 
stituents,  which  can  be  determined  gravimetrically  or  volu- 
metrically ;  such  drugs,  for  instance,  as  cannabis,  digitalis, 
squill,  strophanthus  and  ergot,  ^^’hile  we  are  in  a  position  to 
determine  the  alkaloids  present  in  ergot,  it  has  been  shown 
clearly  that  ergot  does  not  owe  its  value  entirely  to  these  alka¬ 
loids,*  and  in  the  case  of  cannabis  we  know  how  difficult  it  is 
to  fix  upon  a  definite  standard  as  really  accurate,  and  our  good 
old  friend,  the  poor  dog,  will  be  called  into  service  as  a  guide 
in  determining  our  cannabis  preparations.  If  after  a  dose  he 
can  walk  the  chalk  line,  the  cannabis  is  of  no  value,  but  if  he 
wobbles  from  side  to  side,  that  is  due  to  the  cannabis.  The 
quality  of  the  drug  is  gauged  accordingly. 

The  Pharmacopoeia  demands  positively  that  cannabis 
preparations  shall  be  biologically  assayed  ;  in  the  case  of  aco¬ 
nite,  digitalis  and  squill  it  is  somewhat  more  lenient;  it  says, 
“may  be” ;  it  does  not  make  it  compulsory. 

I  think  we  ought  to  feel  very  much  pleased  to  have  these 
biological  assays  introduced  into  the  Pharmacopoeia,  because 
of  the  fact  that  hereafter  the  crude  drug,  as  well  as  prepara¬ 
tions  thereof,  will  be  sold  largely  on  the  basis  of  a  biological 
assay  and  not  simply  upon  physical  appearance  as  heretofore. 
In  this  connection,  speaking  of  digitalis,  while  the  biological 
assay  is  a  very  important  one,  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to 
a  fact  that  has  been  known  to  manufacturers  for  some  time 
past,  but  of  which  the  retail  druggist  knows  little,  except  in 
the  colleges,  that  one  reason  why  some  of  our  digitalis  tinc¬ 
tures  and  fluid  extracts  have  been  at  times  found  inferior  and 
subject  to  deterioration,  is  due  to  the  fact  that  digitalis  prepa- 
tions  when  made  with  diluted  alcohol  deteriorate  gradually. 
I  think  this  fact  was  discovered  in  some  large  manufacturing 
house  of  this  coimtr}^  when  they  put  on  the  market  a  prepara¬ 
tion  of  their  own  designated  as  A’s,  B’s  or  C’s  fluid  extract  of 
digitalis  made  with  75  per  cent,  alcohol,  which  they  found 
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after  an  experience  of  several  years  to  keep  remarkably  well; 
so  that  our  tincture  of  digitalis  hereafter  will  be  made  with 
three  volumes  of  alcohol  and  one  of  water,  and  our  fluid  ex¬ 
tract  likewise,  instead  of  with  diluted  alcohol  as  heretofore. 

The  deoleation  or  the  removal  of  fat  in  several  drugs, 
such  as  strophanthus  and  ergot  and  the  like,  has  been  intro¬ 
duced  because,  as  we  all  know,  the  presence  of  fat  in  these 
drugs  has  interfered  materially  with  the  preparation  of  sat- 
isfactoi*}'  products,  and  petroleum  benzin  will  be  used  as  the 
deoleating  agent.  In  other  words,  the  drug  or  powder  will  be 
treated  with  petroleum  benzin  two  or  three  times  until  the 
evaporation  of  the  petroleum  benzin  no  longer  leaves  a  resi¬ 
due  :  it  is  then  dried  and  percolated  with  the  proper  menstrum. 
This  not  only  adds  to  the  appearance  but  very  much  to  the 
keeping  qualities.  There  will  be  no  separation  of  fatty  or  waxy 
matter  afterwards. 

The  usual  directions  for  the  approximate  assays  and  gaso- 
metric  estimates  are  introduced,  together  with  quite  an  exten¬ 
sive  chapter  on  optical  rotation  and  refractive  index.  This  is 
necessary  because  in  some  State,  and  also  the  Federal,  laws 
reference  is  made  to  these  properties  in  connection  with  cer¬ 
tain  drugs ;  for  instance,  the  determination  of  alcohol  by  re¬ 
fractive  index  is  a  feature  that  is  much  used.  I  might  say  that 
such  preparations  as  spirit  of  camphor  and  liniment  of  cam¬ 
phor  are  to  be  assayed  hereafter  by  methods  given  in  the  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  and  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  determine  the  quality. 
It  is  true  the  pharmacist  ,if  he  wants  to  keep  in  full  touch  with 
the  Pharmacopoeia  will  have  to  add  to  his  usual  equipment  a 
line  of  scientific  instruments  such  as  polariscope,  refracto- 
meters,  &c.  I  know  you  will  rejoice  at  this  idea  because  it 
raises  you  in  the  estimation  of  other  people  as  a  scientific  man 
very  materially  to  see  this  apparatus,  even  if  you  do  not  use  it. 
(Laughter.) 

There  is  only  one  point  of  regret  that  I  want  to  bring  out : 
that  is  in  connection  with  spirit  of  nitreous  ether.  The  Phar-' 
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macopoeia  has  continued  what  other  Pharmacopoeias  ha^e 
also  done  up  to  the  present  time,  the  dissolving  of  ethyl  nitiite 
in  official  alcohol  —  and  “alcohol,”  as  we  understand  it,  of 
course,  is  the  ordinal*}^  95  per  cent,  alcohol  of  the  Pharma¬ 
copoeia.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  Pharmacopoeia  Committee 
did  not  see  its  way  clear  to  substituting  absolute  alcohol  for 
alcohol,  as  it  would  have  increased  the  stability  of  the  spirit 
of  nitre  wonderfully.  Experiments  made  along  that  line  have 
shown  clearly  that  a  small  amount  of  water  present  in  95  per 
cent,  alcohol  is  the  agent  which  causes  all  the  destruction,  and 
in  the  case  of  absolute  alcohol  the  deterioration  is  practically 
nil. 

Incidentally  I  might  mention  that  absolute  alcohol  no 
longer  exists  as  such  in  the  Pharmacopoeia;  it  is  now  dehy¬ 
drated  alcohol.  This  change  was  made  because  the  former 
absolute  alcohol  was  in  realit}'  not  absolute  alcohol ;  “absolute 
alcohol”  would  mean  100  per  cent;  99.9  per  cent,  alcohol  is 
the  best  that  can  be  put  on  the  market,  and  the  first  time  the 
bottle  is  opened  it  becomes  99.85  per  cent.,  and  the  next  time  I 
don’t  know  where  it  goes ;  it  depends  on  how  long  it  is  kept 
open. 

You  see  the  list  of  alcohol  contents  published  in  the  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  is  comparatively  small,  not  a  long  list.  I  will  not 
read  it — you  can  get  an  idea  of  the  size — probabty  sixty  or 
seventy  items. 

The  Committee  was  instructed  to  give  the  content  of  alco¬ 
hol  in  all  preparations  of  the  Pharmacopoeia,  but  we  found 
that  in  the  case  of  fluidextracts  this  was  practically  impossible, 
and  in  the  case  of  many  tinctures  likewise,  and  it  would  place 
the  pharmacist  in  an  embarrassing  position  if  the  Pharma¬ 
copoeia  issued  a  definite  statement  in  those  cases  which  prob¬ 
ably  could  not  be  carried  out,  or  would  not  be  carried  out,  and 
so  we  have  eliminated  fluidextracts  entirely  and  confined  our¬ 
selves  to  tinctures,  a  few  spirits,  three  liniments,  two  elixirs 
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and,  I  think,  aromatic  sulphuric  acid  and  compound  liquorice 
mixture ;  the  percentage  of  alcohol  in  the  last  is  so  small  it 
will  not  trouble  anybody.  But  this  little  table  will  prove  use¬ 
ful  because  it  will  enable  the  pharmacist  to  use  this  table  as  a 
statement  on  his  label  and  apart  from  the  Pharmacopoeia ; 
allowance  must  be  made  for  some  loss  incidental  to  the  process, 
hence  a  tolerance  of  10  per  cent,  more  or  less  than  the  figures 
given  in  the  table  is  permissible.  That  surely  ought  to  be 
pleasing  to  every  pharmacist ;  it  relieves  him  of  much  embar¬ 
rassment  when  the  question  of  alcohol  content  comes  up.  Of 
course  in  spirit  of  camphor  when  we  have  found  an  unusual 
amount  of  water  present  the  pharmacist’s  excuse  was  it  must 
have  been  in  the  alcohol,  which  he  bought  always  from  reli¬ 
able  persons  and  guaranteed  to  be  up  to  the  standard.  We 
proceed  by  a  different  method  now  entirely.  We  test  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  added  alcohol  by  using  potassium  carbonate.  So  the 
old  excuse  will  no  longer  stand  and  he  will  have  to  invent  a 
new  one. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  You  said  “added  alcohol”. - 

Doctor  CAS  PARI :  Added  water,  I  meant  to  say. 

Pharmacists  sometimes  find  it  convenient  in  making  spirit 
of  camphor  to  dissolve  the  camphor  in  alcohol  and  carefully 
and  judiciously  add  as  much  water  as  the  alcohol  will  permit 
without  precipitation  of  the  camphor.  This,  of  course,  is  not 
Pharmacopoeia  spirit  of  camphor,  and  when  it  comes  to  our 
notice  we  have  to  ask  for  an  explanation,  and  often  get  the 
one  I  have  given. 

There  is  a  lot  of  matter  here  which  I  brought  with  me, 
prefatory  matter  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  I  do  not  know 
whether  it  will  be  of  any  especial  interest  to  refer  to  it,  but  if 
anyone  present  cares  to  ask  special  questions  I  have  these 
papers  with  me  here  from  which  to  answer  them.  Especially 
the  change  of  titles;  a  great  many  changes  of  title  have 
occurred. 
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(Reading  from  papers  by  way  of  illustration.)  Elixir  of 
iron,  quinine  and  strychnine  was  stricken  from  the  Pharma¬ 
copoeia,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  and  not  taken  up  in  the  National 
Formula.  This  will  put  us  back  in  the  same  position  in  which 
we  were  before  the  last  Phamacopoeia  was  issued.  I  think  it 
is  a  great  mistake,  and  I  fought  hard  in  the  Comittee  to  have 
it  retained,  but  there  was  such  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to 
which  formula  would  yield  the  best  results  that  some  one 
made  a  motion  to  strike  the  whole  of  it  out  and  it  was  done. 
We  are  now  at  the  mercy  of,  I  think,  possibly  half  a  dozen 
large  manufacturing  houses  who  will  all,  of  course,  try  to  con¬ 
vince  the  medical  men  that  their  elixir  of  phosphate  of  iron, 
quinine  and  strychnine  is  the  best,  and  “Mr.  A’s,”  “Mr.  B’s” 
or  ‘Air.  C’s”  will  be  prescribed  as  heretofore,  and  the  drug¬ 
gist  wall  have  to  carr}^  several  elixirs  on  the  shelf.  A  back¬ 
ward  step  of  the  worst  kind,  in  my  opinion. 

Oil  of  birch  and  gaultheria  have  been  taken  out  of  the 
Pharmacopoeia  entirely ;  methyl  salicylate  is  introduced  in 
their  place,  with  the  requirement  that  the  label  must  state 
whether  it  is  a  synthetic  product  or  obtained  from  the  birch 
bark  or  gaultheria. 

^Ir.  JOHN  I.  KELLY:  How  about  the  synthetic? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  That  is  all  right.  It  can  be  either, 
but  it  must  be  stated  which  it  is. 

Blue  ointment  of  the  Pharmacopoeia  ceases  to  exist  as  a 
title  but  it  becomes  a  synonym.  Heretofore  it  has  been  the 
official  title  for  dilute  mercuriai  ointment ;  blue  ointment  is 
now  used  as  a  synonym. 

The  strength  has  been  changed  from  33  to  30  per  cent. 
That  is  to  bring  it  in  conformity  with  the  foreign  milder  mer¬ 
curial  ointment. 

A  few  Marcdand  pharmacists  have  had  some  misunder- 
a  person  comes  in  and  asks  for  blue  ointment  you  have  no 
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right  to  give  him  the  official  50  per  cent,  mercurial  ointment. 
Her.etofore  blue  ointment  has  been  of  a  strength  of  33  per 
cent.,  henceforth  it  will  be  30  per  cent.,  and  when  mercurial 
ointment  is  asked  for  you  have  no  right  to  dispense  anything 
but  50  per  cent.  A  few  pharmacists  found  that  out  to  their 
sorrow  a  year  ago. 

Air.  THOAIAS  :  Then  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  phar¬ 
macist  to  keep  two  strengths  of  mercurial  ointment,  one  for 
prescriptions  and  one  for  domestic  use? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Undoubtedly.  I  think  for  prescrip¬ 
tion  use  a  50  per  cent,  preparation  may  be  dispensed;  when  a 
person  comes  in  and  asks  for  mercurial  ointment  he  should 
have  the  50  per  cent,  strength,  but  if  he  asks  for  blue  oint¬ 
ment,  that  is  30  per  cent,  dilute  mercurial  ointment. 

It  is  very  difficult,  Mr.  President,  to  know  exactly  what  to 
pick  out  of  the  new  Pharmacopoeia  for  discussion  and  what 
not  to  discuss.  I  have  endeavored  to  bring  forth  the  most 
important  features  the  revision  will  show,  and  will  be  very 
glad,  as  far  as  I  am  able,  to  answer  any  questions  the  mem¬ 
bers  may  care  to  ask  in  conection  with  the  revision. 

Air.  AIILLARD :  Could  you  give  us  the  list  of  fluid  ex¬ 
tracts  that  have  been  dropped  without  much  trouble? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Oy,  yes ;  certainly.  Aly  reason  for 
not  reading  the  list  was  because  it  was  so  long.  If  you  want 
the  fluidextracts  I  will  read  them.  These  have  been  taken  up 
in  the  National  Formulary  since  then;  (Reading  list  referred 
to.) 

Mr.  MILLARD:  Is  wine  of  coca  in  the  Pharmacopoeia? 

Doctor  CASPy\RI :  No,  sir;  all  wines  have  been  dropped. 
Wine  of  coca  will  not  appear  in  the  National  Formulary.  In 
fact,  coca  preparations  were  rather  frowned  upon  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  In  the  first  place,  we  know  the  tendency  to  the  drug 
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habit,  and  in  the  second  place,  more  particularly  we  know 
that  coca  preparations  do  not  keep.  Fluidextract  of  coca, 
made  very  carefully  and  assayed  to  contain  .5  per  cent,  cocaine 
will  be  found  after  six  months  to  have  lost  50  per  cent,  of  the 
alkaloidal  contents. 

Physicians  who  want  to  use  coca  internally  or  externally 
can  always  get  cocaine  hydrochlorid  for  that  purpose. 

Mr.  JOHN  I.  KELLY:  Has  wine  of  antimony  been 
dropped  ? 

Doctor  CASPAR!  :  Yes,  and  in  the  case  of  Brown  mix¬ 
ture  we  have  changed  the  formula  by  introducing  the  desired 
amount  of  antimony  and  potassium  tartrate  in  aqueous 
solution. 

Mr.  JOHN  I.  KELLY :  Are  there  any  changes  in  spir¬ 
its,  where  volume  and  weight  are  considered - 

Doctor  CASPAR!  :  No,  some  of  the  spirits  have  been 
dropped :  those  that  are  continued  are  continued  along  the 
same  line — 5  or  10  per  cent. 

^Ir.  JOHN  !.  KELLY:  Well,  it  is  stated  by  volume? 

Doctor  CASPAR! :  !n  the  case  of  spirits,  yes. 

i\!r.  AHLLARD :  Why  did  they  discontinue  the  removal 
of  resin  from  fluidextract  of  senna? 

Doctor  CASPAR! :  That  is  one  of  the  questions  I  cannot 
answer,  except  that  perhaps  the  persons  having  especial  charge 
of  that  did  not  think  it  necessary  to  remove  it.  !  think  the  old 
formula  of  making  fluidextract  of  senna  vcas  a  decided  im¬ 
provement  over  all  other  preparations.  !t  removes  the  acid 
resin,  which  is  the  cause  of  the  severe  griping  when  senna 
preparations  are  taken.  But  you  can  realize  that  in  a  commit¬ 
tee  it  takes  more  than  one  voice  to  settle  a  question.  !t  is 
sometimes  four  against  one  and  one  man  loses ;  sometimes  it 
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is  one  against  four  and  one  man  wins.  That  is  not  often  the 
case. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  Has  there  been  any  change  in 
the  alcoholic  strength  of  the  tinctures? 

Doctor  C  -\SPARI :  lhat  is  given  here  ;  not  changed  ma¬ 
terially  ;  digitalis  is  the  chief  one;  there  are  slight  changes  in 
the  others ;  probably  a  change  of  3/4  to  2/3  alcohol  in  one  or 
two  others.  The  only  marked  change  is  in  the  digitalis,  as  I 
explained  a  while  ago. 

Mr.  FOUCH:  Is  the  change  sufficient  to  require  a  new 
label  ? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Well,  only  in  case  your  present  label 
is  not  in  keeping  with  the  new  facts. 

Mr.  FOUCH  :  They  are  in  keeping  with  the  old  facts. 

Mr.  jMILLARD  :  There  is  not  much  change  in  the  alco¬ 
holic  strength  of  the  tinctures? 

Doctor  CASPA  RI :  No.  And  then  inasmuch  as  the 
Pharmacopoeia  permits  a  tolerance  of  10  per  cent,  above  or 
below  the  stated  figure  here,  that  puts  you  on  the  safe  side 
almost  immediately. 

Mr.  THOMAS :  Almost  all  the  retail  pharmacists  have 
a  table,  a  list,  of  all  the  alcoholic  strengths  of  tinctures,  wines, 
&c.  Now  we  cannot  use  that  any  longer? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  Not  unless  it  accords  with  the  table 
in  the  Pharmacopoeia ;  I  think  you  will  find  very  slight  dif¬ 
ferences. 

Suppose  a  label  heretofore  stated  93  per  cent,  and  the 
Pharmacopoeia  states  90  per  cent.,  that  difference  could  be 
practical!}"  ignored,  because  the  Pharmacopoeia  allowance  is 
10  per  cent. 
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It  makes  it  safer  and  better  for  all  retail  pharmacists ;  this 
allowance  of  10  per  cent,  gives  them  a  chance  to  make  a  state¬ 
ment  which  they  think  is  correct  and  which  is,  probably,  ac¬ 
cording  to  their  calculations  correct,  but  still  may  be  shown 
not  to  be  correct. 

i\Ir.  STRx\SBURGER :  Inasmuch  as  the  new  Phar¬ 
macopoeia  is  to  be  adopted  the  first  of  September,  and  if  the 
Pharmacopoeia  should  be  issued  before  then  and  any  new 
preparations  should  have  to  be  made,  which  Pharmacopoeia 
should  be  used? 

Doctor  CASPARI :  I  would  make  my  preparations  by 
the  old  Pharmacopoeia  in  a  small  quantity,  if  I  thought  that 
would  answer  the  purpose,  or  start  at  once  making  them  by 
the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  A  inan  has  to  judge  largely  by  the 
quantity  he  is  going  to  make.  If  he  is  going  to  make  a  quart, 
or  a  gallon  or  a  half  gallon,  he  had  better  follow  the  new 
Pharmacopoeia.  The  new  one  will  be  out  two  months  before 
going  into  effect,  but  no  prescriptions  come  under  it  until 
it  goes  into  effect. 

Tincture  of  opium  has  been  reduced  very  slightly  in 
strength ;  1  per  cent,  anhydrous  morphine  strength  will  be 
hereafter  given  to  it,  in  keeping  with  the  International  Confer¬ 
ence  of  1902.  All  the  nations  of  the  w'orld  signaton^  to  that 
conference  will  adopt  in  their  Pharmacopoeias  a  uniform 
strength  for  potent  remedies,  and  opium  preparations  being 
among  the  potent  rentedies,  of  course  we  have  reduced  our 
opium  tincture  until  it  meets  the  requirements  of  the  Brussels 
conference. 

PRESIDENT :  Doctor  Caspari,  I  am  sure  the  Associa¬ 
tion  appreciates  this  advance  information,  and  in  their  behalf 
I  thank  you. 

Doctor  CASPARI :  It  was  a  great  pleasure  for  me  to 
say  what  I  could  say  in  connection  with  it. 
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PRESIDENT :  We  will  now  proceed  with  the  election 
of  officers  for  next  year.  As  the  Executive  Committee  met  in 
Baltimore  about  tv/o  months  ago  and  nominated  the  candi¬ 
dates,  under  the  new  arrangement,  the  Nominating  Commit¬ 
tee  is  no  longer  necessary.  There  v/ere  three  candidates  for 
President,  one  has  withdrawn,  which  leaves  Mr.  Thomas  Ixl. 
Williamson  and  ]\Ir.  J.  D.  Stotlemeyer. 

The  following  telephone  message  was  received  this  morn¬ 
ing  from  Frostbiirg: 

“I  regret  I  will  be  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  and  here¬ 
by  withdraw  my  name  as  a  candidate  for  President.  I  hope 
you  will  elect  a  good  man.  G.  A.  PEARCE.” 

Mr.  WENDEL :  As  chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit¬ 
tee  I  will  say  that  a  resolution  w^as  adopted  at  the  last  meet¬ 
ing  directing  the  Executive  Committee  to  act  as  the  nominat¬ 
ing  committee  anrl  submit  to  the  members  in  advance  of  the 
annual  meeting  nominees  for  the  elective  offices.  The  follow¬ 
ing  are  the  names  that  v/e  have  selected :

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We  have  also  followed  the  precedent  established  by 
former  nominating  committees  of  selecting*  three  gentlemen 
whose  names  are  to  be  referred  to  the  Governor  with  the  re¬ 
quest  that  one  of  them  be  appointed  to  the  next  vacancy  in  the 
State  Board  of  Pharmacy : 

Mr.  William  C.  Powell,  Snow  Hill  ;  ^Ir.  W.  H.  Clarke, 
Pocomoke  Cit}*,  and  one  other  to  be  suggested. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  these  nominations  as  made 
by  the  Executi'/e  Committee  do  not  preclude  any  further  nom¬ 
inations  being  made  from  the  floor. 

]\.[r.  ^vIILLARD:  .Mr.  President,  may  I  ask  if,  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  change  in  the  Constitution  made  this  morn¬ 
ing,  it  is  not  necessary  to  nominate  two  more  men  on  the  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Committee  ? 

PRESIDENT:  Yes. 

Mr.  i\.[lT.LARD:  Shall  they  come  from  the  floor  or  this 
Committee? 

PRESIDENT  :  I  suppose  they  will  have  to  be  made  by 
the  members  of  the  .Association  at  this  session. 

Mr.  ^MILLARD:  The  personnel  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  as  nominated  is  one  from  the  Western  Shore  and  two 
from  Baltimore,  mid  I  suppose  it  is  necessary  to  nominate  one 
more  man  from  Baltimore  and  one  from  the  Eastern  Shore. 

PRESIDENT  :  If  there  are  no  further  nominations  for 
President  we  will  proceed  to  elect  a  President  from  these  two 
nominees  by  ballot. 

(The  President  appointed  ^Messrs.  Neal  and  IMeyer 
tellers.) 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  please  bear  in  mind  that  we 
are  only  voting  for  the  President;  the  other  officers  will  be 
taken  up  in  order. 
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(After  tl;e  votes  had  been  counted  by  the  tellers.)  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  the  result  of  the  election  shows  23  ballots  for  Mr. 
Stotlemeyer  and  14  for  ]\Ir.  T.  M.  Williamson. 

i\Ir.  U"ILLIAi\ISON :  I  move,  that  the  election  be  made 
unanimous. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  second  the  motion. 

President:  It  is  moved  and  seconded  that  ^Ir.  Stotle- 
meyer’s  election  be  made  unanimous ;  those  in  favor  will  please 
rise.  Motion  is  carried. 

Mr.  iMcKINNEY :  I  move  that  the  Secretary  cast  the 
ballot  for  the  First  Auce-President  as  nominated. 

(The  Secretary  thereupon  cast  the  ballot  and  ]\Ir.  Eugene 
W.  Hodson  was  declared  elected  as  First  Vice-President.) 

(The  same  procedure  was  followed  in  the  election  of  Sec¬ 
ond  and  d'hird  Vice-Presidents  and  Treasurer;  at  the  election 
of  the  Secretary  iMr.  Thomas  cast  the  ballot.) 

PRESIDENT :  Of  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee,  three  are  provided  for  and  it  will  be  necessarv^  to  have 
two  nominated  from  the  floor — one  from  the  Eastern  Shore 
and  one  from  Baltimore. 

]\Ir.  WILLIAIMSON :  i\Ir.  President,  inasmuch  as  it  has 
been  the  custom  for  the  retiring  President  to  be  a  member  of 
the  Executive  Committee,  I  take  pleasure  in  nominating  i\Ir. 
George  A.  Bunting  as  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee 
from  Baltimore. 

^(Nomination  seconded.) 

i\Ir.  iMcKINNEY :  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  nominate  Mr. 
Powell  on  that  Committee. 

]\Ir.  POWELL:  I  would  like  to  recall  my  name  and 
nominate  Mr.  Clarke,  of  Pocomoke  City,  as  a  member  of  the 
Executi\'e  Committee. 
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Mr.  ]\IcKr[XNEY :  I  will  withdraw  my  motion  as  Mr. 
Powell  desires  and  second  the  nomination. 

PRESIDENT :  That  leaves  the  nominees :  l\Ir.  Neal 
of  Baltimore.  l\lr.  Pearre  of  Frederick,  l\Ir.  IMever  of  Balti¬ 
more,  l\Ir.  Bunting,  of  Baltimore,  and  IMr.  Clarke,  of  Poco- 
moke  City.  Shall  we  vote  upon  them  as  a  whole? 

Mr.  WILLIAI^ISON :  I  move,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
nominations  be  closed  and  the  Secretai*}*  be  instructed  to  cast 
the  ballot  for  the  entire  Committee. 

Mr.  McKINXEY :  I  second  the  motion. 

SECRETARY :  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  cast  the  ballot 
of  the  Association  for  the  nominees  mentioned,  to  constitute 
the  incoming  Executive  Committee. 

]\Ir.  IIjVXCOCK;  IMr.  President,  referring  to  the  next 
business,  may  T  be  permitted  to  say  that  I  think  it  is  a  farce 
to  nominate  three  men  for  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  knowing 
that  one  man  will  take  the  appointment  and  the  others  will  not. 
That  is  what  is  going  to  occur.  I  know,  as  one  of  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  nominating  committee  in  the  past,  that  there  has 
been  the  insistence  of  certain  members  of  the  Pharmacy 
Board  that  one  man  shall  be  made  to  succeed  himself,  and 
they  are  very  careful  to  name  as  the  others,  men  they  know 
would  not  take  the  position  if  offered  to  them.  Therefore  I 
move  that  in  the  future  the  nominating  Committee  be  in¬ 
structed  to  find  out  if  the  men  whom  they  shall  nominate  will 
be  willing  to  take  the  position  if  they  are  appointed. 

Mr.  IMILLARD ;  I  desire  to  state  that  Mr.  Powell  is 
desirous  of  going  back  on  the  Pharmacy  Board. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  In  reply  to  Mr.  IMillard,  Mr.  Presi¬ 
dent,  I  have  not  Mr.  Powell  in  mind.  Mr.  Powell  is  a  per¬ 
fectly  acceptable  member  of  the  Pharmacy  Board  to  me.  In 
the  remark  that  I  made  I  did  not  have  Mr.  Powell  in  mind  at 
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all,  but  I  do  think  we  ought  to  he  dignified  in  this  matter  and 
we  ought  not  to  have  our  nominations  misleading. 

]\Ir.  PO\\^ELL :  I  am  vei*}'  glad  }^Ir.  Hancock  made  his 
explanation,  and  I  would  just  suggest  to  i\Ir.  Hancock  that  I 
think  it  would  be  better  for  the  Association  if  he  would  change 
the  word  “accpted”  to  “acceptable”  nominess  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion,  that  the  idea  be  not  to  cater  to  the  men  outside,  but  find 
out  if  they  are  acceptable  nominees  to  the  membership  of  the 
Association.  I  said  last  night  I  was  perfectly  willing  to  get 
off  the  Pharmacy  Board — in  fact,  I  would  like  to  have  had  the 
names  voted  for,  and  I  was  in  an  embarrassing  position,  too, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  I  was  on  the  Executive  Committee,  but 
I  allowed  my  name  to  be  used  and  have  in  this  done  all  I 
could  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  Association  and  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy.  I  am  not  after  this  honor,  though  it  is  a  great 
honor  ;  if  I  am  acceptable  to  the  Association  and  have  the 
hearty  support  of  the  Association  I  am  willing  to  have  mxy 
name  used ;  otherwise  I  am  not  willing. 

PRESIDENT :  Mr.  Powell,  is  there  some  one  else  you 
can  name  from  the  Eastern  Shore? 

IMr.  POM'ELL:  I  know  the  Eastern  Shore — in  part, 
any  way.  Mr.  Clarke,  who  is  already  nominated,  has  always 
been  a  candidate  of  mine  for  the  Pharmacy  Board;  he  would 
make  an  excellent  man  on  the  Board.  I  know  the  qualifica¬ 
tions  of  IMr.  Clarke,  and  should  I  decide  to  get  off  the  Phar¬ 
macy  Board  I  want  to  say  right  here,  in  public  meeting,  he  is 
the  man  I  would  work  for,  if  he  has  to  be  worked  for.  in 
order  that  he  may  be  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

Mr.  Riall  White  of  Salisbury  would  be  a  good  selection. 

Mr.  HODSON :  IMr.  M’hite  is  a  very  fine  man.  I  have 
known  him  for  twenty  years. 

i\Ir.  WILLI  AIM  SOX :  I  would  like  to  make  the  same 
suggestion. 
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]\Ir.  HODSOX :  I  don’t  think  you  can  get  a  better  man 
than  Mr.  White. 

Mr.  POWELL:  i\Ir.  Toulson — there  are  two  Toulsons — 
either  would  be  very  acceptable  to  the  Association. 

iMr.  THOMAS:  Do  you  want  one  or  two,  i\Ir.  Powell? 

Mr.  POM'ELL :  It  is  immaterial  to  me ;  you  are  placing 
me  in  a  very  embarrassing  position. 

Mr.  THOiMAS  :  We  only  want  you  to  tell  us  the  promi¬ 
nent  druggists  of  the  Eastern  Shore. 

i\Ir.  PO\VELL :  You  see  I  am  on  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  now  you  call  me  to  the  floor  to  make  a  nomina¬ 
tion.  All  of  them  are  acceptable  to  me.  There  is  not  a  man 
on  the  Eastern  Shore  but  what  is  a  good  man — everything 
that  comes  from  the  Eastern  Shore  is  good.  (Laughter  and 
applause.) 

A  MEiMBER  :  Three  cheers  for  Powell ! 

Mr.  WILLIAMSOX :  Mr.  Chairman,  I  nominate  as  the 
third  man  for  the  position  on  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  Mr. 
E.  Riall  White,  of  Salisbury. 

Mr.  PIANCOCK:  I  second  the  motion. 

(The  President  stated  the  motion  to  the  members.) 

Mr.  WILLIAiMSON :  That  makes  the  nominees  Mr. 
Powell,  ?Tr.  Clarke  and  ^Mr.  White. 

PRESIDEX'T ;  Yes.  X'ow,  Mr.  Hancock,  your  original 
suggestion — that  still  remains — was  that  the  candidates  be  in¬ 
terviewed  beforehand  ? 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  think  if ’the  Executive  Committee 
is  to  continue  making  nominations  they  should  correspond 
with  certain  druggists  in  the  section  from  which  the  appoint¬ 
ment  is  to  be  made  to  see  if  they  can  get  the  three  men  who  will 
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take  the  nomination  or  appointment  to  the  Board  of  Pharmacy. 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  are  there  are  any  further  re¬ 
marks?  If  not,  I  suppose - 

Mr.  MILLARD:  I  wonder  if  people  after  due  delibera¬ 
tion,  after  thinking  this  thing  over  for  an  hour  or  so,  would 
vote  in  the  affirmative  on  a  Question  of  this  kind? 

Mr.  HANCOCK :  It  is  fair - 

Mr.  MILLARD :  It  is  an  honorary  position  conferred 
on  a  man,  and  the  man  who  takes  it  does  so  at  a  sacrifice ;  I 
serve  on  the  Board  with  absolute  loss  to  myself,  and,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  Mr.  President,  the  Governor  does  not  have  to 
appoint  any  of  the  three  unless  he  wants  to ;  it  is  only  a  cour¬ 
tesy  ;  the  Pharmacy  Board  is  appointed  by  the  Governor. 

PRESIDENT :  I  understand  Mr.  Hancock’s  motion  to 
mean  to  apply  to  this  Association,  president,  vice-president - 

Mr.  BULLARD:  Only  the  three  candidates  for  the 
Pharmacy  Board.  It  will  start  three  scraps  for  the  position. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Why  should  it  start  three  scraps  for 
the  Pharmacy  Board  any  more  than  when  we  endorse  three 
men  in  this  way?  If  you  nominate  three  men  in  good  faith 
there  should  not  be  any  scrap ;  but  if  you  nominate  only  one 
man  that  you  want,  and  two  other  men  whom  you  know  will 
not  accept  the  appointment,  then  the  nomination  is  a  farce. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  As  a  matter  of  fact,  may  I  ask, 
isn’t  it  the  full  intention,  to  use  Mr.  Hancock’s  definition,  that 
the  nominations  are  to  be  a  farce? 

Mr.  ^MILLARD ;  No,  sir  ;  nominate  three  men  who  will 
be  acceptable. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  That  is  exactly  what  I  am  trying  to 
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Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Isn’t  it  a  fact  that  yon  have  well 
defined  in  our  minds  the  man  you  want  to  go  on  the  Board, 
but  in  order  to  show  a  courtesy  to  the  Governor,  if  you  please, 
and  give  him  somebody  to  select  from,  if  there  should  be  a 
difiference  of  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  Governor,  you  hand 
him  the  names  of  three  men  and  say,  Here,  Mr.  Governor, 
these  are  the  men  we  offer  to  you  for  your  selection,  but  right 
on  top  of  that  very  frequently,  and  almost  always,  the  candi¬ 
date  that  is  really  the  desired  candidate  secures  a  certain 
amount  of  backing  before  the  Governor,  a  certain  amount  of 
endorsement,  and  the  Governor  usually  takes  the  man  that  is 
endorsed  outside  of  the  Asociation?  That  is,  the  Association 
puts  up  the  three  and  then  individual  endorsements  go  for¬ 
ward  to  the  Governor  to  say,  “Mr.  Jones  or  Mr.  Brown,  one 
of  the  three  men  whose  names  have  been  submitted  to  you,  we 
think  should  be  appointed,”  and  he  stands  on  his  record,  he 
has  been  on  the  Board,  &c.,  &c.,  and  the  Governor  appoints 
that  man.  Of  course,  you  only  want  one,  but  isn’t  a  fact  that 
you  have  in  your  mind  very  clearly  what  man  you  do  want? 
You  submit  the  three  names  to  the  Governor  to  give  him  a 
choice,  not  forcing  it  down  his  throat,  but,  as  a  matter  of  fact, 
you  have  in  your  own  minds,  all  of  3'ou,  right  now,  you  want 
j\Ir.  Pow^ell  to  go  back  to  the  Pharmacy  Board,  on  his  past 
record  and  ability,  but  you  don’t  want  to  say  to  Governor 
Harrington,  “Here  is  one  man,  you  must  appoint  him  on  the 
Board.”  He  may  say,  “I  don’t  know  about  that;  give  me  a 
chance  to  use  my  discretion,”  and  then  he  selects  the  man  he 
finds  has  the  best  backing,  the  backing  of  his  record  for  in¬ 
stance,  or  the  backing  of  the  man  familiar  with  the  situation, 
who  W'ill  unite  individual  letters  to  the  Governor,  and  the  Gov¬ 
ernor  picks  that  man  the  Association  usually  wants.  I  don’t 
see  any  particular  objection  to  asking  a  man  if  he  would  take 
the  position  if  it  were  given  to  him ;  however,  I  don’t  see  any 
particular  good  probably  to  be  secured  by  doing  that.  Of 
course,  if  by  doing  that  you  start  a  false  ambition  on  the  part 
of  the  two  men  to  go  on  the  Board  and  then  make  an  undig- 
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niiied  scrap  for  it,  then  you  have  done  some  harm  and  diverted 
the  Governor’s  attention  from  what  we  think  is  the  right  chan¬ 
nel.  I  really  believe  it  does  not  make  but  very  little  difference 
about  getting  the  man’s  consent. 

Mr.  MILLARD:  It  is  a  mistake,  entirely. 

iNIr.  WILLIAMSON :  But  I  wonder  if  you  haven’t 
always  had  the  man’s  consent  heretofore?  I  wonder  if  you 
haven’t  always  known  that  of  the  three  men  selected  any  one 
of  the  three  would  take  the  appointment  if  the  Governor  saw 
fit  to  give  it  to  him?  Isn’t  that  a  condition  that  has  been  pre¬ 
vailing  in  the  past?  (Pausing.) 

Mr.  LIANCOCK:  Are  you  asking  me? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  am  asking  anybody. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  think  your  argument  is  good,  but  it 
is  poor  policy,  particularly  after  the  admission  of  last  night, 
when  you  thought  the  unfortunate  thing  about  the  Board  was 
its  aptitude  to  re-elect  itself. 

]\Ir.  WILLIAMSON :  I  did  not  say  I  thought  it  was  a 
bad  policy  to  perpetuate  the  Board. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  You  said  it  was  open  to  criticism. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  said  there  had  been  criticism 
that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  would  do  itself  harm  by  perpetu¬ 
ating  its  existence.  I  did  not  say  I  thought  that,  but  I  said  that 
I  had  heard  that  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  was  doing  itself 
harm.  This  sort  of  “They  say,”  which  is  simply  nothing  but 
gossip  or  rumor,  and  which  is  rather  pernicious  at  times.  I 
do  not  know  that.  I  believe  experience  tells  us  it  has  not  done 
itself  harm,  but  there  are  always  some  people  unkind  enough 
to  criticise  all  our  membership  and  public  officials,  and  there 
have  been  people  who  said,  “That  is  wrong,  it  is  only  doing 
the  Pharmacy  Board  harm.”  I  don’t  say  that.  I  don’t  know 
that  it  is,  but  we  were  discussing  rumors — gossip — last  night 
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(laughter),  and  I  don’t  attach  much  importance  to  gossip, 

j\Ir.  HANCOCK:  You  were  the  man  who  introduced 
it - 


'Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Yes,  because  you  had  introduced 
other  rumors. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  You  introduced  the  rumor  about  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  when  I  made  this  statement,  that  having 
served  on  five  or  six  nominating  committees,  the  only  attempt 
to  influence  the  committee  was  by  members  of  the  Board,  who 
wanted  themselves  reappointed ;  they  came  to  the  committee 
in  regard  to  nominating  the  other  men,  and  said,  “Also  nomi¬ 
nate  this  other  man  because  he  is  a  Republican,  and  the  Dem¬ 
ocratic  Governor  won’t  give  it  to  him.” 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  remember  all  that,  but  I  still  main¬ 
tain  that  I  did  not  say  this  was  a  bad  policy,  because  certainly 
as  to  the  five  men  now  on  the  Board  it  would  be  decidedly  a 
good  policy  as  long  as  the  men  were  willing  to  make  the  sac¬ 
rifice  ;  I  don’t  believe  you  could  get  five  more  conscientious  and 
better  men,  and  the  State  would  do  well  to  keep  these  men  in 
office  as  long  as  they  are  willing  to  make  this  great  personal 
sacrifice  and  give  to  this  State  and  to  pharmacy  the  great  in¬ 
fluence  and  uplift  that  they  are.  Therefore  as  long  as  these 
five  men  will  take  the  position — this  ring-around  rosy — it  is 
a  perfectly  good  thing,  in  my  judgment,  and  I  stand  for  it  as 
long  as  those  men  remain  a  useful  Board ;  if  you  put  some¬ 
body  on  it  who  had  no  right  to  be  there,  then  I  would  not 
think  so ;  but  there  is  not  a  man  in  this  Association,  or  in  our 
College,  that  has  criticised  or  found  fault  with  the  examina¬ 
tions  and  methods  of  the  present  Board.  Therefore  I  think 
they  are  entitled  to  be  continued  in  office,  and  that  is  the  posi¬ 
tion  I  take  in  the  matter. 

:Mr.  HANCOCK :  I  appreciate  that  the  members  of  the 
Board  of  Pharmacy  are  all  clever  men  and  are  doing  good 
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work.  I  am  very  pleased  to  see  the  progressive  work  they  are 
doing,  but  Mr.  Wilson  is  responsible  for  this - 

Mr.  \WLLIAI\ISON  (interrupting)  :  Woodrow  Wil¬ 
son  ?  ( Laughter.  "I 

]Mr.  HANCOCK:  i\lr.  Williamson  is  responsible  for 
these  doings,  and  1  am  surprised  at  this  apostle  for  fairness  in 
nominations  and  elections  treating  the  issue  as  he  has. 

Mr.  \\7LLIA]\ISON :  Mlien  yon  encroach  on  my  fair¬ 
ness  I  would  like  to  straighten  myself  out.  I  do  not  get  you 
as  to  responsibility - 

Air.  HANCOCK;  MA  want  to  make  three  honest,  good 
nominations,  not  one.  The  By-Laws  call  for  three  and  we 
want  to  make  three  honest  ones. 

Air.  WILLIAAISON  :  Let’s  do  that.  When  you  pick  out 
Air.  White — I  don’t  know  Air.  Clarke — and  Mr.  Powell  you 
have  at  least  two.  The  great  trouble  has  occurred  in  simply  a 
misunderstanding  in  putting  into  force  and  action  a  new  plan. 
Last  year,  by  an  almost  unanimous  vote,  the  Association  went 
on  record  as  desiring  the  Executive  Committee  to  make  the 
nominations ;  or,  in  other  words,  the  Executive  Committee  to 
take  on  themselves  the  duties  of  the  former  Nominating  Com¬ 
mittee.  These  gentlemen,  through  error  or  oversight,  did  not 
understand  they  were  to  make  selections  for  the  Pharmacy 
Board  because  they  were  not  elective  offices,  and  came  out 
with  their  report  without  naming  the  three  men  to  be  recom¬ 
mended.  Now  had  this  Executive  Committee  been  sufficiently 
seasoned,  sufficiently  well  acquainted  with  what  ought  to 
be - 

Air.  HANCOCK:  Air.  President,  as  a  point  of  order:  I 
am  not  talking  about  what  the  Committe  has  done ;  it  is  the 
future  that  I  am  talking  about. 

Air.  WILLIAAISON:  I  am  not  out  of  order;  Air.  Pres¬ 
ident,  I  ask  a  personal  privilege - 
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PRESIDENT  ;  Proceed,  :\Ir.  Williamson. 

]\Ir.  \\  ILLIAMSOX :  I  say  I  am  not  unfair  because  I 
am  trying  to  help  straighten  out  the  muddle  we  have  gotten 
into  due  to  the  lack  of  experience  of  this  new  Nominating 
Committee - 

^Ir.  HANCOCK  (interrupting)  :  ^Ir.  President,  the  gen¬ 
tleman  is  out  of  order ;  he  is  not  talking  on  the  question. 

PRESIDENT :  ]\Ir.  Hancock’s  motion  was  that  the 

Committee,  in  its  future  action,  at  the  next  meeting,  before 
they  make  a^ recommendation,  should  find  out  if  these  three 
candidates  would  accept  if  the  appointment  was  tendered 
them.  That  is  the  way  I  understand  the  motion. 

]\Ir.  WILLIAIMSON :  Oh,  yes  :  I  am  not  talking  on  the 
motion - 

Hr.  HANCOCK:  The  gentleman  is  out  of  order. 

^Ir.  WILLIA:\IS0N  :  All  right :  ^Ir.  Hancock  says  I  am 
out  of  order  because  I  am  not  talking  on  the  motion.  I  am 
talking  on  a  matter  of  personal  privilege :  when  he  encroached 
on  my  fairness  I  have  a  right  to  clear  up  any  insinuation.  I 
am  not  unfair,  and  therefore  I  say  had  this  committee  come 
here  with  the  names  of  the  three  gentlemen  selected  accord¬ 
ing  to  their  best  judgment,  there  would  have  been  no  misun¬ 
derstanding  about  the  matter,  and  I  would  not  have  been  put 
in  the  position  that  I  am,  of  defending  my  fairness  in  this 
matter  and  tr^fing  to  straighten  out  the  little  tangle  we  are 
getting  in.  I  do  not  want  to  feel  I  have  been  unfair,  because 
I  have  no  reason  in  the  world  except  the  best  interest  of  all 
of  us,  and  I  believe  we  should,  when  we  get  in  a  tangle  of  this 
kind  try  to  straighten  it  out  right  here.  I  don’t  believe  in  con¬ 
tinuing  to  harbor  or  entertain  in  our  minds  things  that  are  bad 
and  hurtful  to  the  Association,  and  therefore  I  want  to  say  if 
I  have  been  unfair,  or  my  words  have  been  unfair  in  any  way, 
I  want  to  say  it  was  not  intentional,  and  I  did  not  know  I  was 
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being  unfair. 

I  thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  the  floor  under  the  condi¬ 
tions,  Mr.  President. 

SECRETARY ;  Mr.  President,  might  I  have  the  floor 
just  a  minute  to  mention  something  that  may  not  be  known  to 
some  of  the  members.  Article  16  of  our  By-Laws  reads  as 
follows : 

“Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall 
be  elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three 
members  so  elected  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  re¬ 
quested  to  appoint  one  as  a  member  of  the  ISIaryland  Board 
of  Pharmacy  to  succeed  the  member  of  the  said  Board  whose 
term  of  office  shall  expire  on  the  first  day  of  May  next  -fol¬ 
lowing.” 

That  is  the  direct  duty  of  the  Association,  and  any  mo¬ 
tion  should  be  made  as  an  amendement  to  that  article  of  the 
By-Laws. 

iMr.  HANCOCK:  I  don’t  see  why  we  should  amend  the 
By-Laws ;  it  is  just  a  matter  of  common  resolution,  advising 
the  Nominating  Committee  that  they  should,  through  corre¬ 
spondence,  get  three  men  who  would  be  willing  to  take  the 
appointment. 

(The  President  put  the  question  to  the  members.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  call  for  a  rising  vote. 

(The  vote  was  accordingly  taken  and  the  President  then 
announced  that  the  motion  had  been  lost  by  a  vote  of  8  to  18.) 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Now,  iMr.  President,  are  we  under  the 
head  of  new  business?  There  has  been  a  disturbing  factor 
here,  an  innovation  which  I  do  not  think  is  an  improvement. 
I  believe  quite  a  number  of  the  members  of  this  Association 
agree  with  me.  I  move  you,  sir,  that  the  Nominating  Commit¬ 
tees  in  the  future  be  appointed  by  the  chair  to  nominate  the 
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officers  of  the  Association,  and  that  each  Committee  thus  ap¬ 
pointed  shall  be  made  at  the  first  session  of  our  annual  con¬ 
vention.  I  further  move  that  the  vote  on  this  motion  be  taken 
by  ballot. 

PRESIDENT:  Well,  that,  i\Ir.  Hancock,  is  the  same  as 
we  have  heretofore  done. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Yes,  sir;  but  I  request  that  the  vote 
on  this  motion  be  taken  by  ballot. 

Mr.  POWELL:  I  would  like  to  amend  that  motion  to 
take - 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Has  the  motion  been  seconded? 

PRESIDENT :  The  motion  has  been  seconded. 

Mr.  POWELL :  - that  this  will  take  effect  at  the  reg¬ 

ular  session  of  1918.  We  have  complicated  matters  here  so 
much  today  as  to  nominations  I  think - 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  The  motion  is  either  good  or  bad,  Mr. 
Powell. 

Mr.  POWELL :  I  think  all  hands  will  be  clearer  in  their 
minds  as  to  this  matter  in  1918  than  at  present. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Is  the  motion  open  for  discus¬ 
sion  ? 

PRESIDENT :  Yes,  sir. 

Mr.  POWELL:  May  I  explain  my  amendment?  We 
have  all  seen  the  operation  of  the  new  method  of  nominating 
today ;  now  we  are  preparing  to  change  back  to  the  old  method. 
Let  us  further  try  the  new  one,  and  if  it  had  value  this  morn¬ 
ing,  it  has  value  for  a  year;  let  us  tr}-  it  out  and  see  which  is 
the  better  plan. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  am  responsible  for  this  motion 
last  year.  I  still  believe  in  the  method  of  selecting  the  nomi-

nees  that  I  exploited  last  year  here  and  which  was  adopted 
and  which  was  used  this  year  to  select  the  names  of  the  people 
to  be  put  in  nomination  for  the  offices  of  this  Association.  I 
have  seen  no  reason  up  to  the  present  time  why  I  should 
change  my  mind.  Those  of  you  who  were  here  last  year  prob¬ 
ably  have  a  very  clear  recollection  of  the  discussion  that  was 
had  on  the  floor  of  the  convention  before  the  motion  was  voted 
on,  and  it  may  hardly  be  necessary  for  me  to  repeat  what  I 
said  at  that  time.  However,  I  am  going  to  recapitulate  a  little 
on  the  matter  and  state  clearly  why  I  made  that  motion  and 
why  I  took  that  stand. 

I  was  thoroughly  convinced  that  a  better  method  of  select¬ 
ing  the  nominees  for  the  offices  of  this  Association  could  be 
had  than  the  one  we  were  proceeding  under.  I  believed  that 
a  more  mature,  a  more  greatly  extended  consideration  of  the 
men  in  the  Association  who  were  fitted  to  fill  the  offices  would 
be  productive  of  a  better  result.  I  had  two  objects  in  view, 
one  of  which  was  to  have  a  committee  of  some  kind  do  the 
nominating  other  than  an  appointed  committee ;  I  believed  an 
elected  committee  was  a  better  committee  than  an  appointed 
committee.  I  also  believed  that  every  member  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion — its  450  members — were  entitled,  Hr.  President,  to  know 
who  the  men  were  that  were  going  to  be  put  in  nomination  for 
the  offices  of  this  Association  at  least  ten  days  before  they 
were  voted  on.  Certainly  it  was  not  a  fair  thing  to  nominate 
men  this  morning  and  vote  for  them  this  afternoon,  and  then 
have  the  names  selected  only  by  a  comparatively  few  men  as 
compared  to  the  whole  membership  that  attended  these  con¬ 
ventions.  I  believed  that  it  would  give  greater  opportunity 
for  any  objection,  any  well-founded  objection  to  these  nomi¬ 
nees  to  be  crystalized,  and  a  calm  selection  of  opposing  nomi¬ 
nees  to  be  selected  and  presented  from  the  floor  here. 

The  two  principles  that  I  stood  for  were :  the  selection  of 
the  nominees  by  an  elective  committee  and  not  an  appointed 
committee,  and  the  notification  of  the  full  membership  of  who 
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these  selections  were  at  least  ten  days  before  the  vote  or  ballot 
was  taken  for  these  men. 

I  believed  further  that  the  Executive  Committee  com¬ 
posed  of  eight  members  as  it  now  is — and  at  that  time  the 
proposition  to  increase  it  from  six  to  eight  members  was  put 
on  foot — I  believed  that  the  Executive  Committee  composed 
of  the  five  men  elected — three  from  Baltimore,  one  from  the 
Western  Shore  and  one  from  the  Eastern  Shore,  together  with 
the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  who  were  members  of 
the  Committee,  ex-officio — were  in  a  better  position  to  make 
a  calm  and  intelligent  selection  than  a  committee  appointed  in 
the  rush  and  bustle  of  the  Convention.  Furthermore,  gentle¬ 
men  on  investigation  of  other  organizations  or  associations 
that  have  memberships  very  similar  to  this  Association - 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  May  I  interrupt?  Will  you  name  an¬ 
other  pharmaceutical  association  that  does  not  elect  its  officers 
through  a  nominating  committee? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  Outside  of  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  I  have  not  investigated. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  There  is  not  another  one. 

j\Ir.  WILLIAMSON  :  Have  you  investigated?  All  right. 
We  will  pass  this  subject. 

I  will  state  that  you  will  find  in  Baltimore  City  that  there 
is  hardly  an  organization  but  selects  its  nominees  at  least  thirty 
or  fifteen  days  before  the  election,  and  informs  its  entire  mem¬ 
bership  of  the  names  selected.  There  is  one  organization  that 
is  cowiposed  of  probably  the  representative  men  of  Baltimore, 
probably  as  representative  as  any  organization  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  and  their  nominations  are  reported  by  a  committee, 
and  the  committee  is  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
that  association  and  the  Board  of  Directors  is  composed  of  nine 
men.  This  nominating  committee  must  select  the  nominees  at 
least  thirty  days  previous  to-  election  and  must  so  inform  all 
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of  their  membership.  Now  other  nominations  can  be  made, 
and  they  run  this  thing  closer  than  we  do,  other  nominations 
can  be  made  by  five  members — we  allow  any  one  member 
from  the  floor  to  make  nominations ;  but  they  can’t  come  on 
the  floor  with  their  nominations,  at  the  convention,  but  must 
give  five  days’  notice  of  the  men  they  have  selected. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  What  organization  is  that? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  The  Merchants’  Club,  which,  I 
said,  was  composed  of  probably  as  representative  men,  taking 
it  as  an  organization,  as  any  in  Baltimore,  probably  not  ex¬ 
cluding  the  Merchants  &  Manufacturers’  Association,  which, 
by  the  way,  also  knows  the  nominations  before - 

Mr.  THOMAS :  There  is  no  comparison  between  the 
two  organizations. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON  :  I  am  not  comparing  the  associa¬ 
tions. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  Is  that  one  of  the  associations  where 
they  perpetuate  the  president? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  I  don’t  think  so,  Mr.  Hancock. 
They  would  not  be  likely  to  if  there  are  nine  men  on  the  Board 
of  Governors  who  had  to  select  a  committee ;  there  is  hardly 
likely  to  be  a  collusion  between  nine  men. 

Mr.  HANCOCK:  I  know  of  some  clubs  that  keep  a 
president  fifteen  years. 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  happen  to  be  the  president  of 
that  club.  I  know  another  association  that  kept  a  president 
five  years,  much  to  his  disgruntlement ;  that  President  hap¬ 
pens  to  be  me  also.  I  have  had  some  experience  in  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  officers  of  various  associations,  and  I  have  this  to  say : 
I  have  never  belonged  to  one  wherein  nominations  were  made 
as  our  old  ones  have  but  that  it  operated  to  the  detriment  of 
the  Association,  and  the  best  results  were  not  obtained. 
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I  cannot  see,  for  the  life  of  me — I  am  trying  to  be  fairer 
than  Mr.  Hancock  says  I  am — how  the  two  cardinal  principles 
in  this  contention  can  be  argued  against,  namely,  that  of  nomi¬ 
nating  men  by  an  elected  committee,  and  giving  the  member¬ 
ship  full  information  of  who  those  nominees  are  a  considerable 
time  before  the  ballot  is  cast,  in  order  that  the  membership 
can  think  the  matter  over,  compare  men,  and  determine 
whether  there  should  be  anybody  put  in  opposition. 

Those  are  the  points  I  stand  on,  and  I  have  not  a  single 
personal  preferment  in  this  matter ;  I  don’t  want  office ;  I  never 
expect  to  have  it;  there  is  nothing  personal  in  the  matter  ex¬ 
cept  I  am  interested  in  this  Association ;  I  am  only  interested 
in  one  thing,  namely,  the  Association. 

There  is  no  ulterior  motive  behind  my  interest  in  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  none  in  the  world.  I  come  here  because  it  is  an  asso¬ 
ciation  that  represents  the  business  and  profession  to  which  I 
belong,  and  I  am  glad  to  associate  with,  fight  with  and  discuss 
with,  and  interchange  ideas  with  the  people  in  the  same  busi¬ 
ness,  and  as  long  as  I  do  attend  these  meetings,  that  long 
I  shall  take  an  active  part.  I  cannot  keep  still.  I  like  to  be  in 
the  activities  of  the  Association.  I  have  no  axe  to  grind,  no 
ulterior  motive  to  accomplish ;  there  is  no  good  to  be  served  in 
using  this  Association  in  any  direction  whatsoever  except  for 
the  ultimate  good  of  the  whole  Association,  and  to  carry  on  a 
harmonious  body  for  the  very  best  benefit  of  the  people  for 
whom  this  Association  is  formed.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  I  happened  to  be  present 
last  year — I  want  Mr.  Williamson  to  know  right  at  the  start, 
there  is  nothing  personal  in  my  remarks — when  he  offered  his 
resolution  that  the  Constitution  of  this  Association  be  changed. 
It  was  discussed  on  the  floor  at  that  time  and  was  tabled — I 
supposed  the  resolution  was  killed,  naturally.  The  next  day 
it  was  brought  up  again  and  passed ;  he  says  the  vote  was  al¬ 
most  unanimous  in  its  favor ;  if  I  remember  aright,  there  were 
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possibly  50  per  cent,  who  voted  against  it ;  the  second  day  we 
knew  nothing  about  it  until  he  brought  it  up  the  second  time. 

I  really  am  surprised  at  ]\Ir.  Williamson  offering  as  an 
example  a  commercial  club,  a  club  that  does  not  do  anything 
else  but  feed  the  inner  man.  That  is  all  the  interest  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Merchants  Club  have  in  it.  He  also  compared  it 
with  the  Merchants  and  ^Manufacturers  Association,  the  grand¬ 
est  association  Baltimore  city  has  ever  had.  That  association 
is  working  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  not  only  locally  but  nation¬ 
ally  ;  but  the  IMerchants  Club  is  absolutely  nothing  of  the  kind, 
but  is  a  social  club.  He  compares  that,  now,  with  an  organi¬ 
zation  of  this  kind,  a  professional  organization. 

As  Mr.  Hancock  says,  this  is  the  only  pharmaceutical  as¬ 
sociation  in  the  United  States  that  had  made  this  innovation. 
I  suppose  he  got  his  idea  from  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  I  will  tell  him  that  there  is  a  vast  difference 
of  opinion  in  regard  to  the  method  of  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  in  nominating  their  officers,  and  the 
result  is  that  hundreds  of  members  never  vote  for  any  officer. 
Why  ?  Because  many  of  the  officers  are  not  known  to  the  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  the  privilege  of  voting. 

Mr.  Williamson  tells  you  that  the  Nominating  Committee 
has  been  appointed  in  the  morning  and  in  the  afternoon  they 
have  brought  in  their  report.  I  have  been  on  the  Nominating 
Committee  possibly  a  dozen  times  or  more,  and  I  never  knew 
that  to  occur.  That  Nominating  Committee  is  generally  com¬ 
posed  of  the  ex-presidents  of  the  Association,  who,  because 
they  are  supposed  to  have  the  interest  of  the  Association  at 
heart  it  is  assumed  will  select  the  best  man  in  the  Associa¬ 
tion  for  that  very  purpose.  They  are  usually  appointed  one 
day  and  possibly  the  second  or  third  day  their  nominations 
are  brought  in. 

I  would  like  IMr.  Williamson  also,  or  any  of  his  sup¬ 
porters  in  this  innovation,  to  point  out  the  time  when  that

Xoniinating  Committee  has  rushed  anything.  They  have  al¬ 
ways  had  only  one  object  in  view,  that  was  the  bettering  of 
this  Association.  They  have  lost  sight  of  the  individual  and 
thought  more  of  the  welfare  of  the  Association. 

I  can  not  see  that  this  innovation  should  be  continued.  I 
am  heartily  opposed  to  it.  I  am  sorr}'  it  was  brought  up  last 
year.  It  has  caused  much  feeling  and  dissension  in  the  Associa¬ 
tion  which  never  should  have  occurred,  and  probably  it  will  be 
some  time  before  the  wounds  will  be  healed,  and  I  can  not 
see  any  good  it  will  possibly  do. 

Mr.  i\IEYER :  i\Ir.  President,  just  a  few  words  in  regard 
to  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  to  which  allusion 
has  been  made,  but  whose  method  has  not  been  explained : 
The  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  sends  out  a  list  of 
the  nominees — three  or  four  for  president,  vice-president.  &c. — 
to  all  the  members  a  few  months  before  the  meeting.  Those 
who  choose  to  vote  can  do  so  by  mail,  checking  ol?  the  names 
they  want,  and  those  who  do  not  send  their  votes  in  are  not 
counted.  It  certainly  gives  every  member  information  as  to 
who  is  to  be  put  up  for  office,  and  each  can  choose  their  man  if 
they  see  fit  to  do  so. 

PRESIDENT  :  Any  further  remarks,  gentlemen? 

i\Ir.  WILLI Ai\I SOX :  i\Ir.  Thomas  is  perfectly  right 
about  the  ^Merchants  Club — it  is  nothing  in  the  world  but  a 
club  where  you  have  social  privileges.  I  did  not  mean  to  draw 
a  parallel  between  the  activities  of  the  two  associations ;  I  only 
mean  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  By-Laws  were  drawn 
bv  men  of  wide  experience  and  intelligence.  That  is  all.  I 
simply  meant  to  show  you  that  wise  men  have  used  this  same 
plan  I  am  tindng  to  have  put  through  here.  The  clubs,  of 
course,  are  entirely  different,  but  I  say  that  the  men  that  formed 
and  drew  the  Constitution  of  that  club  were  men  of  high  calibre 
intellectually,  socially,  professionally  and  in  a  business  way, 
and  who.  therefore,  can  be  credited  with  producing  a  Consti- 
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tution  and  By-Laws  that  is  well  worth  giving  some  considera¬ 
tion  to,  because  of  the  methods  they  have  incorporated  in  their 
Constitution,  and  not  that  their  activities  are  parallel  with  ours. 
In  looking  over  a  great  many  constitutions,  and  methods  of 
electing  officers,  in  my  judgment  theirs  was  the  clearest,  most 
concise  and  simplest — the  paragraph  in  their  Constitution  re¬ 
ferring  to  the  election  of  officers — that  I  found  in  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  any  organization. 

i\Ir.  Hancock  referred  to  an  organization  in  which  they 
perpetuated  their  president  for  a  great  many  years.  That 
same  organization  for  a  good  many  vears  nominated  their  offi¬ 
cers  in  a  manner  a  great  deal  looser  than  we  ever  nominated 
ours — right  from  the  floor.  had  confusion,  and  expe¬ 

rience  taught  us  that  an  elected  nominating  committee  was  the 
best  way  to  handle  the  situation ;  a  nominating  committee  put 
in  election  at  a  convention ;  and  that  committee  was  supposed 
to  select  its  nominees  and  advertise  these  nominees  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  ballot  was  cast  for  them. 

If  you  will  just  keep  clearly  in  your  minds  the  two  points 
I  offer,  namely,  an  elective  committee,  not  an  appointed  com¬ 
mittee,  should  be  the  one  to  select  the  nominees,  and  that  the 
membership  is  entitled  to  ten  days’  notice  before  the  election. 
That  is  all  I  am  advocating. 

PRESIDENT :  Any  other  remarks?  Mr.  Hancock,  will 
you  please  state  your  motion  again? 

i\Ir.  HiXNCOCK:  iMy  motion,  i\Ir.  President,  was  that 
in  the  future  the  ^Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  that 
the  President  shall  appoint  a  Nominating  Committee  at  its  first 
session  of  its  annual  convention :  the  duty  of  this  Nominating 
Committee  to  be  to  nominate  officers  for  the  i\Iar}dand  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  during  the  ensuing  year ;  and  that,  fur¬ 
ther,  the  vote  on  this  resolution  shall  be  by  ballot. 

PRESIDENT  :  I  believe  that  motion  was  seconded  ;  i\Ir. 
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]\Ieyer  and  ]\Ir.  Xeal  are  appointed  to  act  as  tellers.  Those 
favoring  the  motion  will  please  vote.  Yes. 

I\Ir.  ^lEYER :  Those  who  want  to  continue  the  arrange¬ 
ment  that  we  now  have  will  vote,  “N’o.” 

PRESIDEXT :  Yes.  Gentlemen  (rapping  for  order), 
please  remember  that  those  favoring  ]\Ir.  Hancock’s  motion 
will  vote  “Yes.” 

Mr.  ]^IEYER:  Those  who  favor  it  vote,  “Yes,”  and  those 
who  oppose  the  motion  vote,  “Xo.” 

i\Ir.  POY'ELL :  ]\Ir.  President,  I  think  there  is  some 

confusion  about  this  matter.  You  had  better  explain  it  again. 

PRESIDEX^T  :  Those  who  favor  i\Ir.  Hancock’s  motion 
or  resolution  to  go  back  to  the  old  way  of  nominating  the  offi¬ 
cers  will  vote,  “Yes Those  who  are  in  favor  of  ]\Ir.  Wil¬ 
liamson’s  method  will  vote,  “X^o.”  Is  that  perfectly  clear? 

(Assent  was  given  by  the  members.) 

PRESIDEX’T  (After  the  tellers  had  counted  the  vote)  : 
i\Ir.  Hancock’s  motion  prevails  by  a  vote  of  24  to  20.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

Mr.  iMILLARD  :  You  are  not  as  happy  as  we  are.  \Ye 
are  tickled  to  death,  and  are  not  m’ing  to  break  up  anything, 
either,  but  will  bring  it  up  next  year. 

Mr.  YTLLIAiMSOX :  By  the  way,  when  does  that  go 
into  effect,  1918? 

i\Ir.  HAXCOCK:  Oh,  no  :  that  was  not  seconded. 

?^Ir.  AVILLIAiMSOX :  How  about  that,  i\Ir.  iMcKinney? 

Mr.  PIERCE  :  Gentlemen,  the  rest  of  our  committee  had 
to  go  look  after  the  ladies  on  the  straw  ride ;  we  want  all  the 
men  to  bowl  now ;  the  contest  is  for  a  prize,  a  prize  well  worth 
having.  The  banquet  will  be  tonight  at  7  o’clock,  with  danc¬ 
ing  afterward. 

(Thereupon,  at  4:40  P.  M.,  the  meeting  adjourned.) 


Fifth  Session 


Thursday,  June  29,  1916,  10:30  A.  M. 

(The  President  called  the  meeting  to  order.) 

PRESIDENT :  Under  the  head  of  unfinished  business  I 
want  to  call  your  attention  to  an  oversight  yesterday  in  the 
recommendations  for  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Governor.  The  names  of  Mr.  Powell,  i\Ir.  Clarke  and 
]\Ir.  White  were  mentioned  but  no  action  was  taken  upon  them, 
so  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  some  action  with  regard  to  these 
names  this  morning. 

]\Ir.  THOIMAS  :  I  move  that  those  names  be  elected  by 
the  Association  and  recommended  to  the  Governor.  I  believe 
that  is  the  proper  motion. 

(^Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

i\Ir.  THOINIAS :  i\Ir.  President,  are  we  under  unfinished 
business?  I  would  like  to  move,  i\Ir.  President,  that  we  elect 
Doctor  Heatwole  an  honorary  member  of  this  Association. 

Doctor  Heatwole  is  dean  of  the  Dental  Department  of  the 
University  of  iMar}dand. 

IMr.  WILLIAiMSON :  I  second  that  motion. 

(Motion  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Doctor  HEATM'OLE :  Ladies  and  gentlemen :  I  can 
assure  you  that  I  appreciate  very  sincerely  the  honor  which  you 
have  conferred  upon  me  in  making  me  an  honorary  member  of 
this  Association.  I  want  to  say  at  this  time  that  I  have  ex¬ 
pressed  on  several  occasions  estimation  of  your  Association 
since  my  stay  on  the  Heights,  and  to  the  effect  that  in  my  ex- 
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perience  with  other  associations,  and  I  have  had  some  little 
experience,  I  can  sincerely  say,  and  it  gives  me  pride  to  say  it 
at  this  time,  that  the  ^Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
represents  the  most  aggressive,  the  most  up-to-date  and  the 
liveliest  set  of  men  and  women  that  I  know  of  in  the  State 
today.  I  am  proud  to  be  a  member  of  your  Association  for 
that  reason,  as  well  as  for  other  reasons,  and  I  thank  you  for 
the  courtesy  which  you  have  extended  to  me.  (Applause.) 

PRESIDENT  :  Is  there  any  other  unfinished  business 
before  we  proceed  with  the  reports? 

TREASURER :  i\Ir.  President,  under  unfinished  busi¬ 
ness  I  would  like  to  remind  you  that  the  request  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  for  some  action  or  opinion  from  the  Association  in  re¬ 
gard  to  delinquent  members.  As  it  remains,  they  are  still  in 
good  standing,  and  while  I  have  been  able  to  get  three  or  four 
of  the  150  to  pay  up  since  I  have  been  here,  there  is  still  about 
$925  owing  by  the  delinquents.  Now  you  know  it  costs  money 
to  keep  in  touch  with  these  people,  and  we  have  to  treat  them 
just  like  the  fellow  that  pays  up  promptly ;  so  I  would  like  to 
know  if  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Association  just  to  keep  these 
men  on  the  roll  and  keep  going  after  them  or  to  drop  them.  I 
am  here  on  the  job  to  go  after  them  if  that  is  your  decision. 

]\Ir.  WILLIAiMSOX ;  Mr.  Chairman,  it  appears  to  me 
that  the  Constitution  or  By-Laws  allows  great  leniency  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  dues  of  this  Association.  A  man  who  owes 
dues  for  three  years  ceases  to  become  a  member  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation.  However,  it  does  not  seem  to  put  him  in  bad  stand- 
ingr;  it  does  not  seem  to  cast  anv  reflection  on  the  man,  because 
the  Treasurer  is  authorized,  under  the  Constitution  and  By- 
Laws,  to  immediately  take  the  man  back  as  a  member  in  good 
standing  upon  the  payment  of  the  current  year’s  dues.  So, 
therefore,  there  does  not  seem  to  be  any  seriousness  attached 
to  the  fact  that  a  man  does  not  pay  his  dues.  Ordinarily  when 
a  man  is  automatically  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  the 
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association  holds  the  amount  of  unpaid  dues  against  him  and 
proceeds  to  collect  it.  Of  course,  we  have  the  privilege  and 
right  to  collect  an  honest  debt  through  due  process  of  law  if 
not  through  persuasion  and  correspondence,  but  based  on  the 
Constitution  and  B3^-Laws,  it  does  not  seem  to  be  the  intention 
or  desire  to  legally  force  the  payment  of  a  man’s  dues.  If 
you  don’t  pay  your  dues,  why,  you  are  just  as  good  as  the  man 
who  does,  and  if  you  say,  “I  owe  you  six  dollars,  but  I  will 
only  pa}"  you  two  dollars,”  all  right,  and  you  are  a  member 
just  as  much  so  as  if  you  were  not  delinquent  in  your  pay¬ 
ments.  With  that  easy  and  happy  method  open  to  the  delin¬ 
quent  it  is  going  to  be  right  hard  to  do  anything  more  than 
write  letters  and  say.  Please  remit. 

Nine  hundred  dollars  is  a  lot  of  money  and  it  is  a  shame 
to  lose  it,  but  it  is  not  hard  to  lose  something  you  never  had ; 
you  never  had  that  money ;  you  never  checked  against  it  or 
counted  on  it  in  making  up  the  expenses  of  the  Association. 
]\Ir.  Harris  is  a  progressive  Treasurer;  he  is  going  to  be  a 
good  Treasurer  or  no  Treasurer  at  all.  That  is  the  kind  of 
man  ]\Ir.  Harris  is,  and  I  know  this  condition  gives  him  a  lot 
of  worry,  and  he  should  be  instructed  as  to  the  proper  pro¬ 
cedure  in  this  matter  of  unpaid  dues  so  he  will  know  along 
what  lines  to  proceed. 

In  getting  out  this  proposed  insignia  of  membership  in 
the  Association  it  seems  to  me  it  must  carry  with  it  some  sig¬ 
nificance  in  order  to  be  worth  while ;  if  it  does  not,  then  it  is 
an  empty  form.  If  a  man  can  join  the  Association  and  default 
on  his  dues  yet  still  keep  his  membership  in  the  Association, 
the  membership  is  cheapened.  I  do  really  think  if  a  man 
drops  himself  through  neglect  to  pay  his  dues  he  ought  not 
to  be  allowed  to  be  reinstated  by  paying  two  dollars  for  the 
current  year  and  be  forgiven  for  not  having  supported  the 
Association.  He  ought  to  be  made  to  pay  something  in  order 
to.  get  back  as  a  member  in  good  standing. 
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I  mention  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws 
in  order  that  we  may  be  thoroughly  informed  and  in  order 
that  we  may  have  some  discussion  of  it  and  if  possible  solve 
the  situation. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  If  such  an  emblem  is  issued  by 
the  Association  to  a  member  this  year,  of  course  he  would  be 
a  member  in  good  standing  for  three  years ;  but  if  that  sign 
were  kept  up  after  three  years  it  would  still  indicate  that  he 
was  a  member  in  good  standing,  even  though  his  dues  might 
not  be  paid,  unless  the  Association  issued  a  sign  for  each  year 
and  designated  them  “1916,”  “1917,”  “1918,”  &c. 

]\Ir.  WILIAiNISON :  All  he  would  have  to  do  at  the  end 
of  each  year  would  be  to  pay  two  dollars. 

Mr.  STRASBURGER:  He  might  pay  it  this  year  and 
not  pay  any  more.  If  he  paid  it  this  year  and  had  his  sign  he 
could  still  display  the  sign  unless  the  sign  was  designated  by 
the  year  it  was  issued. 

PRESIDENT :  I  do  not  think  that  would  be  practicable, 
i\Ir.  Strasburger. 

jMr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  this  was  gone  into  very 
thoroughly  yesterday  by  the  Committee  that  reported  on  the 
President’s  address,  this  idea  of  a  sign  for  membership  in  the 
Association  as  suggested  by  the  President.  I  thought  the  plan 
had  been  made  plain.  Any  member  in  good  standing  can  have 
the  loan  of  this  sign,  which  he  may  display  in  his  store,  as 
long  as  he  is  in  good  standing ;  but  as  soon  as  that  member  be¬ 
came  delinquent,  or  does  anything  else  that  makes  him  an  un¬ 
desirable  member  of  this  Association,  that  sign  must  be  re¬ 
turned  and  no  longer  shown.  Now  that  is  very  plain  and  is 
the  Treasurer’s  understanding. 

Mr.  McKinney  :  Mr.  Thomas,  might  I  ask,  in  the 
event  of  the  man  lapsing  in  the  payment  of  his  dues,  would  it 
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be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  order  him  to  return  the  sign 
to  the  Association? 

Mr.  THOiMAS :  Yes,  because  we  don’t  want  a  man  of 
that  kind  in  theAssociation. 

i\Ir.  iMEYER:  An  idea  has  suggested  itself  to  me  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  dues  of  delinquents,  and  also  dues  that  are  not 
delinquent  after  the  first  year,  possibly  the  second  year:  If 
we  buy  a  bill  of  goods  from  a  house  we  expect  to  pay  for  it. 
When  we  join  the  Association  we  expect  to  pay  the  dues,  and 
I  think  in  a  great  many  instances  these  dues  are  not  paid  be¬ 
cause  it  is  a  small  amount  and  is  forgotten.  Why  not  do  as 
the  business  houses,  send  our  bill,  and  then  if  there  is  no  re¬ 
sponse,  send  a  third  time  and  tell  the  man  that  the  bill  should 
have  been  paid  on  a  certain  date,  and  that  after  thirty  days 
you  will  draw  on  him  for  the  amount — the  same  as  other  busi¬ 
ness  concerns  do.  I  am  sure  you  would  get  a  great  many  re¬ 
sponses  in  that  way. 

^Ir.  HODSON :  I  have  had  a  great  deal  of  experience  in 
collecting  dues ;  I  would  suggest  that  you  go  very  slowly  in 
dropping  a  man  from  membership.  There  is  a  chance  of  col¬ 
lecting  it  while  he  remains  a  member,  but  if  you  drop  him  you 
have  lost  him  forever.  We  don’t  want  to  lose  a  member.  One 
or  two  dollars  is  a  small  amount,  and  a  bill  for  such  an  amount 
makes  very  little  impression  on  anybody’s  mind.  If  it  were 
$100  it  would  scare  some  of  us  nearly  to  death.  As  I  under¬ 
stand  it,  it  does  not  cost  much  to  carry  a  member,  and  let  us 
try  to  collect  these  dues  in  some  way.  i\Ir.  iMeyer’s  way  looks 
plausible.  I  would  also  suggest  that  if  a  man  has  not  paid  his 
dues  he  should  not  be  allowed  a  vote  on  the  floor.  That  is  a 
penalty,  surely. 

_■  i\Ir.  YTLLIAiMSON :  I  brought  out  this  discussion  to 
learn  what  the  sentiment  is  in  reference  to  the  treatment  of 
members  in  arrear ;  not  the  methods  of  collection ;  the  methods 
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of  collection  are  well  known  to  our  Treasurer  ;  but  having 
heard  what  has  been  said  I  would  like  to  make  a  motion  that 
the  Treasurer  be  instructed  not  to  issue  to  any  member  of  this 
Association  an  insignia  of  membership  unless  all  dues  are  paid 
— and  he  is  good  standing,  of  course. 

TREASURER:  All  dues?  If  he  is  only  two  years  in 
arrears  he  is  still  in  good  standing. 

i\Ir.  WILLIAiMSOX  :  I  want  to  go  further  then  ;  that  is, 
up  to  the  current  year ;  there  isn’t  any  reason  why  two  dollars 
should'  stand  unpaid  unless  it  be  through  an  oversight,  and  you 
are  not  going  to  allow  the  man  to  forget  it.  However,  my 
motion  is  subject  to  any  amendment  that  may  be  an  improve¬ 
ment.  I  should  think  a  man  in  good  standing  had  paid  all  his 
dues  up  to  the  current  year  ;  therefore  if  he  has  not  paid  for 
the  current  year  I  should  not  think  that  need  be  taken  into 
consideration,  but  dues  clearly  in  arrears  should  be  paid  be¬ 
fore  this  insignia  of  membership  is  issued. 

PRESIDENT :  I  think  that  is  provided  for  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  Committee  on  Laws  ;  that  the  Treasurer  should 
issue  the  insignia  only  to  members  in  good  standing. 

Mr.  AVILLIAiMSOX :  They  are  in  good  standing  if  they 
owe  six  dollars ;  no  man  is  in  bad  standing  until  he  owes  for 
three  years. 

So  he  is  in  good  standing  if  he  owes  as  much  as  two  years’ 
dues,  but  in  bad  standing  at  the  beginning  of  the  twenty-fifth 
month.  So  really  I  am  putting  it  a  little  further  up  in  order 
that  the  Treasurer  may  be  in  a  position  to  offer  some  incentive 
to  paying  dues  promptly. 

PRESIDEX’T :  Your  motion  should  define  the  words 
“good  standing.” 

Mr.  WILLI AiM SOX’ :  My  motion  is  subject  to  amend¬ 
ment.

Mr.  MEYER:  When  are  the  dues  due?  In  advance. 
Well,  if  they  are  not  paid  in  advance  they  are  in  arrears,  are 
they  not? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Yes. 

i\Ir.  iMEYER:  When  does  the  fiscal  year  begin,  January 
first? 

Mr.  M’ILLL-\MSON :  The  fiscal  year  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion  begins  June  1st  and  ends  May  31st.  Annual  dues  of  each 
active  member  shall  be  two  dollars  and  shall  be  payable  in 
advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

Mr.  iMEYER:  If  he  is  in  arrears  two  years  after  the 
current  year  begins,  June  1st,  he  is  in  arrears. 

Mr.  WTLLIAiMSON :  It  ought  not  to  be  put  off;  he 
ought  not  to  be  allowed  to  display  this  sign  if  he  is  in  arrears 
at  all. 

j\Ir.  McKinney  :  in  that  event,  instead  of  saying  it  is 
not  to  be  issued  to  any  member  not  in  good  standing,  say  “not 
to  be  issued  to  any  member  who  is  in  arrears  for  his  dues.” 

PRESIDENT :  iMr.  Williamson,  do  you  want  the  mo¬ 
tion  in  that  form? 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON:  Yes,  sir. 

PRESIDENT :  It  has  been  moved  and  seconded  that  the 
Treasurer  shall  understand  a  member  is  in  arrears  for  dues 
one  year  after  the  annual  mjeeting,  and  only  to  such  members 
who  are  not  thus  in  arrears  is  this  insignia  to  be  issued. 

(Motion  seconded  and  carried.) 

PRESIDENT :  Gentlemen,  the  other  day  when  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  liability  insurance  was  under  discussion  there  were 
some  questions  not  made  quite  clear  in  reference  to  furnishing 
bond  for  any  violation  of  law  under  the  Pure  Food  or  Nar- 
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cotic  Laws,  and  Mr.  Alger  has  gotten  in  communication  with 
his  company,  and  he  has  a  reply  from  them  which  covers  that 
point  very  definitely  and  which  he  will  read. 

]\Ir.  ALGER:  I  had  taken  the  subject  up  with  the  com¬ 
pany  before  leaving  Baltimore,  and  while  I  was  certain  of  it 
in  my  own  mind,  I  wished  to  receive  a  confirmation  from 
them.  Our  contract,  under  Clause  2,  reads : 

“If  the  Assured  or  any  employe  of  the  Assured  shall  have 
violated  any  law  or  ordinance  in  connection  with  such  injuries 
or  death.” 

]\Iy  company  writes  this  morning: 

( jMr.  Alger  dictated  to  the  stenographer  the  substance  of 
this  letter  as  follows:) 

“This  company  will  undertake  the  defense  of  any  of  its 
insured  druggists  who  may  be  charged  with  violation  of  the 
Pure  Food  and  Drugs  Act  by  reason  of  having  on  sale  pro¬ 
prietary  articles  which  may  be  alleged  not  to  conform  to  the 
requirements  of  the  Act.  This  covenant  is  also  provided  for 
in  the  policy  under  condition  2  of  paragraph  2.  We  are  will¬ 
ing  to  make  this  provision  even  stronger  by  endorsing  our  pol¬ 
icy  by  the  addition  of  the  following  clause  immediately  after 
condition  2 :  “But  the  company  shall  not  decline  to  defend 
any  suit  based  upon  the  allegation  of  violation  of  any  law  or 
ordinance.” 

PRESIDENT :  We  are  now  ready  for  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  New  Remedies.  Miss  Lotz,  I  believe,  is  the 
chairman  of  that  committee.  -  ,  .  , 

(Miss  iMossop  read  the  report  in  question.)  .V, : 

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  NEW  REMEDIES..': 

The  members  of  the  Committee  on  New  Remedies,-  haV^  not 
met  quite  so  many  new  remedies  this  year  as  last,  aftdc:;tli:i'Sewe  .feel 
is  due  almost  entirely  to  the  turbulent  conditions  in  Europe!  iwhieh 
have  practically  cut  off  the  importation  of  drugs.  Howe;v^erv.  we 
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have  handled  some  new  remedies  that  are  strictly  American,  and 
have  also  obtained  information  concerning  new  remedies  which 
are  proving  their  worth  abroad.  These  we  have  included  in  our 
report,  as  we  thought  other  members  might  be  as  interested  as  we 
in  knowing  what  medicaments  our  European  neighbors  are  using 
and  that  even  a  Continental  War  is  not  sufficient  to  stop  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  chemicals. 

Petrolatum  as  an  intestinal  lubricant  is  being  used  very  ex¬ 
tensively.  The  failure  of  European  supplies  and  the  daily  increase 
in  demand  has  caused  the  market  to  be  flooded  with  petrolatum 
of  doubtful  quality.  .Only  a  chemically  pure  petrolatum  should  be 
prescribed.  The  British  Pharmacopoeia,  revision  of  1914,  repre¬ 
senting  the  lastest  pharmaceutical  authority,  states  its  absolute 
prohibition  of  the  use  for  medicinal  purposes  of  a  petrolatum  which 
reacts  with  sulphuric  acid  or  with  lead  oxide.  Therefore,  only 
that  grade  of  petrolatum  which  is  chemically  pure  and  free  from 
unsaturated  hydro-carbons,  asphaltic  compounds,  acids  and  sul¬ 
phuric  derivatives  is  safe  for  continued  internal  administration. 
American  Oil  is  refined  from  American  Petroleum  and  meets  all 
these  requirements.  A  preparation  of  lighter  viscosity  than  Ameri¬ 
can  Oil,  which  may  be  preferred  to  the  heavier  oil  by  some 
physicians,  is  known  as  Liquid  Petrolatum  Colorless. 

Olaxine  is  a  jelly  which  contains  95%  liquid  paraffin.  It  is 
flavored  with  raspberry. 

Calobarb  is  a  new  purgative  tablet  which  contains  of  Calomel 
1  gr.  and  Phenolphthalem  and  Powd.  Rhubarb  each  2  grains. 

Coagulen  Ciba  is  a  yellowish  granular  powder,  having  a  slight 
odor  and  a  sweet  taste.  It  is  said  to  be  prepared  from  blood- 
platelets  and  to  contain  thromboplastic  substance  mixed  with 
lactose,  1  gm.  representing  20  gm.  dried  blood.  It  acts  as  a 
hemostatic  by  increasing  and  accelerating  the  natural  process  of 
coagulation.  Solutions  of  Coagulen  Ciba,  either  5%  or  10%,  are 
used  locally,  intramuscularly  and  intravenously.  Solutions  should 
be  made  fresh  daily,  under  strictly  sterile  conditions,  by  dissolving 
in  physiological  salt  solution  and  sterilizing  this  by  boiling  for 
three  minutes. 

Alcresta  Ipecac  Tablets  contain  an  absorption  product  of 
ipecac  alkaloids  with  hydrated  aluminum  silicate.  They  are  not 
affected  by  the  acid  content  of  the  stomach,  but  are  said  to  be 
decomposed  by  the  alkaline  fluids  of  the  intestines,  with  the  libera- 
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tion  of  the  ipecac  alkaloids.  Used  in  conjunction  with  dental 
instrumentation,  they  are  said  to  be  efficacious  in  the  treatment  of 
Pyorrhea  Aveolaris. 

Pantopon — a  mixture  of  the  hydrochlorides  of  the  alkaloids  of 
opium  in  the  proportion  in  which  they  exist  in  Smyrna  opium,  con¬ 
tains  50%  of  anhydrous  morphine  hydrochloride.  Pantopon  pro¬ 
duces  essentially  the  effects  of  opium,  but  being-  devoid  of  its 
extractives,  may  be  used  for  hypodermatic  administration.  It  is 
probably  absorbed  more  promptly  and  is  free  from  the  nauseant 
odor  and  taste  of  the  ordinary  opium  preparations. 

Totopon  is  a  mixture  of  the  total  alkaloids  of  opium  prepared 
according  to  v.d.  Wielen’s  process. 

Dihydromorphine  hydrochloride  and  Paralaudin  (diacetyldi- 
hydromorphine  hydrochloride)  are  used  as  substitutes  for  mor¬ 
phine. 

Several  new  silver  preparations  have  come  into  use.  Silvol  is 
a  proteid  silver  compound  containing  abont  2Q%  silver,  and  Argert- 
tide  is  a  concentrated  solution  of  silver  iodide  containing  100 
grains  of  iodide  of  silver  to  each  ounce. 

Electro  Argol  is  a  colloidal  suspension  of  silver,  containing  a 
small  percentage  of  sodium  arabate,  the  silver  content  being 
equivalent  to  0.25%  metallic  silver.  It  is  antiseptic,  germicidal  and 
non-irritating  even  when  injected  hypodermatically  or  intraven¬ 
ously.  It  is  useful  when  applied  locally  in  inflammatory  conditions 
and  has  been  used  in  surgical  cases.  Subcutaneously,  intramus- 
culary  dr  intravenously  it  is  used  in  doses  of  from  5  c.c.  to  25  c.c. 
after  being  made  isotonic  by  the  addition  of  sodium  chloride  solu¬ 
tion.  Electro  Argol  is  supplied  in  two  ampules,  one  containing 
the  Electro  Argol  proper  and  the  other  the  required  quantity  of 
the  sodium  chloride  solution. 

Electro  Selenium  has  been  used  in  the  treatment  of  sarcoma, 
but  its  use  does  not  appear  to  be  attended  with  much  success. 

Toramin,  a  sedative,  is  ammonium  trichlorobutylmalonate. 

Eucupin  is  basic  isoamylhydrocupreine.  It  is  used  incorporated 
into  an  oil,  an  ointment  base  or  suppository  base  as  analgesic  or 
disinfectant.  The  hydrochloride  is  used  in  aqueous  solutions  for 
the  same  purpose. 
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With  phenol  soaring^  at  such  a  prohibitive  price,  the  physician 
and  laity  welcome  any  new  product  that  can  take  its  place  as  an 
antiseptic.  A  soap  known  as  Germicidal  Soap  (McClintock)  is  a 
powerful  g^ermicide  and  antiseptic.  It  is  a  soap  prepared  from  pure 
vegetable  oil,  in  which  mercuric  iodide  is  intimately  incorporated. 
A  solution  of  Germicidal  Soap  containing  1:5000  mercuric  iodide 
has  been  found  to  destroy  pus  producing  micro-organisms  in  less 
than  five  minutes.  Germicidal  Soap  has  been  tested  with  pus. 
cholera,  typhoid  and  diphtheria  germs,  and  anthrax  spores  and 
none  of  these  germs  have  been  found  to  survive  as  long  as  two 
minutes. 

Apinol  is  obtained  from  the  "products  of  destructive  distillation 
of  pine  wood.  After  the  removal  of  turpentine  and  other  low  boil¬ 
ing  constituents  by  distillation,  the  portion  boiling  between  182.2^ 
and  193.3^  is  collected  and  purified.  It  is  a  clear  amber  colored 
oil  with  an  odor  resembling  that  of  the  pine,  having  a  specific 
gravity  of  0.946  and  an  approximate  boiling  point  of  182.2°  C.  It 
is  neutral  in  reaction.  Apinol  is  said  to  be  useful  when  applied 
externally  to  wounds,  burns,  ulcers  and  denuded  surfaces  for  the 
relief  of  pain  and  promotion  of  healing.  It  is  claimed  to  be  service¬ 
able  when  given  internally  in  catarrhal  inflammation  of  the  digestive 
tract  and  when  used  by  inhalation,  to  assist  in  freeing  the  respira¬ 
tory  passages  from  accumulated  mucus. 

Pinuseptol  is  a  solution  of  pine  oil,  which  forms  milk  white 
mixtures  with  water.  It  is  claimed  to  be  a  non-corrosive  antiseptic, 
disinfectant  and  deodorant,  more  effective  as  a  germicide  than  pure 
carbolic  acid.  It  is  used  locally  for  cleansing  wounds,  abscesses, 
ulcers,  etc. 

Wetol  is  also  used  for  the  treatment  of  wounds.  It  contains 
oil  of  cinnamon,  oil  of  clove,  oil  of  eucalyptus,  oil  of  myrrh,  oil 
of  turpentine,  menthol,  thymol,  camphor,  Peru  balsam,  linseed  oil 
and  cod  liver  oil. 

Sapofen  is  a  solution  of  tar  oil  in  rosin  soap.  It  is  a  substitute 
for  creolin  or  similar  disinfectants. 

Pyrochinin  is  a  quinine  pyramidon  double  salt  of  camphoric 
acid.  It  contains  26%  of  camphoric  acid.  43%  of  quinine  and 
'30%  ""of , pyramidon.  It  is  used  for  fever  and  as  an  analgesic. 

Radioactive  Acetyl  Salicylic  Acid  is  recommended  as  antirheu¬ 
matic  and  antipyretic. 
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Henophan  is  oxyphenylquinolinedicarbonic  acid,  and  is  used  in 
the  treatment  of  rheumatism,  gout,  etc. 

Orthooxyqmnoline  salicylic  acid  ester  or  Aguttan,  in  doses  of 
0.5  to  1  gm.  four  times  a  day  is  used  for  gout,  rheumatism,  in¬ 
flammatory  rheumatism,  etc. 

Linimentum  Bouget  contains  2.5  gms.  each  of  oil  of  juniper  and 
oil  of  sage,  5  gms.  each  of  oil  of  mace  and  eucalyptol,  15  gms.  each 
of  sesame  oil  and  camphorated  oil,  10  gms.  of  methyl  salicylate, 
4  gms.  of  salicylic  acid  and  80  gms.  of  alcohol. 

L  u  d  y  1 ,  Phenyldisulphaminotetradioxidiaminoarsenobenzene, 
and  Galyl,  tetraoxidiphosphaminodiarsenobenzene,  are  French  prep¬ 
arations,  recommended  as  substitutes  for  Salvarsan. 

Embarin  is  a  solution  of  mercury  salicyl-sulphonate  with 
acoin. 

Cignolin,  a  substitute  for  chrysarobin,  is  1.8  dioxianthranol.  It 
occurs  as  a  yellow  powder„  which  easily  combines  with  fats  and 
is  soluble  in  acetone,  alcohol  and  benzene. 

Bismuth  subacetate  is  prepared  by  a  patented  process.  It  is 
used  as  such  as  a  dusting  powder  or  combined  with  wool  fat  as  an 
ointment  (10%). 

Citobaryum  is  chemically  pure  barium  sulphate  for  use  in 
Rontgenology. 

Etelen — triacetyl  gallic  acid  ethyl  ester,  and  Noventorol, — an 
aluminum  albumin  tannic  acid  compound,  are  intestinal  antiseptics. 

Moronal  is  the  name  for  tablets  which  contain  basic  aluminum 
formaldehyde  sulphite. 

Theacylon,  a  diuretic,  is  acetylsalicyl  theobromine. 

Digitotal  is  claimed  to  contain  the  combined  digitalis  gluco- 
sides,  but  to  be  free  from  digitonin. 

Aphloin  is  a  fluidextract  prepared  from  aphloia  toeformis.  a 
Madagascar  tree.  It  has  been  successfully  used  in  the  treatment 
of  gallstones. 

Enterosan,  for  dysentery,  is  a  calcium  salt  of  tannic  acid,  which 
is  difficultly  soluble  in  diluted  acids. 
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Dysentine,  also  recommended  in  the  treatment  of  dysentery 
silky  crystals,  which  melt  at  48-49°  and  is  soluble  in  water,  alcohol, 
acetic  ether  and  other  organic  solvents.  It  contains  62.8%  of 
and  diarrhoea,  which  is  supplied  in  tablet  form,  is  said  to  consist 
of  aluminum  acetn-tannate  and  bismuth  subsalicylate, 
iodine  and  is  used  internally  and  externally  whenever  iodine  is 

Alival  is  iododihydroxypropane.  It  occurs  as  odorless  white 
indicated. 

Brom-chloroform,  a  5  per  cent,  solution  of  bromine  in  chloro¬ 
form,  is  successfully  used  as  a  substitute  for  tincture  of  iodine. 

A  remedy  for  the  treatment  of  frostbites  consists  of 


Ichthyol .  1  or  2  gms. 

Collodion  .  20  gms. 

Castor  Oil  .  1  gm. 

Peru  Balsam  or  Tincture  Iodine....  2  gms. 


Calcium  Compretten  is  the  name  of  tablets,  each  of  which  con¬ 
tains  0.1  gm.  of  crystallized  calcium  chloride.  They  are  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  treatment  of  night-sweats  in  phthisis. 

Aurocantan  is  cantharidylethylenediaminoaurocyanide,  a  com¬ 
pound  of  gold  cyanide  and  cantharidin.  It  is  used  in  the  treatment 
of  tuberculosis.  A  dilution  of  one  to  one  million  has  a  marked 
inhibitory  power  on  the  growth  of  tubercle  bacilli.  While  both 
gold  cyanide  and  cantharidin,  when  used  separately,  are  extremely 
poisonous,  aurocantan  is  only  very  slightly  poisonous  and  is  600 
times  less  harmful  to  the  kidneys  than  cantharidin. 

Aivosan  is  the  name  for  tablets  used  for  the  treatment  of 
arteriosclerosis,  and  contains  aetherospermine,  the  alkaloid  from 
aetherosperma  moschatum,  mistletoe,  sodium  formate,  potassium 
iodide  and  lactic  acid. 

Oleum  ferricum  colloidale  Carlson  is  a  solution  of  colloidal 
iron  in  oleic  acid  from  oil  of  almond.  It  contains  5  per  cent,  of 
iron  and  is  used  for  preparing  ferrated  cod  liver  oil  and  similar 
products. 

Two  of  the  new  vaccines  are  Pertussis  Vaccine  and  Rheu¬ 
matism  Phylacogen.  In  the  preparation  per  Pertussis  Vaccine 
cultures  of  Bacillus  pertussis  on  ascites  agar  are  washed  off  with 
physiologic  salt  solution  and  shaken  to  separate  the  organisms 
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thoroughly  from  one  another.  The  suspension  is  then  sterilized 
and  diluted  with  trikresolated  physiologic  salt  solution  until  each 
c.c.  contains  50,000,000  bacteria.  The  initial  dose  should  contain 
not  more  than  20,000,000  killed  bacteria  and  should  be  used  in  all 
cases  of  throat  infection  in  which  a  diagnosis  of  pertussis  has  been 
made,  or  early  in  suspected  cases. 

Rheumatism  Phylacogen  is  a  sterile  aqueous  solution  of  bac¬ 
terial  derivatives  from  cultures  of  Streptococcus  rheumaticus,  and 
in  less  proportion  of  other  pathogenic  bacteria.  It  is  important 
that  the  dose  should  be  adapted  to  the  individual  requirements 
and  conditions.  1  c.c.  is  the  usual  first  subcutaneous  dose.  The' 
initial  intravenous  dose  should  not  be  more  than  0.125  to  0.25  c.c. 

Sussol  or  Suessol  is  a  new  sweetening  agent  similar  to  sac¬ 
charin,  having  the  formula  corresponding  to  methyl  ester  of 
4-ketO“2-imidotetradiazol.  It  is  a  yellowish  white  powder  insoluble 
in  water,  and  affording  a  bright  red  color  with  potassium  car¬ 
bonate.  It  was  found  to  be  related  to  both  saccharin  and  dulcin 
and  gave  reactions  like  each  of  these  compounds. 

Oryzanin  is  a  principle  isolated  from  the  outer  coatings  of 
rice.  It  is  said  to  be  an  active  stimulant  to  nutrition  and  possesses 
a  greater  enervating  action  than  peptone,  asparagin  and  similar 
bodies. 

Creosoform  is  a  combination  of  formic  aldehyde  with  pure 
creosote.  It  is  recommended  as  an  iodoform  succedaneum. 

Klondol  is  another  disinfectant  similar  to  lysol,  but  stated  to 
contain  more  cresol. 

Eteleen  or  trigallacetol,  an  odorless  tasteless  powder,  insoluble 
in  water  and  slightly  soluble  in  alcohol,  is  recommended  as  an 
intestinal  astringent  and  antiseptic.  It  is  given  either  in  tablet  or 
powder  form,  several  times  daily,  in  8  grain  doses. 

Trimethol  or  trimethyl-methoxy-phenol  is  a  new  bactericide  for 
the  treatment  of  intestinal  putrefaction  and  kindred  ailments. 
When  examined  by  the  Rideal-Walker  test  it  shows  a  phenol  co¬ 
efficient  of  40+.  It  is  marketed  in  enteric  coated  capsules  and  in 
the  form  of  a  syrup,  each  dose  representing  ll4  grains  of  trimethol, 
and  is  said  to  be  a  far  more  valuable  germicide  than  salol.

SECRETARY :  There  are  twenty-seven.  (Applause.) 
Mr.  Stagmer  also  asked  me  to  thank  Mr.  Charles  Knight  for 
the  particular  assistance  he  had  given  the  Membership  Com¬ 
mittee  in  obtaining  the  applications  of  five  or  six  members  in¬

Mr.  THOMAS  :  Mr.  President,  in  moving  that  these  new 
members  be  accepted  as  just  named  by  our  Secretary,  I  also 
move  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  the  Membership 
Committee. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried  by  a  rising 
vote.) 
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]\Ir.  MEYER:  May  I  have  the  privilege  of  the  floor  for 
a  moment,  Mr.  President?  (Permission  granted.)  The  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  asked 
me  to  say  that  they  would  be  very  glal  to  have  anyone  here 
join  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association.  They  hold 
their  convention  at  Atlantic  City  on  September  5th  to  10th. 
Those  who  have  enjoyed  the  business  sessions  we  have  had 
here  would  certainly  enjoy  a  meeting  of  that  Association;  it 
would  be  found  very  similar  to  this,  only  on  a  larger  scale.  En¬ 
tertainment  of  all  kinds  is  provided,  and  the  expenses  are  very 
small  in  comparison  with  the  entertainment.  If  anybody  here 
desires  to  join  the  Association  I  will  be  very  glad  to  have 
their  names. 

]\Ir.  THOiMAS :  Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  As¬ 
sociation  :  It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  endorse  what 
Mr.  ^Meyer  has  said  in  regard  to  the  American  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  That  Association  is  doing  nationally  what  this 
Association  is  doing  for  us  locally,  and  unless  you  are  really  a 
member  you  have  no  idea  of  their  good  work  and  what  a  ben¬ 
efit  they  are  in  upbuilding  pharmacy.  They  have  their  mem¬ 
bers  from  all  over  the  United  States,  and  they  are  exceedingly 
frank  and  liberal  with  their  ideas.  For  instance,  in  the  Dis¬ 
pensing  Section  of  the  Association — persons  from  the  Atlantic 
to  the  Pacific,  from  Canada  to  the  Gulf  of  ^Mexico — come 
there  in  the  most  kindly,  frank  sort  of  manner  and  tell  you 
exactly  how  they  conduct  their  business,  and  we,  as  pharma¬ 
cists,  cannot  know  too  much  in  regard  to  that.  That  alone  is 
worth  the  membership  fee.  And  besides,  we  have  in  that 
Association  the  finest  intellects  of  our  profession  in  the  United 
States.  The  Association  at  one  time  was  said  to  be  made  up 
of  the  “high  brows”  of  Pharmacy;  the  high  brows  are  there, 
but  they  no  longer  control  the  Association ;  other  members  as 
well  as  they  are  doing  good  work  in  the  ^Association.  There¬ 
fore,  as  Mr.  Meyer  has  said,  it  would  pay  anyone  double  the 
amount  of  the  dues  to  connect  himself  with  this  Association. 
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As  we  go  along  in  life  we  realize  that  individually  we  are 
powerless  to  do  anything,  but  collectively  we  can  do  a  great 
deal,  and  we  cannot  be  connected  with  too  many  associations, 
especially  if  they  pertain  to  our  business.  As  I  said  a  couple 
of  days  ago,  the  statute  books  in  all  the  States  of  the  Union 
contain  silly  laws  pertaining  to  pharmacy.  The  only  way  to 
deal  with  them  is  to  belong  to  the  Association.  Therefore,  I 
say  it  would  pay  anyone  to  be  a  member  of  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association.  We  are  going  to  meet  at  At¬ 
lantic  City  this  year  and  we  ought  to  have  a  good  representa¬ 
tion  from  Maryland.  I  would  like  to  see  many  iMaryland 
pharmacists  there. 

SECRETARY :  Air.  President,  Air.  James  E.  Hancock 
asked  me  to  bring  a  matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Association 
this  morning  which  he  wished  to  do  yesterday  but  did  not  have 
time.  He  is  a  member  of  the  Voluntary  Conference  acting  on 
behalf  of  State  Associations  in  drafting  a  Alodern  Pharmacy 
Law.  You  will  recall  this  proposed  law  has  been  discussed  to 
a  certain  extent  at  our  meetings.  This  draft  is  too  lengthy  to 
read ;  copies  of  it  are  here,  which  the  Committee  is  anxious 
for  you  to  look  over  and  express  your  opinion  on,  particularly 
the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The  idea  is  to  secure  uniform 
poison  laws,  uniform  reciprocal  registration,  &c.,  which  would 
make  laws  regarding  the  practice  of  pharmacy  uniform  within 
the  United  States. 

Air.  THOAIAS :  That  is  taken  up  by  the  American  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  ? 

SECRETARY :  It  was  first  taken  up  by  the  American 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  they  are  working  through 
what  they  call  a  Voluntary  Conference,  which  represents  all 
the  Associations  within  the  United  States.  I  will  be  glad  to 
have  you  take  one  of  these  and  look  it  over.  They  are  anx¬ 
ious  to  have  expressions  of  opinion,  not  only  from  Boards  of 
Pharmacy  and  officials,  but  also  from  retail  pharmacists  in- 
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dividually,  because  they  are  the  people  most  directly  interested. 
They  can  get  official  opinions  without  much  trouble,  but  they 
want  each  individual  pharmacist  to  read  the  law  and  criticise  it. 

]\Ir.  JOHN  KELLY :  Is  it  the  same  as  the  one  submitted 
some  time  ago? 

SECRETARY :  Yes,  as  I  understand  it,  but  further  mod¬ 
ified.  The  original  draft  has  been  presented  to  various  State 
associations  several  times,  and  each  time  they  attempt  to  better 
it  and  to  embody  the  desirable  suggestions  they  receive  in  con¬ 
nection  with  it,  and  eliminate  those  things  which  are  subject 
to  criticism,  and  they  hope  finally  to  work  out  a  Modern 
Pharmacy  Law  that  is  satisfactory  and  which  may  be  intro¬ 
duced  in  each  State  Legislature  and  receive  the  support  of 
pharmacy  through  its  united  bodies. 

SECRETARY  :  I  have  several  communications  it  might 
be  well  to  read.  (Reading.)

Mr.  R.  LEE  WILLIAMSON:  This  is  the  first  time  I 
ever  knew  a  man  to  change  his  name ;  that  is  usually  the  ladies’ 
prerogative. 

As  Stotlemeyer  of  Hancock,  I  am  glad  to  have  been 
elected  Vice-President  of  this  Association.  I  consider  it  a 
great  honor,  and  shall  endeavor  to  so  conduct  myself  as  to 
reflect  credit  on  the  Association, —  (Laughter) — and  benefit 
the  Association  to  the  fullest  extent.  I  thank  you  gentlemen. 
I  know  Hancock  is  proud  of  me.  (Laughter  and  Applause. f 

(The  next  to  be  installed  was  IMr.  John  I.  Kelly,  Third 
Vice-President,  to  the  tune  of  “Has  Anybody  Here  Seen 
Kelly?”) 
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Mr.  JOHN  I.  KELLY :  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  I  thank 
you  very  much  for  this  tumultuous  applause.  There  was  once 
a  man  who  belonged  to  an  association  in  which  he  was  a  dis¬ 
turbing  factor,  and  to  get  rid  of  him  they  elected  him  Vice- 
President.  I,  however,  look  on  this  as  quite  an  honor  and 
appreciate  it  very  much.  I  am  a  good  deal  like  the  Irishman 
who  went  fishing  and  fell  overboard.  xLlong  came  a  man  and 
asked  him  how  he  came  to  fall  in.  The  Irishman  replied,  “1 
didn’t  come  to  fall  in,  I  came  to  fish.” 

I  came  here  to  enjoy  the  meeting,  and  not  to  make 
speeches. 

I  do  believe  though,  that  the  greatest  pleasure  in  life  is 
anticipation,  the  greatest  regret,  the  lack  of  realization,  and  I 
really  feel  sorry  for  the  members  of  the  ^Maryland  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association  who  could  not  be  at  this  meeting ;  as 
IMr.  Hodson  said,  I  believe  there  are  not  superlatives  enough 
in  the  English  language  with  which  to  compliment  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  charge  of  Entertainment,  and  on  behalf  of  the  drug¬ 
gists,  and,  I  am  sure,  the  ladies,  I  earnestly  'want  to  thank  the 
gentleman  who  had  charge  of  the  entertainment,  and  trust, 
as  IMr.  Hodson  said,  they  will  not  throw  the  burden  of  work 
on  one  or  two  men,  but  distribute  it  among  other  committees 
nexb  year. 

I  thank  you  all.  Applause.) 

CHAIRIMAX :  I  have  pleasure  in  calling  on  IMr.  Harris, 
the  Treasurer. 

TREASURER :  IMr.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen  :  I 
guess  some  of  these  folks  think  this  is  the  Wedgewood  Club. 
(Applause.)  I  want  to  thank  you  for  this  compliment  and 
applause,  and  as  Treasurer  I  would  like  to  say — 

Mr.  ALGER :  Pay  up  your  dues  ! 

TREASURER :  That  is  what  I  have  been  saying  for  two 
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years.  There  is  no  disposition  on  my  part,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  to  drop  any  member  of  the  Association,  and  what  I 
have  said  on  the  floor  I  have  said  for  the  interest  of  the  As¬ 
sociation.  I  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energ}^  to  my 
work  and  it  is  a  great  pleasure,  indeed,  to  make  a  good  report, 
and  I  hope  to  make  a  much  better  showing  next  year.  You 
know  a  man  holding  a  position  like  this  is  subject  to  a  great 
deal  of  criticism,  and  while  I  am  used  to  some  knocks,  I  don’t 
care  to  get  into  disfavor  with  the  members  of  the  Association, 
but  I  am  going  after  them. 

A  IMEIMBER :  Go  get  them  ! 

TREASL'^RER :  It  would  be  amazing  to  some  of  you 
good  folks  who  pay  your  dues  every  year  to  know  of  the  men 
of  standing  in  the  community  who  owe  from  eight  to  twelve 
dollars.  However,  we  hope  next  year  to  bring  all  those  men 
in  line,  and  bring  them  to  the  convention  and  show  them  what 
they  have  missed  this  year  and  in  previous  years.  I  thank  you. 

CHAIRIMAN :  We  would  like  to  hear  from  IMr.  Charles 
Xeal,  the  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

i\Ir.  XEAL :  i\Ir.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen :  I 
hoped  to  be  spared  this  embarrassment — not  the  fact  that  I 
was  escorted  by  the  ladies,  that  was  not  as  embarrassing  as 
having  to  stand  on  my  feet  and  say  something. 

IMr.  THOiMAS  :  You  may  stand  on  your  head. 

]\Ir.  X’EAL :  I  had  enough  to  do  to  stand  on  my  feet  and 
say  something  in  perfect  health.  (Laughter.) 

Seriously,  though,  ladies  and  gentlemen.  I  want  to  thank 
you  for  the  honor  you  have  conferred  upon  me  in  making  me' 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  coming  year, 
and  wish  to  assure  you  that  I  will  do  whatever  I  can  in  my 
humble  and  modest  way  to  further  the  interest  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  I  have  had  some  little  experience  as  chairman  of  an 
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executive  committee,  and  that  word  is  more  or  less  of  a  buga¬ 
boo.  Our  American  Pharmaceutical  Association  has  a  branch 
in  Baltimore,  which  we  have  been  struggling  to  keep  on  its 
feet,  and  through  my  efforts  or  non-efforts  as  Chairman  of 
its  Executive  Committee  came  near  going  under ;  I  hope  no 
such  fate  is  staring  the  ^Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association 
in  the  face,  and  I  promise  my  best  efforts,  and  with  the  efficient 
gentlemen  on  the  committee,  who  have  had  much  experience, 
I  am  sure  the  Association  will  go  right  ahead  as  usual. 

Thank  you  vtry  much.  (Applause.) 

TREASE'RER:  Mr.  Chairman,  we  would  like  to  hear 
from  our  ex-President,  Mr.  Bunting.  (Applause.) 

i\Ir  .BUNTING:  When  I  took  my  seat  there  in  the  win¬ 
dow  I  thought  my  troubles  were  ended,  and  it  was  only  a 
moment  ago  that  I  realized  I  was  on  this  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  that  I  was  in  for  it  again.  But  I  want  to  take  this 
occasion  to  thank  you  for  the  co-operation  that  you  have  given 
me  during  the  year,  and  which  was  consummated  in  the  beauti¬ 
ful  bouquet  last  night.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  look  back 
upon  this  occasion,  and  to  realize  that  this  year  has  been  the 
best  in  the  history  of  the  Association  as  I  believe.  We  have 
not  been  able  to  change  any  loaves  into  fishes,  but  chemistr}' 
is  not  through  experimenting,  and  in  the  meantime  we  have 
pulled  off  some  few  stunts  almost  as  remarkable.  We  have 
converted  petty  jealousies  into  good  fellowship,  as  was  evi¬ 
denced  last  night  and  today.  I  thank  you,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men,  for  your  co-operation.  (Applause.) 

CHAIRiMAN :  We  will  be  pleased  to  hear  from  ]\Ir. 
Charles  ]\Ieyer  of  the  Executive  Committee.  (Applause). 

i\Ir.  ]\IEYER :  Mr.  Chairman,  ladies  and  gentlemen :  I 
don’t  want  to  take  up  any  of  your  time — 


iXIr.  THOiMAS :  Thank  you,  very  much. 
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Mr.  ]\IEYER;  I  am  afraid  you  might  tell  me  something 
like  the  man  told  his  friend  who  was  sick.  He  said,  “Well, 
John,  when  you  get  to  Heaven  and  see  my  friends  there,  tell 
them  that  I  am  well  and  getting  along  nicely.”  “Oh,”  said 
John,  “I  don't  expect  to  see  any  of  your  friends  there;  you’d 
better  go  tell  them  yourself” — 

i\Ir.  THOMAS:  You  are  getting  along  fine,  but  don’t 
forget  you  are  not  at  the  YYdgewood,  old  boy. 

}^Ir.  iMEYER:  I  just  want  to  say  I  have  enjoyed  this 
meeting  immensely,  I  usually  do  enjoy  these  meetings,  and  I 
try  to  use  every  effort  I  can  to  help  the  others  who  are  here 
to  enjoy  it.  As  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  I  will 
be  in  a  position  next  year  to  do  more  in  this  direction  than 
I  have  been  able  to  do  this  year.  (Applause.) 

i\Ir.  iMcKIXXEY :  Mr.  Chairman,  in  installing  the  offi¬ 
cers  we  have  overlooked  one  very  important  one.  We  have 
not  installed  our  illustrious  Secretary. 

(Applause.) 

SECRETARY :  (After  members  form  a  ring,  in  which 
he  is  the  central  figure,  and  dance  around  him)  You  may  con¬ 
sider  me  duly  installed,  please. 

i\Ir.  President,  having  been  put  through  the  rough  house 
to  the  extent  I  was,  I  have  one  very  dear  friend  I  would  like 
to  have  the  same  experience :  I  ask  you  to  appoint  all  the 
young  ladies  present  as  an  escort  to  i\Ir.  W.  L.  Pierce  and  hear 
from  him. 

(The  ladies  did  as  suggested.) 

i\Ir.  PIERCE :  Ladies  and  gentlemen — I  haven’t  a  word 
to  say — ordinarily  I  might,  but  you  have  taken  me  unaware 
this  morning. 

Mr.  THOMAS:  You  represent  the  Auxiliary;  all  those 
young  ladies  got  you  confused. 
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Mr.  PIERCE:  Mlio’s  who  on  this  floor,  you  or  me? 

Xow,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  will  try  to  get  my  bearings. 

The  Auxiliary  thought  they  would  have  only  five  or  six 
members  and  elected  me  Treasurer.  I  don’t  suppose  they 
would  have  elected  me  Treasurer  if  they  had  known  that  the 
first  year  they  would  have  35  members;  next  year  we  are 
going  to  have  about  seventy.  But,  fellows,  the  Auxiliary  is 
moving  along  finely,  everything  is  harmonious,  Catlin,  Duvall 
and  myself  working  the  whole  thing ;  you  can’t  keep  us  down. 
AT  call  a  meeting  of  the  Auxiliar*}’  and  Catlin,  Duvall  and 
myself  are  usually  there  and  we  conduct  the  affairs  and  sub¬ 
mit  them  over  the  telephone  to  one  other  fellow,  and  if  he

time  to  wait  for  the  others.  Whatever  criticism  you  have  to 
make,  make  it  to  us  three,  this  year,  at  least. 

I  do  want  to  thank  the  Association  for  their  co-operation 
with  the  Auxiliary,  because  they  have  helped  us  and  I  will  say 
as  they  say  down  where  I  came  from :  Glad  to  see  you,  hope 
you  had  a  good  time;  come  again.  (Applause.) 

CHAIRMAN :  Now  we  want  to  hear  from  Mr.  Catlin. 

Mr.  CATLIN :  I  can’t  add  much,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
to  what  ^Ir.  Pierce  has  already  said,  except  to  tell  you  a  little 
story  I  happened  to  read  the  other  day  of  an  Irishman  wlio 
had  been  brought  into  the  prison  camp,  and  he  was  asked  by 
the  head  nurse  what  he  would  do  in  case  a  wounded  soldier 
was  brought  in  and  there  was  nothing  there  but  just  a  fev' 
first  aids  to  relieve  his  sufferings.  Pat  said,  “AVhy,  t  would 
give  him  a  drink.”  The  nurse  said,  “But  suppose  we  did  not 
have  any  drinking  around  here,  then  what  would  you  do?” 
He  replied,  “Well,  then,  I  would  promise  him  one.” 

AT  hope  you  have  all  enjoyed  this  meeting;  we  are  going 
to  try  to  do  better  next  year,  and  while  we  have  made  a  few 
mistakes,  and  while  we  have  a  few  shortcomings,  we  ask  you 
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to  overlook  those  and  come  back  with  us  another  year  and 
bring  someone  else  with  you,  and  we  will  certainly  go  the  limit 
to  show  you  as  good  a  time  as  we  possibly  can.  We  certainly 
thank  you.  (Applause.) 

CHAIRIMAN :  Now,  let  us  hear  from  Mr.  Duvall,  the 
other  member  of  the  committee. 

Air.  DUVALL:  Friends,  speaking  seriously  and  hon¬ 
estly,  I  am  very  fond  of  the  xLssociation,  and  I  love  all  its 
members  and  have  done  so  ever  since  the  first  time  I  became 
a  member  of  the  Association.  I  hope  I  have  always  done  my 
part  to  help  to  entertain  the  members  the  best  I  could,  and  the 
committee  this  year  have  enjoyed  doing  all  we  could  to  make 
your  trip  a  happy  one. 

Glad  to  be  with  you  again.  (Applause.) 

CHAIRAIAN :  We  would  like  to  hear  from  Mr.  Wendel. 

Air.  WENDEL:  Air.  President,  ladies  and  gentlemen: 
I  was  rather  surprised  that  you  called  on  me,  as  I  am  a  back 
number  now. 

As  far  as  my  efforts  and  work  last  year  are  concerned, 
as  chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  it  was  all  done  with 
the  very  best  good  will  and  good  wishes  for  the  success  of  this 
meeting,  which  I  am  sure  everyone  will  agree  has  been  one  of 
the  most  successful  we  have  ever  had.  Thank  you.  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

Air.  BUNTING:  Gentlemen,  I  move  that  the  Secretary 
be  instructed  to  write  each  firm  that  contributed  in  any  way 
to  the  success  of  the  meeting  a  letter  of  thanks. 

(Alotion  was  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Air.  STRASBURGER:  It  was  suggtested  a  while  ago 
that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  Doctor  Caspari  for 
the  time  and  trouble  he  took  to  come  here  and  make  an  address 
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to  us,  and  I  move  you,  sir,  that  this  Association  give  this  rising 
vote  of  thanks,  and  that  he  be  notified  of  the  same  by  the  Sec¬ 
retary. 

(i\Iotion  seconded  and  rising  vote  had.) 

CHAIRMAN  (addressing  Mr.  Bond,  who  appeared  in 
the  doorway)  :  I  want  to  extend  the  thanks  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  to  you,  Mr.  Bond,  for  your  interest  in  our  meeting. 

SECRETAR  Y :  We  should  include  Mrs.  Bond  and  the 
baby. 

]\Ir.  BOND :  I  want  to  thank  you  for  both  Mrs.  Bond 
and  the  baby.  I  appreciate  your  coming  back  here  this  year 
very  much,  and  would  be  glad  to  have  you  next  year.  I  told 
Air.  Pierce  there  was  going  to  be  no  speechmaking,  so  that  is 
about  all  I  can  say. 

Air.  WILLIAAISON  :  Air.  President,  I  want  to  make  a 
motion  that  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be  extended  to  Aliss  Torsch 
for  the  very  competent  manner  in  which  she  recorded  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  last  meeting,  and  the  apparently  competent 
manner  in  which  she  has  reported  the  proceedings  of  this  meet¬ 
ing. 


(Alotion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Aliss  PATTERSON :  Air.  Chairman,  since  the  gentle¬ 
men  of  the  Entertainment  Committee  have  been  untiring  in 
their  efforts  to  make  the  ladies  happy,  I  would  like  to  have 
the  honor  of  suggesting  that  the  Entertainment  Committee  be 
given  a  rising  vote  of  thanks. 

(A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  the  Entertainment 
Committee  in  accordance  with  the  suggestion  of  Aliss  Patter¬ 
son.) 
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Mr.  THOMAS :  I  think  there  is  one  thing  v/e  have  over¬ 
looked,  and  that  is,  I  think  our  worthy  Secretary  should  write 
to  the  press  and  thank  them  for  the  fine  notices  we  have  re¬ 
ceived,  as  usual.  I  therefore,  IMr.  President,  make  that  motion. 

(Motion  seconded,  put  to  vote  and  carried.) 

Mr.  THOiMAS :  If  there  is  no  further  business  before 
-  the  meeting  I  move  the  Association  adjourn  sine  die,  subject 
to  the  call  of  the  President. 

(Thereupon  at  12:15  o’clock  p.  m.  the  Association  ad¬ 
journed  sine  die.)

Wednesday,  June  28,  1916,  7  :30  P.  ]\I. 

TOASTMASTER  (Mr.  W.  L.  PIERCE)  :  Ladies  and 
gentlemen,  I  am  requested  to  announce  first  that  those  who 
have  received  railroad  tickets  and  have  not  settled  for  them, 
please  see  i\Ir.  Catlin  either  tonight  or  in  the  morning  before 
you  leave. 

XoAv,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  I  assure  you  that  I  considered 
it  a  compliment  that  I  was  asked  by  the  Committee  to  preside 
at  this  delightful  meeting:  when  I  was  informed  as  to  why  I 
was  asked  I  felt  but  slightly  flattered.  I  learned  I  was  asked 
to  preside  because  they  knew  I  could  not  speak  myself  and  I 
would  not  take  up  the  time  talking  as  the  toastmaster  usually 
does.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 

I  want  to  say  that  I  am  sorry  we  haven’t  time  to  call  on 
at  least  five-fifths  of  all  here  tonight,  but  there  are  other  things 
to  be  done  before  we  dance;  after  the  speaking  the  prizes  are 
to  be  delivered  for  the  entire  week’s  winnings  (applause),  and 
the  speakers  are  requested  on  the  menu,  as  you  will  notice — 
and  I  am  going  to  beg  of  them  to  do  it — to  please  confine  their 
speeches  to  five  minutes.  (Applause.)  Xow  it  is  my  pleasure 
to  ask  our  \'ice-President.  i\Ir.

(Applause.) 

i\Ir.  HOD  SOX :  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  certainly  very 
much  gratified  at  the  way  I  was  received  on  arriving  here  yes¬ 
terday.  i\Iy  friends  Pierce  and  Williamson  told  me  that  if  I 
would  come  up  they  would  have  that  part  attended  to,  and  , 
when  we  arrived  it  was  attended  to ;  the  heavens  were  making 
all  kinds  of  noises  and  all  kinds  of  illuminations,  and  just  after 
we  arrived  in  the  hotel  the  heavens  commenced  to  weep. 
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As  I  am  limited  in  the  length  of  my  speech  I  will  simply 
say  that  I  feel  very  grateful  to  the  committee  that  put  me  in 
nomination  here  today,  and  also  to  those  who  elected  me  by 
their  unanimous  vote — I  think  it  was  made  unanimous.

It  is  my  pleasure  to  call  on  our  friend,  Mr.  Robinson,  of 
the  H.  B.  Gilpin  Company,  who  arrived  late  this  afternoon. 

(Applause.) 

Mr.  ROBINSON:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men  :  I  have  been  wondering  at  Mr.  Pierce’s  remark  to  me 
a  few  minutes  ago,  and  his  introductory  address  just  explains 
it.  When  I  asked  him  what  I  was  to  talk  about,  he  said.  About 
nothing,  and  I  could  not  understand  how  a  gentlemen  like  Mr. 
Pierce  would  knock  at  one  of  his  best  friends  in  that  way 
until  I  heard  what  he  said ;  he  is  simply  paying  me  back  for 
the  way  he  was  knocked.  I  want  to  assure  him,  however,  I 
will  take  the  hint  and  not  talk  over  five  minutes,  and  I  will  not 
tell  any  jokes.  I  undertook  to  tell  a  joke  once  in  my  lifetime, 
and  Mrs.  Robinson  waited  until  the  meeting  was  over  and  we 
had  started  home,  and  then  she  said,  “That  was  the  first  time 
you  ever  dried  to  tell  a  joke,  and  please  let  it  be  the  last.”

TOASTAIASTER :  That  is  really  the  best  speech  I  have 
heard  tonight.  Now,  I  don’t  believe  any  of  us  would  feel  we 
had  had  our  full  share  of  the  convention  without  hearing  from 
our  friend,  Mr.  John  B.  Thomas. 

(Applause.) 

Mr.  THOMAS:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and 
honored  guests :  It  gives  me  great  pleasure,  indeed,  to  be  with 
you.  I  have  been  here  all  the  week,  and  have  tried  to  get  in 
a  few  scraps  occasionally-;  sometimes  I  got  whipped ;  some¬ 
times  I  came  out  all  right.  However,  it  was  all  done  in  the 
most  friendly  spirit  and  from  one  motive  only,  and  that  is,  the 
betterment  of  the  Association.

and  when  the  axe  was  helved  he  then  promptly  jumped  into 
the  big  oak  and  cut  it  down.  I  want  to  say  to  Mr.  Robinson 
that  any  laws,  national  or  local,  that  affect  the  wholesaler, 
manufacturer  or  the  retail  pharmacist  affect  all  alike.  There¬ 
fore  I  think  that  our  motto  should  be  that  of  the  three  guards¬ 
men,  “One  for  all  and  all  for  one.” 

I  really  did  not  mean  to  be  so  serious  in  this  matter,  and  I 
will  get  off  this  strain. 

I  have  only  five  minutes  to  talk,  as  Mr.  Pierce  has  said, 
but  I  cannot  refrain  from  saying  something  about  the  Auxil¬ 
iary  Committee.  The  three  leaders  of  this  Auxiliary  Com¬ 
mittee,  as  I  understand  it,  are  Mr.  Pierce,  Mr.  Catlin  and  Mr. 
Duvall,  and  they  and  their  associates  have  done  wonders  for 
our  enjoyment  and  pleasure  and  to  make  this  meeting  one  of 
the  grandest  successes  the  Association  has  ever  had.  They 
have  been  untiring  in  their  efforts,  and  really  at  a  great  sacri¬ 
fice  to  themselves,  physically  and  mentally.  I  use  that  word 
“mentally”  with  a  great  deal  .of  deference,  because - 

]\Ir.  CATLIN:  What  do  you  mean?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  THOMAS  :  I  mean  everything  that  is  good,  Catlin ; 
nothing  that  is  bad,  and  if  I  had  my  way  I  would  elect  the  trio 
permanent  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Committee. 

A  MEMBER :  I  second  the  motion. 

( Applause. ) 
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Mr.  THO^IAS :  I  would  like  to  suggest  to  the  Auxiliary 
Comiuittee  that  while  this  is  the  most  charming  and  delightful 
spot  in  all  the  State  of  ^Maryland — naturally  I  would  think  so. 
it  is  my  native  heath,  I  was  born  in  this  county,  I  won’t  say 
how  many  years  ago — if  they  could  charter  a  boat  for  the  next 
meeting,  it  would  not  be  more  expensive  than  coming  here  or 
going  to  Ocean  City,  and  would  be  an  innovation ;  we  could 
cruise  up  and  down  the  Chesapeake  Bay,  stop  at  Betterton, 
Annapolis,  run  down  to  Old  Point  and  the  Capes  or  Norfolk; 
or  we  could  go  up  the  Rappahannock  or  up  the  Potomac  to 
Washington,  pass  ]Mount  Vernon  and  Arlington ;  or  visit 
places  up  the  James  River,  and  that  would  carry  us  back  to 
Pocahontas  and  Captain  John  Smith.  ]\Ir.  Toastmaster,  are 
my  five  minutes  up  yet? 

TOASTMASTER:  Pretty  near  it;  you  are  doing  fine. 
(  Laughter. ) 

]\Ir.  THOiMAS :  So  I  simply  throw  that  out  as  a  sugges¬ 
tion.  I  think  it  would  be  ver\'  enjoyable,  and  we,  of  course, 
could  have  representatives  from  other  associations  with  us. 
We  could  take  our  music  along;  we  would  have  to  have  a 
steamer,  of  course,  with  berths  and  all  arrangements  for  pass¬ 
ing  the  nights  aboard.  And  let  us  take  our  wives  and  sweet¬ 
hearts  with  us.  That  is  only  a  suggestion  I  would  like  to 
throw  out  to  the  Auxiliary  Committee  to  think  over  with  re¬ 
gard  to  our  meeting  next  year. 

Thank  you,  very  much.  (Applause.) 

TOASTIMASTER :  I  just  want  to  take  this  occasion  to 
reinstate  a  few  men  ]\Ir.  Thomas  has  unclassed  in  his  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Auxiliar>\  He  said  that  Catlin  and  Duvall  tie  for 
the  first  place,  Pierce  and  the  balance  of  the  committee  have 
a  close  run  for  the  second  and  third.  The  fact  is  it  is  Duvall 
and  Catlin  tying  for  the  first  place  and  Pierce  and  the  bal¬ 
ance  of  the  Auxiliary  running  for  whatever  else  is  coming ;  and 
as  for  chartering  a  boat,  it  may  be  possible  we  can  buy  up  a 
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lot  of  old,  worn-out  war  vessels  in  a  year  from  now. 

Now,  it  is  always  understood  that  the  Association  would 
not  amount  to  a  hill  of  beans  without  the  ladies,  and  while  I  am 
sure  every  lady  here  could  speak,  I  am  going  to  ask  one  who 
has  been  considered  the  dean  of  the  lady  attendants  ever  since 
I  can  remember,  Mrs.  Henry. 

(Applause.) 

Mrs.  HENRY  :  Mr.  Toastmaster,  ladies  and  gentlemen  :  Of 
course  you  all  know  I  am  awfully  embarrassed  at  being  called 
on  tonight;  I  didn’t  want  to  come,  and  want  to  go  home  and 
all  that  sort  of  thing,  but  since  I  am  here  I  want  to  tell  a  little 
story  :  A  friend  of  mine  had  a  washwoman  she  had  had  twelve 
or  fifteen  years.  She  had  never  disappointed  her,  but  one 
morning  when  she  expected  Susan,  Susan  did  not  show  up  but 
sent  her  little  girl,  who  went  by  the  name  of  Mary.  My  friend 
said  to  her,  “Why,  where’s  your  mother?”  “Oh,  Miss  Julia,” 
she  answered,  “she’s  mighty  sick  dis  mawnin’,  jus’  as  sick  as 
she  kin  be.”  “Why,”  said  my  friend,  “I  am  awfully  sorry ; 
what  is  the  matter  with  her?”  “She  says  she  has  de  rheu- 
matiz.”  “Has  she  had  a  doctor?’  “Oh,  yes.  Miss  Julia,  she 
had  a  doctor  an’  he  done  give  her  some  medicine.”  “Is  that 
so?  What  did  he  give  her ?”  “Well,  it  was  whiskey.”  “Whis¬ 
key  !  I  never  heard  that  whiskey  was  good  for  rheumatism.” 
“Oh,  yes,  dat’s  all  right.  Miss  Julia ;  she  always  salutes  it  befo’ 
she  takes  it.”  I  am  sure  she  meant,  of  course,  diluting  it. 

We  have  none  of  us  had  any  of  our  pleasures  diluted  at 
diis  meeting.  I  think  every  one  has  had  the  happiest  and  most 
pleasant  time  for  many  years.  I  know  it  is  one  of  the  most 
pleasant  meetings  I  have  attended,  and  on  this  occasion,  on 
behalf  of  the  ladies,  I  want  to  present  three  little  gifts  here, 
provided  by  the  ladies  for  the  Committee  ;  one  is  for  one  of 
the  “ties,”  Mr.  Catlin  (handing  package  to  Mr.  Catlin)  ;  the 
other  is  for  the  other  “tie,”  Mr.  Duvall  (handing  package  to 
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Mr.  Duvall),  and  the  other  is  for  our  friend,  Mr.  Pierce  (hand¬ 
ing  package  to  Mr.  Pierce).  (Applause.) 

They  say  the  ladies  cannot  keep  a  secret.  I  am  very  sure 
that  not  one  of  these  three  gentlemen  knew  anything  about 
this  little  secret ;  j\Ir.  Catlin  rode  all  the  way  on  the  straw  with 
us  to  iNIiddletown  and  back,  and  knew  nothing  whatever  about 

it. 

\\T  wish  to  thank  you,  one  and  all,  for  the  very  pleasant 
time  you  have  afforded  us,  and  we  hope  next  year  every  one 
here  will  come  again  and  bring  their  grandmothers!  (Ap¬ 
plause.) 

TOASTiMASTER ;  Up  to  this  time,  ladies  and  gentle¬ 
men.  that  is  the  best  speech  that  has  been  made. 

I — being  the  most  timid  of  the  three — seem  to  be  the  one 
you  pick  out  for  any  speechmaking  to  be  done.  In  acknowl¬ 
edging  these  gifts,  whatever  they  may  be — I  know  they  are 
fine  or  else  they  would  not  be  in  small  packages — I  will  thank 
you  and  whoever  else  is  responsible  for  them.  Catlin  and 
Duvall  will  make  their  speeches  later. 

Now,  there  is  another  gentleman  present — well,  there  is 
no  use  saying  anything  about  him.  Lee  Williamson ! 

(Applause.) 

Mr.  WILLIAMSON :  I  hope  you  won’t  consume  any  of 
my  five  minutes  by  joking  me.  Mr.  Toastmaster  and  IMr. 
President  and  guests  and  ladies  and  gentlemen  of  the  Pharma¬ 
ceutical  Association :  This  invitation  of  your  Toastmaster  to 
speak  tonight  is  most  unexpected  (laughter) — and  Mr.  Thomas 
laughed ! 

I  did  not  know  a  thing  in  the  world  about  it  until  yester¬ 
day  morning,  and  having  had  that  much  time,  had  I  the  mental 
ability  and  the  training  of  our  friend  Kelly,  the  wit  of  my 
friend  Fouch,  the  diplomacy  of  my  friend  Thomas,  the  vision 
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of  my  friend  Charley  Meyer,  and  that  beautiful,  musical  voice 
of  my  friend  Pierce,  I  could,  I  am  sure,  move  you  in  one  mo¬ 
ment  to  tears  and  the  next  to  laughter.  But,  however,  as  this 
is  a  limited  speech,  only  five  minutes,  I  will  have  to  desist 
from  using  any  of  those  eloquent  flights  of  the  orator.  There 
is  one  thing  I  would  wish  to  have  above  all,  and  that  would  be 
that  political  acumen  of  that  Eastern  Shore  politician,  Pow¬ 
ell.  Were  I  possessed  of  all  that  I  could  dispense  with  the 
mental  ability,  the  musical  voice,  the  oratory,  and  still  have 
you  at  my  feet,  because,  as  Mr.  Powell  said  today,  everybody 
from  the  Eastern  Shore  is  all  right,  it  doesn’t  matter  whom 
you  select. 

I  am  not  going  to  tell  you  tonight  about  the  beautiful 
scenery,  about  Braddock  Heights,  the  lovely  handiwork  of 
Nature ;  I  will  not  try  to  duplicate,  but  only  refer  to  past  per¬ 
formances.  I  am  not  surprised  that  when  Mr.  Thomas  came 
up  here,  as  he  started  to  say,  the  first  person  he  saw  was  St. 
Peter,  he  meant  Pierce,  and  then  corrected  himself ;  it  was 
right  along  with  ]\Ir.  Hodson’s  work  looking  after  those  that 
have  passed  on ;  they  work  as  a  sort  of  team  proposition,  Mr. 
Thomas  trying  to  stand  in  with  St.  Peter  and  Mr.  Hobson  tell¬ 
ing  you  where  they  have  gone. 

This  meeting  this  year,  to  get  back,  has  produced  a  great 
many  things  that  have  been  desirable.  We  have  gotten  all 
sorts  of  souvenirs,  from  Coca-Cola  lead  pencils  to  American 
flags ;  in  addition  to  that  it  has  brought  us  to  know  that  there 
is  one  woman  in  the  world  who  had  one  washwoman  for 
fifteen  years.  (Laughter  and  applause.)  There  isn’t  a  woman 
in  this  room  but  what  believes  that — that  is,  any  woman  who 
doesn’t  do  her  own  washing.  Then,  another  thing :  We  have 
discovered  tonight  that  many  of  the  guests  here  have  wonder¬ 
ful  voices,  for  when  Mr.  Thomas  came  down  to  the  head 
musician  and  asked  him  to  play  something  from  that  modern 
comic  opera,  “Aunt  Dinah’s  Quilting  Party,”  something  that 
would  make  him  think  of  his  boyhood  days,  and  when  Mrs. 
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^leredith  and  Mrs.  Aluth  started  to  weep,  there  was  nothing 
else  to  do,  we  all  fell  in  line ;  some  folks  said,  “My,  this  table 
is  disreputable,  while  at  that  one  over  there  they  are  behaving 
like  a  lot  of  ladies  and  gentlemen.”  The  head  table  had  to 
behave.  You  know  up  there  with  the  invited  guests  and  the 
speakers  and  the  Toastmaster,  they  felt  they  had  the  dignity 
of  the  Association  to  carry  on  their  shoulders. 

But  this  has  been  a  very  enjoyable  meeting,  ladies  and 
gentlemen.  ]\Ir.  Thomas  and  I  have  had  a  great  time.  Jimmy 
Hancock  and  I  have  had  a  good  time.  Jimmy’s  gone  home. 
I  wish  he  were  here ;  I  would  still  tell  him  how  much  I  think 
of  him.  Bunting  has  had  a  burden  lifted  off  his  shoulders. 
He  has  left  that  job  to  Hughes  and  Wilson  and  Roosevelt  and 
has  gotten  out  of  it.  We  have  all  had  a  good  time — ridden 
on  the  straw  wagon — I  don’t  know  what  was  the  object  to  the 
ladies.  I  have  an  idea  what  it  was  for  the  men.  (Laughter 
and  applause.)  I  want  to  say  in  concluding  this  academic,, 
well-prepared  speech,  God  bless  the  ladies,  and  I  hope  to  be 
here  next  time.  Thank  you.  (Applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  Well,  now,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
you  can  appreciate  why  your  Toastmaster  called  on  that  fellow. 
If  I  didn’t  have  any  more  hair  on  my  head  than  he  has,  I 
would  shave  what  he  has  off.  (Laughter  and  applause.) 

Anyway,  he’s  all  right.  Now,  to  make  this  thing  short, 
as  we  started  out  to  do,  I  must  be  short.  The  next  gentleman 
I  shall  call  upon  is  a  representative  of  the  press  from  Freder¬ 
ick,  and  also  one  of  our  lawmakers  at  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  Mr.  Delaplaine. 

(Applause.) 

Mr.  DELAPLAINE:  Mr.  Toastmaster,  members  of  the 
State  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  ^Maryland,  and  guests :  I 
am  sorry  to  say  that  I  did  not  prepare  a  speech  like  Doctor 
Williamson,  nor  am  I  a  member  of  your  profession ;  therefore 
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inasmuch  as  I  am  in  favor  of  preparedness  I  feel  that  I  am  in 
an  awkward  position.  When  President  Wilson  spoke  before 
the  National  Peace  League  he  began  by  saying  he  was  both 
glad  and  sorry  to  be  present;  glad  because  he  had  been  so 
often  with  the  members  of  the  organization  and  had  learned 
to  know  and  to  like  them,  but  sorry  because  he  had  to  make  a 
speech.  In  my  case,  however,  tonight  I  do  not  have  in  mind 
any  intention  to  make  an  after-dinner  speech.  I  merely  want 
to  thank  you  for  your  invitation. 

Speaking  of  after-dinner  speeches  reminds  me  of  the  time 
Mr.  Depew,  of  New  York,  was  traveling  about  in  a  gallery  in 
New  York  City;  he  was  with  a  party  of  friends,  and  one  of 
the  ladies  who  appeared  to  be  rather  inquisitive — I  suppose  all 
ladies  are  inquisitive — asked  Mr.  Depew  why  it  was  that 
Daniel  (they  were  looking  at  a  picture  of  Daniel  in  the  lions" 
den)  in  the  midst  of  such  great  danger  should  appear  to  be  so 
serene  and  calm.  “Well,"’  the  former  United  States  Senator 
from  the  State  of  New  York  replied,  “I  suppose  Daniel  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  so  calm  and  happy  because  he  knows  for  a  cer¬ 
tainty  that  when  the  banquet  is  over  he  will  not  called  upon 
for  an  after-dinner  speech.” 

Before  I  conclude  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words  in  re¬ 
gard  to  the  personnel  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  the 
right  of  the  pharmacists  of  our  State  to  have  representation 
upon  the  Board  of  Health  of  Maryland.  (Applause.) 

At  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  of  Maryland  there 
was  not  any  bill  presented,  so  far  as  I  can  recall,  introduced 
for  the  welfare  of  the  druggists  of  this  State,  at  least  in  the 
House  Judicary  Committee,  of  which  I  was  a  member;  there 
was  no  bill  introduced  on  behalf  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  or  ' 
on  behalf  of  the  State  Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Mar}'- 
land ;  and  I  know  of  none  that  was  introduced  in  the  State 
Senate.  I  remember  last  year  a  suggestion  was  made  that  a 
bill  be  introduced  in  1916  repealing  the  Act  of  1910  in  order 
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that  we  might  harmonize  the  State  Anti-Narcotic  Law  with 
the  Harrison  Law,  and  then,  too,  several  bills  were  suggested 
last  year,  I  remember,  by  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy,  one 
particularly  to  give  representation  on  the  State  Board  of 
Health  to  the  pharmacists  of  ^Maryland.  A  great  many  mem¬ 
bers,  I  believe,  were  under  the  impression  that  it  was  optional 
with  the  Governor  and  he  had  the  right  to  place  a  druggist 
upon  the  Maryland  State  Board  of  Health.  This  could  only 
be  done  by  a  bill  in  the  Legislature ;  as  I  recall,  the  Board  of 
Health  of  this  State  was  established  about  forty  years  ago ;  the 
Pharmaceutical  Association  of  Maryland  is  less  than  forty 
years  old,  and  consequenly  this  Association  cannot  be  blamed 
for  the  lack  of  representatioon,  but  I  do  believe,  in  concluding, 
that  the  pharmacists,  through  their  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  which  is  a  very  live  organization,  ought  to  take  steps  to 
remedy  this  condition.  I  believe  you  ought  to  have  the  services 
of  one  or  more  attorneys  to  see  that  your  bills  are  properly 
framed  before  they  are  presented  for  passage  in  the  Legisla¬ 
ture.  Of  course,  in  Maryland  we  do  not  have  a  session  until 
1918,  but  it  is  not  wise,  as  you  all  know,  to  postpone.  I  can 
assure  you  that  after  having  the  delightful  times  that  I  have 
had  with  your  organization  that  I  would  be  only  too  glad  to 
help  you  in  any  way  that  I  could.  Doctor  Thomas  states  that 
it  is  probable  that  you  may  not  return  to  Braddock  Heights 
next  year.  Of  course  I  am  sorry  to  hear  that,  but  I  hope  the 
time  will  come  when  I  may  be  able  to  be  with  you  again.  I 
therefore  thank  you  for  your  kind  invitation.  (Applause.) 

TOASTMASTER:  I  knew  that  fellow  would  have 
something  interesting  to  tell  you.  Representing  the  press  is  a 
very  small  line  with  him,  though  he  is  one  of  the  best  in  that 
line.  I  want  to  introduce  now  Air.  Alger. 

(Air.  Alger  entertained  the  guests  with  a  recitation  in 
which  he  gave  various  imitations. 


(Aplause.) ) 
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TOASTjNI ASTER :  I  want  to  thank  Mr.  Alger  for  this 
entertainment.  I  want  also  to  thank  all  of  the  speakers  for 
adhering  so  strictly  to  the  time  limit,  and  to  say  that  the  official 
photograph  is  being  passed  around,  and  anyone  who  wishes  a 
copy  will  please  leave  their  address  and  50  cents  with  j\Ir. 
Catlin,  ]\Ir.  Duvall  or  myself. 

Mr.  Catlin  asks  everybody  to  please  remain  in  their  seats 
now  until  the  prizes  are  awarded,  as  it  will  facilitate  matters 
a  great  deal. 

(Prizes  were  then  awarded,  after  which  the  dancing 
began.)

Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  That  we,  M.  L.  B^-ers,  Da\'id 
M.  R.  Culbreth,  Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  INI.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger, 
Samuel  Mansfield,  J.  Charles  Smith,  Columbus  V.  Emieh,  Albion  J. 
Corning,  John  J.  Thomsen,  D.  C,  Aughinbaugh,  Edwin  Eareckson,  Wil¬ 
liam  Simon  and  J.  Walter  Hodges,  being  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
and  a  majoriG-  of  whom  are  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  do 
hereby  certify  that  we  do,  under  and  by  \drtue  of  the  General  Laws  of 
this  State,  authorizing  the  formation  of  corporations,  hereby  form  a 
corporation  under  the  name  of  “The  Marjdand  State  Pharmaceutical 
Association  of  Baltimore  City.”  ' 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  said  corporation,  so  formed  is  a 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  bringing  together  the  reputable  Phar¬ 
macists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they  may  by  thor¬ 
ough  organization  and  united  effort  advance  the  science  of  Pharmac}’, 
promote  scientific  research,  and  in  the  interest  of  the  public  strive  to 
have  enacted  just,  stringent  laws,  to  prevent  the  adulteration  of  food 
and  medicines,  and  to  confine  the  compounding  and  sale  of  medicines 
to  regularly  educated  Pharmacists ;  that  the  term  of  existence  of  said 
corporation  is  limited  to  forty  years ;  and  that  the  said  corporation  is 
formed  upon  the  articles,  conditions  and  provisions  herein  expressed, 
and  subject  in  all  particulars  to  the  limitations  relating  to  corporations, 
which  are  contained  in  the  General  Laws  of  this  State. 

We  do  further  certify,  that  the  operations  of  said  corporation  are 
to  be  carried  on  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  that  the  principal  office 
of  the  said  corporation  will  be  located  in  Baltimore  City, 

We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  has  no  capital  stock. 
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We  do  further  certify  that  the  said  corporation  will  be  managed 
by  the  officers,  and  that  the  said  M.  L.  Byers,  David  M.  R.  Culbreth, 
Joseph  B.  Garrott,  E.  M.  Foreman,  John  W.  Geiger,  Samuel  Mansfield, 
J.  Charles  Smith  and  Columbus  V.  Emich  are  the  names  of  the  officers 
who  will  manage  the  concerns  of  the  said  corporation  for  the  first  year.

A  Code  of  Ethics 


For  the  guidance  of  members  of  this  Association  and  all  pharma¬ 
cists  of  the  State  who  may  wish  to  follow  the  higher  practice  of  their 
profession. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist  Himseef. 

First — He  should,  by  study,  experimentation,  investigation  and 
practice,  thoroughly  qualify  himself  to  fully  meet  and  competently 
transact  the  daily  requirements  of  his  vocation. 

Second — He  should  possess  a  good  moral  character  and  should 
not  be  addicted  to  the  improper  use  of  narcotic  drugs  nor  the  excessive 
use  of  alcoholic  stimulants. 

Third — He  should  constantly  endeavor  to  enlarge  his  store  of 
knowledge  ;  he  should,  as  far  as  possible,  read  current  pharmaceutical 
literature ;  he  should  encourage  all  such  pharmaceutical  organizations 
as  seem  to  be  helpful  to  the  profession,  and  so  deport  himself  as  not  to 
detract  from  the  dignity  and  honor  of  the  calling  this  Association, 
especially  is  trying  to  elevate. 

Fourth — He  should  accept  the  standards  and  requirements  of  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  and  the  National  Formulary  for  the 
articles  of  Materia  Medica  and  the  preparations  recognized  by  these 
publications,  and,  as  far  as  possible,  should  promote  the  use  of  these 
and  discourage  the  use  of  proprietaries  and  nostrums. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  those 
From  Whom  He  Makes  Purchases 

First — He  should  deal  fairly  with  these;  all  goods  received  in 
error  or  excess,  and  all  undercharges,  should  be  as  promptly  reported 
as  are  shortages  and  overcharges.  Containers  not  charged  for  and  not 
included  in  the  charge  for  contents  should  be  carefully  returned,  or,  if 
used,  should  be  credited  to  the  party  to  whom  they  belong. 
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Second — He  should  earnestly  strive  to  follow  all  trade  regulations 
and  rules,  promptly  meet  obligations,  closely  follow  all  contracts  and 
agreements,  and  should  not  encourage  or  sanction  any  division  of 
quantity  purchases  not  contemplated  in  the  terms  of  sale. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Reeation  with  His 
Feeeow-Pharmacist. 

First — In  this  relationship  he  should,  especially,  “  do  as  he  would 
be  done  by.  ’  ’  He  should  not  make  any  comment  or  use  any  form  of  ad¬ 
vertisement  that  will  reflect  upon  a  member  of  the  profession,  gen¬ 
erally  or  specifically.  Nor  should  he  do  that  which  will  in  any  way 
discredit  the  standing  of  other  pharmacists  in  the  minds  of  either 
physicians  or  laymen. 

Second — He  should  not  obtain,  surreptitiously,  or  use  the  private 
formulas  of  another,  nor  should  he  imitate  or  use  another’s  prepar¬ 
ations,  labels  or  special  forms  of  advertising. 

Third — He  should  not  fill  orders  or  prescriptions  which  come  to 
him  by  mistake.  Prescription  containers  with  copies  and  labels  of  an¬ 
other  pharmacist  upon  them  may  be  filled  by  him  upon  request,  but  he 
must  invariably  replace  the  labels  with  his  own,  thereby  assuming 
proper  responsibility. 

Fourth — He  should  never  request  a  copy  of  a  prescription  from 
another  pharmacist;  the  owner  of  the  prescription,  being  alone  entitled 
to  a  copy,  is  the  proper  person  to  ask  for  it. 

Fifth — He  may  borrow  merchandise  from  another  pharmacist,  pro¬ 
vided  the  practice  is  reciprocal  and  equally  agreeable  to  both  parties  ; 
but  the  better  form  is  to  pay  a  sum  for  the  desired  article  equal  to  the 
cost  and  half  of  the  profit  to  be  obtained. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Relation  with  Physicians. 

First — He  should  positively  refuse  to  prescribe  for  customers  ex¬ 
cept  in  cases  of  urgent  emergency. 

Second — He  should  not,  under  any  circumstances,  substitute  one 
article  for  another,  or  one  make  of  an  article  for  another,  in  a  physi¬ 
cian’s  prescription,  without  the  physician’s  consent. 
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Third — He  should  refuse  to  re-fill  prescriptions  or  give  copies  of 
them  when  so  instructed  by  the  physician. 

Fourth — He  should  not  place  copies  of  prescriptions  upon  contain¬ 
ers  unless  ordered  to  do  so  by  the  prescriber,  even  though  the  patient 
should  request  it.  Nor  should  he  use  any  word  or  label,  like  “For 
External  Use,”  “  Poison,”  “  Caution  ”  etc.,  without  due  regard  for  the 
wishes  of  the  prescriber,  provided  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  family 
is  not  jeopardized. 

Fifth — Whenever  there  is  a  doubt  as  to  the  correctness  of  the 
physician’s  prescription  or  directions,  he  should  invariably  confer  with 
the  physician  in  order  to  avoid  possible  mistakes  or  unpleasantness ; 
changes  in  prescriptions  should  not  be  made  without  such  conference. 

Sixth — He  should  never  discuss  physician’s  prescriptions  with  cus¬ 
tomers  nor  disclose  to  them  their  composition. 

Respecting  the  Pharmacist’s  Reeation  with  his  Patrons 

First — He  should  seek  to  merit  the  confidence  of  his  customers, 
which,  when  won,  should  be  jealously  guarded  and  never  abused  by 
extortion  or  misrepresentation. 

Second — He  should  supply  products  of  standard  quality  only  to 
patrons,  excepting  when  something  inferior  is  specified  and  paid  for  by 
them. 

Third — He  should  charge  no  more  than  fair,  equitable  prices  for 
merchandise  and  prescriptions ;  the  time  required  for  the  proper 
preparation  of  prescriptions  should  be  duly  considered  and  paid  for. 

Fourth — He  should  hold  the  safety  and  health  of  his  patrons  to  be 
of  first  consideration  ;  he  should  make  no  attempt  to  treat  diseases  nor 
strive  to  sell  nostrums  or  specifics  simply  for  the  sake  of  profit. 

Fifth — He  should  consider  the  reckless  or  continued  sale  of  drugs 
to  habitues  and  the  illicit  sale  of  abortive  medicines  or  poisons  to  be 
practices  unbecoming  a  gentleman,  a  pharmacist  and  a  member  of  this 
Association. 


Constitution  and  By-Laws 


Preamble 


Whereas,  To  promote  progress  and  to  guard  the  well-being  of 
our  profession  within  the  State,  Pharmacists  should  be  thoroughly 
organized,  and 

Whereas,  The  business  relations  existing  between  Pharma¬ 
cists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and  Manufacturing  Druggists  are,  and 
ought  to  be,  of  the  most  intimate  and  confidential  character,  and 

Whereas,  There  exists  great  necessity  for  the  enactment  of 
just,  yet  stringent  laws,  in  the  interest  of  the  public,  to  guard 
against  the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicine  and  to  confine  the 
compounding  and.  dispensing  of  drugs  and  medicines  to  those  who 
are  thoroughly  competent.  Therefore  be  it 

Resolved.  That  we,  the  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Wholesale  and 
Manufacturing  Druggists  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  in  convention 
assembled  do  hereby  organize  ourselves  into  a  permanent  associa¬ 
tion  and  adopt  the  following  Constitution  and  By-Laws: 

Constitution 


Article  I. 

This  Association  shall  be  known  as  the  Maryland  Pharmaceu¬ 
tical  Association. 

Article  II. 

The  object  of  this  Association  is  to  bring  together  the  repu¬ 
table  Pharmacists,  Chemists  and  Druggists  of  the  State,  that  they 
may,  by  thorough  organization  and  united  effort,  advance  the  sci¬ 
ence  of  Pharmacy,  promote  scientific  research  and,  in  the  interest 
of  the  public,  strive  to  have  enacted  just,  yet  stringent  laws  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  adulteration  of  food  and  medicines  and  to  confine  the 
compounding  and  sale  of  medicines  to  regularly  educated  pharma¬ 
cists. 
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Article  III. 

This  Association  shall  consist  of  active,  life  and  honorary 
members. 

Article  IV. 

The  Officers  of  this  Association  shall  consist  of  a  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  a  Treasures,  and  an 
Executive  Committee  of  five  members,  of  this  Committee  three  are  to 
be  elected  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  one  from  Eastern  Shore,  and  one 
from  the  Western  Shore  of  the  State  of  Maryland. 

All  Officers  of  this  Association  except  the  Local  Secretary  shall  be 
elected  annually  by  ballot,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  have  qualified.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President  after  the  place  of  meeting  shall  have  been  selected. 

Article  V. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  must  be 
submitted  in  writing,  and,  after  being  read,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Laws,  and  lie  over  until  the  next  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association,  when,  upon  receiving  an  affirmative  vote  of  three- 
fonrths  of  the  members  present,  it  shall  become  part  of  this  Consti¬ 
tution. 

Article  VI. 

Fifteen  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

By-Laws 


Article  I.  . 

The  President  shall  preside  over  all  meetings  of  this  Associa¬ 
tion;  he  shall  announce  all  business  received  and  submit  all  proper 
motions  to  the  consideration  of  the  Association.  Upon  calling  the 
yeas  and  nays,  and  in  cases  of  equal  division,  he  shall  vote;  upon 
all  other  occasions  he  shall  not  vote.  He  shall  decide  all  questions 
of  order,  subject,  however,  to  an  appeal.  He  shall  appoint  all  com¬ 
mittees,  unless  their  appointment  is  otherwise  ordered  by  the  As¬ 
sociation,  and  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Executive  and 
each  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  present  at  each  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Association  an  address  upon  any  subject  he  may  elect, 
and  shall  make  such  suggestions  as  may  seem  to  him  suitable  to 
promote  the  interests  and  better  carry  out  the  objects  for  which 
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this  Association  has  been  organized.  He  shall  sign  all  certificates 
of  membership,  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer,  and 
authenticate  the  proceedings  by  his  signature. 

Article  II. 

In  the  absence  of  the  President,  or  his  inability  to  act,  his 
duties  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-Presidents  in  their  order  of 
rank. 

Article  III. 

The  Secretary  shall  make  and  keep  correct  minutes  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  and  conduct  all  the  correspondence  of  the  Association. 
He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  and  Secretary  of  the  Executive 
and  each  Standing  Committee.  He  shall  carefully  preserve  on  file  all 
reports,  essays  and  papers  of  every  description,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty,  under  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee,  to  edit,  publish  and 
distribute  the  Proceedings  of  the  Association,  and  shall  be  paid  an 
annual  salary  of  one  hundred  dollars.  The  Local  Secretary  shall 
reside  at  or  near  the  place  of  annual  meeting  and  have  charge  of 
arrangements  for  the  same. 

Article  IV. 

The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  safely  hold  all  dues  and  other 
funds  belonging  to  the  Association,  to  the  order  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  He  shall  report  to  the  Executive  Committee  before  each 
annual  meeting  the  names  of  all  members  who  have  failed  to  pay 
their  dues.  He  shall  at  each  annual  meeting  render  a  statement  of 
his  accounts  to  the  Executive  Committee  for  audit,  and  report  a 
copy  of  same  to  the  Association.  He  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of 
fifty  dollars. 

Article  V. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  charge  of  the  roll;  shall 
investigate  the  claims  of  all  candidates  for  membership,  and  have 
charge  of  all  business  not  otherwise  assigned. 

Article  VI. 

This  Association  shall  hold  its  meetings  annually  at  such  time 
and  place  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  name.  Special  meetings 
shall  be  called  upon  the  written  application  of  ten  members,  direct¬ 
ed  to  the  President;  said  written  applications  before  being  acted 
on  must  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  receive  the 
approval  of  a  majority  of  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and  at  least 
twenty-five  days’  notice  be  given  of  the  time,  place  and  object  of

meeting  in  special  session.  A  semi-annual  meeting  may  be  held  at 
such  place  as  the  President  may  designate,  which  the  officers  and 
chairmen  of  committees,  especially,  shall  attend. 

Article  VII. 

The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  constitute  a  Board  of 
Trustees  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  that  may  be  intrusted 
to  it. 

Article  VIII. 

Eligibility — Active  Members.  Pharmacists,  Chemists,  Whole¬ 
sale  or  Manufacturing  Druggists  of  good  moral  and  professional 
standing  and  their  representatives.  Teachers  of  Botany,  Alateria 
Afedica  or  any  other  science  pertaining  to  Pharmacy  are  eligible  to 
active  membership  and  shall  pay  the  annual  dues. 

Article  IX. 

The  fiscal  year  of  this  Association  shall  begin  June  1  and  end 
May  31.  Annual  dues  of  each  active  member  shall  be  two  dollars, 
except  clerks  in  retail  drug  stores,  whose  dues  shall  be  one  dollar, 
and  shall  be  payable  in  advance  for  the  current  fiscal  year. 

All  applications  for  membership  must  be  handed  to  the  Execu¬ 
tive  Committee  for  investigation,  and  by  them  reported  to  the 
Association.  Election  of  members  shall  be  by  ballot.  Five  black 
balls  shall  defeat  an  election. 

Application  for  membership  ad  interim  may  be  acted  upon  by 
the  Executive  Committee,  and  if  they  receive  an  unanimous  vote, 
shall  be  declared  members  of  the  Association. 

Members  elected  within  three  months  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  will  not  pay  dues  until  the  beginning  of  the  fiscal  year  follow¬ 
ing. 

Aii}^  member  three  years  in  arrears  for  his  annual  dues  shall, 
after  due  notification  from  the  Treasurer;  lose  his  rights  as  a  mem¬ 
ber. 

Any  person  who  has  once  been  a  member  of  the  Association 
desiring  to  renew’  his  membership  may  do  so  by  paying  the  cur¬ 
rent  dues. 
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Article  X. 

Any  person  may  be  expelled  for  cause  by  a  three-fourths  vote 
of  all  the  members  present  at  any  meeting  of  the  Association;  pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  due  notice  has  been  served  upon  the  offending 
member  and  he  has  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his  own  de¬ 
fense. 

Article  XI. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  at  one  time  twenty 
dollars  shall  be  declared  a  life  member,  and  be  forever  after  ex¬ 
empt  from  the  payment  of  annual  dues,  and  be  entitled  to  a  certifi¬ 
cate  of  membership  as  a  life  member. 

Article  XII. 

A  certificate  of  membership  will  be  issued  to  any  member  upon 
the  payment  of  one  dollar. 

Article  XIII. 

All  certificates  of  membership  and  life  membership  shall  be 
signed  by  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Article  XIV. 

Pharmacists,  physicians,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  of 
merit  may  be  elected  honorary  members  of  this  Association,  and  be 
entitled  to  all  privileges  of  the  Association,  excepting  the  right  to 
vote  and  to  hold  office.  They  shall  not  be  required  to  pay  the  an¬ 
nual  dues. 

Article  XV. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  arrange  the  order  of  business 
for  each  annual  meeting  and  shall  furnish  the  Secretary  a  draft  of 
program  at  least  thirty  days  before  the  date  of  such  meeting. 

Article  XVI. 

Three  members  of  the  Association  in  good  standing  shall  be 
elected  by  ballot  at  each  annual  meeting,  from  which  three  mem¬ 
bers  so  elected,  the  Governor  of  the  State  shall  be  requested  to 
appoint  one  as  a  member  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  to 
succeed  the  member  of  the  said  board  whose  term  of  office  shall 
expire  on  the  1st  day  of  May  next  following. 

Article  XVII. 

The  following  Standing  Committees  shall  be  appointed  an¬ 
nually: 
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A  Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  report  annually  upon  adulterations  in 
drugs,  chemicals  and  other  preparations  handled  by  pharmacists. 

A  Committee  on  Adulterations,  consisting  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  carefully  consider  and  report  upon  such 
matters  of  trade  interest  to  pharmacists  as  may  to  them  appear  of 
interest  and  value. 

A  Committee  on  Legislation  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  with  approval  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  to  submit 
to  the  next  Legislature  of  this  State  the  draft  of  such  laws  as  may 
seem  necessary  to  protect  the  public  from  danger  and  loss  result¬ 
ing  from  the  adulteration  of  foods  and  medicines,  and  from  the 
danger  resulting  from  permitting  incompetent  persons  to  com¬ 
pound  and  dispense  medicines.  They  shall  also  be  empowered  to 
bring  before  both  State  and  National  bodies  all  needed  legislation 
pertaining  to  Pharmacy. 

A  Committee  on  Pharmacy,  composed  of  five  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  at  each  annual  meeting  upon 
all  kindred  scientific  progress,  and  to  propound  such  scientific  and 
practical  questions  for  investigation  and  reply  and  such  prescrip¬ 
tion  difficulties  for  discussion  as  may  seem  to  them  proper. 

A  Committee  on  Laws,  composed  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  report  upon  proposed  amendments 
and  alterations  of  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws. 

A  Committee  on  Membership,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall'  be  to  induce  eligible  persons  residing  in  the 
State  of  Maryland  to  become  members  of  the  Association,  and  to 
suggest  means  whereby  the  membership  may  be  increased. 

A  Committee  on  Deceased  Members,  composed  of  three  mem¬ 
bers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  discover  and  report  upon  the  death 
of  members  that  may  occur  during  the  year,  and  to  present  fitting 
memorials  for  publication. 

A  Committee  on  Medical  Societies,  composed  of  five  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  confer  with  Medical  Societies  on  behalf 
of  this  Association,  and  present  such  papers  as  may  be  deemed  de¬ 
sirable  for  the  advancement  of  more  cordial  relations  between 
physicians  and  pharmacists. 
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A  Committee  on  Ethics,  composed  of  three  members,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  consider  and  formulate  such  matters  bearing  on 
the  ethics  of  the  profession  as  may  be  by  them  deemed  desirable. 

A  Committee  on  Entertainment,  composed  of  five  members, 
who  shall  have  charge  of  the  entertainment  features  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association. 

A  Committee  on  Publicity,  composed  of  three  members,  who 
shall  co-operate  with  the  pharmaceutical  and  lay  press,  keep  the 
public  informed  as  to  the  activities  of  this  Association  and  advised 
on  matters  of  general  interest. 

A  Committee  on  New  Remedies,  composed  of  three  members, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  print  and  distribute  to  the  members  a  list 
of  the  principal  new  chemicals  that  have  come  into  general  use 
during  the  year. 

Article  XVIII. 

Section  1  (Authorization).  The  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion  hereby  authorizes  the  organization  of  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  of  the 
Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association  to  be  a  permanent  organization 
to  aid  in  the  up-building  and  entertainment  of  the  Association. 

Section  2  (Membership).  Membership  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  com¬ 
prise  all  Traveler  Members  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  only  such  Traveler  members.  (Every  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall 
be  a  regular  active  Member  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Association), 
and  nothing  in  this  article  of  the  By-Laws  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
deprive  him  of  any  of  his  rights  or  privileges  as  such. 

Section  3  (Dues):  Each  Member  of  the  Auxiliary  shall  pay  the  regular 
dues  in  the  sum  of  32.00  per  annum  to  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association,  and  in  addition  thereto,  shall  pay  33.00  in  annual  dues  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Auxiliary. 

Section  4  (Funds).  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Phar¬ 
maceutical  Association  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer 
of  the  Auxiliary  each  year  an  appropriate  sum.  This  fund,  together 
with  the  dues  paid  by  its  Members  to  the  Auxiliary,  and  such  other  funds 
as  it  may  collect,  shall  be  used  by  the  Auxiliary  to  provide  entertainment 
for  the  Association  at  its  annual  meetings. 

Section  5  (Function).  The  President  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical 
Association  shall  appoint  an  entertainment  committee  of  three  from 
among  the  Members  of  the  Association  who  are  also  Members  of  the 
Auxiliary,  and  two  other  members  of  the  Association,  which  Committee 
shall  devise  with  the  Travelers’  Auxiliary  in  matters  pertaining  to  the 
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program  of  entertainment  for  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Section  6  (Powers).  The  Travelers’  Auxiliary,  and  the  Entertain¬ 
ment  Committee,  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  arrangements  for 
the  entertainment  features  of  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  x'\ssociation 
at  its  annual  meetings. 


Article  XIX. 

All  propositions  to  alter  or  amend  these  By-Laws  must  be 
submitted  in  writing  and  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Laws  at  one 
session,  and  may  be  acted  on  at  the  next  or  at  any  succeeding  ses¬ 
sion  and  the  proposition  determined  by  a  majority  vote. 


Maryland  Pharmacy  Law 

1910 

Article  43;  Public  General  Laws,  Title  “Health’’ 
Sub-Title  “Commissioners  of  Pharmacy.” 


Section  141.  (1902  Chapter  197,  Sec.  2.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  2.)  No  person  shall  open,  conduct  or  keep  a  phar¬ 
macy  in  this  State,  either  as  a  principal  or  agent,  unless  such 
person  shall  have  obtained  a  pharmacist’s  certificate,  as  here¬ 
inafter  provided,  and  no  pharmacy  shall  be  at  any  time  left  in 
charge  of  any  person  who  is  not  a  certified  pharmacist,  a  cer¬ 
tified  acting  pharmacist,  or  a  certified  assistant  pharmacist, 
to  compound  prescriptions  or  sell  or  dispense  poisonous  drugs, 
and  providing,  that  in  the  case  of  a  certified  assistant  phrama- 
cist,  he  shall  not  be  left  in  charge  of  any  pharmacy  in  this 
State  for  a  period  of  more  than  twenty-four  hours,  and  then 
acting  only  in  the  temporary  absence  of  a  certified  acting 
pharmacist,  regularly  and  continuously  employed  in  that 
pharmacy;  it  shall,  however,  be  lawful  for  physicians  and 
dentists  to  compound  and  dispense  their  own  prescriptions ; 
but  unlawful  for  any  person,  dealer  or  firm,  not  a  certified 
pharmacist,  a  certified  acting  pharmacist  or  certified  assistant 
pharmacist,  to  compound  a  physician’s  prescriptions.  Any 
person  violating  this  section  shall,  upon  conviction,  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Section  142.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  3.)  Every  store 

or  shop  where  drugs,  medicines  or  chemicals  are  sold  at  retail, 
displayed  for  sale  at  retail,  where  physician’s  prescriptions  are 
compounded,  which  has  upon  it  or  in  it  as  a  sign  the  words, 
“Pharmacist,”  “Pharmacy,”  “Apothecary,”  “Drug  Store,” 
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“Druggist,”  or  any  of  these  words  or  exhibits  the  character¬ 
istics  show  bottles  or  globes  filled  with  colored  liquids,  shall 
be  considered  a  pharmacy  within  the  meaning  of  this  sub¬ 
title. 

Section  143.  (1902  Chapter  179.  1906  Chapter  585,  Sec. 

4.)  The  Governor  shall  appoint  five  persons  who  are  skilled 
and  competent  pharmacists,  who  have  had  ten  years’  active 
pharmaceutical  experience,  are  actively  engaged  in  the  retail 
drug  business  and  not  connected  with  any  school  of  phar¬ 
macy  or  medicine,  either  as  teachers,  instructors  or  members 
of  the  board  of  trustees,  to  be  Commissioners  of  Pharmacy, 
two  of  whom  shall  be  residents  of  the  city  of  B:iltimore  and 
three  residents  of  the  counties  of  the  State.  Said  commis¬ 
sioners  shall  constitute  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  and 
shall  hold  office  as  follows :  One  to  serve  five  years,  one  four 
years,  one  three  years,  one  two  years  and  one  one  year  from 
the  first  of  May,  1902;  in  the  first  instance  the  Governor  to 
designate  in  the  appointment  who  to  serve  one,  two,  three, 
four  or  five  years,  and  thereafter  annually  the  Governor 
shall  appoint  one  person  to  serve  as  a  member  of  said  board 
for  term  of  five  years.  The  said  Commissioners  shall  within 
ten  days  after  notification  of  their  appointment  each  sub¬ 
scribe  to  an  oath  before  the  clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of 
Baltimore  City,  or  the  clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  any 
county,  to  impartially  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  pre¬ 
scribed  herein.  The  position  of  any  commissioner  so  ap¬ 
pointed  who  shall  fail  to  qualify  within  the  time  and  m  the 
manner  hereinbefore  named  shall  be  deemed  vacant.  The 
Governor  shall  fill  all  occurring  vacancies  from  such  sections 
of  the  State  as  will  cause  the  board  to  be  constituted  as  here¬ 
inbefore  provided. 

Section  144.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  5.  1910  Chapter 

494,  Sec.  2.)  Said  board  shall  organize  by  the  election  of  a 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer,  who  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  and  who  shall  perform  the  duties  prescribed 
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by  the  board.  Meetings  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for 
registration  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Thursday  in  April  and 
October  in  each  year,  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or  at  such 
times  and  places  as  may  be  fixed  upon  by  the  board ;  provided, 
that  ten  days’  public  notice  of  the  hour  and  place  of  each 
meeting  at  which  there  is  an  examination  of  candidates  for 
registration  shall  be  given.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
to  receive  all  applicants  for  examination  and  registration  sub¬ 
mitted  in  proper  form ;  to  grant  certificates  to  such  persons 
as  may  be  entitled  to  the  same  hereunder;  to  report  annually 
to  the  Governor  and  the  Maryland  Pharmaceutical  Associa¬ 
tion,  upon  the  condition  of  pharmacy  in  the  State,  which  re¬ 
port  shall  also  furnish  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the 
board,  as  well  as  the  names  of  all  persons  registered  under 
these  provisions ;  to  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  registered 
the  names  and  places  of  business  of  all  persons  so  registered 
and  all  facts  pertaining  to  the  granting  of  certificates.  The 
said  board  shall  have  the  power  to  adopt  any  rules  and  by¬ 
laws  not  inconsistent  herewith,  necessary  to  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  board;  to  demand  and  receive  from  appli¬ 
cants  the  fees  herein  provided,  which  shall  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  board  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State.  / 

Section  145.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  6.)  The  salaries  of 

said  board  shall  be  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  member, 
and  all  legitimate  expenses  incurred  in  the  discharge  of  official 
duties.  The  secretary  of  said  board  shall  receive  an  additional 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  board,  and  not  to  exceed  two  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum ;  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  at  each 
meeting,  or  whenever  the  board  may  direct,  such  funds  of 
the  board  as  may  be  in  his  possession,  and  take  the  treasurer’s 
receipt  therefor.  In  its  annual  report  to  the  Governor,  the 
board  shall  render  an  account  of  all  moneys  received 
and  expenses  incurred  pursuant  herewith,  and  the  sec¬ 
retary  and  treasurer  shall  give  such  bond  as  the  board  shall 
from  time  to  time  direct. 
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Section  146.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  7.)  Any  person  who 

on  April  8th,  1902,  is  registered  or  entitled  to  registration  in 
Baltimore  City  as  managing  owner,  managing  assistant  or 
relief  clerk,  and  who  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July, 
1902,  pay  to  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  a  fee  of  one 
dollar,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  pharmacist  and  re¬ 
ceive  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 

Section  147.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  8,  9,  10  and  ii. 

1910  Chapter  494,  Sec.  3.)  An  person  who  has  had  four 
years’  active  experience  in  a  pharmacy  where  physicians’  pre¬ 
scriptions  are  daily  compounded  and  has  reached  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  after  examination  by  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  shall  be  by  it  deemed  competent,  shall  be 
registered  as  pharmacist  and  given  a  certificate  of  such  regis¬ 
tration.  Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary 
ten  days  before  any  of  the  meetings  of  the  t)oard  and  shall 
pay  to  the  board  a  fee  of  fifteen  dollars. 

Any  person  who  has  had  two  years’  active  experience  in  a 
pharmacy  where  physicians’  prescriptions  are  daily  com¬ 
pounded  and  has  attained  the  age  of  eighteen  years,  who, 
after  examination  by  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy,  shall 
by  it  be  deemed  competent,  shall  be  registered  as  assistant 
pharmacist  and  be  given  a  certificate  of  such  registration. 
Such  person  shall  make  application  to  the  secretary  of  the 
board  ten  days  before  any  of  its  stated  meetings,  and  pay  to 
the  board  a  fee  of  ten  dollars. 

Section  148.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  12.)  Every  appli¬ 

cant  for  examination  shall,  with  his  application  to  the  secre¬ 
tary  of  the  board,  file  a  written  declaration,  duly  sworn  to 
before  a  justice  of  the  peace  or  notary  public,  stating  the 
pharmacy  or  pharmacies  in  which  he  has  had  the  experience 
demanded  in  Section  147.  Anyone  swearing  falsely  in  the 
affidavit  so  filed  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  perjury. 
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Section  149.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  13.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  3.)  Every  person  receiving-  a  pharmacist’s  or  as¬ 
sistant  pharmacist’s  certificate  shall  keep  the  same  conspicu¬ 
ously  posted  in  his  place  of  business.  Violations  of  this  sec¬ 
tion  hall  be  punishable  by  a  fine  of  $25.00  in  each  instance. 

Section  150.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14.)  Any  certificate 

obtained  by  false  representation  shall  be  void,  and  the  offender 
shall  be  fined  not  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  for 
thirty  days,  or  both,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  15 1.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  14A.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  14A.)  It  shall  be  within  the  power  of  the  Maryland 
Board  of  Pharmacy  to  enter  into  reciprocal  relations  with  the 
Boards  of  Pharmacy  of  such  other  States  as  do  likewise,  and 
whose  requirements  are  satisfactory  as  regards  the  awards 
and  interchanging  of  certificates  for  registration  of  registered 
pharmacists,  applicants  for  registration  under  this  clause  to 
produce  satisfactory  documents  bearing  upon  their  previous 
examination  from  the  secretary  of  that  board  and  paying  the 
secretary  of  the  Maryland  Board  of  Pharmacy  the  accus¬ 
tomed  fee ;  applicants  in  addition  will  be  required  to  furnish 
satisfactory  record  as  to  their  morality,  sobriety  and  close  ob¬ 
servance  of  the  more  important  laws  touching  the  life  of  a 
pharmacist. 

*Section  152.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sections  15  and  15^^. 

1906  Chapter  585,  Sections  15  and  15^.)  The  provisions  of 
this  sub-title  shall  not  apply  to  Talbot  County. 

Section  153.  (1902  Chapter  179,  Sec.  16.  1906  Chapter 

585,  Sec.  16.)  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  Sections 
141,  149,  151  and  152  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  general 
merchants  of  the  counties  of  the  State  or  of  Baltimore  City 
from  selling  such  drugs  and  medicines  as  have  heretofore 
been  handled  by  the  general  merchants  of  the  State  of  Mary¬ 
land.

Maryland  Anti-Narcotic  Law 

Chapter  No.  474 — Law  Relatiing  to  the 
Traffic  in  Cocaine,  Etc. 


An  Act  to  repeal  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904;  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  Section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  and  to  re-enact  the  same  with  amendments,  so  as 
to  form  four  sections  of  said  Article  27  of  said  Code,  to 
be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and  to  be  numbered 
237,  237A,  237B  and  237C,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

SECTION  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland,  that  Chapter  607  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gen¬ 
eral  Assembly  of  Maryland  of  1904,  the  same  having 
been  codified  in  the  Code  of  1904,  as  section  237  of  Arti¬ 
cle  27,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  and  re-enacted 
with  amendments,  so  as  to  form  four  Sections  of  said 
Article  27,  to  be  headed  “Health-Narcotic  Drugs,”  and 
to  be  numbered  237,  237A,  237B,  237C,  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

HEALTH-NARCOTIC  DRUGS. 

SECTION  237.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person, 
firm  or  corporation  to  furnish,  sell,  give  away  or  other¬ 
wise  dispense  any  cocaine,  eucaine,  opium,  morphine, 
heroin,  chloral  hydrate,  or  any  salts  oi  compounds  o! 
any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  any  preparation  or 
compound  containing  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or 
their  salts  or  their  compounds,  except  upon  the  original 
written  order  or  prescription  of  a  lawfully  authorized  prac¬ 
titioner  of  medicine,  dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  of 
good  standing  in  his  profession,  not  of  intemperate  habits 
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or  addicted  to  the  use  of  any  drugs,  and  any  person  vio¬ 
lating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
fined  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  be  imprisoned 
in  the  penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year 
nor  more  than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Court  for  each  ofifense.  Provided,  that  the  above  provisions 
shall  not  apply  to  paregoric,  laudanum  or  to  bona  fide 
proprietary  medicines  containing  codeine  or  not  more  than 
two  grains  of  opium  or  not  more  than  two-fifths  grain  of 
morphine,  or  not  more  than  one-fourth  grain  of  heroin,  or 
not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral  hydrate  in  one  fluid 
ounce,  or,  if  a  solid  preparation,  in  one  avoirdupois  ounce; 
provided,  also  that  the  above  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  preparations  containing  opium  and  recommended  and 
sold  in  good  faith  for  diarrhoea  ajnd  cholera,  each  bottle  or 
package  of  which  is  accompanied  by  specific  directions ; 
\nd  provided,  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  any  said  drugs  by  any 
licensed  manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  whole¬ 
sale  or  retail  pharmacists  or  druggists  to  other  licensed 
manufacturing  pharmacists  or  chemists,  or  wholesale  or 
retail  pharmacists  or  druggists,  or  to  hospitals,  colleges, 
scientific  or  public  institutions,  or  to  licensed  physicians, 
dentists  or  practitioners  of  veterinary  medicine  and  surgery ; 
nor  to  the  use  of  any  of  the  said  drugs  by  any  licensed 
physician,  dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or 
surgery  in  the  regular  course  of  his  practice. 

SEC.  237A.  If  any  person  except  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery, 
manufacturing  pharmacist  or  chemist  or  wholesale  or  retail 
pharmacist  or  druggist  have  in  his  possession  cocaine,  eu- 
caine,  opium,  morphine,  heroin,  chloral  hydrate  or  any 
salts  or  compounds  of  any  of  the  foregoing  substance  or 
their  salts  or  compounds  other  than  paregoric  and  lauda- 
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num  or  bona  fide  proprietary  medicine  containing  codeine 
or  not  more  than  two  grains  of  opium  nor  not  more  than 
two-fifths  grain  of  morphine  or  not  more  than  one-fourth 
grain  of  heroin  or  not  more  than  ten  grains  of  chloral 
hydrate  in  one  fluid  ounce,  or  if  a  solid  preparation  in  one 
avoirdupois  ounce,  or  any  of  them  with  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same  he  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  or  by  confinement  in  the 
penitentiary  of  this  State  for  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more 
than  five  years  or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court,  and 
possession  of  any  of  the  above  enumerated  drugs  or  mix¬ 
tures  thereof,  except  by  a  licensed  physician,  dentist,  prac¬ 
titioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery,  manufacturing 
chemist  or  pharmacist,  wholesale  or  retail  pharmacist  or 
druggist  or  on  the  prescription  of  a  licensed  physician, 
dentist  or  veterinarian  in  good  standing  in  his  profession 
not  of  intemperate  habits  and  not  addicted  to  the  use  of  any 
drug,  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  an  intent  to  sell,  give 
away  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same.  Provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
hospital,  college  or  scientific  or  public  institution. 

SEC.  237B.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  practitioner 
of  medicine  or  dentistry  to  furnish  or  prescribe  for  the  use 
of  any  person  any  cocaine,  heroin,  alpha  or  beta  eucaine, 
opium,  morphine,  chloral  hydrate  or  any  salts  or  compounds 
of  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  cr  any  preparation  con¬ 
taining  any  of  the  foregoing  substances  or  their  salts  or 
compounds  except  to  such  persons  who  are  under 
his  care  and  for  whom  he,  in  good  faith,  prescribed  as  neces¬ 
sary  for  their  professional  treatment;  and  no  practitioner 
of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall  prescribe  the  same 
for  the  use  of  any  human  being.  Any  written  order  or  pre¬ 
scription  given  or  made  by  any  practitioner  of  medicine, 
dentistry  or  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  in  the  course  of 
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his  professional  treatment  shall  be  dated  and  shall  contain 
the  name  of  the  person  for  whom  prescribed,  or  if  ordered 
by  a  practitioner  of  veterinary  medicine  or  surgery  shall 
state  the  kind  of  animal  for  which  ordered  and  said  pre¬ 
scription  shall  be  signed  by  the  person  giving  the  prescrip¬ 
tion  or  order.  Such  written  order  or  prescription  shall 
be  permanently  retained  on  file  by  the  person,  firm  or  cor¬ 
poration  who  shall  compound  or  dispense  the  article  or¬ 
dered  or  prescribed,  and  it  shall  not  be  again  compounded  or 
dispensed  except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  original 
prescriber  for  each  and  every  subsequent  compounding  or 
dispensing.  No  copy  or  duplicate  of  such  written  order 
or  prescription  shall  be  made  or  delivered  tO'  any  person 
but  the  original  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  inspection  by 
the  prescriber,  the  State’s  Attorney  for  the  county  or  Bal¬ 
timore  City  or  committee  of  the  Grand  Jury  of  the  county 
or  of  Baltimore  City  in  which  said  prescription  was  filled. 
Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  upon  conviction 
thereof  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  and  may,  in  the  discretion 
of  the  Court,  be  confined  in  the  county  or  city  jail  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  the  said  fine  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one 
year. 

SEC.  237C.  It  shall  be  the  duty  under  this  act  of  all 
judges  of  Courts  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  this  State 
at  every  regular  term  thereof  to  charge  all  regularly  im¬ 
panelled  juries  to  diligently  inquire  into  and  investigate 
all  cases  of  the  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and 
to  make  a  true  presentment  of  all  persons  guilty  of  such 
violations.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Maryland  Board  of 
Pharmacists,  as  well  as  all  prosecuting  officers,  to  cause  the 
prosecution  of  all  persons  violating  the  provisions  of  this 
act.  In  any  proceedings  under  the  provisions  of  sections 
237,  237A,  237B  and  this  section  the  charge  may  be  brought 
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against  any  and  all  of  the  members  of  a  partnership,  or 
against  the  directors  or  executive  officials  of  a  corporation 
or  against  the  agent  of  any  person,  partnership  or  corpora¬ 
tion. 


SEC.  2.  And  it  is  further  enacted.  That  all  criminal 
proceedings  pending  or  which  may  be  hereafter  instituted 
for  offenses  already  committed  shall  be  instituted,  pro¬ 
ceeded  with  and  prosecuted  to  final  determination  and 
judgment  as  if  this  act  had  not  been  passed. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  all  laws  and 
parts  of  laws  conflicting  with  this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

SEC.  4.  And  be  it  enacted.  That  this  act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Maryland  Poison  Law 

Chapter  586,  Legislature  1906 

An  Act  Regulating  the  Sale  of  Poisonous  Drugs 
in  the  State  of  Maryland. 


SECTION  1,  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assernbly 
of  Maryland,  That  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person 
from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  to  retail  any  of  the 
following  poisons :  Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive 
sublimate,  white  precipitate,  red  precipitate,  bichromide  of 
mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  strych¬ 
nine  and  all  other  poisonous  vegetable  alkaloids  and  their 
salts,  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds,  opium  and  its  prepara¬ 
tions,  aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica, 
henbane,  sabine,  ergot,  croton  oil,  cantharides,  creosote, 
digitalis  and  their  pharmaceutical  preparations,  cotton  root, 
chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc,  mineral  acids, 
carbolic  acid  and  oxalic  acid,  without  distinctly  labeling 
the  box,  vessel  or  paper  in  which  the  said  poison  is  con¬ 
tained,  with  the  name  of  the  article,  the  word  “Poison” 
and  the  name  and  place  of  business  of  the  seller. 

SEC.  2.  Nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  registered  phar¬ 
macist  or  other  person  to  sell  any  of  the  poisons  above 
enumerated  without  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book 
kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  sale,  the  name 
and  address  of  the  purchaser,  the  name  of  the  poison  sold, 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser 
to  be  required  and  the  name  of  the  dispenser,  such  a  book 
to  be  always  open  for  inspection  by  the  proper  authorities 
and  to  be  preserved  for  at  least  five  years.  The  provisions 
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Vi  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dispensing  of  poisons 
in  not  unusual  quantities  or  doses  upon  the  prescription  of 
practitioners  of  medicine.  i\ny  violation  of  the  provisions 
of  these  sections  shall  make  the  offender  liable  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  five  dollars  and  not  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

SEC.  3.  And  be  it  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.

Bichloride  of  Mercury  Law 
of  Maryland 

Chapter  794,  Approved  April  13,  1914 


A  BILL  ENTITLED 

AN  ACT  to  regulate  the  sale  an  dispensing  of  bichloride 
of  mercury  in  tablet  form  for  antiseptic  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
Maryland, that  all  tablets  made  of  bichloride  of  mercury  in 
sufficient  quantity  to  render  said  tablets  strong  enough  for 
antiseptic  purposes,  each  tablet  shall  be  triangular,  diamond, 
square,  oblong,  or  other  irregular  shape,  and  the  color  of  each 
and  every  one  of  said  tablets  shall  be  blue,  geeen  or  purple 
with  the  word  “Poison”  impressed  or  embossed  upon  it. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  that  it  shall  be 
unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  sell,  dispense  or  give 
away  bichloride  of  mercury  in  tablet  form,  if  said  tablets 
contain  more  than  one-tenth  of  a  grain  of  the  said  bichloride 
of  mercury,  unless  tablets  are  of  the  color  and  shape,  and 
marked  as  described  in  Section  1  of  this  Bill. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  bottle 
in  which  said  tablets  for  antiseptic  purposes  of  bichloride  of 
mercury  are  sold,  dispensed,  or  given  away,  shall  have  the 
word  “Poison”  blown  in  one  side  of  said  bottle,  and  a  label 
on  the  opposite  side  bearing  the  word  “Poison”  in  con¬ 
spicuous  letters. 
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Section  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  person  or 
persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offense,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  or  City 
Jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  three  months 
or  both  in  the  discretion  of  the  Court. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  Act 
shall  take  effect  from  the  date  of  its  passage.
